vigation, and in climates adapted to the pro- 
duce of commodities uieful in commerce ; and

firfl: difcovered and vifited by Britifh navigators, 
have never yet been fo fufficicntly furveyed as 
that an accurate jiidgment may be formt^ c^ 
their coafts and produdl ; his Majefly faking 
thepremifcs into coniideration, and conceiving 
no coiijunAure fo proper/or an enterpriie of this 
" nature, as a time of profound peace, which hjs

Commodore Byron returned in the month of 
May in the year i.y66fA^d in; the month of Auguft

The Swallow was a Qoop mounting fourteen guns ; 
Irr complement was ninety men, with one Lieace- 

nanc, and twenty-two petty officers. 

Thele veiTels proceeded together till they came 
within fighc of the South Sea, at the weftern 
entrance of the Straight of Magellan, and from 
thence returned by different routs to England. 

In the Lircer part of the year 1767, it was re- 
folved, by the Koyal Society, that it would be 
proper to fend perfons into fome part of the 
South Sea to oblerve a tranfit of the planet Venus 
over the fun's difc, which, according to aftrono* 
mical calculation, would happen in the year 1769; 
and that the iflands called Marquefas de Men* 
doza, or thofe of Rotterdam or Amfterdam, were 
the propereft places then known for making fuch 
pbiervauon. 

In confequence of thefe refolutions, it was re- 
commended to his Majefty, in a memorial from 
the Society, dated February - 1768, that he would 
be pleafed to order fuch an obfervation to be 
made} upon which his Majefty iignified to the 
Lords Commilfioners of the Admiralty his pleai* 
fure that a (hip fhould be, provided to carry fuch 
obfervers as the Society ihould think fit to the 
South Seas 5 and in the beginning of April fol- 
lowing the Society received a letter from the 
Secretary of the Admiralty, informing them that 
a bark of three hundred and feventy tons had 
\)eca uken up for that purpofe. This veilel was 
^aUed thfs Endeavour^^ and the command of her 

given 
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{^▼en to Lieutenant James Cook, a gentleman 

undoubted abilities in aftronoray and navigation, 
who was foon after, by the Royal Society, ap- 
pointed, with Mr. Charles Green, a gentleman 
who had long been affiftant to Dr. Bradley at the 
Royal Qbfervatory at GiceAwtch9 to obkrve the 
tranfit. 

While this vc0el was getting leady for her 
eKpedition, Captain Wallis returned $ add it hav« 
ang been recommended to him by Lord MorttMi» 
when he went out, to fix on a ptroper plaee for 

this aftronomical obkrvation, he, by letter, dated 
on board the Dolphin, the i8th of May 1768, the, 
day before he laiuled at Haftings« mentioned Port 
Royal harbour, in an iiland which he hrf difco* 
vered, then called Georgie's Ifland» and fmce 
Otaheite : the Royal Society therefore, by leMr^ 
dated the beginning of June, in anfwer to an ap« 
plication from the Admiralty to be ii^rmed 
whither they would have thtir obfcrvcrs fcnt, uiad^ 
choice of that place* 

The Endeavour had be^n built for the «al 
trade, and a veflei of that conftruAion was pre<r 
fened for many reafons, particularly becaufe flie 
was what the failors call a good fca boat, Was 
more roomy^ would take and lie the ground 
better, and might be navigated fay fewer men chato 
other vcflels of the fame burden. 

IHer ipompletaent of laSkMk on^ men Was L^iee- 

tenant Cook ti:e ComtHaridcr, "with twd Lieute* 

nants under him, a Mailer and boatfwain^ with 

es^ch 
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tach two mates, a furgeoo and carpenter, with 

each one mate, a gunner, ,a cuok, a clerk and 
fteward, two quaner-maflers, an armourer, a iaiU 
maker, three midthipmen, forty*one able (eamen, 
twelve marines, and nine fervants, in ali eighty- 
four perfons beiides the Commander: Ihe was 
vit£tualled for eighteen months, and took on board 
ten carnage and twelve iwivel guns, with good 
ftore of ammunition and other neceffiuies. The 

Endeavour alfo, aher the agronomical obfervation 
Ihould be made, was ordered to, profecute the de^ 
fign of making difcoveries in the South Seas. What 
^yas efiedted by thefe veflels in their feveral voy** 
ages, will appear in the courfe of this work, of 
which it is now neceflary to give fome account. 

It is drawn up from the journals that were kept 
by the Commanders of the feveral (hips, which 
were put into my hands by the Lords Commif- 
fioners of the Admiralty for that purpofe : and* 
with refpefl to the voyage of the Endeavour, from 
other papers equally authentic ^ an alTiilaoce 
whidi 1 have acknowledged in an introduAion to 
the account ot her voyage. 

When I hrit undertook the work, it was de- 
bated, whether it Ihould be written in the firft or 
third pcrfon : it was readily acknowledged on all 
hands, that a narrative in the firll perfon would, 
by bringing the Adventurer and the Reader nearer 
together, without the intervention of a ftranger, 
more ftrongiy excite an intereft, and confequently 
afford more entertainment ; but it was objefted,

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fhat if it was written in the name of the feveral 

Commanders, I couiU exhite only a naked narra- 
tive» without aay opinion or ienciment of my own> 
feowevcr fair the occafion, and without noting the 
iimilitudc or diflimilitudc between the opinions^ 
cuftoms or manners of the people now firfk difccv 
vered, and thofc of nations that h:u c been long 
known, or remarking on any other incident or 
parcicular that might occnr. In anfwer Co this 
objedion, however, it was faid, that as the manu- 
kripi would be fubmitted to the gentlemen in 
whole names it would . be written, fuppofing the 
narrative to be in the firft perfon, and nothing 
publilhed without their approbation, ic would 
fignify Iktle who conceived the fentiments that 
ilmukl be exprefled, and therefore I might ftili be 
at liberty to exprefs my own. In this opinion alt 
parties acquiefced,. and it was 
narrative (bonld be written in the firft perfon^ and 
that I might notwiihllanding interfpcrfe fuch fen- 
timents and obfervations as my fubgeibt ihould 
fuggeft : they are not indeed numerous, and whei> 
they occur, are always curfory and fbon j for no- 
thing would have been more abfurd than to tn* 
terrupt an interefting narrative, or new delcrip- 
* tions, by hypothefis and diflerution. They will 
however be found moft frequent in the account 
of the voyage of the Endeavour, and the principal 
reafon is, that akiM>iigh it ftands laft in the feries^ 
great part of it was printed before the others 
were written^ fo that feveral remarks, which would 

naturaU7 
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tfttiir^Ily have been fuggeftcd by the itlcident§ 
fthd defcriptions that would have occurred in che 
preceding voyages, were anticipated by fimtlar 
incidents and deibriptions which occurred in this. 

Some particulars thai are related in oiie voyage^ 
^ill perhaps appear to ht repeated in another, a^ 
they would neceffarily have been if the fcveral 
Cottidiandefs had written the account o£ theiir 

voyages themfelves i for a digefi could not have 
been made of the whole^ without invading the 
tight of each nalrigator to appropriate the relation 
of what he had fceri : theie repetitions however 
taken together will be found to fill but a ftiff 
pages Cif tht bo6k. 

I'hat rio doubt might remain of the fidelity 
with which I have related the events recorded ki 
my materials^ the manufcript account of each 
voyage was read to the refpe&ive Coouxutnders at 
the Admiralty, by the appointment of Lord Sand* 
wicfa, who was himfelf prefent during much the 
' '|;reat<ift part of the time. The account of the vbyage 
of the Endeavour was alfo read to Mr. Banks and 
Dr« SoUnder$ in whofe hands, as well as in thofi^ 
of Captain Cook, the manufcript was left for t 
confidcrablc time after the reading. Commodore 
Byron alfo^ Captain Wallis, and Captain Carteret^ 
had the manufcripts of their fefpeftive voyages to 
perufe, after they had been read at the Admiralty 
in their prefence^ and fuch emendations as they 
fuggeded were made. In order thus to authen- 
ticate the voyage of Captain Cook, the account 

a 2 of 
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of it was firft written, becaufe it was expefted 
when his journal was put into my hands, that he 
would have laikd oii the voyage he is now mak- 
ing in lefs than five months. 

It will probably be thought by many Readers, 
that I have related the nautical events too mi- 
nutely ; but it muft be remembered, that mi- 
nutely to relate theie events was the great object 
of the work. It was in particular thought ne* 
ccilary to infert the fituation of the fliip at differ- 
ent hours of the day, wi^ the bearings of differ- 
ent parts of the land while ibe was navigating 
feas, and examining ibores that hitherto have been 
altogether unknown, ii| order to afcertain her 
track more minutely than could be done in any 
chart, however large the fcale, and to defcnbc 
with critical exaAnefs the bays, headlands, and 
other irregularities of the coaft i the appearance 
of the country, its hills, vallies, mountains, and 
woods, with the depth of water, and every other 
particular that might enable future navigators 
eafily to find, and fafely to vifit ^ery pare of it. 
I was not indeed myfelf fufficiently apprifcd of the 
minutenefs that was neceifary in this part of the 
work, fo that I was obliged to make many addi« 
tions to it, lifter I had prepared my manufcript. 
Ic is however hoped, that thole who read mcnely 

for entertainment will be compenfatcd by the dc- 
fcription of countries which no European had be* 
fore vifited, and manners which in many inftances 
exhibit a new picture of human life. In this part, 

the 
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the relation of little circumftances requires no 

apology, for it is from little circumftances that 
the relation of great events derives its power over 
the mind. An account that ten thoufand men 
perifhed in a battle, that twice the number were 
fwallowcd up by an earthquake, or that a whole 
nadon was fwept away by a peftilence, is read in 
the naked brevity of an index, wichout the leaft 
emotion, by thole who feel themfelves ftrongly 
intcrefled even for Pamela, the imaginary heroine 
of a novel that is remarkable for the enumeration 
of particulars in themfelves fo trifling, that we al* 
moft wonder how they could occur to the author's 
mind* 

This work is illuftrated and adorned by a great 
number of cuts, from which every clafs of readers* 
whether their objeft is knowledge or pleafure, will 
find equal advantage, as they confifl not only of 
maps and charts, drawn with great ikill and at* 
tention, but of views and figures, defigned and 
executed by the beft artifts in this f o.uatiy. 

The moft cfte^lual way to prevent obfcurity 
and confufion in relating events, is to range them 
in order of time, which however catinot be done 
in an unbroken feries when the complicated and » 
multifarious objedfcs of hiftory are to be recorded » 
but as each of the narratives in this work is a 
fingle thread, the tranfaftions of every day are fet 
down in a regular fuccelGon^ and the time noted 
ixk the margin. 
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Great care has beipn taken ta make the charts 

^nd the nautical part of the narrative coincide j 
if there ihould be any difference, which it is hoped 
will not be the cafe, the charts arc to be con- 
fided in, of unqucftionablc autliority. By the 
charts, »s well as by the narrative, cfpecUlly by 
jhat on which the tracks of the feveral veflels are 
marked* it wili be fecn how.far the cxiftcnce or 
non exiftence of a foiithern continent is already 
gfcertained, and what land lia$ in the covirfc pf 
thefe voyages been Brft difcoyered. The charts 
^\io will at one view prevent any miftakc which 
might arifefrpm the fame name having ^en given 
to different iOands by the feveral Commanders in 
ihcfe voyages, wUi^out the trouble of comparing 

the latitudes and Igm^gitudes affigned them m tb^ 
parrative. 

As it is Jput a very £?w years iince the e^Iftenc^ 
of a race of men above the common ftature upon 
|:he coaft of Patagonia, was the fubjed of eager 
difpute ampfig all ranks of people in this country, 
I have brought together the whole of the evidence 
on the Quei^ipn, as I find it in a poUeflion of 
voyages lately printed in France, under the titfe 
of Hiftoire de§ Navigjitipnp ayJC Terras Aur 
ftrajes-" 

« It muft be acknowledged, that the contni'!' 
ricty of the repprts that have been made, by oc\j* 
Igrwita^es, poncerning a faA eafy to be deter* 

ynincd, does not deviate lefs from the common 
^puri^ Qi things thsfik (he gigfinuc ftature o£ the 

people 
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peoide in queftion. It appears, that during aa 

hundred years, almoft all navigators, ot whacever 
country, agree in affirming the exiOeiuce of a 
race of giants upon the coaft of Patagonia; and 
that during another century, the much greater 
number agree in denying the fad, treating their 
predeceffors as idle fabulifts, and imputing their 
reports either to the terror wbidi the rude fierce- 
ncfs of a favage people iii%ired, or to the natural 
propenfity of mankind to aiTume importance, by 
pretending to have feen wonderful things* That 
men have a ftrange propenlity to the marvellous 
cannot be denied, nor that fear naturally magni- 
fies Its object ; but though ic be allowed that the 
accounts of the Fatagonians have in fome in* 
ftances been exaggerated, it is certain, that all 
who have affirmed their (tature to be gigantic, 
wer^^not under the influence of fear) and it is 
very ftrange, that nations who have an hereditary 
hatred to each other, and an acknowledged oppo* 
fidon of intereft, fliould agree in aflerting an evi* 
dent falfchood. 

In the firft place it is well known to have 
been an opinion long eftabliflied, both in our 
ancient world and in America, that there was once 
a race of giants upon earth who diftinguilhed 
themlclvcs by violence and guilt. 

«^ Barbenais was told by tlie inhabicanjts of 
South America, that a deluge having laid Peru 
under water, the Indians retired to the moun rains 
tiU the flood Iboutd fubflde, and that when they 

a 4 csim 
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<^amc again down to the plaio, they foond there 
men of an enormous ftature, who attacked them 
w.th great ferocity, killing many, and driving tho 
reft to the caves of the rocks , but that havin.. 
, conunged m their hiding.places many years, ihej 
faw m the air a young man who deftroyed the 
giants by thunderbolts, and thus reftorcd to them 
the pofleffion oi their country. H.s guides alfo 
ftowed hun many marks upon a lock which they 
faid were tmptelTed by the thunderbolts, and many 
bones ol an extraordinary fizc, which they believed 
to be remains of the giants; but they did not pre, 
tend to know when the deluge happened. 

" The Ynca Garcilaflb de la Vega, in his hiA 
tory of Peru, relates, that according to a tradition 
univerfally received, a number of veflels or junks 
c ttcL."^"* P0»« Helena with a company of 
?«. 8>««« ^" boa.d, of a ftature fo enormous that the

? knees : tnat their eyes were as broad as the bot- 
tom of a plate, and their limbs proportionably 
large : that fomc of them were naked, and others 
flightly covered with the (kins of faeaftj. That 
when they came on fhorc, th.ey di^ a pit of an 
aftpnifliing dcpih in the rock, and each of them 
confuming as much proyifions as would be fuffi> 
cient for fifty men, the country was foon eathauft- 
fd, and they were obliged to live upon filh : that 
they icized the women of the country, to whom 
Jheir brutality, was fatal, and afterwards «iving 
fhcmfclves up tq wqrfe ykes, the vhplc rac? 
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was deftroyed by fire from heaven, which how- 
tf7€F left their bones unconfumed, as a laitinjp « 
memorial of Divine vengeance. Bones of m 
amazing fize are faid co have been found in this 
countrf, aad fragments of teeth, which, if they 
were whole, mult have weighed half a pound. • 

Thofe who wifli to know ail the particulars 
of thefe American traditions may fatisfy their' ' 
eurioiity by reading Torquemado, iib. i. chap.- 
1 3 and 14. where they will find that thefe fables 
are very fimihr to thoie relative to the lame fub-' ^ % 
je& m other parrs of the world. The bones^ faid 
CO have been the bones of giants, which have been 
found in America, and which were fliewn at Mexi- 
co and other places in the year 1550, are probably 
the bones of fome animal unknown ; and indeed 
BOthing lefs than the light of fuch a race of hu- 
man beings, or of an entire fkeleton, can be ad* 
mitted as a proof of their exiftence. Turner, the 
naturalid, reports, that in the year 1610, the thigh 
bone of a man was'Ihewn in London, who mutb 
have been of an enormous lize ^ but this tefti- 
mony is not decifive, though the author adds*' 
thfit he had himielf feen liear the river Plata, up* 
en the Qoaft of Brazil, a race of giants who went 
ftai^ naked I that the hinder part of their heads 
was flat, and not round -y that the women had " 
Ipng black hair, as coarie as a horfe's mane ; that . 
the. men were excellent archers, and, befides their 

bow and arrows, carried two maffive balls or bul- 

Jets, each faHened ta one end of a. thong» a wea*

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po.n which they ufed with great dexterity aiid 
||r€e» either by ftriking with it, or throwing tC 
like a ftone from a fling. One of tl.efe giants, 
he %^ wa$ twelve feet high ^ but ackaowicdgg^ 
that he &w no other fe ulL 

i this fad there are other ocular witneiie^ 
who perhaps may be thought more worthy^ of 
credit i among the Spaniards, Magellan, Loaifa, 
Sarcnknto, and Nodal ; among the Englifli, Ca- 
vcndifh, Hawkins, and Knivet ; among th^ Dutcht 
Sebald, de No rr, le Maiie, and Spilberg*, and 
among the French, thoie who went in the expedi* 
tion from Marleilies and Saint Maloes. Thofe who 
bear leftimony to the contrary, are Winter, the 
Dutch Admiral Hermite,Froger in deGennes'snar^- 
rative, and Sir John Narborongh. Winter, after 
having himielf ieen the inhabitants of Patagonia^ 
fays in direct Ctrnas, that the accounts of their be- 
ing giants are falfchoods invented by the Spa-^ 
niards ; and it muft be confefled that the tdti- 
m )ny of thefe navigators at leaft counterbalances 
the evidence on the other fide, elpecially as they 
were beft acquainted with the Streight .of Mage)* 
Jan, and the neighbouring country. Such navi- 
gatprs ask have vifued tbi& country* and ^e filenc 
with refpefk to the ftature of the inhaUtants, por^ 
Ucularly Sir Francis Drake, muft be conQdeJxd as 
witnelTes agatoil the faft in queftion ^ for-' tiieir 
filence is a proof that they fa\y nothing extraordi««» 
nary. It mu^ however be obfc-rved, in the hrit 
plaqp^ that thf; greater part of tbofp wboJiold the 

affirmative. 
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flffiroiacive in this queftionv ipeak of people that 
inhabited the defert coaft of Patagonia to the eaft 
and \vc:ft J and that, on the contrary, thofe who 
hold the negative, fpeak of thofe who inhabit the 
Strcight upon the fides of the utmoft point of 
America to the north and fouth. The nations of 
thefe two diftriAs are certainly not the fame % and 
jf the firft have fometimes been feen in the 
Streighty it cannot be thought ftrangCt confider* 

ing how lliorc the didance is from Port ^^aint Ju- 
lian, which appears to be their ordinary habita- 
tion. Magellan, and his people faw them there 
very often, and trafficked with, them fometimcs 
on board his fliips, and fometimes on (bore; nor 
was this all, he feized two of them, and kept 
them prironers in his veiiel, one of whom was 
bapttaed fome time before his death, and taug^ 
fcveral words of his language to Pigafctte, who 
formed them into a little diOiopzty : thefe air 
fafts than which ftothLig can be more pofitiye, or 
leis fubje6t to illufion. 

I affirm, fays Knivet, that when I was at 
Port Defire I meafurcd feveral dead bodies that I. 
found buried there, which were from fourteen to 
fixteen fpans high, and faw tracks in the fand 
which muft have been left by people of nearly the 
iiime ftatui«. I have alfo fjreq^iently feen at BnH 
Zi\j one of the Patagonians who had been taken 
at Port Saint Julian, and though he was but a 
youth, he meafured no lefs than thirteen fpans : 
^ pvir Engliib prifomers #t Brazil have aiTured 
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me that they had ieen many men of the fame fta« 
turc upon the coafts of the ftrcight.** Sebald de 
Wert lays, that when he was in the Streight, he 
faw giants of the fame bulk, who tore up trees by 
the roots, that were a fpan in diameter, with great 
facility; he alfo faw women that were gigantic, 
and others of the common ftature. Oliver dc 
Noort reports, that he law favages of a gigantic 
ftature at Port Defire, but does not call them 
giants : that he took fix of them priioners, and 
carried them on board his fliip, one of whom after* 
wards told him that the country was inhabited by 
many different nations, four of which were of the 
ordinary ftature; but that farther within the land, 
in a territory called Cw», there was a gigantic 
people, diftioguilhed by the name of Tiremenen, 

who were continually making war upon the other 
nations. Spiiberg relates, that he faw a man of an 
extraordinary ftacuie upon the coaft of Terra del 
f uego, but that the fepulchres which he found, 
had received men of the common height. Aria* 

Clafz, who was on board La M aire's fleet In the 
charatler of Commifiary, a man well worthy of 
ciedit, declares, that having vifited the fepulchres 
which he dilcovered upon the coaft of Patagonia, 
hefound the bones of itien who were betwicen ten 
and eleven feet high, whkh convinced him that 
the reports of former navigators were true ; and 
^ iirre it mcift be confeiTed that the examinatioa 
was made in cold blood, when it cannot be pre- 
tended tlut the objed was magnihed by fear^ 

Some 
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Some others, particularly Nodal and Sir Richard 
Hawkins, content themfelves with faying that 
thefe lavages were a head taller than the inhabit- 
ants oi Europe^ and of fuch a ftature that the 
people on board their vefiels called them giants. 
Such is the evidence of pall times ; we (bali now 
confider that of the age in which we live. In 17041 
the Captsuns Harrington and Carman, who com- • 
mandcd two French veffels, one from Saint Ma* 
loes, and the other from Marfeilles, faw at one 
time feven of thefe giants in Pofleffion Bay, at 
another time fix, and at a third time they had an 
interview with a company of more than four hun- 
dred men, part of whom were gigantic, and part 
of the common ftature. That Harrington and 
Carman reported thiis fad, Is attellcd by M.Frezier, 
fuperintendent of the foriihcations of Bretagne, a 
man well known, and univerfally efteemed, Fre- 
zier never faw any of thefe favages himfelf, but 
he fays, that being upon the coaft of Chili, Don 
Pedro Molina, Governor of the iflc of Chiloe, and 
many other eye-wicnefTes, told him, that there 
was at a confiderable diftance within the country, 
an Indian nation, called by their neighbours Cau* ' 
cobutSy who ibmetimes came down to the Spanilh 
fettlements, that wei^ more than nin6 fcec high, 
and wcfe the fame race with the Patagonians who 
live on the j^aftern coafl:, aiKl have been meittioned ' 
in former relations. We arc told by Reaveneatt 
de LuiTan, that the Spaniards who live upon the 
&a coaft in Somh America, report th^t ceruiq. 

. whitQ 
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ivfiite Indians tfihabit part of Chili, with whotrt 
they are always at war: that they are of an enor- 
mous bulk and ftature, and that whencVcf thef 
take a Spaniard prifoncr, thty farce up tlie breaft- 
bone^ as they would the ihcll of a tortoife^ and 
* ' tear out his heafc. Narbofough, on the colitrary^ 
tliough he agrees that the Indians who inhabit the 
mountatAs near the Spani(h fetclements at Cbiii^ 
an J perpetually commit lioililicies againll tliem^ 
arc tail, exprefsiy denies that their ftature is gi- 
gantic. He had often meafured tbe flkulb «nd 
the prints of the feet of the favages ofi the coafb 
of the Screight of Magellan, which, he fays, #ere 
. of the common fize: he had alio fcvcral times 
feen numerous companies of them even at Fort 
Saint Julian, and thefe he declares not to be taller 
or bigger than other men* Nar borough is cer- 
tainly a credible witnefs, and his evidence is 
n6tly to the point: it is confirmed by that of 
L'HermiCe, who fays, that the people he law upon 
the cbaft of Terra del Fuego, though they were 
robuft and well-proportioned, were not larger 
than the inhabitants of Europe ^ and laftiy, M. de 
Gcnnes bears teftimony that none of the people he 
faw at Port Faming were fix feet high. 

Thofe who diligently confider thefe different 
relations win find rcalon to believe^ that all the 
parties have fpoken truth, each of them faich^ 
fully reporting what he faw, and therefore that 
the exigence of a gigantic race in thefe parts is 
a real fa£t> not to be queftioncd merely becaufe 

they 
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they were not ken by every mariner that vilited 
the country. 

** It appears to be well eftablifiied, that the 
inhabitants of the two borders of the Strcight art 
of the common ftature % and that the race diftin<* 
tingutfhed by the name of Patagonians, made 
their conftaat reiidence upon the dcfart coafts^ 
either in fome miferable hovels in the depth of the 
woods, or in fomc caverns of the rocks, fcarcely 
acceiiible to any but tbemieivcs: and it appears 
from the account of Oliver de Noort, that whefi 
the Strcight began to be frequented by European 
vefieb, they hid themfelves 4s foon as the fhips 
were in fight, which accounts both for their not 
being feen, and for the recent marks of inhabit- 
ants upon a coaft that appeared to be delart. 
Perhaps the frequent appearance of our Ihips 
^iM this coaft, at length determined them to 
quit k as a fettled habitation, returning only at 
particular fealons of the year, and taking up their 
conftant refidence in the interior part of the 
country. Lord Anfon was of opinion, that they 
refided (Utedly on the weftern fide of the Corde- 
liers, and vificed the eaftern fide occafionally, 
but not often : fo that if they have been rarely 
feen by the velTels which have touched at the coaft 
of Patagonia for the laft hundred years, the reafon 
probably, is, that being, Hke other Indian nations, 
defirous to conceal themfelves from ftrangera, they 
retired to the mountains. It is indeed to be re- 
g^ettcdf that po ikelctoii of theic people has^ 

$ bce»' 
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been brought into Europe ; and it may at firfi: 
fccm ftrange, that no fwch evidence of their un- 
conrlnpn ftature Ibould have been produced, as 
it«is* known that federal of them who had been 
made prifoners by the Commanders of European 
.TeiTels, died on board fooo after they came into ^ 
hot climaie;'but the wonder will ceafe^ when it 
is confidered that all irjirincrs have a fuperiliuous 
opinion that the compais will not traverfe if there 
£5 a dead body on board the veflel/* Upon 
the whole, it may reafonably be prefumcd, that 
the concurrent teftimony of late navigators, par- 
ticularly Commodore Byron, Cajuain Wallis, and 
Captain Carteret, Gentlemen of uiiqueftioaat)le 
veracity, who are ftiU living, and who not only 
law and converied with thefe people, but mea- 
fured them, will put an end to all the doubts 
that have been hitherto entertained of their ex« 
iftence. 

Having thus brought together the whole of the 

evidence for and again ft a fail which has long 
been the object both of popular and philofophical 
curiofity, I ihall not anticipate any opinion that 
the Reader may form concerning future naviga* 
tions in the trftck which has been defcribed by any 
of the veflTels whofe voyages are here related, ex- 
cept that although it is the opinion of Commodore 
' Byron, who fpent feven weeks and two days in 
palling through the Strcight of Magellan, that it 
inay> be pa0ed in three weeks at th« proper feafon ; 
^ yet the paflage coft , Captain Waliis near four 
^ » ' . months^ 

■ 
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months, though he performed it precifely at the 
time recommended by the CommodorCt having 
leached the eaftern entrance about the middle of 
December. 

I cannot howevet difmifs my Readers to the 

fpUowing narratives, without expreffing the re- 
gret with which I haVe recorded the ckftruAion 
of poor naked lavages, by our fire-arms, in the 
courfe of thefe expeditions, when they endeavour- 
ed to repreis the invaders of their country j a re- 
gret which I am confident my * Readers will par- 
ticipate with me : this however appears to be an 
,evil which, if difcoveries of new countries are 
attempted, cannot be avoided : reliftance will al- 
ways be made^ and if thofe who reUft are not over« 
powered, the attempt muft be relinquilhed. It ' 
may perhaps be faid, that the expence of life up- 
on thefe occafions i» more than is neceffiiry to con- 
vince the natives that farther conieft is hopelcfs, 
and perhaps this may fometimes have been true: 
but it muft be confidered, that if fuch expeditions 
are undertaken, the execution of them muft be 
itttrufted to perfons not exempt from human 

frailty ; to men who are liable to provocation by 
fuddeo injury, to unpremeditated violence by fud- 
diSn danger, to error by the defe& of judgment or 
the ftrength of paffion, and always diipoled to 
transfer laws by which they are bound themfelves, 
to others who are not fubjeA to their obligation ; 
fo that every excefs thus produced is alfo an ine- 
viubleeviL

danger without his confent, the confequence will 
flail fallow ; for it k uttirerfally sigttedj «t ieaft 
•upon the principles of Chriftlanity, that men have 
.namore right over their own lives than aver the 
: lives of others,' and filicide being deemed tbe worft 
fpecies of murder, a man muft be proportionably 
' criminal in expofing his own life^ for sny porpofe 
that iHrould . not juftify ins expofing thr life of tfao- 
ther. If the gratification , of artificial wants, or

-k; idMy fuppljrcbe wants of Natutf, witboiit ra* 
•pine and violence, and by producing a common 
Intaieft, they prevent the inhabitants of the fame 
Hcoftntfy from being * divided into different clans, 
which among favagcs arc almolt perpetually com- 
mteing iioftiiitfes againft ea^h other, wichafero* 
cious eruelty which is not to be found where 
'dvil government and Ucerary Icnowledge have

meliorated the manners of mankind* Upon the 
Vfhole, therefore, it leems reafonable to conclude, 
that the increafe of knowledge and comnfierce arc 
ultimately common benefits i and that the lois of 
life which happens in the attempt, is among the 
partial evils which terminate in general good. 

I have now only to requeft of fuch of my 
Readers as may be difpofed to cenlure me for 
not having attributed any of the critical efcapes 
from danger that 1 have recorded, to the particu- 
lar interpofition of Providence, that they would, 
in this particular, allow me the right of private 
judgment, which I claim with the greater confi- 
dence^ as the very fame principle which would 
have determined them to have done it, has deter* 
mined me to the contrary. As 1 firmly believe 
the divine precept delivered by the Author of 
Chriftianity, " there is not a Iparrow falls to the 
^ ground without my Father,'' and cannot admit 
the agency of chance in the government of the 
world, 1 mull necelTariiy refer every event, to one 
ca9ie, as well the danger as the efeape, as. weU- the 
fuflferings as the enjoyments of life: and for this 
opinion, i have, among other reijpedable authori- 
ties that of the Bible. •* Shall we,'* fays Job, " re- 
ceive good frotn the hand of God and lhall we not 
receive evil The Supreme Being is equally wife 
and benevolent in the diipenlation of both evil 
and good, as means of effeding ultimate pur- 
pofes worchy of his inefiable perfeAtons ; fo that 
whether we confider ourfclves as chrillians or 

philofophers, 
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philoibphej>, we muit acknowledge that he de* 
firrves bkffing not more when he gives than when 
he takes away. If the fall of a fparrow, as well 
as its prefervation, is ioiputed to Providence, whjr 
not the fall as well as the prefervadon of a man i 
and why ihould we attribute to. Providence only 
what appears to be good in its immediate effefb, 
when we fuppole that the whole concatenation of 
events, whether the pivfervation or deftruAion 
of particular parts, tends ultimately to the good 
of the whole? The fame voice commiifions the 
winds to plough up the deep, which at the ap- 
pointed time rebukes them, faying, " Peace, be 
*^ fttU." If the adorable Author and Preferver 
of Nature was fuch a being as Baal is repre- 
fenced to have been by the prophet, when he 
derided hb worfliippers i if he was fometimes on 
a journey, and fometimes afleep, we might with 
propriety fay that a fire happened to break our, or 
a florm to rife, bat that by the interpofition of 
Providence life was preferved, expreifions which 
imply that the miichief had one origin, and the 
remedy another ; but fuch language certainly de- - 
rogates from the honour of the great Univerfal 
Caule, who, ading through all duration, and 
fubliltin^ in all fpace, fills immenfity with hi$ 
pre&nce, and etef nity with his power. 

It will perhaps be faid, that in particular in* 
fiances evil neceifarily refults from that conftitu- 
tion of things which U beft upon the whole, and

SINCE the publication of the firft edition of 
this work, a quarto pamphlet has appeared, 
under the title of A Letter from Mr. Dairy mple 
** to Dr. Hawkefworth, occafioncd by iome

*^ count of the late Voyages to the South Seas." 

Upon reading this letter 1 found that the Im- 
putations faid to be groundkis and illiberal were 
- imputed to me ; that I was charged with having 
formed fuppofuions injurious to Mr. Dalrymple, 
with contradicting a known fad» with ignorant 
criticifms on his obfervations, and with fupprefiing 
whatever would do him credit.

Mn Dairy mple fays, p. 2}. that the declaration 
imputed to Captain Cook, that in March 1765, 
though it was a general opinwn that there was 
Isnd to the windward he did not think binofelf at 
liberty to learch for what he was not lure to find, if 
not folded in by me, would almoft preclude him 
from taking any further notice of Captain Cook's 
condud or opinions: this Gentleman is certainly

Cook, who is univerfally allowed, except perhaps 
by Mr. Dairymple, to be as gcx>d an officer and 
as able a navigator as the world has ever fecn, he 
thinks himfelf at liberty to infinuate that, if 1 have 
not foifted in a pafiage to difgrace him, his con* 
dud: and opinions fcarcely defcrve nonce : Cap- 
tain Cook, as his accufer well knows, is ablent» 
and cannot aofwcr for himfelf; I muft therefore 
inform him, firft, that the declaracion in queftion 
was not foifted in by me, every word of it in the 
fame order being in Captain Cook's journal-, and 
fecondly, that Captain Cook's firft and principal 
objeft being to obferve the Tranfit of Venus at 
Otaheite, he was juftified in not fpending time 
upon Another objed before he got thither, as a 
very fmall degree of fagacity would have difco- 
vered, without foreign afiiilance. 

This Gendeman charges me with inconiiffency 
in faying, iirll, that the nautical events were mi- 
nutely related, to afcertain the ihip's track more 
minutely than could be done on any chart, how- 
ever large the fcale ; and afterwards, that if any 
difierence il»>uki be difcovered between the narra- 
tive and the charts, the charts Ihould be confided 
in ^ but furely. th^ narrative might in general af- 
certain th% track more minutely than the charts 
and yet poffibly admit a parcicuiai miltakc which 
the chart nbight corred:.

Thc Hcxt day, he returned my vifit at the houfe of 
the Confuit upon which I faiuted him with eleven 
guns, which he returned from the fort. I found 
here his Maje&y's ihip the Crown, and the Ferret 
(loop, who alfo faluted the broad pendant. 

. Having completed opr water, and procured all 
the refrefhment I was able for the compianies of 

both the Ihips, every man having twenty pounds 
weight of onions for his fea ftock, we weighed an* 
Thuria. 19. chor on Thurfday the 19th, and proceeded on our 
Saturday a I. voyage. On Saturday the 2 ill, we made the 
ifland of Palma, one of the Canaries, and foon 
after examininf^ cur water, we found it would be 
neceifary to touch at one of the Cape de Verd 
iflands for a frefh fupply^ During the whole of 
our courfe from the Lizard, we obferved that nq 
• fiQi followed the fliip, which I judged 'to bcow- 
ThaxQ. 26. ing to her being ihcathcd witii ca]^j3cr. By the 
26th, our water was become foul, and itunk in- 
tolerably, but we purified it with a macii^ine, 
which had been put on board for that purpoljf it 
was a kind of ventilator, by which air was forced 
thflbugh the water in a continual ftream, as Jong as 
it was neceflary. 

• ' In 
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In the morning of the 27th, we made the Ifland >7^4« 
of Sal, one of the Cape dc Vcrds, and feeing, fe- v — 
vcral turtle upon the* water, we hoifted out our ^ 
jolly boat, and attempted to ftrike them, but ihcy 
all went down before our people could come within 
reach of them. On the tiiO: ning of the zoth, \vc Satnrfiyat. 
were very near the ifiand of Bona Viila, the next Sunday af. 
day ofF the I(le of May, and on Monday the 30th, Monday 30* 
we came to an anchor in Fort Praya bay. The 
rainy feafon was already fet in, which renders chis 
place very unfafe ; a large fwell that rolls in from 
the fouthward, makes a frightf4l furf .upon the 
Ihore, and there^is reafoa every hour to expeA a 
tornado, of which, as it is very violent, and blows 
dire&ly in, the confequences are likely to be fatal; 
^0 that after the 15th of Auguft no fliip comes hi- * 
ther till the rainy feafon is over, which happens in 
November; for this reafon I made all poHible . « 
hafte to fill my water and get away., 1 procured 
three bullocks for the people, but they were little * 
better than carrion, and the weather was fo hot, 
that the flefh Itunk in a few hours after they were 
killed. • * - 

On Thnrfday the 2d of Auguft,* we got again Auguft. 
under fail, with a large cargo of fowls, lean goats, *• 
and monkies, which the people contrived to pro- ^ 
cure for old ftiirts, jackets, and other articles of * * 
lth« like kind. The intolerable heat, and ^moft • 
inceHaot rain, very foon aitedted our heaUh,j^d 
the men beg^ tovfall down iqL fevers, ndtwith^ 
ftanding all ^my attention and dilligenc^ to iftake^ 
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them (hift themieives before they Qept, when ihey 
were wet. 

WttTner. s, Qn Wedncfday the 8th, the Tamar fired a gun, 
upon which we Ihortened fail till ihe came up : we 
found that Ihe had fuffered no damage but the 
carrying away of her top-fail-yard; however, as 
we were obliged to make an eafy fail till (be bad 
got up another, and the v/ind feemed to be coal- 
ing again to the fouthward, we loft a good deal of 
way. We continued, to our great mortification, 
to obfcrve that no fifli would come near enough to 
our copper bottcvm for us to ftrike, though we 
faw the fea as it were quickened with them at a 
little diftanee. Ships in thefe hot latitudes gate-- 
rally talce fifh in plenty, but, except Ibarks, we 
were not able to catch one. 

sepiemw. No trttit worthy o( notice happened till Tuef* 
Tuefitoy fi. the iith of September, when, about three 
o'clock in the aftermxMi, we faw Cape Frio, on- 
the coaft of Brazil ; and about noon, on Thurfday 
TLun.i^ jjjc 13th, we anchored in eighteen fathom, in the 
great Koad of Rio de Janeiro. The city, which 

is large, and makes a handfome appearance, H 
governed by the Viceroy of Brazil, who i» per- 
haps, in faA, a» abfbfiite a ibi^ereign as any upoli 
earth.

The people m na^ own ihip^ wh<y had as muclfc 
frefli meat and greens as they could cat every day^ 
were very healthy^ but there being many fick oa 
board the Tamar, I' procured a place fcrr them oit 
fliorc, where they loon recovered. I ahb engaged 
a number of Portuguefe caulkers^ as thefeaihs o# 
Loih the Ihips were very open^ who, after having 
worked fome tirne^ tendered themperfeftly tight* 

"WTiile we lay here, Lord Clive, in the Kent In* 
- diansan, came to the port. This ihip had ^ited 
from England a nionth before and had not 
touched any where, yet ihe came in a month after 
us ; fo that her paffage was jaft two months longef 
than ours, notwithftanding the time we loft in 
waiting for the Tamar, which^ though the Dol- 
phin was by no means a good failer, failed fo much 
\vorie, that we feldom fprcad more than half our ^ 
canvas. The Kent had many of her people down 
in the fcurvy. 

On Tuefday the i6th of Odober, we weighed tim^ij ^ 
anchor, being impatient to get to fea, for the heat 
here was intolerable i but we lay four or five days 
above the bar^ waiting for the land breeze to carr]^ 
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. 1764- us (mW, for there is no getting out with the fca 
breeze, and the entrance between the two firil forts 
Tutihy 16. {g {q narrow^ and fo great a fca breaks in upon 
them, that it was not without much danger and 
difficulty we got olit at laft, and if we had followed 
tlie advice of the ^rtiiguefe pilot, we had cer- 
tainly loft the ihip. As this narrative is publiihed 
for the advantage of future navigators, particiu 
larly thofe of our own nation, it is alio ncceffary I 
^uldobferve, that the Portuguefe here, carrying 
ion a great trade, make it their bufinefs to attend 
every time a boat comes on (hore, and pradfcile 
every ardfice in their power to entice away the 
crew : if other methods do not fucceed, they make 
them drunk, and immediately fend them up the 
country, taking efFefiual care to prevent their re- 
turn, till the fhip to which they belong has left the 
place ; by this pradice I loft five of my men, and 
the Tamar nine : mine I never recovered, but the 
Tamar had the good fortune to learn where her's 
were detained, and by lending out a party in the 
oight, furprifed them, and brought them back.

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C H A P. II. 

Pajfage from Rio de "Janeiro to Port Dejire 5 
with fome Defcription of that Place. 

ON Monday the 22d, being now once more ,76^, 
at fea, I called all hands upon deck, and J^^^ 
informed them, that I was not,^ as they imagined, Mondt? xa. 
bound immediately to the Eaft Indies, but upon 
certain difcovciics, which it was thought might be 
of great importance to our country, in coniidera- 
don of which, the Lords Commiflioners of the 
Admiralty had been pleafcd to promife them double 
pay, and feveral other advantages, if during the 
voyage they fliould behave to my fatisfaftion. 
They all expreHed the greateft joy imaginable up- 
on the occalion, and alTured me, that there was 
no danger or diiHculty that they would not with 
the utmoft cheerfulnefs undergo in the fervice oiF 
their country, nor any order that I could give them 

which they would not implicitly and zealouHy 
obey. 

We continued our courie till Monday the 29th, ^^^^ 
having frequently hard gales with fudden gufts, 
which obliged us to ilrike our top* gallant-mad^ 
and get up our ftumps 1 but this day it blew a 
ftorm, with a terrible fea, and the (hip laboured 
fomucht that, to cafe her, I ordered the two fore* 
moBt^ and two aftermoft guns to be thrown over* 

boardi 
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ijH- board : the gale continued witli nearly equal vio- 
lence ail the reft of the day, and all night, fo tbafi 
**<«J*y*f»wc werr obliged to lie to under a doable-reefed 
Ticfiuj 30. main-fail ; but in the morning, it being more mo* 
derate, and veering fpom N. W. to S. by W. wc 
made fail a^in, and i^ood to the wcftward. We 
were now In latitude 35^ 50^ 9. and found the 
weather as cold as it is at the lame kaibn in* En^ 
« land, akbougjir the month of November here is u 
fpring months anfivering to our May, and we wectt 
near twenty degrees, nearer the line : to us, wha 
within little more than a week had fufiered intole- 
rable heat, this change was moft fevcrely fek : and 

the. mooy whoiuppoling. they wei^e to contiaue in a 
bot climate duping the whok voyagf?^ had contriv- 
ed to iibii noL only aU their warm clothes, but cheif 
beddkig, at the different ports where, we had touck- 
ed» aQw applied in great dil]tr«sis for ilops, aod 
were all furniibed for the dimate. 

Korember. On Ffidav the 2d of November, after aJniini- 
^' ftering, the proper oaths to the. liaitenants of both 
fldps, I delivered them their coramiffioni ^ foe titt 
this. time, they a£kd only under verbal orders froca 
me, and expe£ked to receive their commtffioos in 
India, whither they imagined we were bound. We 
flow began to fee a great nunabex of buds about 
the (hipy many of them very large, of which fame 
were brown and white, and fome black: there

On Monday the i2th» about four o'clock in the 
tftemooi^ m I was walkiftg on the quarter-deck, 
all the people upon the forccaftfe called out at 
once Land right ahead y'* k wa» tlien very black 
abnoflr roMd the horizon, and we had had mircfi 
thunder and lightmog^ I looked forward under 
the fofelail^ upon the lee-bow, and iaw what 
at fifft appeared co be a» ifland, rifing in two rude 
oraggy hittit but U|Km looking to leeward I £iw 
land joining to it, «nd miming a long way to the 
lotith eait : we were then fieering S. W« and i lent '- ^

i,,.^^^ the land ftill having the iame appearance, and the 
hills looking blue, as they generally do at a little 
diftaince in dark rainy weather, and now many of 
the people faid that they faw the iea break upon the 
findy beaches ; but having ftcered out for about 
an hour, what we had taken for land, vaniihed all 
at once, and to our great aftontihment appeared to 
have been a fog bank. Though I had been almoft 
continually at fea for fevcn and twenty years, I had 
never feen fuch a deception before } others how* 
ever have been equally deceived ^ for the matter of 
a Ihip, not long fince, made oath, that he had feen . 
an ifland between the weft end of Ireland and New- 
foundland, and even diilinguiihed the trees that 
• grew upon it. Yet it is certain that no fuch ifland 
exifts, at leaft it could never be found, though 
leveral Ihips were afterwards fent out on purpofe 
to feck it. And I am fure, that if the weather 
had not cleared up foon enough for us to fee what 
we had taken for land difappear, every man on 
board would freely have made oath, that land had 
been difcovered in this fituation. Our latitude 
this day was 43^ 46 S., longitude 60*^ 5' W. ^ 
and the variation 19^ 30 £• 

'X^dfy 131 The next day, at four o'clock in the afternoon, 
the weather being extremely fine, the wind fhifted 
at once to the S. W* and began to blow frefb, th^ 
fkj at the fame time becoming black to windward:

like the breaking of the fea upon the fliore. I or*

come impoffibte to caft it off \ and the main Iheec 
ftruck down the Firft Lieutenant, bruifed him 
dreadfully^ and beat out three of his teeth : the 
main topfai], which was no: quite handed, was 
fplit to pieces. Jf this iquali, which came on 
with lefs warning and more violence than any I 
had ever feen, had taken us in the night, 1 think 
the fliip muft have been loft. When it came on 
we obferved feveral hundred of birds flying before 
it, which expreHed their terror by loud ihrieks ; it 
iafted about twenty minutes, and then gradually 
fubfidcd. The Tamar iplit her main fail, but as 
ihe was to lieeward of us, (he had more time to 
prepare. In a fliort time it began to blow very 
hard again, lo that we reefed our main fail, and 
\xj to under it all night. As morning approached, yf^tud^w^ 
the gale became more moderate, but we had ftill 
a great fea, and the wind ihifting to S. by W* we 
ftobd to the weftward under our courfes. Soon 
after it was light, the fea appeared as red as bloody 
being coycred with a. fmall flielUfilh of that co»

of which took up great quantities in baikecs* 
TiMKtkji. Ac iioif an iioor paft four in the morning of 
Thuffday the 15th of November, wc faw land, 
wbich had the appearance of an ifland about eight j 
or nme leagues long, there being no land in fight -I 
either to the northward or fouthward, though by 
the ohauts k ibouid be Cape Saint Helena^ which j 
projcdb from the cx>aft to a confidei able diftance, 
and iarms two bays, one to the north, and -cht , 
jotber 10 the fouth. As the westher was very fine, 
I tacked and ftood in for it about ten o'clock ^ but 
as there mttt many lunken ipocks at aboist two 
leagues diftance from it, upon which the fea broke 
i^ery high, and the wind fcemed «o be gradually 
dying away, I tacked again and ftood off. The 
land appeared to be barren and rocky, without 
dther tree or bo(h: when I wm neareft 10 k ( 
feunded and had forty^ive fathom, with hlack , 
muddy ground. To my great jnts£irtUQe, my 
three Lieutenants and «he MaAer were at this ciine 

■fo ill as to be incapable of duty, though the rcli 
of the ihip's con>paay were in good heakh. Our 
kctfude was 45'' zfSi^ ]ongitii<|c 163'' a' W.; the 
variation 19° 41" E.

lx> leeward ^ that I was very ioliciecoys to get 
into Port Ddtre, that! mtgtic ^uc *cr (irfd in-or- 
der, and take in fuflicicnt ballaft, to avoid the dan- 
ger of being caught iipon a ke-lhore in her fvrelfent 
trim. We fleered in for the land with the -windeat 
£• and in the evening brought to^ 4iiuc 'the 
wind comkig to the wdtwavd, we were 'Ameik Jsff / 
in the night. At feven the next morning, wc fto^d MomUy 19. 
ia again, fleering S. W. 4>y S. by the compaft, 

and fo on perceived rhe Tea to break ri^ht ahead of 
as*, we immediately ibunded, and ihoaled our wa- 
ter 4fQiii diinecn to ferenfadiotii, feon tffesr deop* 
tning It again from fcventeen to forty -two^ fo that 
« went ever die end of a *^oal, whioh a little iin- 
'dicr to the northward might have been fatal itom.

- - ^-.If tanc four leagues : but we were flill at a lofs for 
Mofldaj 19. jjQ^^ Defire, it being impoflibie tiiat any defcrip-

, John Nar borough has given of this harbour. I 
itood into a bay to the fouthward of the Cape^ a$ 
he direfts, but could find no fuch place ; I there- 
. fore ftood along the fliorc to the fouthward, the 
wind blowing off the land very hard, and faw fe- 
veral large columns of fmoke rifing in many places, 
but no tree or buih, the country reiembim^ in 
pearance the barren downs of England. We ob- 
fcrved alfo that the water was frequently very iaal- 
low at the diftance o£ (even or eight miles from the 
Ihore, for we had many times not more than ten 
fathom. 

We continued to ftand along the ihore all day 

as near as poflible, and in the evening we faw an 
ifland at the diftance of about fix leagues ^ in the 
Toefaay ao. morning we ftood in for it, and found that it cor- 
refponded with Narborough's defcription of Pen- 
guin ifland. As Port Defire is faid to He about 
three leagues north weft of this ifland, I fent the 
boat to look for it, and when (be returned, hav* 
ing found it, I ftood in for the land. There weie 
thoufands of leals and peogtiins about the Ihip, 
and near Penguin Ifland feveral fmaller iflands, or 
rather rocks. In the evcniqg,' we faw a reniark- 

able rock, rifing from the, wirter like a fteeple^ op 
the fouth fide of the entrance of Port Defire $ this 

-rock is an excellent mark to know the harbour,

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feghr, there bring little wind, we anchored at the. i?^** 
diitance of four or Hve miles from the ihore ; and u -^- j 
b the tnorning, with a bztese from the land, we ^UaM.u* 
turned up the harbour's mouth ; we found it very 
narrow; with mftny rocks and fhoals about it; and 

the moft rapid tide ] had ever known. 1 canne to 
ah anchor off the harbour in nine fathom, the 
entrance of the river being open, and bearing 
W. S. W. Penguin IQand S. E. i E. diitant about 
three leagues; the Steeple rock S. W. by W. the 
horthermoft knd N. N, W. *, and two rocks, whicH 
are covered at half tide, and Jic at the fouthermoff 
eitrremity of a reef which runs ftom the fame landf 
>3. E. by N. I mention all thefc bearings particu- 
larly, becaufe I think it may be of importance td 
future navigators, trpccially as the defcriptionsi 
that have been given of this place, by the few who 
hiive already vifitcd it, are extremely defe&ive* 
The wind blew very hard the greater part of ihis day, 
and there ran an ugly fea where we were ftationed^ 
yet I ordered our two boats to found the harbour, 
and attended in my own boat myfeif. We iound 
it very narrow for hear two miles, with a tide run- 
ning at the rats of eight miles an hour : we found 
alfo many rocks and Ihoals, but all the danger 
ihows itfelf above water. When we came io the 
ihore, 1 landed, and walked a little way into the 
country, which as far as I could fee wiis alldoWns, 
without a fingle tree or fhrub. We faw the dung ' 
of many beaits, and had a glimpie of four, which 
tin away as foon as we came in fight, fo that we 
could not certainly determine what they wefe> 
.JVoh.U C But 
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but we believed them to be Gaantcoes, many dT 
which we afterwards faw come down to the wate? 
* fide : they refemble our deer, but are much larger^ 
the height of fome being not lefs than thirteen 
hands ; they are very (ky, and very fwifc. Ai cer I 
returned to my boat, I went farther up the har-* 
bour, and landed upon an ifland that wa»> covered 
With feals, of which we killed above fifty, and 
among them many that were larger than a bullock^ 
having before half loaded our boat with different 
kinds of birds, of which, and feab, there are- 
enough to fupply the navy of England. Among 
the birds one was very remarkable ^ the head re- 
femblcd that of an eagle, except that it had a large 
conib upon it J round the neck there was a white 
ruff, exaSly refembling a lady'is tippet v the fea* 
thers on the back were as bkck as jet, and as 
bright as the iineft poUih could render that mine-^ 
ral : the legs were remarkably ftrong and large, 
the talons were like thofc of an eagle, except that 
they were not fo iharp,'and the wings, when they, 
were extended, meafured, from point to point, no- 
kfs than twelve /ect. 

The Tamar worked into the harbour with the* 
tide of flood, but"! kept my ftation with the Dol- 
phin till I fhould have a leading wind, and the 
wind inifting to the eaftward, I weighed about' 
Eve o'clock in the aiternoon, intending to go up* 
with the^ evening flood: before I could get under* 
l^il, however, the wind fliifted again to N. W. by 
N.^ and it being low water, th^fhip lying bat 
jull Within the harbour, and there being no tide 

flU • t^' 
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to aflift us,, we were obliged to anchor near the ^J^^ 
ibuth ibore. The wind camb off the land in Yer^ A^, m^ 
hard fiaws^ and in a fhort time, oiir anchor com- ^'^^'^ 
iag home, the fliip tailed on (hott againft a fteep 
gravelly Keach. TKc anchoring ground indeed as 
far as we had yet founded was bad, being very 
hirdi fethat, in this lituatioti, if the wind blows 
iaih, there is always the greateft rcafoh to fear 
that the anchor fhould come home before the Ship 
tan be brought up. While we ^ere on fcore, it 
began to blow very hard, and the tide running like 
k fluice^ it was with the titmoft difficulty that 
we could carry an anchor out to heaVe us off; 
however, after aljout four hours hard labour^ this 
Was effeAed, and the (hip fldated in the ftream; 
As there was only about fiX or fei^en feet of the

lifter part of hi^r that touched the grouiidi therfe 

^as reafon to hope that llie had fufFcred no da- 
mage i howevet-^ I determined to unhang the rud- 
der, thjlt it might be ejdaniined. 

Curing all this night and the next morning the ThoTCai. 
^ind blew with greSit violente } and i9t had let go 
bui" belt bower anchor when we were near tiie 
(here, in hopes it would have brought up, and 
had tiot yet beerif able to weigh it. We now rode 
in a very dilagreeable fituation . with our fmail 
bower^ and that unfonunately came home Again : 
*c therefore got a hawfer out of thfe Tamar, who 
lay in the ftream^ and after weighing the fmaU 
bower^ we got out by her dlTiftanee, and tii«n 
dropped it again, moit ardently wiihing for fair

aj. The next day we founded the harbour higher 
t)p» and found the ground fofeer, and the water 
not fo deep j yet the wind continued to blow fo 
hard that we could not venture to chaage our fta- 
tioil. We had found a fmall Ipring of water about 
half a mile inland, upon the north fide of the bayv 
bur it had a bracktih tafte; I had alfo made ano- 
ther excurfion of fcveral miles into the countryy 
which I found barren and defolate, in every direc- 
tion, as far as the eye could reach. Wc had feen 
many guanicoes at a diftance, but we could not 
get near enough to have a (hot at them; we 
tracked beafts of feveral kinds in the foil, near a 
pond of fait water, and among them a very large 
tyger : wc found alfo a neft of oftrichcs eggs, 
which we eat, and thought very good. It is pro-- 
bable that all the animals which had left marks of 
their feet near the fait pond, drank the water, and 
indeed we faw no frcQi water for them. The 
fpring that we had fo«md, which was not perfcAly 
frefti, was the only one of the kind that we had 
been able to difcover} and for that we had been > 
obliged to dig, there being no appearance of it 
except a flight moifture of the ground. 
•H» On the 24th, upon (lack water^ we carried 
both the ihips higher up and moored them : the 
extreme points of the harbour's loouth at low wa* 
ter bore from E. by S- ^ S. to E. and the Steeple 
rock S. £• ^E* We had here^ at low water, but 
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I- fix fiithom ; but at fpring tides the water lifes fio ' "^4.

Jefs than four fathom and an half, which is fevcn 
^ and twenty feet. The tide indeed in this place is 
^ fuch as perhaps it is not in any other. It'happen* 
-cd by feme accident that one of our men fell over- 
board^ the boats were all along-fide^ and .the 
\ man was an exceeding good fwimmer, yet before 
any afTiftance <:auld be fent after him, the ra« 
pidity of the ftream had liurried him almoft out of 
fight ; we had however at laft the good fortune to 
iave him. This day I was again on fliore> and 
' walked fix or feven miks up the country: I fmt 
^ feveral hares as large as a fawa^ I ihot one of 
them which weighed more than fix and twenty 

' pounds^ and if I had had a good greyhound, I dare 
' Xay the ihip*s company xnighc have lived upon 
hare two days in the week. In the mean time the 
people on board were bufy in getting up all die 
cables upon deck, and clearing the hold, that n 
proper quantity of ballaft might be taken in, and 
the guns lowered into it, except a few which it 
' . jnight be thought neceflary to Iteqp above. 

On the 25th, I went a good way up the harbour suniij 15. 
iin.the bo^t, a^4 Jiaying l^dod on the norch fid^, 
, we foonafto' found an old oar of a very lingular 
f^ake, and the bsurre} of a mujp^ep, with the King's 
broad aiTQW upon jit. The muiket barrel had 
fuffcred fo much from the weather, that it might 
be crumbled to duft between the fingers; i inia* , 
gined it had been left there by the Wager's people, 
pr perhaps by Sir John Narborough. Hitherto 
Vie had found no kind of vegeublcs except a fpe- s

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1764- CIC8 of wild peas; but thoqgh wc liad feen no ia- 
yorember^ j^^jjjj^j^^^^ placts whcrc they had made tbgir 

fires, which however did not appear to bo recent* 

While we were on fhore we fhoc fome wljd ducks, 
and ^ ^re i the harp ran two miks after hie was 
-wouodod, tkougi> it appeared when he was taken 

. up that a ball had pal^ibd f)uite through his body. 
I went thi» day many miles up the country, and- 
had a long chace after one of the guanicoes, whicl| 
was the brgj^ft: we had |een : he frequently flopped 

to loo I: an us, when he had lert us at a ^ood 
diftance behind, and rpade a noifc that relcmbkd 
the- neighing of a horft ; but when we came pretty 
near hinfi he fct out again, and at laft, my dog 
being io tir^ that he eouM not run him any 

, longer, he got quite away from us, and we faw 
hirh no more. We fhot a hare however, and 4- 
Kttle ugly anirnal which fiufik fo intolerably that 
•none of us could go near him. The flpfli of the 
Jiares here b as white as fnow» and nothing can be 
better tailed. A fcrjcant ot marines, and fbme 
others who were on Ihore at another part of th^ 
bay, had better fuccefs than fell to our Qiarc, for 

' 'they killed two old guanicoes and a fawn; thejr 
yrtft however obliged to leave them where they 

fell, not bt'ing able to bring theni down to the 
water fide,^ near £x miles. Without tsLKth^r aJPUt* 
ance,^tho1!kgh they were but half the ^yeight'bf thofci 
. • that are mentioned by Sir John flarborough; 
foiiie however 1 faW^ which could ndt weigh kfs 
' than feven breight and thirty ftone, which is about 
{hrce hundred pounds. When wc returned in the 

even* 
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evening it blew very hard, and the deck being fo ^^'^7^^^ 
full of lumber that we could not hoift the boats y^m^m^t 
in, we moored -them adern. About midnisrhr, 
the ftorm continuing, o«ir fix oared cutter iiikd 
with water and broke adrift % the boat-keeper, by 
whofe neglcfl: this accident happened, being on 
board her, very narrowly ofcaped drowning by 

« matching hold of the ftern ladder. As it was fide 
of flood when (he went from the ftiip, we knew 
that ihe muft drive up the harbour ; yet as the lofs 
of her would be an irremediable misfortune, I luf- 
Icred much, anxiety till 1 ^uki iend after .her in 

' the morning, and it was then fome hours before if oodaytc. 
the was brought back, having driven maoy ^iks 
with the ftream. In the niean time, i fent another * 

^ party to fetch the guanicoes which owr people had 
ihoc the ojghc befor^e^ but they found nothing 
left exoppt the bonea, the tygers Jtaring eaten the 
j^eih, and even cracked the bones ot the iuubs to 

jcome at the marroiv; Several oi our people had 
hcsn fifteen miles up the country in leareh of freOi 

water, but could not find the Icaft rill : v/e had 
ifuok ieverai wells to a ^onfiderable depth whero 
the ground appca,ied moift, but upaa vifitipg 
ahem, i had the oaortification to find that, akoge* 
ther, they would not yield more than thirty ggl- - 
iom in twenty-four ho^rs : this was a.diicouragiiig 
drcumftance, efpecially as our people, anxMig 
other expedients, had watched the guajnicoes, and 
ftm them drink at tlie fait ponds. I therefore 
jdetermined to leave the place as ibon as the (hip 
fpukl be^got into a little order^ aiid the fix oared

1764- cutter repaired, which had been hauled up upafl 
the beach for that purpoie. 
tw»*y%7. On the 27th, fome'of our peoplev'who had been 
afliore on the north fide of the bay to try for more 
guanicoest found tl\e IkuU and bones of a mao, 
which they brought off with them, and one 
young guaoicoe aiivre, which, wp aU agreed was 
one of the moft beautifui creatuies ve had ever 
fccn : it foon grew very tame, and would iuck our 
/fingers like a calfi but, nocwitbftanding^ all oyr 
pare and contrivances to feed it, it died in a feu^ 
days. . In the afternoon of this day it blew lb iuid 
that I was obliged to keep a coniiderable number 
of hands continually by the flieet anchor, as there 
was coo much reaion to fear chat our cables would 
part, which howevei? did not happen. In the me^ii 
^imCi fome of pvir people that were on (bore with 
the carpenters, w^o wer^ repairing the cutter 

on the fouth fide of the bay, found two mare 
fprings of tolerable water about two miles from 
(he beach, in a direft line ^om the fliip*s ftatton. 
To thefe fprings I fent twenty hands early in the 
Wf anef 2I. morning with fome fmall calks caikd Barecas, and 
: in a few turns they brought on board a tun of 
water, pf which we began to be in gfieat want* In 
the mean time, I went iny felf about twelve miks up 
the river in my boat, and the feather then grow- 
ing bad, I went onlhore: the - river, as iar as | 
could fee, was ver}^ broad \ there were in it a num- 
ber pf iflands, fome . of wbicb were very larg^and- 
I make no doubt but that it penetrates the country 
|br fome. hundrciU of miles. It upoa.o;i^ x>£ 
< . the 
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theiflands that I went on ftiore, and I found there ^'/'i- 

fuch a number of birds, tbat when they rofc they ^ # 

literally darkened this iky, and we copld not walk 
(lep without tfieading upoQ (t^ir eggs. As 
they kept hovering aver our hicads at a little dif* - 

tance, the men knocked down many of them with 
|tpoes ao4 lUc{cs, .^d cafried qiS icvcral hundreds 
of their eggs. After fome time I left the iOa^d 
and landed upon ihe main, where our men drcir^d 
aod eat tt>ei)r eg^i (bough there were young birds 
in mod of thein« 1 faw no traces of inhabitants 
QO cither fide of the river, but great numbers of 
guanicoes, in herds of (ixty or feventy together : 
they would not however luffer us to approach 
theai» but ftood and gazed at us from the hills« 
In this excurfion the furgeon, who was of my 
parry^ (hpt a tyger cat, a fmall but very fierce 
animal; fpr though it wa$ much wounded, it 
maintained a very fharp conteft with my dog for 
f confiderabk time before it was killed. 

On the 29 th, we cornpleted our ballaft, which Thuria. 29* 
the ftrengt() of the tide, and the conftant gales of 
wind rendered a very difficiilt and laborious talk } 
we alfo got on board another ton of water. On 
fhe morning of the goth^ ;he weather was fo bad ^^^^ 
that we could not fend a boat on (hore ; but em- 
pk>yed ajl (lapds on board in fetting up the rig- 
g^g. It grew more moderate however about noon, 
aod I then fent a boat to procure more water. 
3^he two men who firft came up to the well foun4 
there a large tyger lying upon .the ground; hav- 
ing gazed at each other fome time, the men, who 
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^ ««ber ^^^^^ fire-arms, feeing the beaft treat them with 
; it as much coiitemptuoos neglect as the lion did the 
fuAtyyi. kfilght of La Mancha, began to throw ftones at 

him of this infuU however he did not deign to 
take thfe leaft notice, but continued ftretchcd up- 
on the ground in great tranquillity till the reft of 
the party-came up, aud t|^en he very Icifarely 
rofe and walked away. 
Dec m^rr Qn the firft of December, our cutter being 
' ' thoronghly repaired we took^ her on board, but 
the weather was fo b^d that we could not get off 
any water: the next day we ftruck the tents 
which had been fet up at the watering-place, and 
got all ready for fea. The two wells from which 
we got our water bear about S. S» E. of the Steeple 
rock, from wh;ch they are dillant about two miles 
and an half ; but I Bxed a mark near them, that 
they might be fti)l moreeafily found than by their 
bearings* During our ftay in this harbour, we 
founded every part of it with great care, as high 
as a ihip could go^ and found that there is np 
danger but what may be fecfn at bw water \ 
that now frefli water is found, though at fome 
diftance from the beach, k would be a very CQn- 
venient place for (hips to touch at, if it were not 
for the rapidity of the tide. The country about 
the bay abounds w'fth guamcoes, and a great va* 
ricty of wild fowl, particularly ducks, geefe, wid- 
geon, and fea-pies, beiides many others for which 
we have no name. Here is •alfo fuch plenty of 
cxcelknt niuiicis, that a boat may be loaded with 

them every tiqpie ijt is low waten Wood indeed is 

fcarce^ 
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fcarce j however in fomc parts of this coaft there 

are bulhes, which in a cafe* of neceffity might pro- t_ _lr

On Wednefday the jth of December, I un- weiMr.5« 
moored, in order to gee out, but the beft bower

tiaucs ten minutes; fo that we were obliged to

longitude 63^ 49' W. 5 Po^t Dcfire bore S. 66 W. 
idiftanc twenty<*tliree leagues i and Pepys* Iflaod, 
according to Halley*s Chart, E. 4 N. diftant 
thirty-four leagues* Thp yariation here was 
19" E. 

Thuifday^. We continued our ccurie thie next d^iy with 4 
pleafant gale and fine weather, fo that we began 
to think that this part of the world was not wholly 
withpujc a fuoimer. On thp yfb^ I found myself 
much fanher to the northward than I cxpe£ted» 
and therefore fuppofed the (hip's way had been 
influenced by a current, I hgd npw made eighty 
degre<is calling, which is the diftance from the 
main at which Pepys* I^nd b placed in Haley's 
chart, but unhappily we have no certain account 
of the place. The only peripii w}ip pretends to 
have feen it» is Cowley, the account <tf whol|s voy- 

age is now before me; and all he fays of its

At this time I alfo was fteering louthward •, for ^"^•J'^ 
the weather being extremely iine« I could fee very 
fat to the northward of the fituadon in which it is 
laid down. As I fuppofed it muft lie to the eaft- 
wanl of us, if indeed it bad any pxiftence, I made 
the Tamar fignal to fpread early in the after- 
floon; and as the weather continued to be very 
dear, we could fee, between us, at kaft twenty 
leagues. We fteercd S. E. by the compafs, and at 
night brought to» being by my account in latitude 
47^ 18' S. The next morning it blew very hard Sitariay i. 
at N. W. by and 1 ftill thought the ifland might 
lie to the eaftward % I therefore intended to ftand 
about thirty leagues that way, and it I found no 
ifland, to return into the latitude of 4;"* again. 
But a hard gale coming on, with a great fea, I 
brought to about fix o'clock in the evening under 
th&main-fail s and at fut o'clock the next morning, ^'''^'^^ 9* 
die wind being at W. S* W« we made fail again 
under our courfes to the northward, I nowjudg- 
^ myfelf to be about fixteen leagues to the eaft- 
ward of the track I had run before : Port Dcfire 
bore S. 80*^ 53' W.diftant ninety-four leagues; and 
in this fituation I faw a great quantity of rock- 
weed, and many birds. We continued to ftand 
to the northward the next day under our courfes^ 
with a. hard gale from S. W. to N. W. and a great 
fca. At night, being in kutudc ^C'^ 50' S., I 
wore fliip, and ftood in to the weftward again, our 
^ips having fpread every day as far as they could

t being now certain that there could bt no fijch 

TttcOay ti. y^^i^d mentioned by C6wky; 4ind laid doWfi 
by Halky under the name of Pepys* I (land, I ff* 
folved to ftand in for the fnain, and take iti wood 
ahd water, of which both ihips were In great ^nti 
ac the firit convenient place I could hnd, efpecially 
as the feafon was advancing very faft, and we had 
iio tiitic to lofc. From this time we continued U§ 
haul in for the land as the winds would permit, and 
kept a look-out for the iflandi of Sehald de Wert; 
which, by all the charts we had on boardi could 
not be far from our track : a great number of 
birds were every day about the ftiip, and large 
whales were continually fwimn^ing by her. The 
weather in general was fine, but very cold^ and we 
all agreed, notwithftanding the hope we had once 
formed^ that the only difference between the 
middle of fummer here, and the middle of wiimr 
in England, lies in the length of the days. Od 
SitaH.i5. Saturday the i5tfa, being in latitude 50^ 33^ 

longitude 66^ 59' W. we were Overtaken about 
iix m the evening by the hardeft gale at S. 
that I was ever in, with a fea ftill highet than anf 
I had feen in going round Cape Horn with Lord 
Anfon : I expe£ted every moment that k WtAild 
fill us^ our Ihip being much too deep waiftcd fof 
fuch a voyage : it would have been fafeft to put 
before it under our bare poles, but oiir ftock of. 
frefli water was not fufficient, and 1 was afraid of 
being driven fo far off the land as not to be able fd 
recover it before the whole was cxhaufted ; w6 

thercfer* , 
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therefore lay to under a balanced mizen, and {hip- _ 1764*

ped many heavy leas, though we iuund our ikrecn — 
bulkrheads of iofinite fcrvicc. 

The ftorni continued with unabated violence ^^^^^y *^ 
the whole night, but about eight in the mornings 
began to fubfide. At ten, we made fail under our 
€Ourfe% and contiaued to fieer for the land till 
Tucfiiay the 18th, when^ at four m the morning, Tae^ay ig; 
we law it from the mail-head. Our latitude was 
now 51^ 8' S. our longitude 71^ 4 W. and Cape 
Virgin Mary, the north entiance of the Srreights 
of Magellan, bore S. 19^ 50' W. didant nineteen 
leagues. As we had little or no wind we could 
not get in with the land this day j the next morn«» Wefa^Ci^ 
iflg, however, it bong northerly, I ftood in to » 
deep bay, at the bottom of which there appeared 
to be a harbour, but I found it barred, the fea. > 
breaking quite from one fide of it to the others - 

and at low water I could perceive that it was 
rocky, and almoil all dry : the water was ihoal at 
a good diftance from it, and i was in fix fathom 
before I ilood out again. In this place there 
feemed to be plenty of fifli, and we faw many por<» 
poifcs fwimming after them, that were as white as 
ihow, with black fpots; a very uncommon and 
beautiful fight. The land here lias the fame ap« 
pearance as abopt Poet Defile,, all downs, without 
afingktrce. 

At break of day, on the 20th, we were off Cape Tiiurfd.iok 
Fair-weather, whfch bore about wcit at the dif- 
tance of ibur leagues, and we had here but thir* . f 
(CCA fathom waten, io chat it appears neceilary to '

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1764. give that Cape a good birch* From this place t 

v:.^.,,,-^ ran clofc on fliorc to Cape Virgin Mary, but I 
THufid. xo. fg^nj (1,^ li^ S. S. E. very dificrcm from 

Sir John Narborough*s defcription, and a long 
ipic of fand running to the fouthward of the Cape 
for above a league : in the evening I worked up 
clofe to this fpit of fandj having fccn many gua- 
nicoes feeding in the vaUies as we , went along« 
' and a great fmoke all the afternoon, about four or 
five leagues up the Streight, upon the north ihore. 
At this place I came to an anchor in fifteen fathom 
water, but the Tamaf was fo far to leeward, that 
ihe could not fetch the anchoring ground^^and 
' therefore kept under way all night, 
FriJaytf. The next morning, at day-break I got again 
under fail, and .feeing the fame fmoke that 1 had 
bbferved the day before, I ftood in for it, and 
anchored about two miles from the (hore. This 
is the place where the crew of the Wager, as they 
were pafling the Streight in their boat, after the 
lofs of the ,ve(fel» faw a number of horiemen^ who 
waved what appeared to be white handkercluefs* 
inviting them to come on Ihore, which they were 
very defirous to have done, but it blew fo iiaid 
that they were obliged to ftand out to lea. Bulke-^ 
the gunner of the Wager^ who. has puUiihed 
fome account of her voyage, fays, that they were 
in doubt whether theie people were Europeans 
who had been (hipwrecked upon the coaft, or na« 
tive inhabitancs of the country about the river Gaf- 
lagoes. Juft as we came to an anchor, I £Mt 
with my glafs exaAiy what was feen by the people

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in the Wager, a number of horfcmen riding back- ^ ^yS^. 
ward and fgrward, direc'tly abreaft of the (hip, and v-w 
waving 'fbinewbat white, as an invitation for us to ^'^^^ 
come on Ihore. As I was very defirous to know 
What thefc people were, 1 ordered out my twelve 
oar^d boat, and went towards the beach, with Mr. 
Marfhall, my Second Lit-ntcnanc, and a party of 
men, very well armed ; Mr. Gumming, my Firft 
Lieutenant, following in the fix oar^d cutter* 
When we came within a little difiance of the IhorCt 
ive faw, as near as I can gueis, about five hundred 
people, fome on foot, but the greater part on 
horfeback.: they drew up upon a ftony fpit, which 
^ tan a good way into the fea, and upon which it was 
very bad landing, for the water was lhaliow, and 
the ftones very large. l*he people on fliore kept, 
Vavihg and hallooing, ^hicli, ds we underftood, 
were invitations to land ^ I could not perceive that 
tSbty had liny weapons .among them, however I 
made figns that they fliould retire to a little dif* 
tance» with Which they immediately complied : 
they tontihiied to Ihbut with great vocif^^ratton, 
and in a (hort time we landed, though not without 
great difiiculty, moft of the boat's crew being up 
to the middle in water. I drew up my people 
upon the beach, with my officers at their head, and 
gave orders that tidne of thM (hould move from 
tiiat ftation, till I fhould either call or beckon to 
them. I theh weht forward alone, towards the 
Indians, but perceiving that they retired as I ad- 
vanced, 1 made figns that one of them ihould 
,come near: as it ba|>pened, my fignals were un« 
Voj,. I. D dcrilood. 
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1764. derftoad, and , one of thcpj, who af^rw^s ap- 
Dccerr^ pcafcd to bc a Chief, came towards me : he wa$ 
riUaiai. gigantic ftaturc, and feemcd to realize the 
tales of monfters m a human lhape : be had the 
Ikin of fome wild beaft thrown over his ihoulders, 
- • as a Scotch Highlander wears his plaid, and was 
painted foas to make the. mofl: hideous . appear^ 
anqe I ever beheld : round one eye was a large 
^ circle of white, a circle o£ black furrounded the 
other, ' and tHc reft of his face was ftrcaked with 
j)ainc of. different colours: I did not meafure him, 
but if I may judge pf his height by the proportion 
of his ftature to my own, it could not be much left 
than fevcn feet. When this frightfuj Coioflus 
came up, we muttered fomcwhat to each other as 
a falutatigm^. and I then walked with him towards 
his companions, to whpni, as I advanced, I made 
ligns that they fhould fit down, and they all rea- 
dily complied: there were amOiig ;hem many 
women, who feemed to bc proportionably lai^ i 
and few of the men were lefs than the Chief who 

had come forward to m<^70Ci I had Uc/if4 (t^^K 

voices very loud at a diftance, and when I came 
near, I perceived a gpod ^uqiber of very ^ men, 
who were chanting fome uninfielBgible wor(k in 
the moft doleful cadence I ever heard, with an air 
of ferious folemniiy, which inclined me to think 
that it was a religious ceremony : they were all 
painted and dothed nearly in the fame planner j 
the circles round the two eyes were in no inftancc 
of one colour, but they were not univei laily black 

and white, fome being white and ted) and fome 
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i!&d aod fabck : dieir teeth itnere ai» white is iiroty, ^ 1^64.

remarkably even and well kt ; but except the 
which rhey wore wkh the hair inwards^ 
moft of them iMcre naioed) a few only hflWng up.- 
Ofi their legs a kind of boot, with a ihort pointed 
fttck iaflcficd to each heel, which ferved as a fpur. 
Having looked rouud upon thefc enormous gob- 
lias with no fmall aftomflnmeflc, and wkh ibme 
^fffieolty made thofe that wm fttll galloping up fit 
down with the reft, I took out a quantity of yci* 
Jow and whitt Jbeads, «4iich I dtftiibuted Miong 
them, and which they received with very ftrong 
cxpreiiioas of pleai'ure : 1 then took out a whole 
piece of green filk riband, and giving the end ef 
it into the hands of one of them, I made the per- 
fim that fat next take hold of it, and focn as far 
as it would reach r all this while they fat very 

qukdy^Mot did any of thofe that held the nband 
itfteilipt to pull k from the reft, though I per- 
ceived that they were itili more delighted with it^ 
-dian with the beada. While the riband was tbua 

extended, I took out a pair of fciflars, and cut it 
between each two of the Indiana that held it, fo 
that I left about a yard in the poifeffion of every 
one, which I afterwords tied about their heads^ 
whene they fuffered it to r^ftiain without fo much 
as touching it while I was with them. Thdr 
peaceable and orderly behaviour oli this occalioii 
certainly did them honour, efpecially as my pre- 
Ibots could not extend to the whole company ; 
neither impatience to fliare the new finery, nor 
curioiity to gain a nearer view of me and what I 

Da WM 
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'7**' was doing, brought any one of them from the fta- 
A.^^.^^^ tion that I had allotted him. It would be very 
Fridajt»i.- jiatural for thofc who have read Gay's Fables, if 
they form an idea of an Indian almoft naked, re- 
turning to his fellows in the woods adorned witk 
European trinkets, to think of the monkey that 
. had fecn the worlds yet before we defpiie theifr 
fondnefs for glafs, beads, ribands, and other things, 
"which among us are held in no eilimation, we 
(hould coofider that, in themlelves, the oroameota 
of ravage -md civil life are equal, and that thofe 
who live nearly in a ftatc of nature, have nothing 
that refembles giais, fo much as glafs refembks a 
diamond ; the value which we fet upon a diamond, 
therefore, is more capricious than the value which 
thev let upon glafs. The love of ornament feems 
to be a univeriai principle in human nature, and 
the fplencKd tranfparency of glafs, and the regular 
figure of a bead, arc among the qualities that by 
the conftitutioh of our natuie excite pleafing ideas; 

and although in one of thefe qualities the dia* 
mond excels glafs, its value is much more than in 
proportion to the difierence : the pleafare which 
u gives among us is, principally, by conferring 
diiUn&ion,* and gratifying vanity, which is inde^ 
pendent of natural tafte, that is gratified by cer- 
tain hues and figures, to which for that reafon we 
^ive the name of beauty : it muft be itmembered 
alio, that an Indian is more diftinguifhcd by a glafs 
^button or a bead, than any individual among us 
4}y a diamond, though perhaps the fame facrifice 
-is not made to his vanity, as the pofieiTioa of his 

finery 
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finery is rather a teftimony of his good forttunc, j^|7^^ 
than of his iafli^ence or power in confrqiience of ^ ^-^ 
Iiis having what, as the common medium of all 
earthly pofleflions, is fuppoicd to confer virtu^il 
fuperioric7» and intrinfic advantage. The people» 
however, whom I had now adorned, were not 
wholly Grangers to European commadicies> for 
upon a elofer attention, I perceived among them 
one woman who had bracelets cither of brafs, or 
verjr pale gold, upon her arms, and fome beads of 
blue glafs, ftrung upon two long queues of hair, 
which being parted at the top, hung down over 
each ihoulder before her : Ihe was of a moft enor- 
mous fize, and her face was, if poffible, more 
frightfully painted than the reit. I had a great 
defire to learn where flie got her beads and brace* 
lets, and inquired by all the figns I could devife, 
but found ic impoffibie to make myfelf under- 
flood. One of the men (hewed me the bowl of 
a tobacco pipe, which was made of a red earthy 
but I ibon found that they had no tobacco among 
them i and this perioa made me underftand that 
he wanted fome: upon this I beckoned to m/^ 
people, who remained upon the beach, drawn up 
as 1 bad left them, and three or four of th^m ran 
forwardy imagining that I wanted them. The 
Indians, who, as I had obferved, kept their eyes 
aloioit continually upon them, no fooner faw fome 
of them advance, than they all rofe up with a great 
clamour, and were leaving the place, as 1 fup- 
P9ied to get their arms, which were probably left 
at a little diftance i to prevent mifchief, therefore,

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and put an end to the Clarm, which iiad thus ac^^ 
dentattf been ipiead among thooi, 1 ran ti» meetiditf 
people who were, in confcquence of my fignal^ 
coming ifom tbe beach, aind as iooa as I was. wkb^ 
ktheaemg I hallooed to diem» and totd tbein tiaa 
1 would have only one come up with all the to^ 
bocco that be could eoUcd iwm tbt rtit. As 
fbon as the Indians faw this they recovered fmn 
their iurprUe, and every one returned to hi^ fta* 
MO, exept a very old iaaii» vhe catHe up 19 me^ 
and fung a long fong, which I much regretted my 
not being able to underitand : be&>ffe (he long 
ma well fimfiied, Mr. Cumn^ing came op wid> 

the tobacco, and I could not but fmile at the 
ai&omlhment which I faw expreiled in his counter 
Bance^ opao perceiving lumfel^ though fix feet 
l;wo inches high» become at once a pig^ny amonj^ 
giaiia>} for thefe people may indeed more praperijr 
Ik^ ealled giants than taH me» : of the few among 
US. who arq^fuU fi;^ feet high, fcarcely any ar& 
broad .and mvlcular in. prc^xHtion to theiv ftatuM^ 
but look rather like men of the common bulk^j 
ni^. up acci4entally to aa. unufi^al hpg^ ^ a«d 
mm who fliould mcafure only fi^ feet ti¥0 inches,, 
and e(|aaily exceed a ftout well*fec man . of tbd 
common ftatuie in breadth aoct mvfcle, would 
ftrike us rather as being of a gigantic race, than as 
^individual accidentally anomalous^ our fenfatioiQi^ 
tKerefore, ypon feeing five bundred people, tho 
fhortell of whom were at leaft four inches tall^r^ 
afid bulky in proportion, may be eafily ama^ned. 
Aft^r J bad prefeor^d the t^b^cco, four or five of 
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the chief men came up to me^ and, as I under- ^^^^^ 
ftood by the figns they made, wanted me to mount i, .^^j 
one of the horfes^ and go with them to their habi* 
tations,. but as it would upon every account have 
bceh imprudent to comply, I made figns in return 
that 1 muft go back to the ihip i at this they ex- 
pieflcd great concern, luid fat down in their fta- 
tions again. During our pantomimical conference, 
tn old man oftto laid his head down upon the 

fiones, and (hutting his eyes for about half a nii- 
nute» afterwards pointed firft to his mouth, and 
theil to the hilb^ oitamng, » I imagined, that if 
1 would flay with tiiem till the morning, ibey 
would fyttilk me with fome provlfions^ but this 
Ofier I was obliged to decline- When I left them, 
not one of them oftered to follow us, but as long 
as I couU £et them, oominued to fit quietly id 
their places. I obferved that they had with them 
agitat number of dogs, with which I fuppofe 
they chafe the wild animals which ferve them for 
food. The horfes were not large, nor in good 
cafe, yet they appeared to be nimble, and well 
broken. The bridle was a leathern thong, with a 
fmali piece of wood that ferved for a . bit, and the 
Mdles feftmbled the pads that pre in tt(e among 
the country people in England. The woiiien rode 
aftridcy and both men and women without ftir- 
rups 5 yet they galloped fearlefsly over the fpit uport 
which we landed, the ftones Of which were largp, 
ioofe, and fiippery.

1764. OOON jrfier I returned on board, I got under 
Pc^ro^r.^ ^ worked up tbe Stretghc» wUch is 

Friday SI. j^^j-^ about nine leagues broad, with the flood, not 
with li view to pais througii it, but ia iearcb of 
fome place where I might get a fupply of wood 
and water, not chufing to trufl wholly to the 
{ifiding of Falkland's Iflands^ which I determined 
ajfterwards to feek. Abocc eight in the evening, 
the tide of ebb beginning to make, I anchored in 
five and twenty fathom. Point Pofleffion bote 
N. N. E. at about three miles diftance, and fome 
lemfirkable hummocks on the north, which Bulke- 
ley, from their appearance, has called the Aflea 
Ears, VV. i N. 
i«tard.ssf At thfce in the morning of the aid, we weighed 
with the wind at E. and fleered S. W. by W, 
abopt twelve oiiics. During this courle we wens 
over a bank, of which no notice has hitherto been 
taken : at one time we had but fix fathom and a 
half, but in two or three cafts we had thirteen. 

When our water was Ihallowefl:, the AfTes Ears bore 
N. W. by. W. X W. dilUnt three leagues, and tho 
north point of the firft Narrow W. by S. diftant 
feptwgcft fivf snd (W Oiik^ then fleered 
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W. by S. near fix miles to the entrance of the _ 17^4*

&[£t Narrow, an4 afterwards S. S* W. about Hx « — v — -J 
miles, which brought us through : the tide here 
was fo ftrong, tl^ac the paf&ge was very rapid* 
During this courfe we faw a fingle Indian upon 
the fouth fhore, who kept waving to us as long as 
we were in fight : we faw alfo fome guanicoes up- 
on the hills, though Wood, in the account of hil 
voyage, fays there were none upon that fliorc. 
As foon as we had. pailed the iirft Narrow/ we 
entered a little fea, for we did not come in fight of 
ttie entrance of the fecond Narrow till we had run 
two leagues. The diftance from the firft to the 
fecond Narrow is about eight leagues, and the 
courie S. W. by W. The land is very high on 
the north fide of the fecond Narrow, which con- 
tinues for about five leagues, and we fteered 
through its* W. W. with foundings from twen*' 
ty to five and twenty fathom ; we went out of the 
weft end of this Narrow about noon, and ftecrcd 
fouth about three leagues for Elizabeth's Ifland ; 
i>ut the wind then coming right againft us, we 
anchored in feven fathom. The ifland bore S. E. 
diftant about a mile, and, Bartholomew's liland 

bore£.S, £. In the evening, &x Indians upon 

fhe Ifland came down to the water fide, and con- 

junued waving and hallooing to u$ for a long tioie^ 
hut as my people wiinted reft, I was unwilling to 
employ them in hgilling out a boat, and the In- 
jdians feeing their labour fruitleis, at length went

Saint George*s Ifland 
then bore N. E. by N. diibnt three leagues ^ a

In the evening, we weighed and fteered S. by E. 
about five miks along the north fhore, at about 
one mile's diftance, with regular foundings, ftom

Thf next mofning^ ] wttxt out in my boat 
ieajPCb of Freih Water Bayj I landed with my 
Smod Lieutemot upoo Sandy Point, and having 

lent the boat along the fliore, we walked abreaft of 
Ikc. Upon the Foinc we foond plenty of woodt 
and ^fy go^ wmef^ and for four or five m3ca 
As {hore was exceedingly pleafant. Over the 
fmt tbcie it a fine level country, witb a £m1 that, 
to all appearance, is extremely rich ; for the ground 
wa» covered with flowers of various kinds, that 
perfomed tise air with their fragrance) and among 
them there were berries, almoft innumerable, 
tAeie die blolfoma bad been flied : we obfervcd 
that the grafs was very good, and that it wa3 in* 
terinixed with a great number of peas in bloilbm. 
Aokmg this luxuriance of herbage we faw manf 
hundreds of birds feeding, which from their form, 
and the uncommon beauty of their plumage, we 
called painted gedfe« We walked more than 
twelve miles^ and found gre^ plenty of fine freih 
vitcr, but not the bay that we finight ^ for we faw 
no part of the (hore, in all our walk from Sandy 
f oiat| where a boat could land without the utnDod: 
haaardy the water being every where ihoal, and 
the fea breaking very high. We fell in with a» 
jptac nuitiber. of the huu or wigwam» of the Li^ 
dians, which appeared to have been very lately 
dcfertod, fo^: m kime them the &res which they 
had kindllod were fcarcdy coc«if%«iihed ^ they 
Wiere littje recefles of the wqod^i ai>d always 

clofe 
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clofe to frefh water. In man/ places we found 
plenty of wild celery, and a variety of plants^ 
^ which probably would be of great benefit tofeamea 
after a long voyage. In the evening, we walked 
back'again, and found the (hips at anchor in Sandy 
Point Bay, at the diftance of about half a mile 
from the Qiorc. The keen air of this place made 
our people fo voracioufly hungry that they Goukl 
have eaten three times their aUowance^ I was 
therefore very glad to find fome of them employed 
in hauling the fcinc, and others on lliore with their 
guns: lixty very large mullets were juft taken 
with the leintf, as I came up ; and the gunners had 
good fport, for the place abounded with geefe, 
leale, fnipes, and other birds, that were excellent 
food. 

Tiicfday»5. On the 25th, Chriftmas day, we obferved by 
two altitudes, and found the latitude of Sandy 
Point to be 53^ 10' S. At eight in the morning, 
we weighed, and having failed five leagues from 
Sandr Point, in the diredlion of S. by E. i E. we 
anchored again in thirty-two fathom, about a 
mile from the fliore ; the fouth point of the Fre(h 
Water Bay then bearing N. N. W. (Jiftant about 
four miles ; and the foutbermoft land S. E. by S« 
As we failed along the fhore, at about two miles 
diltance, we had no ground with fixty fathom ; 
but at the diftance of one mile, we had from 
twenty to thirty-two fathom. At the full and 
change of the moon, the tide flows off Freih Wa- 
ter Bay at twelve o'clock & it runs but little, yet 
flows very m^ch4>y the ihore. 

On 
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On the 26th, at eight o'clock in the morning, 17% 
we weighed, with the wind ac £. N. £. and fteered ^^-.^ 
S. S. E. for Port Famine, At noon, St. Anne's 
Point, which i& the northermoft point of that pori^ ' 
bore S. by E. i E« diftant three leagues. Along 
this ftiorc, at the diftance of two or three miles, 
we. had very deep water; but within a miie had 
ground with twenty-five or thirty fathom. From 
St. Anne's Point a reef of rocks runs put S. £. by 
£• -about two miles ; and at the diftance of two 
cables* length from this reef the water will fud- 
denly iboal front fixty-five to thirty^iiye and mm* 
ty fathom. The Point itfelf is very fleep, fo that 
there is no founding till it is approached very near« 
and great care muft be taken iii flandkig into 
Port Famine, efpecially it the (hip is as far louth- 
ward as Sedgcr river for the water wUl ihoal at 
once from thirty to twenty, fifteen, and twelve 
fathom ; and at about two cables' length farther in» 
at more than a mile from the fljiorG, :there is but 
nine feet water, when the tide is out- By hauling 
clufe round St. Aant^» Point,, fqugdii^s will i^oa 
be got; arid as the water (hoals rery fall, it is*not 

fafe to go farther in, when there is AO more than 

* * 

leven fathom ; the Streight here is not more than 

foup leagues wide. 

The next day at m>on, having had little wind« thmtL^f* 
and calms, we anchored at Port Famine, dofe to 

Ihore, and. found our fituation very fafe and 
convenient : we had ihelter from all winds except 

Ac S. E. which feldom blows, and if a Ihip Ihould 

^ driven alhore in the botton> of the bay, (he 

coul4 
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17^- could receive no damage^ for it is all fine foft 
w.-,^,^ ground. We found drift wood here fufficient to 
XhvSA, VI. furmOiGd a thou&nd fail, fo that we kad op 
need to take the trouble of cutting green. Tjs 
water of. Sedger river is exceUent, but the boats 
cannot get in till about two hours flood, becaufe 
0t iow water it is very iballow for abouc tfar^ 
quarters <rf' a mik. I went up it about ixm 
miles in my boat, aii4 the faU^ trees then riqa- 
4ore4 it impoiQUe to go farther ; I found it, in- 
deed, not only difficult but dangerous to get up 
-thus £ar» The fiream is very rapid, and many 
ftumps of trees lie hidden under it : one of thcfe 
•made its way through the bottom of my boat, and 
in an inftant flie was foil of water. We got oo 
Ihore as well as we could j and afcerwards, widi 
-great difficulty, hauled \m up upon the fide of the 
river: here we contrived to Hop the hole in her 
bottom, fo as that we made a ihiix to get her 
down* to the ftver^s mood), where ilie was ftioo 
properly repaired by the carpenter. On each lide 
of this river there aee the fineft trees I ever faw, 
and I make no doubt but that they would fupply 
the Britifh navy with the beft mafts in the worfd. 
Some of them are of a great height, and more than 
eight feet in diameter, which is proportionably , 
- more than eight yards in eircumference ; fo that 
. four men, joining hand in hand, could not com* 
pafs them: among others, ' we found the pepper 
tree, or winter's bark, in great plenty. Among 
thele woods, notwithftanding the coidncis of the 
climate, there are innumerable parrots^ and other

While we lay Jicre, 1 went me day to Cape For- 
vard^ and when I let qiH I intended have gooi^ 
farther J but the weather bec^ime fo bad, witH 
^vy rain, that we were gl«id to flop chexp» 
make a great fire 10 dry our dotbes, which 
wet through. From the plaoe where we flopped^ 
(he Indians iiad been gone ^o latejy, that the woq^ 
which lay half bumr, where they had made their 
firc» was ftiU warm > and iooa after our iire was 
kindled, we pereeiTed that another was kindled 

dircftly oppofite to ic, on the Terra dd Fucga 
&ore i probably as a JSgnal, wiiieh, if we had been 
Indians, we Ibould have underftood. After we 
were dried and refrcfbed at our fire, the rain hav- 
ing abated, I walked ciols the Cape, to fee how 
the Streight ran, which I found to be about 
N. W* The hilis, as far as 1 could fee, were 

of 
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17^4- 6f anr immenle height, very craggy, and coverecf 
x^^,.^^ with fnow quite from the fummit to the bafe. I 
Thurf. i;. msu]^ alfo iMother excuriion along the Ihore to thcf 
hortfiward, and Ibmid-the country fof manymilea 
exceedingly pleafant, the ground being, in many 
places, covered mth flowers^ which were riot iii- 

ferior to thofe that are comfmonly found in our 
gardens, either in beauty or fragrance^ and if ic 
were not fbrthe ieVerity of the cold' in Winter, thto 
country might, in my opinion, be made, by cuiti- 
* vation, one of the fineft in the world. Ihadfetnp 

a fmall tent at the bottom of this bav, clofe to a 
little rivulet, and juit at the {kins of a wood, foon 
after the (hip came to ah anchor, where three 
were employed in walbing : they flept on fliore f 
i>ut foon after funfet were awakened out of their 
firft fleep by the roaring of Ibme Wild beafts, which 
the darknefs of the night, and the iblicarineis of 
their fituation in this pathlefs defert, rendered 
horrid beyond imagination : the tone was hollow 
and deep, fo that the beafts, of whatever kind« 
were certainly large, and the poor- Itilows per* 
ceived that they drew nearer and nearer, as the 
found every mhnnSe became itiore bud; From 
this time fleep was renounced for the night, a 
large fire was immediately kindled, and a conftant 
blaze kept up : this prevented the beafts from iD'*' 
vading the tent but they continued to prowl round 
it at a little diftance, with incefiant howlings, till 
the day broke, and then, to the great comfort of 
the affrighted failors, they difappeared.

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At this place, not far from where the fhip lay, i7^4* 

there is a hill chat has been cleared of wood, and w-^-w 
we fuppofed this to be the fpot where the Spa* 
niards formerly had a lettlement *• One of the 
men, as he was palling over this hill, perceived 
that, in a particular part, the ground returned the 
found of his foot, as if it was holiovv : he there- 
fore repaired it feveral times, and finding the cSc£k 
fiUl the fame, he conceived a ftrohg notion that 
fomething was buried there; when he came on 
board, he related what he had remarked to me» 
and 1 went myfelf to the fpot, with a imail party, 
furnitbed with fpades and pickaxes^ and faw the 
^t opened to a coniiderable depth, but we found 
nothing, nor did there appear to be any hollow or 
vault as was expeded. As we were returning 
through the woods we found two very large fkulls, 
which, by the teeth, appeared to have belonged co 
feme beafts of prey, but of what kmd we could 
not guefs. 

Having continued here till Friday the 4th of 176?. 
January, and completed the wood and water off^j^^^* 
both Ihips, for which purpofe 1 hsd entered the 
Streighr, I determined to fteer back again in iearch 
of Falkland's I Hands.

sllurLyj. the karbMr: the wind continued contrary air 
^N. N. E. till about one o'clock the next day, when 
kibifted to W* S. W. and blew a freih gale. We 
fleered' N. W. by N. four leagues, and- then tbiw 
leagues North, between Elizabeth and Bartholo- 
mew iflands: we then fleered from the iflands 
N. by E. three leagues, to the fecond Narrow;

and Iteered through N. £* i E. continaing tke 
fiime courfe from the fecond Narrow to the fi*flv 

which was a run^ of eight leagues. As- the wind 
ftat continued to blow frelb, we fleered through 
the firft Narrow againft the floods in the direftion 
of N. N. £• ; but about ten o'clock at night, the 
wind djriflg away, the flood let us back again into 
the entrance of the firft Narrow, where we were 
obliged to anchor, in forty fathom, within two 
cables' length of tlic iliore. The tide flows here, 
at the full and change of the moon, about two 
o'clock*, and runs full fix knots an hour, 
liindaj 6. At onc o'clcck the next morning, we weighed, 
with a light northerly breeze; and about three, 
wc palled the firft Narrow a fecond time. Hav- 

I ing 
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ifig n6w feen the ffcip fafc through, and being qult^ 
exhaufted with fatigue, as I had been upon the 
deck all the preceding day, and all night, I went 
into my cabbin to get fome reft. 1 lay down, and 

. foon fell afleep ; but in lefs than half an hour, I 
insLS awakened by the beating of the fhip upon a 
battk : I inftancly ilarced up, and ran upon the 
tfeek, where I foon found that we had gf ouoded 
upon a hard fand. It was happy for us, that at 
this time it Was ft ark ealm; and I immediately 

• ordered out the boats to carry an anchor aftei'n, 
where the water was deepeft : the anchor took th6 
^oUild, but before W^ could work the capft^i'ii, iti 
order to heave the fhip off to it, fhe went off, by 
the nlere rifing of the ti/de. It happened for- 
tunately to be juft low water when flie went a- 
ground, and there was fifteen feet forward, and fix 
fathom a very little way aftern. The matted t6ld 
me, that at the laft caft of the lead, before we were: 
aground, he had thirteen fathom ; fo that the Water 
ftioaled at once no icfs than fixty-three feet. 

This bank, which has not been mentioned by 
any navigator who has paired the Streight, is ex* 
trcinely dangcrousj eiptcially as it lies diredly in 
the fair way between Cape Virgin Mary and the 
firft Narrow, and juft in the middle between th^ 
fouth and north (bores. It is more than two 
leagues long, and full as broad'; m many placeV 
alfo it is very fteep. When we were upon it. 
Point Poifeffion bore N. E* diftant three leagues v 
and the entrance of the Narrow S. W. diftant two 
leagues. 1 afterwards faw many parts of it dry* 

£ a dn4 
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1 7^5* and the kz breaking very high ovef other parts of 
it, where the water was {hallow. A fhip^ that 
ftould ground iipon this ftioal in a gale of wind, 
Wt)uld probably be very fooi> beaten to pieces. 

About fix o'clock in the tnoFning, we anchored 
in fifteen fathom, the (hoal bearing N. N. W. i W. 
at the diftance of about half a mile. At noon* 
we wcJghcdf with a light breeze at N. E. and 
worked with the ebb tide till two ; but finding the 
water IBoal, we anchored again in fix fathom and 
an half, at about the diftance of half a mile from 
the Ibuth fide of the ihoaL The Afies Ears then 
bearing N. W. by W. diftant four leagues,^ and 
the foutb pomt of the entrance of the firft Narrpw 
W. S. W, diftant about three leagues. At this 

time the opening of the Narrow was (hut in^ and 
U]K>n ibn(fing out the boats to found,, they diico* 
vered a channel between the Ihoal and the fouth 
{hore of the Streight. The Tamar in the mean 
rime^ as Ihc was endeavouring to come near us, 
was very near going on ihore, having once got in- 
to three fathom, but foon after came to an anchor 
in the channel between the fhoal and the north 
ifaore* 

7» The next mormng, about eight o'clock^ we 
weighed, with Ji:ttle wind at VV. S. W. and fleered 
about half a mile S. £• by £• when,, having deepen- 
ed our water to thirteen fathom^ we fleered be- 
tween the E. and E« N. E* along the fouth fide of 
the (hoal, at the diftance of about leven miles 
from the louth ihore, keeping twci boats at fome 
diftanc<^ one on each bow, to found.

At noon, we were, to the 
eaftWard of the fiioaU &nd as we hatrted over to the 
north fhore, we foon deepened our water to twenty 
fathom.

We now brought co for the Tamar, who had 
come through the north cfhanncl,^ and was fome 
leagues aAern ^of us, and while we were waiting 
for her coming up, the officer of the watch in*- 
formed me that the head of the main-maft was

felf, and found it fpKt aimoft in aftraightlinc 
perpendicularly for a confiderabie length, but I 
itould not difcover exactly liow hr the fifllire went^ 
fyr iikc cheeks tliat were upon the maft.

As 1 
was hauling out of this bay, I faw a long, iow 
flioal of rocks, ftretchincr out for more than a 
league to tte northward of us, and another of the 
fame kind lying between that and what we had 
taken for the northermoft of De Wert's iflands. 
This land^ except the low part, which is not i^eu 
till it is approached near, confifts of high, craggy, 
barren rocks, whii:h in appearance very much re- 

iemble Suten Lrand« When I had got fo near 

as to difcover the land, I was quite embayed, 

and if it had blown a^vd at S* W, fo great a iea 
muft have rolled in here as would have rendered 

it almoft impoffibie to claw off the ihore ; all ihips, 
therefore, that may hereafter navigate theie parts, 
Ihould avoid lallino; in with it. The feals and 
birds here are innumerable we faw alio many 
whales fpouting about us, feveral of which were of 
an enormous fize. Our latitude now was 51^ 27' 
£i, longitude 63^ 54 W.} the variation was 23^ 
f., la phe evening we brought ;o, and at day. 

6 4 ^^^^^ 
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1765- break the n^xt morning, ftood in for the north 
^^m^ailj part of the ifland by tiic coaft of which we 
*3* had been embayed : when we had got ^bout four 
miles to the caftward, it ftll calm, and rained wjih 
great violence, dynng which ibcre arclc iuch a 
fwell as I never remember to have feen : it came 
from the weftward, and ran iu quick and lb high, 
that 1 expcfted ^ery 'moment it would brealt : 
it fet us very fail (towards the fhore, which is as 
dangerous ^ any in the world, and i , could fe^ 
the f jrge breaking at fonie djftance from it, moun- 
tains hii;h-. happily for us a frcfli gale fprung up 
at fouth-caft, with which, to our gRratJoy,w^ were 
able to ftand off; and it behoves whoever fliaU 
afterwards come this way, to give the north pa,rt 
of this ifland a good birth. After I had got co 
fome Uiftance, the wearhcr being thick, and it 
rai|iing very hard, 1 brought tp. Uur laikude was 
now 31^ S. aqdiongiiude 63*^ 22' W, 
Monday 14. On Monday the 1 4th, the weather haying cleared 
up, and the wind fcift^:d to thj: S. S. W, wp 
ftcered along the ftorc S.VE by E. four miles, 
and faw alow flat ifland full of high tufts of grafs, 
refembling buOies, bearing fouth/ac the dillance 
of two or three leagues, the northermoft land ac 
the fame time bearing weft, diftant about fix 
leagues: we bad here thirty-eight fathom, with 
rocky ground.

The 
next morning atthreeo'clock we made fail, and ftood TuefJ*x 15, 
in for the land to look for a harbour. A t iiz, the eaft 
end of the rocky ifland bore W. S. W. dlilant about 
three miles, and our foundings then were fixteen 
fathom, with rocky ground ; but when we got 
within the ifland we had twenty fathom, with fine 
white fand. The coaft from this rocky ifland lies 
E. by S, diilanc about feven or eight leagues, 
where (here are two low iflaods, which make the 
eaftermoft land in fight. At eight o'clock we 
faw an opening, wh^ch had the appearance of aa 
harbour^ bearing S. E. and being between two 
and three leagues diftant. Upon this dlicQvcry 
we brought to, and feni a ^oat frpm each of the 
fiiips to examine the opening; but it beginning to 
blow very hard loon after, and the weather grow-^ 
ing thick) with heavy rs^n^ w^ were obliged to 
ftand out to fta with both the (liips, and it was 
not without great difficulty that we cleared the two 
rocky iflands which were to the eaftward of us* 
We had now a great Tea, and I began to be under 
much concern It^ft Wje fliould be blown off, and 
our people in the boats left behind : however, 
about thr^ee in the afternoon, the weather clcarina' 
up, I tacked and ftood in again, and prcfenily 
tftfr had the fetisfacUun to fee one of the boars,

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i7^v though it was a long wajr to leeward of us. I 
^am»fy>^ immediately bone down to her, and found her to 
''•f^^ "5- be the Tamar*s boat, with Mr. Hindman, the 
Second Lieutenant, on board, who havij^g been ori 

ifhore in the opening, had ventured opf^ notwith- 
ftanding the great lea and bad weather, to inform 
f me that he had- found a fine harboqr c we imme^ 
diately ftood in for it, ' and found it equally beyond 
his report and our expeftations : (he entrance ii 
about a mile over, and every part of it is perfedUy 
. fafe, the depth of w^ter, clofe (o the fliore, being 
from ten p feven fathom. We found this har» 
bour to conafl of two little bays on the ftarboard 
fide, where ihips may anchor in great fafety, and 
in each of which there is a fine rivulet of frelh 
water. Soon after we entered an harbour of tnucb 
greater extent, which I called Port Egmont, in 
honour of the pari, who was then Firit ^-.ord of 
the Admiralty; and I think it is one of the 
fineil harbours in the world. Th^ mouth of it h 
S« £. diftant feven leagues from the low rocky 
iOand, which is a good mark to know it by : with- 
in the iUand, and at the diftance of about two 
miles from the fhore, there is between feventeen 
and eighteen fathom water; and about three 
leagues to the weftward of the barboyr, there is a 
remarkable white iancly beach, off which a £hip 
may anchor till there is ar^ opportunity to run 
In ftandin^ in for this fandy beach, the two low 
Ifocky iUandS| which we found it difficult to clear 
when the weather obliged us to ftand off, appear

where the ftip lay, and entered a large found, 
which ia too much expoied to a wefterly wmd 
forOilps to lie in it fafely; and the mafl/^r of the 
Xaipar, who had betjn round in her boat, and 
eniiired thi3 found from wfthoiit» reported tbaff 
many (hoals lay off it, fo that if the harbour waai 

Sver fo gQod» i% would not be prudent to attempt 
getting in* In every part of Port Egmont there 
is frefli water in the greateft plenty, and geefc, 
duekf, fnipes, and other birds are fo numerous, 
that Qur people grew tired of them : ^t waa a com- 
moa thing fo^: ^ boat to bring off fufty or fcventy. 
fine geefe, without expending a fingle charge of 

powder and fhor, for the men knocked down as 
Qiany as they pkafed with ftonea : wood, however^ 
is wanting here, except a little that is found a* 
^rift along; the Hhpre^ ^^<^h I imagiacd came from 

' * * " the 
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the Streighc of Magellan. Among other refrcfln 
ments, which are ia the higheft degree ialutary 
to thofe -who have contraded icorbtidc diforden» 
during a loog voyage, here arc wild celery, and 
wood foiiel^ in the greaceft abundance i nor is | 
there any want of «iufleb» clams, cockles^ and i 
limpets : the leals and penguins arc innumerable, 
lb that k is impoflible to walk upon the beach 
without firft driving theni away : and the coaft i 
abounds with fea*lions» many of which aic of aa 
enonxious lize. We found this animal very for- 
midable ; I was once attacked by one of them 
very unescpeckedly^ and it was with chc utmoft 
difficulty that I could difengage myielf from him: 
at other times we had many battles with them, 
aadithasfomecimesafibrdcdadozen of us an hour's 
work to difpatch oiic of them : I had with me a very 
fine maftiff dog^ and a bite of one of thefe crea- 
tures almoft tore him to pieces. Nor were thefe 
the only dangerous animals that we found here, 
for the matter having been fent out one day to 
Ibund the coaft upon the fouth ihore, reported, at 
his return, that four creatures of great fiercenefs, 

refembling wolves, ran up to their bellies in the 
water to atuck the people in his boat, and that 
as they happened co have no fire-arms with them, 

they had immediately put the boat off into deep 
water. The next morning after this happened, I 
went upon the fouthern fliorc myfelf, where we 
found one of the largelt fea-lions 1 had ever feen: 
^s the boat's crew were now well armed, they 
immediateiy engaged him^ and during the conteil 
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. one of the other animals was feeo running CO* 
wards us : he was fired at before he came up, and 
"was prefently kiUed^ though I afterwards wi(hed 
that we had endeavoured to take him alivci which^ 
if we had been aware of his atiacky I dare fay 

might cafily have been done. When any of thefc 

. creatures got light of our peopky though at ever 
fb great a diftance, they ran dire^Iy at them ; and 
no leis than five of cheni were kilkd this day. 
They were always called wolves by . the ihip's 
company, but, except in their fize, and the ikape 
of the tail, I think they bore a greater refcmblance 
so a foK« They are as big as a middk^fiaBed 

maftiff, and their fangs are remarkably long and 
lharp. There are great numbers . of them, upon 
this coaft, though it is not perhaps eafy to guefi 
bow they firft came hither, for thefe iilands are at 
kaft one hundred leagues diftant from the main : 
they burrow in the ground like a fox, and wc 
have frequently feen pieces ot feal.which they have 
mangled, and the ikins of penguins, lie fcattered 
about the mouth of their holes. To get rid of 
thefe creatures, our people fet fire to the grais, fo 
that the country was in a blaze as far as the eye 
could reach, for feveral days, and we could lee 
then! running in great numbers tafeek other quar* 
ters. I dug holes in many places, about two 
feet deep, to examine the foil, which I found firft 
a black mould, and tlicn a light clay. While wc 
lay here, we fet up the armourer's forge on ihorc, 
and completed a great deal of iron work that was 
much wanted. Our people had every morning an 

excellent 
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«cdlent brcakfaft mad€ of portable foup, and 
wild cdcry, thickened with oAmeal i nefChef wa^ 
iw meiukm ecaAned wholly toourfelvcs, for the 
furgeon of the Tamar furroundcd a piece of 
ground neat the watering place nAI^ a fettce df 
turf, and planted it with many eiculent vegetables 
as a garden, tor the benefit of thofe Who might 
hcceafter eome to thk place. Of this harbour, 
and all the neighbouring iflands, I tx5ok poffcflioii 
for his Majcfty King Geoi-ge the Third of Grtit 
Britain^ by the name of Falkland's Islands; 
and there i& I think iutle reafon to doubl that they 
aic the iaaott land to which Cowley gave the name 
of Pepys's Ifland. 

In the primed account of Gowley*ff voyage, he 
feys, we heM^mir courfc S. W. till we came in- 
•* to the latitude of forty-feven degrees, where we 
^ few knd, the ftme being an IHand, m>t bcfbrt 
•* known, lying to the weftward of us i it was not 
« inhabited, and 1 gave it che name ofPEFVs'a 
* I«"M«>i -We fiaiHid it a very comntiodious 
place for fliips to water at, and take te^ir^^, 
and it has ^virf gotfd Jbarieur, wkere'a tboufand 
« fad vfjhips fafely nde. Here is ^reat plenty 
^ qf fowls, and, we judge, abundance of fifli, by 
^ mafoft of the gro«iid*sr being nothing but rocks

degrees ^nd forty^minnctts, where wee eipycd an 
ifland bearing weft iroxn us, wee having the 
wind at eaft north eaft, wee bore away for it, ic 
being too late for us to goe on Ihoare, wee lay 
by all night* The ifland feemed very pleafanc 
to the eye, with many waods^ I may as well lay 
the whole land was woods. There being a 

^ rock lying above water to the eaftward of it^ 

** where an innumerable compaty effowksy being of 
the bignefle of a fmall goofe, which fowks 

" would ftrike at our men as they were aloft : 

" fonie of them wee killed and eat : they feemed 
to us very good, only tafted fomewhat fiftily. 

•* I failed along that ifland to the fouthward, and 
about the fouth' weft fide of the ifland there 
feemed u> me to be a good place for ihipps to 

" ride \ I would have had the Ijoat out to have 
gone into the harbour, but the wind blew freih 

" and they would not agree to go with it. Sail- 
ing a little further^ keeping the lead^ and hav* 
ing fix and twenty, and feaven and twenty fa* 
thorns water, untill wee came to a place where 

^ we faw the weeds ride, having the lead againe^ 
iound but fcavcn lathoms water. Fearing dan- 

" ger went about the ihipp there, were thenfeare-^

In both the printed and manufcript account, 
this land is faid to lie in latitude forty-feven, to 
be-fituated to tKe weffward of the (hip when firft 

difcovertfd, to appear woody, to have an harbour 
where a great number of (hips might ride in fafety, 
and to be frequented by innumerable birds. It 
appears alfo by both accounts, that the weather 
prevented his going on (hore, and that he Iteered 
from it W. S. W. till he came into latitude fifty - 
three: there can therefore be Uitle doubt buc that

and in this account I am fure I am not miftakcn, 
for I frequently failed within two miles of tho 
fliorci fo that if there had been a flirub as big as 
a goofe-berry bulh, I Ihould have feen it. During 
the night we had forty faLhom water with rocky^ 
ground. 

Mojida, It. The next morning, at four o'clock, wc made 
fail, the low flat cape then bearing S. E. by 
diftant five leagues: at half an hour after five 
k bore S. S. E. diftant two leagues ; and wc 
then fleered from it E. S. E. five leagues^ to 
three low rocky iflands, which lie about .two 
ittiles from the main.

When we were abreaft of theft 
breakers, we fteered S. W. by S. about two leagues, 
when the fouthcrmoft land in fight, which I took 
to be the fouthermoft part of Falkland's Iflands, 
bore W. S. W. diftant five leagues. The coaft 
now began to be very dangerous, there beingp in 
all direSions, rocks and breakers at a great^ dlf* 
tance from the ftiore. The country alfo inland 
had a more nide and defolace appearance} the high 
ground, as far as we could fee, being all barren; 
craggy rocks, very much refembling thit part of 
Terra del Fuego which lies near Cape Horn. As . 
the fea now rofc every moment, I was afraid of 
being caught here upon aiee:ihore, in which cafe 
there would have been very little chance of my 
getting off, and therefore I tacked, and ftood to 
the northward 5 the latitude of the Ibuthermoft 
point in iight being about 52^ 3' S. As we had 
now run no lefs than feventy leagues along the 
coaft of this ifland, it muft certainly be of very con- 
fiderable extent. It has been faid by ibme former 

navigators to be about two hundred miles in cir* 
cumterence, but I made no doubt of its being nearer 
ieven*. Having hauled the wind» I j^ood tp ih^ 
northward about noon ; the entrance of Berkeley's 
Sound at three o'clock bore S. W. by W. diftant 
about fix leagues. At eight in the evening, the wiii<||^ 
foifting to the S. W. we ftood to the weftward.

At fix o'clock in the evenings I made the fignal 
afid weighed*, i^rkt^d th)t)ugh tht f^cbHil 
Narrow, and at ttti t)'cl'ock pafed the well end t4" 
hi at eleven, ahchbf^d iii feveh fathbifi tff 

Elizabeth's Iflaftd ; and tht J'rench Aiip at thfe 
fame time anchored ih a bad fituatioh, to the fouch- 
^aiti of Saint B&rthobtntl^'s iQahd, 'whieh eoh- 
, vihted me that {he was hot acquainted with the 
chanfieL 

Tnefda7i9. At fix o'clock the titxt morniiig, I weighed and 
failed between Elizabeth and Banholom^if lflands» 
With th* Wind at N. W. and after ftccnng S. W. 
Ave or fix miles, we crofTed a bank, where among 
the weecia W had feven fathom wat^r. This 
bink lies W. S. W. five of fix miles from the 
Haiddle of George's Jiland, and it is faid in fome 
fotm^r atcoUftt]| that in many places there is no^ 
three fathom water upon It: the danger here 
therefor^ is confidcrable, and to avoid it, it is ne<- 
fceffary to keep near Elizabeth's llland till the 
weftern ihore is but at a ihort diftance, and then a 
ibutiiem touffe ihay be Iteered with great fafety, 
5 till. 
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fill th^ reef, which lies «txiiit ffm miles the i76>- 
iiorthward of Saint Anne's Poi^it, is in fight. At x^H!^ 
noon tMs day, the north point of Frdh Wtuer^^'*^ 
Bay bore W. by N. ; and Saint Anne's Point 
& by E, i E, TJie French fliip ftiU ftecred aft* 
iind we iixiaginixl that (he* waa either ^t>m 
Falkland's IQands, where the French had then a 
fetiiemen^, to get: wood, or upon a furvey of the 
Stretght. The remaining part of this day, and 
the next morning^ we had variable winds with WeancCaa. 
calms } in the afternoon therefore I hotftcd out 

the boats, and towed round Saint Anne's Point 
into Port Famine : at fix in the evening we an* 
dhfved, and foon after the French (hip paffed by 
VIS to the ibuthward. 

Here we continued till Monday the 35th, when won^tf. 
both the Dolphin and Tamar having taken out of 
the ftore-ihip as much provifion as they could 
ftow, I gave the nnafter of her, orders to return to 
England as foon as he could get ready, and with 
the Tamar failed from Port Famme, intending to 
pufli through the Screight before the feafon fhould 
be too far advanced. At noon, we were three 
' leagues diftant from Saint Atine's Point, which 
j;>orc N. W. and three or four miles diftant from 
Point Sfittcup^ which bore S. S. W* Point Shutup 
bears from Saint Anne*s Point S. 4. E. by the 
f:ompars, and they are about four or five leagues 
afunder. Between thefe two pomts there is a flat 
flioal, which runs from Port Famine before Sedger 

nver, and three or four miks to.tte fouthward. 
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. . We fteered S. S. W. with little wind along tbe 

> ^ fhore, from Toint Shutiip towards Cape Forward; 
H' ^j^^ about three o'ciock in the aficrnoon we paifed 
by the French {hip, which we faw in a little cove, 
about two leagues to the fouthward of Point Shut- 
iip» She had hauled her fternciofe into, the woodUa 
and we could fee large piles of the wood which fhe 
had cut dpwn, lying on each fide of her i fo chat 
I made no doubt of her having been fent out to 
procure that neceffary fbr their new fettlcmcnt, 
though I could not conceive why they ihould have 
come fo far into the Streight for that purpoie. 
After my return to England, I learnt that this vcf- 
fel was the Eagle, commanded by M. Bougain- 
ville, and that her bufinefs in the Streight was, as 
1 conjeSured, to cut wood, for the French fettle* 
ment in Falkland's Iflands* From Cape Shotup 
to Cape Forward, the courfc by compais is S. W. 
by S«i and the diftance is feven leagues. At 
eight o'clock in the evening. Cape. Forward bore 
N« W. i W. and was diftant about a mile, and we 
brought to for the night. This part of the 
Streight is about eight miles over, and off the 
Cape we had forty fathom within half a cable's 
IWfliyafi. length of the Ihore. About four o'clock in the 
inorning, wc made foil j and at eight, having had 
light airs almoft quite round the compafs^ Cape

violent as to oblige us to clue all up every time

We kept however working to 
windward, and looking out for an snchoring- 
place, endeavouring at the fame time to reach a ^"^J*** 
bay about two leagues to the weft ward of Cape 
Forward. At five, o'cbck I fent a boat with an

by thecompafst Cape Gallant' is /very high and 
fteept and between.. this and Q^p^ Holland lies a 
reach about thr^e 'leagues over^ ^adlcd £nglifli 

Reach. About five miles fouth of Cape Gallant . 
lie^ a large ifiand, piiled Charles's Ifland, which it 
is necellary to keep tOrthe northwatd of: we failed 
along .the north (hare of it, at about two miles 
diftanee, and IbmetioQi^s much lefs. ' A little to the 
eaftward of Cape Holland is a fair fandy bay, call- 
ed Wood's Bay» in which there is good anchoring. 
The mountains on each fide the Streight are^ . 
I think, higher, and of a more dciolate appearance, 
than any other in the world ^ except peihaps the 
Cordelieh, both being rude, craggy, and fteep, 
and covered with ioowfrpm the top to the botton?.

which were four men, two women, and a boy, werej 
the pooreft wretches I had ever feen. They were 
all. naked, except a ftinking feal ikin that was 
thrown loofcly over their IJibulSefs; tfiey 'werc 
armed, hawevcr, with bows and arrows, which 
they readily gave me in return for' jsl few «bcads, 
and other trifles. The arrows were made of a 
reed, and pointed with a green ftone: they were 
about t«o feet Img, and the bow^ were three ftec: 
the cord of the bpw was the dried gut of fome 
animaL In the <:vehxng, we ^ncfhored abreaft of 
Bachelor's River, in fourteen farhom. The en- 
trance of the River bore N. by £. diftant one milci 
and the northermoft point 6f Saiht'Jerdm*s Sound 
W. N. W. diftant three miles. About three 
quarters of a mile eaftward'of Bachelor's River, 
is a Ihoal, upon which there is not more thiin -fix 
feet water when the tide is out : it is didant about 
half a mile from the fltore, and may be knc^by 
the weeds that are upon it. The tide flows here, 
at the full and change of the moon, about one 
o'clock. Soon after we were at anchor, femal 
Indians came on board us, and 1 made them all 
prcfents of beads, ribands, and other trifles, imh 
which they appeared to be greatly delighted. 
This vifit I returned by goings on ibore among

jolly boat, that I might not alarm theqi by num* ^ "v> — J

. At five o'clock in the morning of- the 2d, we^**^*3^*» 
weigi^ and towed with the tide, but at tea, hav-' 
itig.no wind, and finding that we drovb again to 
the caft-ward, we anchored, with the ftrcani anclior

^^^rii. 14, (^^^ them^ were now coveted, and the win* 
.tcr of this dreary and inhofpitablc region feemed 
to have iet in at once: the poor leamen not 0DI7 
fuftered much by the cold, but had fcarcely ever m 
dry thread about them : I therefore diftributed 
among the crews of both the ihtps, not excepting 
the officers, two bales of a thick woollen ftaff, 
called Fearnought, which is provided by the go- 
vernment, fo that every body, on board.had now a 
warm jacket, which at this time was foupd both • 
' ^ comfortable and falutary. 

Friday 15. At eight o'clock in the morhing of the 15th, 
we weighed and made lail, and at three o'clock m 
the afternoon, we were once more abreaft of Cape - 
Monday, and at five, we anchored in a bay on the 
eaft iide of it. The pitch of the Cape bore N« W« 
diftant half a mile, and the extrenie points of the 
bay from E. to N. by W. We lay at about half a 
cable's length from the neareft fbore, which was a 
low ifland between the Ihip and the Cape, 

Satmd. tfm At fix o*clock the next morning, we weighed, 
and found that the palm was gone from the fmall 
bower anchor. The wind was at W. N. W. with 
hard rain : at eight o'clock, we found a ftrong cur^ 
rent fetting us to the eaitward, and at noon. Cape 
Monday bore W. N. W. diftant two miles* The 
Tamar being to windward of us, fetched into the 
bay, and anchored again. We continued to lofe 
ground upon every tack, and therefore, at t9fo 
o'clock, anchored upon the fouthcrn Ihore in iix- 

teen 
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teen fathom, about five miles to the eaftward df 
Cape Monday. . At three, however, I weighed ^ — ^ 
again, for the boat having founded round the fliip, 
found the ground rocky. The wind was N. W. 
with bard rain, ^d we continued working adl. the 
reft of the day, and all night, every man on board 
being upon declc the whole time, and every one 
wet to the ikin, for the rain, or rather fheets of 
water that came down, did not ceafe a moment. 

In the morning, we had again the mortificacion Snn^tri 
to find that, notwithftanding all our labour, we 
had loft ground upon every tack, in confequence . 
of the current,, which continued to fet with great • 
force to the eaftward. At eight o'clock, we bore 
away, and at nine, anchored in the fame bay from ' 
which we failed on the 15th. 
The wind continued W* and W. N. W. with-

out any tide to the weftward, ail the i 8rh and 19th, Tuckia^jj. 
and the weather was exceedingly bad, with hard 
fqualls and heavy rain. In the mean time I had 
fent an officer with a boat to found a bay on the 
north ihore, but he found no anchorage in it. On 
the 20th, at fix o'clock in the morning, a hard Wedncf.io. 
iquall coming on, the Ihip drove, and brought the 
anchor off the bank into forty fathom, but by 
heaving up the bower, and carrying out the kedge 
anchor, we got the ihip on the bank again. At Thnri: tt* 
eight, the day following, though the wind was from 
W, to S. W. we weighed, and once more ^ 

ftood out of the bay ; the current ftill fet very 
llrongly to the eaftward, but at noon, we found that 
yit had gained about a mile and a half in a con*

A Xwell lolioi in here all night, fo that oui* ficua- 
tion was by no naeana deiiraUe, and tfaereibre^ al-* 
though the wind was ftill at W. S. W. we weighed 
Fiyi/ji. made fail about eight o'clock the nextdajf : 
we had likcwife inceflant rain, fo that the people 
were continually wet, which was a great aggrava- 
tion of their fatigue; yet chcjr were ftill chcciftil, 
and, what was yet lefs to be expeded, ftill healthy. 
This day, to our great joy, we found the current 
fetting to the weftward,and we gained ground very 
faft. At fix in the evening, we anchored in the bay 
on the eaft iide of Cape Monday, where the Tamar 
lay in eighteen fathom, the pitch of the Cape bear- 
ing W. by N. diftant half a mile. We found this 
place very fafc, the ground being excellent, and 
there being room enough for two or three ihips of 
the line to moon

CHAP. VII. 

fbe iaffage frtm Cape Mmday^ in 4he Stn^it 

of Magellan) into the South Seas ; luiih 
fame general Rmarks on the NavlgaiiM 
* ^hat Sireight. 

AT eight the next doming we weighed, and 176^* 
foon after we made fail opened the South . ■ 
Sea, from which iiich a Iweli rolled in upon us asS*tMd,»3. 
I have ieldooi (kesu At four o'clock ia the after- 
iKXm, we anchored in a very good bay, with a deep 
ibund at the bouom of it» by which it may be 
known, about a league to the eaftward of Cape 
Upright, in fourteen fathom. The extreme poiac 
cf the bay boie from N* W. to N. E. by E. and 
Cape Upright W. N. W. about a cable's length 
<o the eaftward of a low ifland which makes the 
bay. 

At three o'clock io the morning of the 24th, I Ssadty %^ 
fimt a boat, with an officer from each (hip, t» 
look for anchoring-places to the well ward) but at 
four ui the itfcemooo they returned without having 
been able to get round Cape Upright. 

The next morning I lent the boau again to ihcsMoodaf sj, 
weftwardt and about -fix in the evening they re- 
turned, haying been about four leagues, and found 
two aBi:horing-places, but neither of them were 
vtry good. We made fail, however, about eight 
W the forenoon of the next day> and at three, Tv^rd^zd. 

Cap^ 
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il^' Cape Upright bore £♦ S. E. diftant about three 
'u^-nij leagues, a remarkable cape on the north fhore at 
Tiicfl«jt6. f^j^g jjj^g bearino; N. E. diftant four or five 

miles. This cape, which is very lofty and fteep» 
lies N. N* W. by compafs from Cape Upright, at 
the diftance of ^bout three leagues* The fbuth 
Ihore in this place had a very bad appearance, ma* 
ny funken rocks lying about it to a conftderabk 
diftance, upon which the fea breaks very high. At 
four, the weather became very thick, and in lefi 
than half an hour we faw the fouth ihore at the 
diftance of about a mile, but could get no an* 
choring-place ; we therefore tacked, and flood 
'Oviertothe north ihore. At half an hour after 
fix, I made the Tamar fignal to come* under our . 
Item, and ordered her to keep a-Kead of us all 
night, and to ihow lights, and fire a gun every 
time ihe changed her tack. At feven, it cleared 
up for a moment juit to ihow us the north ihore, 
bearing W. by N. ; we tacked immediately, and 
. at eight the wind ihifted from N. N. W. to 
W« N< W. and blew with great violence. Our 

fiLuaiion was now very al:Lr[ning j the ftorm in- 
creafed every minute, the weather was extremely 
thick, the rain feemed to threaten another deluge, 
We had a long dark night before us, we were in a 
' ' 'narrow channel, and furrounded on every fide by 
rocks and breakers. We attempted to clew up 
the mizen-topfail, but before this fcrvice could be 
' done it was blown ail to rags : we then brought to^ 
with the main and fore-topfail clofe reefed, and 
upon the cap, keeping the ihip's head to the fouth

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wreft but there being a prodieious fea, it broke if^Sj,

over us fo often tbajt the wholp deck was almoft «— v — 
continually under water. At raiie, by an *CcH 

dcncal breaking of the fog, we {aw the high Capq 

on the noit|i ihore that has.becn juft jmeotiQnecW 
bearing eaft, at about a mile diftance, but had en-» 
tirely loft fight of the Tamar. At half anhpur 
after three in the morning, we fuddenly pfcrq^vei^ 

ourfelves dole to a high land on the Ibbth ftior^,^^ 
upon which we wore, and brought to the north- 
ward. • The gale ftill continued^ if pofiible» witl^ 
increafmg violence, and the rain poured down in 
torrents^ fo that we were in a manner i^imerled in 
water, and expefted cyery moment to be among 
the breakers. The long wiftied-for day at length 
broke, but the weather was ftiU fo thick that no 
land was to be feen, though we kn^w it could no; 
be far diftant, till after fix,, when we £eiw the foutli 
fhore at about the diftance of two miles ; and foon 
^ftcr, to our great fatisfadion, wc; faw the Tamar : 
at this time Cape Monday bore S. E. diftant abou( 
four miles, and the, violence of the gale not ubat-; 
ing, we bore away. About leven^ both fhips 
came to an anchor in the bay which lies to theeaft- 
ward of Cape Monday, notwiihftanding the/ea^ 
that rolled in % for we were glad to get anchorage 
^ny where. We had now be^n twice within ^bu|r 
leagues of Tuefday*s Bay, at the weftcrn entrance 
of the Sticight, and had been twic(? driven back 
ten or twelve leagues by fuch ftorms as wc had novy 
juft experienced* When the feafon is fo far ad- 
vanced as it was when we attem|)ted the paHage oF 
this

In the afternoon^ of the day following, the Taoiat 
paited a new befr Bower cabfe, it being cut by ite 
rock, and drove over to the eafk fide of |he bay, 
iHThere flie was brought up at a vety little diftaiice 
from fome rocks, againft which flie muft othcrwilc 
have been daihed to pieces* 

fiUkgr At fevcn oi^clock in the morning of the «9th, we 
weighed and found our fmall bower cable very 
imich rubbed by the foul grdund, fo that we Wtife 
obliged to cut no kis than fix and twenty fathom 
of it off, and bend it again. In about half an hour* 
the Tamar, being very near the rocks, and liot 
being able to purcbafe her anchor, made (ignals 
of diftrefs. I was therefore obliged to ftand inio 
the bay again, and having anchored, 1 fcnt hawfen 
on board the Tamar, and heaved her up while ihe 
purchafed her anchor, after which we heaved hep 
to windward, and at noon, being got into a pro- 
per birth, Ihe anchored again. We continued' ill 

SAtu^jo. o^ii* ftation all night, and the next morning a gale 
<Qame on at W. N. which was ftill more vio- 
lent than any that had preceded it-, the water was 
torn up all around us, and ,carried .much higher

we got up the lower yards, unbent the fheet cable,

Wcm: p god condntied in our ftation till the morning of the 
3d, when I fent the Tamar's boat, with an officer 
from each (hip, to the weftward, in iearch of an- 
thoring*places on the fi>uth (hore ; and at the fame 
time I fent my own cutter with an officer to leek 
aochoring-places on the north (horc* 

thufCi* ' The cutcer returned the next morning, at fix 
oTclock, having been about, five leagues to the 
weft ward upon the* north fhore, and found two 
anchoring^places. . The officer reported, that hav- 
ing been on (horo^ he had fallen in with fome In- 
dians, who had with them a canoe of a conftruc- 
tion very different from any that* they had feen in 
the Streight before; this veflel confifted of planks 
fewed together, but all the others were nothing more 
tban the bark of large tiees, tied together at the 
ends, and kept open by flioit pieces of wood, 
which were thruit in tranlverfely between the two 
fides, like the boats which children make of a bcao- 
ihell. The people, he faid, were the neare^ to 
brutes in their manner and appearance of any Jie. 
had feen : they were, like fome which we had met 
with beibre, quite naked, notwithltanding the fe- 
yerity of the weather, except part of a^feaL&in 
which was thrown ov.cr their Ihopldersi and they 
cat their food, which- was fuch as no other animal 
but a hog would touch, without any dreffing: they 

bad 
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liad with' them a large piece of whale Uubbei*, 
which flunk intolerably, and one of them tore it 
CO pieces with his teeth, aiid gave it abdut to the 
reft, who devoured it with the voracity of a wild 
beaft. They did not however loolc upon what 
they faw in the poffirffion 6f ouf people with In^^ 
difference; tor while one of them was afleep, they 
cut off the hinder part of his jacket with a (harp 
Aim which they ufe as a knife. 

About eight o'clock, we made fail, and found 
litcle or no current. At noon, Cape Upright bcm 
W. S. Wk diftant three leagues ; and at fix in the 
evening, we anchored in the bay, on the louthern 
ifaore^ Which lies about a league to the eaftward of 
' the cape, and had fifteen fathom water. 

• While We were lying here, and taking in wood 
and water, (even or eight Indians in a canoe came 
round the wefiern point of the bay, and having 
landed oppofite to the (hip, made a fire. We in-^ 
vite.d them to come on board by all the figns we 
could devife, but without fuccefs 1 1 therefore took 

the jolly boat, and went on fhore to them. I in- 
troduced myfeif by making them prefents of feve^^ 
ral trifles, with which they ieemed to be much 
gratified, and we became very intimate in a few 
minutes : after we had fpent Ibme dme together, 
1 fent away my people, in the boar, for fome 
bread, and remained on fhore with them alone. 
When i^e boat returned with the bread, I divided 
it among them, and 1 remarked with equal plea- 
fure and furprife, that if a bit of the bifcuit hap* 
pened to fall, not one of them offered to touch

got into their -canoe, and followed me. When wc 
came near the Ihip, however, they ftoppcd, and 
gazed at her as if held furprife kf a raixture <^ 
^ftonifhment and terror ; but 4t laft, though not 
without fomfi diific4jil€y» I prevailed upon four or 
five of them to venture on board. As foon as they 
entered the ihip I made theo) feveral prefects, and 
in a very little time they appealed to be periedly 
at ealc. As I was very delirous to entertain them, 
one ot the iqi^Ihipmen played upon the violin^ and 
fome of my people darft:ed ; at this they were 
jb much delighted, and fo imjxatieot tp ibow their 
gratitude, that one of them went oiver the (bipV 

fide into the canoe, and fetched up a feal fkin bag 
ot red paint, and inimediately fmeared the iiddkr'a 
face all over with it : he was very defirous to pay 
me the fame compliment, which, however, I 
thought fit to decline ; but he made many very 
vigorous efforts to get the better of my modefty, 
.and it was agi without |ome difficulty that X de- 
fended 
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"VkiStd luyfelf ftom rtcciviWg the honour he d*- j7^« 
figned me in my own defpight. After having < — ^r-^ 
mttWA htud eiltertaiAed them fcvferd hounr^ in- '^^"'^'^ 
timated to them that it would be proper for them 
to go on ihore i but their atuchmeht was fuch^ 
that it wai by ho means an eafy matter to get them 
but of the fhip. Their canoe was not of bark, but 
bf plasiks iewed together. 

On Sunday the 7th, at fix o'clock in the morn- Sunday 7, 
ingy We Weighed) with a moderate breeze at £• N* £. 
artd fine weather. At feven, we were abreaft of 
Cape Upright i and at noon, it bore £. S. E. dif- 
Unt fbitr leagues : foon aftei- we tried the current, 
and found it fct to the eallward at the rate of a 
knot and ati half in houh At three it fell calm« 
land the current driving us to the eaftward very 
faft, we dropped an anchor, which before it took 
the ground was in one hundred and twenty fathom* 

This day, and not before, the Tamar's boat re- 
turned fi-om the weftward : flie had been withiit 
h^o or thrtrt teagues of Cape Pillar, and had found 
feveral very good anchoring-places on the fouch 

Atone O^clock the next morning, having a frefli Mondial, 
gale at weft, we weighed, notwithftanding the 
Veatfa^f Was tbic^, aiid made fail ; at eleven ie 
blew very hard, with violent rain and a great fea^ 
kAd as Wd perceilred that We I'ather loft than gain- 
ed ground, we flood in for a bay on the fouch (hore^ 
atx>ut four leagues to the weftward of Cape Up- 
tight, and anchored in twenty fathom : the grooncl 
Was not good, but in other refpeds this was one of 
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1760 the beft baj?bours that we had met wi(h ii^ ch^ 

April.

,and ic inclining a little towards the fouth, we un- 
' nioored ^it two, and at four, the wind having then 
come round to the S. & £• and being a n^oderate 
breeze, wc weighed and (leered to the wcllward; 
we made about two leagues and an half, but nigh|; 
then coming on, we anchored, not without great 
difficulty, in a. very good bay on the fouth fliore in 
twenty fathom. As very violent gufts came from 
♦ the land, we were very near being driven off be- 
fore we could let go an anchor, and if we had not 
laft fucceedecjl we muft' have pafled a dreadful 
night in the Screight;. for it blew a hurricane from 
the dme we came to an anchor till the morning, 
with violent rain> which wasfometimes intermingled 
with inow. 

Tttefii«79. At fix o'clock, the wind being fiill frefti and 

fqually at S. S. E. we weighed and fteered W, by N. 
along the fouth fhore. At eleven, we were abreaft 
of Cape Pillar, which by compafs is about four- 
teen leagues W. i N. from Cape Upright. Cape 
Pillar may be known by a large gap upon the top, 
and when it bears W. S. W. an ifland appears off 
it which has an appearance fomewhat like a hay- 
ftack, and about which lie feveral rocks. The 
Streight to the eaftward of the Cape is between 
fevert and eight leagues over; the land on each fide 
is of a moderate height, but it is loweft on the 
north fliore, the fouth Ihore being much the boldeft, 
though both arc craggy add broken. W eftminftcr 

Ifiand 
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Ifland is nearer to the north than the foiith lliore 5 >7-.>- 
and, by the compafs, lies N. K. from Cape Pillar. ' — - 

The land on the north Hiorc, near t}ie wtril end of 
the Strcight, makes in many iilands and rocks^ up«, 
on which the fea breaks in a tremendous man* 
ner. 1 he land about Cape Victory is diftant 
from Cape Pillar about ten or eleven leagues, in 
the dirci^iion of N. W. by N. Froni the Cape- 
weilward, the coaH trends S. S. W. 4- W. to Cape 
Deleada, a low point, ofF which lie innumerable' 
rocks and breakers. About four leagues W. S. W. 
from Cape Defeada lie fome dangeroils rocks,- ^ 
called by Sir John Narburough tht- Judges, upon 
which a mountainous furf always breaks with in* 
conceivable fury. Four fmal! iflands, called the 
Iflands of Dircdion, are dilUnt from Caj^c Pillar 
about eight leagues, in the dir^ftion ,of N. W. by 
W. When we were ofi l.h., Cnpe it was (lark 
calm; bu( I never faw fuch a fwell as rolled la 
here, nor fuch a furge as broke on each Ihore. I 
expect?:d every moment that the wind would 
fpring up from its ufual quarter, and that the beft! 
wiiich could happen to us wpuld be to be driven 
many leagues up the Streight again. Contrary 
however to all ^xpe£^auon, a fine ftcady gale* 
jprung up at S. £. to which I fpread all the fail 
that it was poflible for the (hip to bear, and ran^ 
off from this frightful and delolate coaft at the* 
rate of nine miles an hour; ib that by eight 
o'clock in the evening we had left ir twenty 
leagues ^behind us* And now to make the ihip 
as ftiff as poffible, I knocked down our after

It is probable, that whoever (hall read this ac- 
count of the diiiiculties and dangers which attend*, 
ed our paflage through the Strei^t of Magellan, 
. lyill conclude, that it ought never to be attempted 
again ; but that al^ ihips which fliall hereafter iaii 
a weikrn courfe from Europe into the South Seas^ 
pught to go round Cape Horn^ I, howeyer, who- 

have been twice round Cape Horn, am of a dit- , 
ferent opinion. I think that at a proper feafon 
of the year, not only a fingle veffel, but a large 
fquadron might pafs the Streight in icfs than three 
weeks; and I thinks to take the proper feafon, 
lliey fliould be at the eaftern enti^ance fome time 
in the month of December. One great advan* 
tage of this paiTage, is the facility with which 
fifh is almolt every where to be procured, witl^ 
wild celery, fcurvy grafs, berries^ and many other 
vegetables in great abundance; for to this I im-

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the Screight on Sunday the i yih of Jrebruary, and i7<^5- 
quitt^ it on Tuefday the 9th of April. Wood t-l^JlLj 
and water are alfo to be procured almoft at every '^^^ 
anchoring-pla2e beyond, Frefh Water Bay. Our 
iiaflferings I impute wholly to our paflrng the 
Screighc juft as the fun approached the equinox, 
when, in this high latitude, the worft weather was 
to be expefted and indeed the weather we had 
WM dreadiul beyond aU de&riptiion.

CHAP. VIII. , . 

The Run frtm the Wejiem Entrance of the 
Str eight of Magellan^ to the IJlands of Dlf' 
appointment* 

iT^j. T T AVING cleared the Streight, we purfued 
IJl pur courfe to the weftward, as appears by 
Friday the tfack in the chart, till Friday, Apriltnc iCth^ 
when we difcovered the iQand of Maiafuero> bear- 
ing W. i W. diftant about fixtccn leagucs| 
but as to the northward it was hazey, the ifland of 
Don Juan Fernandes was not in fight. During 
this run, the variation bad gradually decreafed 
from to 9° 36'. E, 

We bore away for Mafafqero, and at fun-fet, 
being within about feven leagues of it, we brought 
to, and afterwards kept the wind night. At 
SataH, VI. ^day-break the next day, we bore away again for 
the ifland, at the fame time fending an olTicei , with 
a boat from each fliip, to found (he eailern lidc of 
it. About noon, the middle of the ifland bore W. 
diftant about three miles, and as 1 faw the boat3 
run along the fliore, without beii^g able to land 
any where for the furf, I bore down to the norih 
part of the iiland^^ off which a reef runs for the 
diftance of about two miles, and lay by for them. 
This ifland is very high, and the greatejr part of 
it is covered with wood \ but towards the north 
end, where I lay, fome fpofs ftemed to have been

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cleareU, upon which great nupibers of goats were »7f>c.

feeding, and they had a green and pleafant ap« k^^^,^ 

pearance. When the boats returned, the officer 
informed n\c that he had found a bank, on the 
fide of the ifland neareft to the fouth point, at 
a confiderable diftance from the fhore, where wc 
might anchor, jind oppoGte to which there was a 
fine fall of frelli water ; but near the north poirit, 
he faid, he could find no anchorage. The boats 
brought ofFa great quantity of very fine fifti, which 
they had caught with hook and line near the fliore ^ 
and as ibon as we had taken them on board, which- 
was late in the afternoon, we made iiiil, and worked 
to windward in the night. 

At feven o'clock in the morning, we anchored Sunday xS« 
with the fmall bower, on the bank which the boats 
had difcovered, in twenty-four fathom, with black 
Dmdy ground. The extreme points bore from 
S* to N. W. and the fail, of water bore S, S. W.- 
4iftant about a mile from the fliip's ftation. This 
part of the idaod lies north and fouth, and is about 
four miles long: the foundings are very regular, * 
from twenty to fifteen fathom, within two cables' 
length of the fliore. Soon after we were come to 
an anchor,.! lent out the boats to endeavour to net 
ibme wood and water, but as I obferved the fliore- 

to be rocky, and a luri to break with great violence 

^pon it, I ordered ail the men to put on cork- 
jackets, which had.been fent^with us to be made 
of ppon fuch occafions. By the help of thefe 
jackets, which not only afliiled the men in fwim- 
ipin^, but prevented their being bruifed againfl:

thcr fpecies of danger here, againft which C6fk- ■ 

jackets afforded no defence, for the fea abounded 
. with iharks of an enormous fize, which when they 
frwa man in the water, would dart into the very 
farf to feize him : our people, however, happily 
^fcAped them, though they were many times very 
near: one of them, which was upwards of twenty 
£eet long, came clofe to one of the boacft fh^t was 
watering, and having feiaed^ a large feal, infl^dy 
devoured it at one mouthful ; and I myfelf faw 
pother of nearly the fame iize, do the tame thing 
vnder the fhip's ftern. O^r people killed and fent 
off fcveral of the goftts, which wc thought as gooj 
as the beft venifont in England ; and I obferved; 
. that one of them appeared to have been^ caught 
and marked^ it» tight esa being m in a maimer 
that couW net have happened by accident. Ww 
had alfo fifh in fuch plenty,, than Me bo«t WOfllds 
with books and lines, catch,, in a few hours, as 
much as would fervc a. large Ibip's company two 
days; they of various forts,, ali ^xobHcnt i» 
their kind, and many of them weighed from twenty 
to thirty pounds* ' 

This evening, the fiirf running very high, the 
gunner and one of the ibamen who' wero on^^Mm 
with the^waterecs:, were afraid to ventuwofl^aftidr 
the boat therefore, when (he caQie CK^bonrd'the^laft 
• time,iefc them-behiiidihcr* 

The 
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Vhe ncxc day we found a OHMrC convenient wa- 
:enng-place, about a mile and a kalf to the Borth* i» ^ 
swd of tl^ flxip, and about the middie-way be- ^^^^''^^^^^ 
twecn the north and fonrfa points of the ifland^ 
there being at this place lefs lurf than where the 
boau firit went oaihore. The tide here fet twelve 
Kouca to the northward, and twelve to the fouth* 
vvard, which we found very convenient, for as the 
wind w^s> foutherly> with a great f^ftlU the boats 
could not otherwife have got on board with their 
water. We got off ten tons of water from the 
new watering'-place this day, and iathe afternoon, 
Kent a boat to fetch off the gunner and feaman, 
who had' been kfi; on ihore at the old watering** 

place the nip-ht before • but the furf was ftill lb 
great, that the ieamao^ who could not fwioi^ was 
^nud to venture : he was. therefore again left be* 
hind, and the gunnc;r ftayed with him. 
As loon aa. this was rq^onted* to^me,.! ientano^ 

ther boat to inform them that as, by the appear-. • 
ancfi&of th^ weather, there was reaiqn to. believe it 
would ibpn blow faapd^ I was. afraid L might be 
driven off the bank in the night, the confequcnce 
of which. WQuld ^e that they muft be left bchind- 
upon- the ifland. When the boat came to the: 
Aitf» the people oni boacd delivened my meflage,. 
iq»n which the gunner fwatn: through the foriv 
9nd.g9t on board^ber.^ but th&ieaman, though hs. 
had a cork-jacket on, faid hct waar fuoe.he'lkQiikU, 
hedfcowncdif he attempt^cl.to got^gfE to the boar, 
aod tharv chufingi rather to die a^ natural deaths ho.* 
JIASb djtfijjnineU ^t all cy eats to r^emain, upon the;

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>76c. ifland : he then took an affeftionate leave oF th 
v-^ people, wiflung them all happincis, the peopL 
M«»dajf 29, board returned his good wifhes. One of rfai^ 
midlhipmcn, however, juft as the boat was aboui 
to return^ took the end of a rope in his hand^ 
jumped into the fca, and fwam through the fiirf to the 
iseach, where poor John ftill continued ruminating 
upon his fituacion, in a dtjcfted attitude, and with 3t\ 
iTJOftdifconlolate length of countenance. The rnid- 
fhipman began to expoilulate ^ith him upon the 
ftrange refolution he had taken, and in the mean 
time having made a running knot in his rope, he, 
dexteroufly contrived to throw it round hi$ body, 
calling out to his companions in the boat, who had 
hold of the other end of it, to haul away ; they in«> ' 
ftantly took the hint, and the poor ftccder was very 
foon dragged through the furf into the boat: he 
had, however, fwallowed fo great a quantity of 
water, tliat he was to all appearance dead, but be- 
iog held up by the heels, he foon recovered his 

fpcecli and motion, and was perfectly well the nexr 
day. . In the evening, I removed Captain Mouac 
from the Tamar, and appointed him Captain of 
the Dolphin, under me ; Mr. Gumming, my Firft 
Lieutenant, I appointed Captain of the Tamar, 
taking Mr. Carteret, her Firft Lieutenant, on 
hoard in his room, and gave Mr. Kendal, one of 
the mates of the Dolphin, a commiffion as Second 
Lieutenant of the Tamar. 
Tttdaiyso. On the 30th, at feven o*clock in the morning, 
we weighed, and (leered to the northward, along 
the eaft and north cAft fide of the ifland^ but could

o ftcer N. 3 ^ W. the next day, and at noon on ^^^y- ^ 

:he ad of May, I changed my courfe, and fleered rhmtL*^ 

vV. intending, if poffibie, to make the land, which 

IS called Davi$*s Land in the charts, and is lai4 

uown in latitude ly^ 30' S. and about five bun* 
dred leagues weit of Copiapo in Chili ; but on 
the 9th, finding little profpect of getting to the T|i«ria, 9* 
weftward, in the latitude which I at firft proposed, 
being then in latitude 26^ 46^ S.^ longitude 94^ 
45' W, and having a great run to make, I deter- 
mined to fteer a norchrweft courfe till I got ^the 
true trade-wind, and then to ftand to the weftward 
till I fhould fall in with Solomon's iilands, if any 
fuch there were, or make fonie new difcovery. 

On the 10th, we faw feveral dolphins and bo- Friday jo. 
' nettas about the fhip, and the next day fome ftrag- s«tHfdijti« - 
gling birds, which were brown on the back and the 
upper part of their wings, and white on the reft of 
the body, with a Ihort beak, and a Ihort pointed 
tail. The variation was now decreaifcd to 4^ 
45' £» our latitude was 24? 30' S. our longitude 

Qn the 14th, we law feveral grampuf^s, andT«iefiayt4« 
more of the birds which have jufl; been defcribed, 
fo that, imagining we might be near fome land, we 
kept a good look-out, but faw nothing. In lati- 
tude 23"^ 2' S. longitude 101® 28' W. the varia* 
tion, by azimuth; was ao'^.

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'fs- On the arnmins of the iSdi, we &w two 

remarkable birds j they flew Very hii^h, were as 
' large as geeie, and all dver as white as inow, ex- 
.cept tbcir leg«, whkh Were felaek t 1 hoir bcgah 
to imagine that I had paffed fome land, or iflands, 
which lay to the foathiward of us, fot the lad tiighr 
•we obfervcd, that, although we had generally a 
•great fwell from that qoartet*, the Watbr becamt 
quite imooth for a few hours^ after which thfe 
fwell returned* 

We^^.iti On the being in latitude S.^ Ibh- 

gkude 1 1 5^ 38' W. with a faint breeze at E S. E. 
ive had So great a fwell from the fouthwftrd, that 
we were in perpetual danger of our mafts rolliijg 
over the ihip's fide, fo that I was obliged to haul 
more to the northward, as well to eafe the ihip, as 
in hopes of getting the true trade-wind} which we 
had not yet \ aod now %o my gt^at concert! fottit 
of my beft men began to complain of the fcurvy. 
This day for the firit time, we caught two bonnet* 
tasi we alfo faw fevcral tropic birds about the 
ibip^ and obierved that they were larger than an/ 
we had feen before $ their wh6le plumage wa§ 
Avhitc, and they had two long feathers in the taih 
The variation now had changed its diredion^ and

IM«rs<< the we faw two large birds about the 
flitp, which were all black, except the neck atid tht 

beaky which were whiter they had long wings^ 
and long ft^hers m their tail, yet we obferved 
that they flew heavily^ and therefore imagined that

% from 
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fore we bad run fix degrees to the northward of ^J^^^l^ 
M afafucro, we fliould have found a fettled trade- ^""^^ 
wii)4 to the S. £. btiC the winds ftill continued to 
the north, tliough we had amouauiiious fwell from 
the S« W. Our latitude was now 16^ S,, lon- 
gitude 127® 55' W. and here the needle, at this , 
tifpe, h^ no vamtion. 

On the 28th, we ikw two fine large birds about Titeri!ay»s« 
the ihip, one of which was brown and while, and 
the other black and whi(e i they wanted much to 

lettk upon the yards, but the working of the ihijp 
fritted them. 

On the 31ft, the wind lifted from N. by W* to Friday }i« 
N. W. by W. and the number of birds that were now 
about the (hip was very great ; from thefe circum- 

llances, and our having loft the great loiuh-weft 
fwell, I imagined iome land to be near, and we 
lookedoutforit with great diligence, for our people 
began now to fail down with the fcurvy very fafl:.^ 

We iiiw no land however till one o'clock in the jw. 
morning of Friday the 7th of June, when we^'^*''^* 
were in latitude 14** 5' S., longitude 144*^ 58' W. ; 
and obfervcd the variation to be 4^ 30' E. After 
making the land, I hauled upon a wind under an 
eafy fail till the morning, and then a k}# fmall 
ifland bore from us W, S. W. at the diftanee of 
about two leagues. In a very fliort time we faw 
another ifland to windward of us, bearing £• S. £• 
dift^nt between three and four leagues : this ap- 
peared to be ihuch larger than that which we-firft; 
dIflSbvered, and we myft have palTcd very near it 
in the night, 

I ftood 
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jonl' ' ^^^^ 'finall ifland, which as we drew \ 

1— near it had a moll beautiful appearance ; it wai 
f'td»yy. furrounded bf a beach of the fineft white fand, ^ 
and within, ic was covered with tall ttees, which 
extended their lhade to a great diftance^ and 
formed the moft delightful groves that can be 
'imagined, 1^'ithout underwood. We judged this 
ifland to be about five miles in circomierence, and 
from each end of it we faw a fpit running out into 
the fea, upon which the furge broke with git^ 
fury ; there was alfo a great furf all round it 
We ibon perceived that it was inhabited ^ for 
many of the natives appeared upon the beach, with 
fpears in their hands that were at Icaft fifteen feet 
long* They prcfently made feveral large fires, 
which we fuppoicd to be a fignal ; for we imme- 
diately perceived feveral fires upon the larger 
ifland that was to windward of us, by which we 
knew that alio to be inhabited. I lent the boat 
with an officer to look for an anchoring-place, 
who, to our great regret and difappointment, re- 
turned with an account that he had been all round 
the ifland, and that no bottom could be found 
within lefs than a cable's length of the ihorCi 
which was furrounded dole to the beach with a 
fteep coral rock. The fcurvy by this time had 
made dreadful havock among us, many of my beft 
men being now confined to their hammocks ^ the 
poor wretches who were able to crawl upon the 
deck, ftood gazing at this little paradife which 

Mature had forbidden them to enter, with fenfa-

coooa**iiuU in gitat abundance, thd wSSk iot which 
is perhaps the moil powerful ancifcorbutic in the i —

generally found between the tropics i and to in- 
creafe their mortification they faw the 0iella of 
many tunk fcattercd about the fiiore. Thefc re- 
•£relhaKn(s» indeed^ for want <tf which they were 
langnifhing to death, were as cffeftually beyond 
their reach) as if there bad been half the circum* 
lerence of the world between them ; yet thrir be* 
ing in fight, was no inconfidcrable increafe of the 

. diftteia which they fufiered by the want o£ them* 
Their fituatton in itfelf indeed was no worfis than 

it would have been if the obilacle to their wiihes 
had been diftance, and not a reef of rocksi and 
both being alike infuperabic, a Being wholly un- 
der the influence of reaioo, wouid^ by both, have 
been equally afitAed; "but this is a fituatioD» 
among i^any others,^ that may be remarked by a 
diligent obferver^ in which reafon cannot preferve 
mankind from the power which fancy is perpe- 
tually exerting to aggravate the calamities of life. 
When I knew the foundings, I could not Ibrbear 
ftanding clofe round the iHand with the Sbiff 
though I alfo knew it was impoffible to procure 
any of the rcfrefhments which it produced. The 
natives ran along the ihore abreafk of the fhip^ 
ihouting and dancing ; they alfo frequently bran* 
diihed their long fpears, and then threw them* 
iielves .t^kwardy and lay a few minutes motion* 
Icfs, as if they had been dead : t})is we underftood

If he Difcovery of King George^ s I/land ivuL 
a J)e/cripUQn of thenh and an jiccmmt of 
fever al Incidents that happed there. 

AT h*lf an hour after five o'clock in the after- 1765. 
noon of the 9th, we law iand agaia, bearing ■ 
W.«. W. at the dtftance of fix or fevcn leagues ^^^ 9* 
and at feven we brought to for the night. In the 
inorning) being wttfain three miles of th€*iliofe» we 
difcovcred it to be a long low ifland, with a white 
l^ach^ of ja pleafant appearance, full of cocoa-nut 
and other trees, and feifouaded with a rock of red 
coral. We ftood along' the north-eaft fide of it, 
vdthin half a mile of the Ihore \ and the favages, 
as foon as they faw us, made great fires, as we iup- 
pofed^ to alarm tiie diitant inhabitants of the iiland, 
and ran along the beach, abreaft of the ihip, in 
great numbers, armed in the fame manner as the 
natives of the Iflands of Difappointment. Over 
the land on this fide of the ifland we could fee a 
lar^e lake of ialt water, ^r lagoon, which appeared 
to be two or three leagues wide, and to reach with- 
in a fmali diftancc of the oppofite ihore. Into this 
lagoon we faw a fmall inlet about a league from the 
fouth-weft point, off which we brought to. At this 
place the natives have built a little town, under 
t]ip fliade of a fine grove of cocoa*nut trees. I

we had leen at the other iflands, and one of them 
carried a ptact ef oaat faikned to tha top of a 
pole, which we imagined was an enfign. They 
inade a woQl hideous and incefiaat noiie, and in a 
Ihort time many large canoes came down^fae lake, 
to join them. Our boats were ftill out, and the 
jleople oft board thcQn made aU the ligns of frieod- 
fhip that they could invent, upon which fome of 
the canoes came through the inlet and drew near 
them. ' We now began to hope diat a friendly 
intercourie might be e(labli(hed| buc we fooa 
difcovcred thai the Indiana had no other defign 
than to haul the boats on (hore : many of them 
kaped o^'the rockst a^d fwam to them i and one of 
them got into that which, belonged to the Tamar^ 
and in the twinkling of ^n eye feized a feaoun's 
jacket, and jumping over board with it, never 

once appeared above water till he was clofe in 
ihore among his companions. Another of then^ 
got hold of a midfhipman's hat^ but not knowitig 
how to take it oif, he puilcd it downward inftcad 
of lifting it up; fo that the owner had time to 
prevent its being taken away, otherwife it would

WlMi we cj^tnc' to the weftermoft point of this 
tflandi we faw another, bearing S. W. by W« s^bous 
Ibur leagues diftant. We wcte at this time about 
a league beyond the inlet where we had left the 
natives, byt they were not fatisfied with having 

got rid of us qviietly ; for I now perceived two 
(arge double canoes failing after the ihip, with 
about thhty men in each^ all armed after the 
planner of their country. The boats were a good 
way to leeward of us, and the eanoes paffing be* 
tween the Ihip and the ftiore, feemed very eagerly 
to give thepo cbaj:e. Upon this I made the figoal 
for the boats to fpeak with dircanoes, and as foot 
as they perceived it> they turned, an4 tii^e to* 
WMrds the Indians, who fireing this, were feiaa4 
with a fudden panic, and immediately hauling 
down th^ir f^i^ils, paddled back again at a furpriiing 
rate. Our boats however eame up with tliem; buc 
fiotwithftanding the dreadful furf that broke upon 
the fliore, the canoes puflied through it, and the 
' Indians immediately hauled them up upon the 
^ beach. Our boats followed them, and the In* 
* 4|ana^ 4>f(M]mg an invafion of their ooaft^ pre-

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176^. pared to defend ic with clubs and ftones, upon 
i_f*7V-f whkh'Oiir tam fired, and killed two or diice ol 
them : one of them icceivcd three btik nrhick 
went quite through his body ^ yet he afterwards 
took a large ftonCf and died in the a£kion of 
throwing ic againft his enemy. 1 his man fell 
dofe CO our boats, fo that the Indiana who cc» 
mained unhurt did not date to attempt the ^cany-r 
ing off his body, which gave us an opportunity 
to examine it ; but they carried off the vdBtid their 
dead, and made the heft of their way back to their 
COiBpaoig(i& a( the inlet. Our boats then recMroe^ 
and brooght o(F the two cano^ which they ba4 
purfued. Oqe of theif) was thirty-two feet long^ 
^md the other ipmewfaat leb, byt they were both 

of a very curious conftruftion, and mud have coft 
;hoie who made th^m inhnue labour. Xl^y ^on- 
lifted of planks exceedingly well wrought, and ii| 
many places adonred with carving*, thefe plaaks 
were ^wed t^gethert and over every feam there 
was aftripeof tortoife-fliell, very artificially fatten- 
ltd, to keep out die weather ; their bottoms wcr^ 
as iharp as a wedge, and fhey were very narrow 1 
and therefore two of them were joined laterally 
{ogetbtr by a couple of ftrong fpars, fo thai; thei^ 
was a fpace of about Hx or eight feet betweeri 
them : a matt was hoitted in each of l;hem, an4 
the fail was fpread between the mafts: the fail, 
which 1 preferved, and which is now in my poilef- 
fion, is made of n^tung, and is as neat a piece of 
WQrk as ever I faw : their paddles were very cu- 
rious, and theif cordage w^s as good an4 ^ welj 

lai4 
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laid as any in England, though it appeared to be ^7^'%" 
made of tht outer covering .of the cocoa-nut. i,. ^T'^^ 
When thefe veilels f^il, fevrral mm fie upon che*^«* 
Ijpars which hold the canoes together. 

As the furf which bioke very high open tStm 
fliore rendered it impofiible to procure refrelh* 
ineats-for the ikk in thii part of the iiUod» I 
hauled the windt and worked back to the inlet* 
being determined to try once more what could be 
donetheie. 

I recovered that ftation in the afternoon, and 
immedtatelj Stsat the boats tofound the inlet agatn» 
but they confirmed the account which had been 
ma^e before, that it afforded no anghorage for a 
fliip. While the boats were abfent, I ob&rved a 
great number of the natives upon the point near 
the fpot where we had left them in the momsn|^ 
and they feemed to be very bufy in loading a great 
Bumber ox large canoes which lay clofe to the 
beach. As I thought they might be troublefome^ 
and was unwilling that they ihould fufFer by ano- 
ther unequal conteft with our people, I fired a fliot 
over tht^ir heads which produced the efFed I in- 
tendedy for they all d^iisippcsLicd in a moment. 

Juft before the evening ck>fed in, our boats land- Tac^iiiy lu 
cd, and got a few cocoa-nuts which they brought 
plBF, but law none of the inhabitants. Inthenigbc, 
during which we had rain and hard fqualls, I ftood 
offandon with the fhips, and at ieven o'clock in 
the morning brought to off the inlet. I imme- 
diately lent the boats on Ihore in fearch of rcfrefh- 
|nen|s^ and made all the men who were not fo iU 

of 
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ctf the fcurvy as to be laid up, go ia them I alfii 
■uir^^ vmtt 00 ihore oiyielft and ooMnutd cheitr thi | 
whok day. We faw many hoiifes or wigwams of 
the native39 but they wore totally defer ted, except 
by dK dogs, who Icepc » tnceffiuic hodriing fkms 
the time we came on fhore till we returned to tilt 
ihip ; they were )ow mean hovds, tbatcbed widi 
CMOt'irot braiii]fbesi but tbey.wM moll Jiliglif 
fully fuuatcd in ^ fine grove of liitely trees, ouay 
of which were tint cQCOA*niit, and many ftidi m m 
were utterly unacquainted with. The cocoa-nut 
tn» feem to fiinii(h them with aimoft ail the » 
ctfikriea of life partieolarly food, iails, cordage^ 
timber, and yeilck to hold water ; fo that pro* 
baUy thefe people always fix tbeir habitaMM 
where the trees abound. We obferved the fhore 
10 be covered with corali and t^e ibeiU of very 
large pearl oyfliers ; fi> that I make no doubt bof 
that as proEtable a pearl iiihery might be efta* 
bUfaed here aa miy in the world. We faw bm 
little of the people, except at a diftance \ we could 
however perceive that the women had a piece of 
cloth of fome kind, probably fabricated of ibe 
fame HufF as their fail, hanging from w^ift^ 
tow as ibe knee ) tbe men were oaked# 

Our peofje, in rummaging fome of the hutt^ 
found the carved head of a rudder, which had 
manifeftly belonged to a Dutch longboat, and wil 
wry old and worm-eaten. They found alia 
piece of homered iron, a piece of brais» and fooe 
fiiwdl iron tools, which the anceftors of the prefcnt 
inhabitants of this place probably obfaioed frooi 
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ti» Dutch ihip to y^hich the long? boat had be- 'jT ^ s * 
teUgpil, all wUdi I broaght' iwqr with nir.^-JI^. 

"Whether thcfe people found means to cut oflF the "^"^'W* 

0iafi, €f wiietber ihe.wiis loft vfon tte iiland or 
after (he left it, camm: b$ known $ but there it: 
nafon to believe that fhc Dcvcr tcturned to Europe, 
bc^ufe 1)0 amxuic of her voyage or of any diibo^ 
veries that ibe made, is extant. If the fhip failed 
fram tliU idAca in fa^* it is not |ierhaps eaff to* 
account for hec leaving the rudder of her long* 
bo;M^ .beh^ her: and if ihe was cut off by tho 
ftativfs, there muft b6 ifiQch more confidersUe iv^- 
mains of her in the ifland, efpecially of her iron-i 
^ifct tfpoA which all Indian natkMis^ who have m 

metal, fet the highcft value wc had no opportu- 
nitiea however to examine this matter farther* 
The hammeredMlon) brafs, and iron tools, I 
brought away with me ^ but we found a tool ex* 
aAly in the form of a carpenter*s adze, the blade of 
which was a pearl oyfter-flicll poffibly this might 
hate been made in imitation of an adae which had 
belonged to the carpenter of the Dutch fhip, for 
atnong the tools that I brought away there was 
one whith feemed to be the mnains of fuch aa 
implement, though it was worn away almoft to 
aodimg. 

Ciofe to the houfts of thefe people, we faw 
btrilsKngs of another kind, which appeared to be 
burying-placcs, and from which we judged that 
they had great veneration for their dead. They 
were fituated under lofty trees, that gave a thick 
Ihade^ the fides and tops were of ftone> and in 

their 
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ly^s* their figure they fomewhat refemblcd the fquaw 
cJ^^n^^ tombs, wich Aictop, which are always to 
'^'"•fbondin our^oMintry churdi^yards. Near thefc 
buildings m found amy neat boxes full of hlh 
man bones» *a»d 4]poa the branches of ths trasi 
which (haded them, hung a gre^t number of the 
heads and bones of turtle, and a variety of BA^ 
inclofed in a kind of bafket-work of reeds : fome 
of the hih we took dwn, and found thjit nothing 
remained but the. ikin and the teeth ; the boots 
and entrails leemed to have been exu:a<fted« axui 
the mufcular fleih dried away. 

We fcnt off fcveral boat-loads of cocoa-nuts, 
and a great quantity of fcurvy-grais, with which 
the ifland is dowered ; riefrefliinents which weie of 
infinite fervice fp us, as by this time I believe there 

was not a man among lis wholly untouched i^y 

Ifcurvy. 

* The freih water here is very good, but it hi 
fcarec; the wells which fupply the natives are fii 
fmall, that when two or three gocqa-nut iheii3 bate 
been filled frcmi them, they are dry for a finr 

minutes but as they prefently fill again, if a little 
pains w^r^ taken to enlarge them, they would 
abundantly fupply any flilp with w^ter. 

We faw no venomous creature here; but the 
^es were an intolerable torment, they covered us 
from head to foot, and filled not only the boat, 
but the fhiffS. We faw great numbers of panots 
and paroquets, and feveral other birds which wepp 
altogether unknown to us % we faw alfo a beaiiti*. 
fill kjnd of dove, fo tame that fome of tfiem fit?

All thb day the ttativai kept themfelm 
concealed, and did not even make a fmoke upon 
ny pttrt of the tikiida as far as we could fee i pio- 
bably fearing that a fnooke might difcoveir the 
place of tbeir retreat. In the eveniogi we all re* 
torjied on boaid the (hip. 

This part of the iflandiies in latitude 14° 29' S., 
longitude 148^. $0 W. and after 1 got on board, 
1 hauled a Httle way farther from the fhore, in- 
tending to vi(it the other ifiand in the morning, 
which had been ieen to the weftwaxd of that be* 

fore which the (hip lay, and which is diftant about 
fixty*nine Ifiagues from the lOands. of Diiap- 
^intment^ in the direftiM of W. ^ S. 
' The next mooiing at fix o'clock, I made fail weaMr.fi. 
for the iOand which i intended to vifit» and when 
I leached it, 1 fleered W« by W. clqfe along 
die north caft fide of it^ but oould get no ibund* 

ings: this fide is about fix or feven leagues long, 
and the whole makes mudi the iame appearance as 
die other, having a large fak water lake in the 
n:iiddle of it. As loon as the (hip came in fight, 
the nattres hm down lo the beach in great buin« 

bers : they were armed in the fame manner as thofc 
thai we had ieen upon •the other iflaod, and kept 
abreaft of the (hip for federal leagues* As the 
heat of this climate is very great, they feemed to 
fuftr much by running lb far in the fun, for they 
■ Ibmerimes plunged into the fca, and fomctimes 
;l^l flat ujpon the tmd^ thac the furf might break 
' ' over 
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with great vigour. Our boats were at this rimr

Arid otderf tti che «ifikert wlK>'fBOfl(imanficd chm 
JKver to moleft the natives, except it ihould 

to try all poffible means to obtain tlieir coafkleiur 
and gckxl will : our people cbencfore went as near m 
the flaore as they durftfor the furf, and made Cgns 
.that thef wafited watery the Indiana readily un* 
^Itsftofid dusoit and djiseAed ihcm to na xiodb 
farthier along the fhore, which they did^ till they 
came ahceaft of imh a ckiftcr o£ houfes aa we had 
jiift left upon tht jodier ifland % » diis place ifie 
Indians iliU ibUowed theoif and wirre there joined 
hf many others-: the teats Mimfc^Kately hmded 
clofe into die fyrf, and we broiight to, with the

4^ux ^vtmsum^ ;tfaeisfar^ 
to prevent his being ftripped by piotSMsaai, simAb 
the beft of his way back again to the boat : ftilU 
however, we were upon good terms« and feveral of 
the Indians fwam off to our people, fome of them 
bringing a cocoa-nut, and others a little freih 
water in a cocoa-nut ihelL But the principal 
objeft of our boats, was to obtain fomc pearls j 
.and the men^ to alfift them in explaining their 
6 mean- 
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meaaing^ had taken with diem fime of the pean 

V oyfter ihelis wh^ch they had found in great num^ 
Wcteti; 12. ^p^^ ^ ^^1^ ^ ^jl ^^1^ endeavours wera 

inefFeftual, for they could nor, even irith thi^ 
afiiftance, at all make tbemielves Ufxierftood* It isi 
indeed probable that we Ihould have fucceededl 
better, if an intercourfe of any kind could faav^ 
been eftabltflied between us, but it was ouf mis* 
fortune that no anchorage could be found for the 

ibips. As all lodiaas are fond of beads, it caA 
feafceiy be fuppofed that the pearls, which the 
oylters at this place contained, were overlooked 
by the natives, and it is more than probable that 
if we could have continued here a few weeks, we 
mi^t have obtained Some of great value in ex- 
change for nails, hatchets, and bill-hooks, upon 
which the natives, with more reafon, fet a much 
higher value. We obferved, that in- the lake, or 
lagoon, there were two or three very large velTcls, 
one of which had two mafts, and fome cordage 
aloft to fupport them. 

To thefe two iHands, I gave the name of King 
"^l* GioRGs's Islands, in Jionour of his Majefly. 
That which we lait viiited, lies in latitude 14^ 
41' S«, longitude 149^ 15^ W.; the Tariadon of 
the compais here was 5^ £•

WE purfued our courfe to the weftward the 176^. 
fame day, and the Jicxt, about thfM ^_JT| '^ 
o'clock in the afteniooli» we fkw land again» bear* 
ing S. S. W. diftant about fix leagues. We im- . . . 
mediately ftood for it, and found it to be a low 
and very narrow ifland, lying eaft and weft ! W8 ^ 
ran along the fouch fide of it) which had a green 
and pleafant appearance, but a dreadful furf breaki 
upon every part of it, with foul ground at fom^ 
dilUnce, and many rocks and fmall iflands fcao* 
tered at about three leagues from the (bore. W« 
found it about twenty leagues in length, and It 
appeared to abound with inhabitants, though wa 

could get only a tranficnt glance of them as we 
pa&d along. . To this place 1 gave the name of 
the Prince op Walss^s Island. It Ues in laii^ Frinet^ 
tude 15^ S. and the weftermoft end of it in lon« liuad. 
gitude 151^ 53' W. It is diftant from King 
George's Iflands about eight and forty leagues, in ' 
the daredion of S* So W. \ the variation h^e wa^ 
5^ E. 

From the weftern extremity of this ifland, we sondigt^e 
fteered N. Sa W. and at noon on the ware 
Vol. I. K in 
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'76f, in latitude 14* »8' S., longitude 156' 2?' W. > 

t — ^ — t the variation being 40' E. The wind was now 
Sttudajr 16. eafterly, and wc had again the f«ne mountainous 
^ fwell from the fouthvvard that wc had before we 
made the lilands of Diredion^ and whichf frop:( 
that time to this day we had loft: when we loft 
that fwcll, and for fome days before, we faw vaft 
blocks of birdS) which we obferved always took 
their flight to the fouthward when evening was 
CQipmg on,. Thefe appearances perfua(|ed me 
^ . . that there was land in , the fame diredion, and I 
am of opinion, that if th^ winds had not failed mc 
in the higher latitudes, I fliould have fallen in with 

it: I would indeed at this ilm^: liave IuuIclI away to 
the louthward, and attempted the dilcovcry, if our 
people had been healthy, for having obferved that 
the iflands wc had feen were full of inhabitants, 
I was ftiU more confirmed in my opinion ; as I could 
account for their being peopled only by fuppoilng 
a chain of iilands .reaching to a continent ^ but 
the ficknefs of the crews, in both ibips, was in- 
(upcrabie impediment, 

Monday 17. The next day, we again faw many birds of va«r 
rious iorts about the ihip, and therefore fuppofed 
that fome other ifland was not far diftant, for the 
fwell continuing, I concluded that the land was 
. not of very great extent : 1 proceeded, however^ 
with caution, for the iflands in this part of the 
ocean render the navigation very dangerous, they 
being folow, that a fliip may beclofe in with them

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continued to ftccr the fame courfe, though the 
birds ftill continued about the vtSfcl in great num^ -nr^ 
bers. Our latitude was now 1 2 ^ 33' S., longitude 
167^ 4/ W* The Prince of Walerfs Ifland w«g 
diftant three hundred and thirteen leagues, and the 
variation of the needle was 9** 15' E. The next 
moriAng about Teven o'clock, wc difcovered n^niMy%u 
moft dangerous reef of breakers, bearing S, S. W. 
«nd not farther diftant than a fingle league. In 
about half an hour afterwards, land was iccn from 
the malt-heady bearing W. N. W. and diftant 
•dbout eight leagues : it had the appearance of 
three iflands, with rocks and broken ground be- 
tween them. The fouth eaft fide of thefe iOands 
lies N. E. by N. and S. W. by S. and is about 
three leagues in length between the extreme 
points, from both which a reef runs out, upon 
which the fea breaks to a tremendous. height. Wp 
failed round the north end, and upon the nortk- 
weft and weft Ude, faw innumerable rocks and 
.flioals, which ftretched near two leagues into the 
fea, and were extremely dangerous. The idands 
themfelves had a more fertile and beautiful ap- 
pearance than any we had feen before, and, like 
♦the reft, fwarmed with people, whofe habitations 
we faw ftanding in clufters all along the coaft. 

We faw alib a large vefTcl under lad, at a little 
diftance from the ihore^ but to our unfpeakable 
regret we were obliged to leave the place without 
farther examination, for it was iurrounded in every 
dire&ion by rocks and breakers, which rendere4 
the hazard mor^ than equivalent to every advan- 

K a *tagc 
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tage we might procure. At this time, 1 took 
thcfe for part of the iOaods called Soiomos^ i 
Itendss and wts m hopes that I fhrold 4tA\ in wkk 
others of them, in fome of which we might fiad 
ui hioixior* 

The reef of rocks which we firft faw as we ap- 
proached thele iilandsy lies in latitude lo^ t§ 
Idngttudc 169^ 28' W. and it bears ffom Prince 
«f Wales's Ifland N. 76^ 48' W. diftant 352 
leagues. The tflaiids bear from the reef W» N. W» 

'brilliant nine leagues: I called them the Island 
OT Dancm, and iteered trom them N. by Wi 
-alfcuingfbr the Tarkdon. 

After having ieen the breakers (bon after it was 
tight in the morning, I told my officers that I ap- 
prehended we fliould have frequent alarms in tiie 
night I at night, therefore, everjr body was upon 
the watch, which a very hard fquall of wind, with 
fain, rendered the more neceffary. About nine 
^o'clock, having juft gone do^n iifto my cabbin, I 
heard a great noife above, and when I inquired 
%hat vms the matter, I was toki that tlie Tanuuv 

ivho Was ahead, had fired a gun, and that our 
people law breakers to leeward : I ran inilandf 
tipon deck, and fbdo perceived that what hid 
been taken for breakers was nothing more than the 
*ttndulating r^Be&ion of the moon, which was go- 
ing down, and fhone faintly from behind a cloud 
in the horizon ; we therefore bore iiway wfm tb€ 
Tamar, but did not get fight of her till an hour 
Afterwards.

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{iil^tl^ipg vifOFtby of aotice happened till Mo&imf 
thct Z4^f whsHi ahoni Ifn i^Vlock io the morning, 
we difcovcFed ^notl>^f ifland, bearing S. S. W.

ftbundaoce. It had a pkafant appearances and a 
large lake in the middle, like King George's Iflandi 
Mif thirty milei io cifcui^fereoce, a dread- 
ful fca breaks upon almoft every part of the 
^(9^|t, and a great deal of foul ground im about 
it. failed quite round iit and when we were 
on the Igerfifle, frnt out boats to found, in Iiopes of - 
lindiog mchoragse : no foundings, however, were 
to be got near the Oiore, but I fent the boats out 
a iecond time, wUh. orders to land, if it weie pof- 
fibkf mi procure fome refreflunems for the fick-e 
they landed with great difficulty, and brought off 
^iom^ (WO bpndred cocoa*outa, which to peribns 
,in our circumftances, were an ineftimable treafore* 
Tlie poopte who were on ihore, reported that there 
W^ 00 fignsof its having ever been inhabited^ 
but that they found thoufands of fea fowl fitting 
upM their oefts, which were built io high trees : 
ihefe birds were fo tame that they fofiered them* 
pelves to it)^ knocked do^Mcn without leaving their 
nflts ; th^ ground was covered with land crabs, 
puf pii;9pl^ Ji^w no other animal. At liril I 
was lodiopd to Jntlieye tfeftt this iOand was the , 
fame that in the Neptune Francois is called Maluita^ 
and laid 4l$Hvn ^bwit a degree to the eaftward oi

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1765. principal of the Solomon's Iflands ; but being 
f gfrertaarHfi convmced to the Contrary, I caUed- it 
Jf'"^'^/*- the Duke OF York's.

French: the only perfon who has pretended tQ 
jiave feen them is Quiros, and I doubt- whether he 
left behind him any account of them by which 
they nxight be found by future n^igacors. 

We continued our courfe rill the 29{h, ii^ the 
track of thefe. iflands, and being then ten degreei; 
M the weft ward of. their fituation- in the chart* 
without having feen any thing of them, I hauled 
%Q the .npr^h ward, in order to crois the equinoxial, 
and afterwards Ibape my oourfe for the Ladraie 
Iflands, which, though a long run, I hoped to 
accomplifla before I fliould be difrreffiKl for wstei^ 
notwichftanding it now began to fall Ihort. Our 
latitude, this day,.was 8? 13^ S., longitude 176^

On Tuefday the zd of July, we again faw many 
7oe^ajr s. YjixdA about the ihip, and at fbur a'clock in the 

afcernoon, difcovered an ifland bearing north, and 
diftant about iix leagues : we ftood for it till fun- 
let, when it was diftant about four leagues, and 

Wedaef.

.ing, we found it a low flat ifland, of a moft de^ 

lightful appearance, and full of wood, among 

jwbich'die cqcoaTiiut tree was veiy a)n%>icii(iu^; 
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however, to our great regret, much foul 17^5* 
ground about it, upon which .the ica broke ^ith i„ ^-t^^j 
« dreadfttf furf^ We fteened along the fouth weft "^^^f- 
fide of it, which we judged to be abouc four 
Ittagoes ia length, and foon perceived not (^y chao 
it was inhabited, but vcr^ populous ; tor prefentljr. 
after the ihip came in fight, we iaw ac lead a thoiK 
land of die natives afiembled upon the beach, and 
ip a very ikort time more . than .iixty canoes, oc 
rather praas, put oflF fnonL.the fliore, and mad^ 
towards u^. We lay by to receive them, and they 
wefie vierfjfooniaagcdina'dtckraundtii. Tbfffe 
vcffels were very neatly made, and fo clean that 
ihey. appeared to .b^ quite new : none oi. them had 
fewer, than throe p^om on board, nor any 
them more than fi^. After tiiefe Indian^ had 
gaied u ua (omc umc..o«« of them fuddenl, 
jumped out of his projt^ fwam to the (hip, and rM 
up the fide a cat: as ioon as he had ftepped 
oyer the gMnwaJe9 fat down upon it, and hurl]: 
inco a violent fit of laughter, then ftarted up, and 

;-an aU over the ihip» atumpting to fteal whatever 
lie could Iky his hands upon, but without fuccefs^ 
for being ftark naked, it was impoUlbJie ta conceal 
his booty for a moment. Our feamen puc on him 

a jacket and trowfcrs, which produced great mer- 
.riment, for, he bad aU the geliures. of monkey 
newty ^relTed : we alfp gave htm bread, which he 
eat with a voracious appetite, and af|er harvii^g 
played a thoofand antic tricks, he leaped ovoi> 
board, jacket and trowlers and all, and fwam back 
ggnin j;o Jiis proa> after this iev^ral others fwaip 

K'4 tQ 
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to the ihip, ran up the fide of the gun-room ports^ 
and having crept in^ fnatcfaed up ^irfiatever lay ui 
their reach, and immediately leaped again into th© 
fea, and fwam away at a great rate, though fome 
of theniy haring both hands fiilU held up their 
arms quite out of the water, to prevent their plun- 
der from being fpoiicd. Thefe people arc uU» 
well-proportioned, and clean-limbed : their fkin is a 
bright copper colour, theur inures ajne extremely 
good, and then is amixtute ofiatrepidtty and cheer* 
fulnefs in their countenances that is verjr Ctvikmgi 
They have long black hair^ .whtcb £ame of theoi 
Wore tied up behind in a great bunch, others iti 
t%fte kMts: fome of them had long beanb, fome 
only whitk^rs^ and fome imfaing more than a fmall 
tiift at the point of the. chin. They wscrc all of 
Kkem ftark naked, except their ornaoentt, «rjiicii 
coiifiited of fliells, very prettily difpofed and fUung 
together, and were worn foiind their neck^, wrifta, 
ffid ivaifts : all their earl were bored, but diey 
had no ornaments in them when we faw them; 
fbch errnanfients they wear, when they wear any, 

are probably very heavy, lor their cars hang down 
almoft to their flaoulder'S, and £omc of thcan wert 
^ffBote f^k tbroygh. One of tbefe men, who ap- 
peared to be a perfon of feme tonfequence, had a 
firing of human teeth ab^ut his <waift, which was 
probably a trophy of his military prowefs, for hc 
>woiild not part with it lA 'exehattge for any thhig 
that I «&u)d offer him. Some of them were ua- 
armed, but others had one of the mA dangeiMs 
"weapons I iiadcver &eh: it a Und ^ ^pear,

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very broad at ike end, and duck full of (hark's 
tocth'^ whicli are as iharp as a l^wiceCy at tiie Ades* 
ibr about thwc feft <rf' its levgtii. Wc (bewed ^^^^-s* 

fome cocoa nuts, and made figoa that we 
WMted moTi; twt ioftcad of giving any iiUtniKt 
tion that they could fupply u», they endeavgured 
to take away ch^ ¥fie h^dt 

I fcftt out the boats to found foon after wc 
bioia^t to off* the iilaod^ aod when jthey came 
back^ chey reported that there was ground at the 
depth of thirty £athoai) wiciiin two cabks* kngMl 
of the Ibore } but aa the botiofti was coral 

and the foundings much too near the breakers fof 
^ (hip (9 in £a£Bty, I was obUged agaia tomsJc^ 
fail without procuring any refreftimcnts for the 
This ifland^ to which my oSicers gaw xhe 
name of Briu>»'s Island, lies in latitude i.^'Byron^t 
S*|L longitude ^y^^ 46' E.^ the vanauoa ot the 
compafs here^ was xxne poifit £» 

In our CO uric from this place, we faw, for fever al 
days, abundance of hfh, but we ooukL uk^ oidjr 
(harks, which were become a good difli even at 
my own table. Many of the people now began to 
fall down with fluxes, which the Surgeon imputed 
to the exceflive heat, and almoft perpetual rains. 

By the 2ift» all our cocoa*nuts being expended^ 
our people began to fall down again with thefcurvy. s«ndaj sx* 
The effect of thefe nuts alone, in checking this dif- 
eafe, is aftonifhing: many whofe limbs were become 
as black as ink, who could not move without the 
^Qiftance of two men, and who^ befides total debi«* 

lity. 
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1 7<^^ Utfy fatkreA weniciating pain, weref in s few days, 
— J by eating thefe nuts, although at fea, fo far reco- 
^""^^^ vered as to do their duty, and could even go aloft 

as well as they did before the diftemper feized 
them. Wof kvera| days about this timet 
only faint breezes; with fmooth water, fo that we 
made but little way, and as wc were now not far 
fr6m the Ladrone Iflands, where we hoped fome 
refrefliments might be procured, we moll ardently 
viihed ibr a frefli gale, efpecially as the beat was 
ftill intolerable, the glafs for a long time having 
never been lower than eighty-one, but often up to 
eighty-four^ and I am. of opinion that this is the 
hotteft, the longeft, ^nd moft dangerous rua that 
ever was made. 
I*»4v»s* ' On the 1 8th, we were in latitude 13® 9'N.| 
longitude 158^ 50^ £*» and on t)ip 22d, in lati« 
mde 14^ 25' N., longitude 153^ ii'E. during

ON tjie 28th, wc faw a great number of birds ^7^S» 
about the ibip, which continued till ti^f^J^^l^ 
30th, when about two o'clock in the afternoon we^"J]^^^ 
faw land, bearing ~ N. which proved to be 
the iflands Saypan, Tinian* and Aiguigan; At 
■funfet, the extremes of them bore from N. W. 4- N, ' 
veftw^rd'to S. W.; and the three iflands had the 
appearance of one. At feven, we hauled the 
^ind, and ^ood and on all night ; and at fix 
the next morning, the extremes of the iflands^WeiMC^i. 
which ftill made in one, bore from N. W. by N. 
to S. W. by S. diftant five |eagues. The eaO: 
'fide of thcfc iflands lies N. E. by N. and S. W. 
byS. Saypan is the northermoft j and from the 
north-eaft point of that iflan^ tp the fopth-weft 
point of Aiguigan, the didance is about ieventeen 

leagues. Thefe three iflands are between twa 

and three leagues diftani: from each other ; Say- 
pan is the largeit, and Aiguigan, which is high 
and round, die fmalleft. We ftcercd along the 
ead fide of them, and at noon hauled round the 
fouth point of Tinian, between that ifland and 
Aiguigan> and ai^chored at the fouth*wcft end 
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176^ <^ it, in fixteen fathom water, 'vridi a bottom of 
i.^.^^^ hard fand and coral rock» oppoiite to a whisc 
^^^^^*Undy bay, aboiic a mile and a quarter from the 
r ihore, and about three quarters of a mile from 4 
rocf of rocks that Ue$ at a good 4ift«nfw from ihc 
ihore^ in the very fpot where Lord Anfon lay in 
the Centurion, The water at this place is lb very 
clear that the bottom it plainly to beTeen at tii^ 

• depth of four and twenty fathom, which i% nO 
. . kfs ti)an ODe hundred and £orty*four feet* 

A« foon as the ihtp was fccured, I went on 
. ihore, to fix upon ^ place where tent$ might bo 
ereded for the fick, which were now veiy nvan^ 
Tous; not a Tingle man being wholly free from 
^ tbe.fcurvy, and many in |be laft jftage of it. W« 
fouiftd feveral hiits which had been left by the 
Spaniards and Indians (be year before^ for thi^ 
year none of them bad as yet* been at the place, 

nor was it probable that they iliould come for 

ibme months, the fun being now almoft venicalt 
lihd the rainy feafon let in« ' After I had fixed 

upon a iypot iox the tents, fix or leven of us eft'* 
deavQUfied to pulh through the woods, that wo 
might come at the beautiful lawos and meadows 
pf which there i$ fo luxuriant a ^eicription in dip 
Account of Lord Anfon's Voyage, and if poflibfe 
iiU fome cattle. The trees ftood fo thick, and the 
place was lb overgrown wiith underwood, that we 
could not fee three yards before us, we therefore 
were obliged no keep continually hallooing to each 
otiier, to prevent our being feparatcly loft in this 
trackjefs wildexnef$. A$ the weather was intolp- 

' ' laWy 
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raWy hot, wc had nothing on befidcs our flioes, i7^|. 
except our Hum aod trowicrs^ and thcle were m a u^A^ 
If erf Aort awt torft lUl to rags by the buflict «d w^amc^c^ 
brambk3 i ac laft, however, with iacredible diffi* 
cuky and hboiir» we got through i but, toour 
great furprife and difappointment, we found the 
^untry very different from the account we had 
read <tf k : the lands were entireljr ofcigrown with 
a ilubborn kind reed or bruHi, m many pkcos 
h^(bcr than our beadst and no where lover tbM 
our middles, which continually entangled our 
iegSy and cut us like whipcord ; our ftockij^ 
perhaps might have fufiered ftiU naore, but wit 

wore none. During this march we were alfo co- 
vered with ^es from bead to foot^ and whenever 
we offer^ to fpeak we were fure of having a 
oioutbfuli many of which never failed to get 
down our throats. After we had walked about 
three or four miles, we got fight of a bull, which 
we kilkd^ and a little before night got back to the 
beach, as wet as if we had been dipt in water, and 
fo fatigued that we were fcarcdy able to ftand. 
We inunediately fent out a party to fetdi the 
bull, and found that during our excurfiun fomc 
-tents had been got up, and the fick brought on 
fliore. 

The next day our people were employed in Aitgud. 
letting up more tents, getting the water-^caflcs on 

(horc, and clearing the well at which they were to 
^ be filled. This well I imagined to be the fame 

. that the Centurion watered at; but it was the 

w^kSl that we bad met with during the voyagitt 
6 • for 
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/or the water was not only brakiih, but full of 
wormSb TKe Road alfo where the ihips lay was « 

dangerous fituation at this ieaibn, for the bottom 
is hard fand and lai^ coral rock^^ and the anchor 
having no hold in the fand, the cable is in perpe- 
tual. danger of being cut to pieces by the coral; 
to prevent which as much as poflible, I rounded 
the cables, and buoyed them up with empty wa* 
ter-calks. Another precautbn alio was taoghc 
jne by experience, for at firft I moored, but find- 
ing the cables much damaged, I refolved to lie 
fingle for the future, that by veering away or 
heaving in, as we Ibould have more or lels wind, 
we might always keep them from being flack, and 
confequently from rubbing, and this expedient 
fucceeded to my wi(h. At the full and change of 
the moon, a prodigious fwell tumbles in here, fo 
that I never faw ihips at anchor roll ib much as 
ours did while we lay here; and it once drove in 
from the weitward with fuch violence, and broke 
fo high upon the reef, that I was obliged to put 
^o lea for a week ^ for if our cable had parted in 
the night, and the wind had been upon the fhore, 
which fometimes happens for two or three days 
together, the ihip muft inevitably have been loft 
upon the rocks. 

As I was myfelf very ill with the fcurvy, 1 or* 
dered a tent to be pitched for me, and took up my 
reiidence on ihore ; where we alfo ereded tiie ar- 
mourer's forge, and began to repair the iron*work 
of both the Ihips. I foon found that the ifland 

produced limest four oranges, cocoa-nuts, bread- 
fruit.

^ruiSf^y guavas, and paupaus in great abundance) 

but we found np wnter-melons, fcurvy-grals, or 

Notwithftanding the fatigue and diftrefi that we 

had endur^d>and the various climates we had palled 
through, neither of the fhips had yet loft a fii^le 
m^i} iiijice theii: failing from England ^ but while 
we lay here two died of fevers, a dileafe with which 
many wece feized, though we all recovered very 
£a& ^rom the icurvy. I am indeed of opinion that 
thts jis one of the moft unhealthy fpots in the 
world, at leaft during the feafon in which we were 
here. The raina were violent, and almoft incef^ 
fant, and the heat was fo great as to threaten us 
with fuiFocation« The thermometer, which was 
kept on board the ihip, gLnerally ftot>d at eighty- 
fix, which is but nine degrees lefs than the heat of 
the blood at the heart ; and if it had been on (hore 
it would have rifen much higher. I had been upon 
die coaft of Guinea, in the Weft^Indies, and upon 
the ifland of Saint Thomas, which is under the 
Line, but I had never felt any fuch heat as I felt 
fiere. Befidcs the inconvenience which we fufier* 
ed from the weather, we were inceffantly tormented 
by the flies in the day, and by the mufquitos. in 
the night. The ifland alfo fwarms with centi- 
pieds and fcorpions, and a large black *ant, fcarce* 
ly inferior to either in the malignity of its bite. 
Befides theie, there were venomous infe&s without 
number, altogether unknown to us, by which

many 
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4iiaiiyof us^ futkttd fo fevtrtty^ that tre were 
afraid to lie downiifl our beds 5 nor were thole on 
board in a mucli better fituation than thoTe on 
ilioise^ fer great hotiriim of tbeli^ creatures being 
carried into the fliip with the wood, they took 
pofieffion of every birth» aiid left the poor feamen 
no place of reft either below or upon the deck. 

Ah foofi a6 we were fettled in our new h^kntA* 
Pmsj 1 fent out parties to difcover the haunts of 
the cattle, fome of which were found but at a 
0peat diftance fmn the tetita, and the beafts were 

lo iliy that it was very difficult to get a fhot at 
them. Son)e of the parties which, when their 
bauots had been difcovered, were fent out to kill 
them» were ahfent three days and nights before 
they could fucceed ^ and when a buUock had becii 

drugged kven or ciglit miles through fuch woods 

and lawns as have juit been defcribed, to the tem$» 
k was generaHy fql! of fly-Hows, and ftunk fo as 
to be unfit for ufc : nor was this the worit, for the 
£itigue of the men in bringing down the carcafif 
and the intolerable licat they lufiered from the cli- 
mafc and the labour, frequently brought on feven 
which laid them up.- Poultry however we pro* 
cured upon eaficr terms : there was great plenty of 
fatrd9« and they were eafily killed ; but the fleib of 
the beft of thcin was very ili-tafted, and, fuch was 
the heatof the climateihat within an hoiir after thej 
were killed it was as green as grafs, and fwarmed 
with maggots. Our principal rcfource for freih 
meat, was the wild hog, with which the ifland 
abounds. Thefe creatures are very fierce^ an4 

fome 
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and fotne .of ihem fo large that a carcafe foe* 

quently weighed two hundred pounds. \Vc kill- 
ed them wuhouc much di^cuky, but a Black 
belonging to the Tamar contrived a method to 
fnare them, fo that we took great numbers of 
them alive, which wa$ an unfpeakable advantage ; 
for it not only enfured our eating the Pelh while it 
was fweet, but enabled us to fend a good number 
of them on board as fea-ftores. 

In the mean time we were very defirous, of pro- 
curing Tome beef in an eatable ftate» mih le(s 

rifk and labour, and Mr. Gore, one of our mates, 
at lait, difcovered. a pleafaot ipot upon the north* 
weft part of the ifland« where cattle were in great 
plenty, and whenqe they might be brought to the 
^nts by fea. To this place therefore I diipatched 
a party, with a tent for their accommodation^ and 
fcnt the boats every day to fetch what they ihouid 
kill; fometimes however there broke fuch a fea 
upon the rocks that ic was impoliible to approach 
them> and the Tamar's boat unhappily lolt three , 

of her heft men by attempting it. We were now, 
upon the whole, pretty well fupplied with j^o- 
▼ifions, efpecially as we baked frefh bread every 
day for the fick^^ and the fatigue of our people 
being lefs, there were fewer ill with the fever ; but 
fcveral of them were fo much dllordered by eating 
of a. very fine looking filb which we caught here, 
that their recovery was for a long time doubtful. 
The Author of the Account of Lord Anfon*s Voy- 
age fays, that the pepple on board the Centurion 
thought it prudent to abftain frgm fifti, as the few 
Vol/I, L ' which 
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i7^<;* which they caught at their firft arrival furfctted 
thofe who eat of them. But not attending iuffi- 
• . cicntly to this caution, and too haftily taking the 
word furfeit in its literal and common acceptation, 
we imagined that thole who tailed the fidi when 
Lord Aufoa ^rit came hither, were made fick 
merely by eating too much: whereas, if that had 
been the cafe, there would have been no reafon for 
totally abftaining afcerwards, but only eating ceoi- 
perately. We however bought our knowledge by 
experience^ which we might have had cheaper > 
for though all our people who tafted this Rfh, eat 
fparingly, they were all ibon afterwards danger- 
mifly ilL 

Befides the fruit that has been mentioned al- 
ready, thi» iiland produces cotton and indigo 
abundance, and would dertainly be of great value 
if it was fuuftted in the Welt-lodies. The furgeon 
of the Tamar enclofed a large fpotof ground here, 
and made a very pretty garden ^ but we did not 
ftay long enough to derive any advantage from iL 

While we lay here, I fentthe Tamar to examine 
(he iiland of Saypan, which is much larger than 
Tinian, riies higher, and^ in my opinion, has a 
much pleaianter appearance* She anchored to the 
* leeWard of it, at the diftance of a mile from the 
ihore, and in about ten fathom water, with much 
the fame kind of ground as we had in the road of 
Tinian. llcr people landed upon a fine fandy 
beach which is fix or feven miles loag, and walked 
up into the woods, where they fkw many trees 
which were very fit for topmaft»# They faw no 

fowls. 
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fowls, nor any tracks of cattle ; but of hogs and 
guanicocs there was^ plenty. They found no fre(h 
water near the beachj^ but faw a large pond inland,, 
which they did not examine. They faw large heaps 
of pearl oyfter-fhells thrown up together, and other 
figns of people having been there not long before: 
poflibly the Spaniards may go thither at fbrtic fea- 
fons of the year, and carry on a pearl filhery. They 
alfofkwitiany of thofe fquarepyk^amidal pillars which 
are to befound at Tinian, ar.d which are particularly 
defcribed in the Account of Lord Anfon's Voyage* . 

On Mdilday the 30th of September, having now s«|rteii>ber« 
been here nine weeks, and our fick being pretty 
well recovfeitd, I ordered the tents to be ftruck, 
and With the forge and oven carried back to the 
ihip ; I alfo laid in about two thoufand cbcoa- 
nuis, which I had experienced to be fo powerful a 
remedy for the fcurvy, and the next day I weighed, oa b.r. 
hoping that before we Ihould get the length of the ^* 
Baihe lilands, the N. E. monioon would be fet in. 
I ftood along the Ihore to take in the B^ef-hUnters ; 
but we had very little wind this day and the next Wcdncf. a, 
till the evening, when it came to the weftward and 
blew frcrti: I then ftood to the northward till the 
morning of the 3d, when we made Anatacah, an Thui«i« 3, 
ifland that is remarkably high, and the fame that 
was firft fallen in with by Lord Anfo43i^

,.5^^ 7£ conciaued our courfe till Thurfday the 
' QMit. VV lOth, wlien being in iaticude 18^ 33' N., 

ThMftt. 10. longitude 136** 50' E. we found the fliip two and 

twenty miles to the fouthward of her account, i 
which muft have been the eflfeft of a ftrong cur* 
^ rent in that dircftion. The variation here was 5^ 
10' E.9 and for. fome time we found it regularly 
decreaUng, fo that on the 19th, being in latitude 
21^ 10' N«» longitude 124^ if the needle 
pointed due north, 

Friday is. On the ibth, we had found the (hip eighteen 
milea to the northward <tf her account* and faw 
feveral land birds about the ihip, which appeared 
to be very much tired : we caught one as it was 
refting upon the booms, and found it very re- 
inarkable. It was about as big as a gooie, and 
sdl over as white as fnow, except the legs and beak 
which were blaick ^ the beak was curved, and of 
fi) great a length and thickneis, that it is not eafy 
to conceive how the mufcles of the neck, which 
was about a foot long and as fdiall as that of a 
crane, could fupport it. We kept it about four 
months upon bifcuit and water, but it then died, 
apparently for want of nourifliment, being almoft 
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as light as a bladder. It was very different from 

every fpecies of the Toucan that is rcprefenrcci by u.-y-- j 
Edwards, and 1 believe has never been defcribed. 
Thefe birds appeared to have been blown off fome 
ifland to the northward of us, that is not laid 
down in the charts. 

The needle continued to point due north till jucfday a*, 
the 2 2d, when, at fix o'clock in the morning, 
Grafton*s Ifland, the northermoft of the Bafte 
Iflands, bore fouth, diftant fix leagues. As I had 
defigned to touch at thefe iflands, I flood for that 
in fighc i but as the navigation from hence to the 
Screight of Banca is very dangerous, and we had 
now both a fine morning and a fine gale, I thought 
it beft to proceed on our way, and therefore 
fieered weftward again. The principal of thefe 
iflands are five in number, and by a good obfer- 
vation Grafton's Ifland lies in latitude 21^ 8^N«9 
longitude 1 18*^ 14' E. I he variation of the corn- 
pals was now 1^ 20' W. 

' On the 24th, being in latitude t6^ 59'N., lon*Thwfl.iv 
gitude 113^ I E., we kept a good look-out for 
the Triangles, which lie without the north tnd of 
the Pi afil, and form a moft dangerous flioal* On 
the 30th we faw feveral trees and large bamboos Wediier.30. 
floating about the ihip, and upon founding had 
three and twenty fathom, with dark brown fand, 
and fmall pieces of fliells. Our latitude was now 
7^ 17' N., longitude 104.*^ 21 E. i the variation 
was 30^ W» The next day we found the fliipTbnrafi* 

thirteen miles to the norLliward of her account, 

vihick we judged to be the effe(^ of a current ;

Our 

Saturday 2. j^^^^j^ obfcrvation WAS 54 N., longitude 
103^ 20' E. We had Iktc iuunJings at iorLy two 
and forty-three fathom, with fofc mud. 

Siwdaj 3. fevcn o'clock the next morning, we faw the 

ifland of Timpan,. bearing S, W, by W. diftaiit 
about twelve leagues. As Dampier has mention* 
ed Pulo I imoan as a place where feme refreni- 
ments^are to be jprocurcd, I endeavoured to touch 
there, having lived upon fait provifions, which 
were now become bad, ever fincc we were at. Ti- 
nian ; but light airs, calms, and a foutherly cur- 
rent, prevented our coming to an anchor till kce 

Tucfday 5. in the evening of the 5th. We had fixteeo fa- 
thom at about the diftance of two miles from the 
fliore, on a bay on the caft fide of the ifland. 

jRTcdiitr. 6. The next day i landed to fee what was to be 
got, and found the inhabitants, who are Ma) lay^, 
a furly infolent fet of people. As foon as they 
faw us approaching the fliorc, they came down to 
the beach in great numbci 3, having a long knife in 
one hand, a fpear headed with iron in the other, 
and a crefTit or dagger by their fide. We went on 
ihore, however, notwithllanding tbefe hoftiiea^ 
pearances, and a treaty foon commenced between 
iis but all we could procure, was about a dozen 
of fowls, and a go^t and kid. We had offered 
them knives, hatchets, bill-hooks, and other things 
of the lame kind ; but thele they refuied with great 
contempt, and demanded rupees : as we had no 
rupees, we were at firft much at a lofs how to pay 

for ' 
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for ourpurchafe; but at laft we bethought our* J7^'>' 
ly ves of Ibme pocket handkerchieff;, and thefe they kJI^'^ 
youchfafcd to accept, though they would take ^* 
woify the beft. 

Thefe people were of a fmall ftature, but ex- 
tremely well made, and of a dark cppper colour. 
We faw among thcnf! one oW man who wa« dreflcd 
foinewhat in the manner of the FeiTians ; but all 
the reft were naked, except a handkerchief, whidr 
they wore as a kind of turban upon their heads, 
and Ibme pieces of cloth which were fattened with- 
a filver plate or clafp round their middles. We 
faw none- of their women, and probably fome care 
was taken to keep them out of our fight: The 
habitations: are very neatly built of flit bamboo, * 
and are railed upon pods about eight feet from 
the ground. 1 heir boa is are alfo well made, and 
^e faw' fome of a large fize, in which we Cuppofed 
that they carried on a trade toM il icca. 

The idand is mountainous and woody, but we 
found it pleafant when we were alhore it pro- 
duces the cabbage and cocoa-nut tree in great 
plenty, but the natives did not chufe to let us have 
any of the fruits We faw alfo feme rice grouads, 
but what other vegetable productions Nature has 

favoured them with, we had no opportunity to 
learn, as weftaidherc but two nights and one day. 
In the bay where the Ihip rode, there is excellent 
fiihing, though the furf runs very high : we hauled 
our feine with gi:eat fuccefs, but could eafily per* ^ 
ceive that it gave u nib rape to the inhabitants, 
who confider all the hih about theie iflands as

their own* There are two fine' rivers'that run in** 

November. 

-v— ^ to this bay, and the water is excellent : it was in* 
wcdoef. 6 vmch better than what we had on boards 

that I filled as Qnany calks iinth it as loaded the 
boat twice. While wc lay here, fome of the na- 
tives brought ddwn an animal- which had the body 
oi a hare, and the legs of a deer; one of our 
officers bought it, and we fliould have been glad 
to have kept it alive, but it was impoflible for us 
to procure for it fuch food as it would eat ; it was 
therefore killed, and we found it very good food. 
All the while we lay here, we had the moil vio- 
lent thunder, lightning and rain, that I had ever 
known ; and finding that nothing more was to be 
{nanffl. jk procured, wc failed again on Thurfday mornings 
with a fine breeze oiF the land. In the afternoon, 
we tried the current, and found it fct S. E. at 
the rate of a mile an hour. The variation here- 
was 38' W* We certainly made this paflage at 
an improper feafon of the year ; for after we came 
into the latitude of Pulo Condore^ we had nothing 
but light airs, calms, and tornados, with violent 
rain, thunder and lightning. 
Sunday 10. o'clock in the morning of Sunday the 

loth, we faw the eaft end of the ifland of Lingen, 
bearing S. W. by W. diftant eleven or twelve 
leagues. The current fetE. S. E. at tlic rate of a 
mile an hour. At noon, it fell calm, and I an* 
chored with the kedge in twenty fathom. At 
one o'clock, the weather having cleared up, we 
faw a fmall ifland bearing S* W. ^ diftant tenor 
eleven leagues. 

At 
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At one o*ciock the next morning, we weighed ^^J^ . 
and made fail; and at fix,- the fmall ifland bore\^^v— J» 
*W. S. W. diftant abouc icvcn leagues, and fomc 
'very fmall iilands, which we fuppofed to be Do* 
mines Iflands, W. 1 N. diftant about feven or eight 
leagues, a remarkable double peak on the iiland of 
Iitingen, bearing at fame time W« by N. diftant 
about ten or twelve leagues. Our latitude by 
obfervarion was now i8' S. The latitude of the 
eaftend of Lingen is lo'S., longitude 105^ 15 

Fulo Taya bears from it nearly S. by W. and is 
diftant about twelve leagues. 

At ten o'clock in the morning of Tuelday theTuda^ci. 
12th, we* law a fmall Chinefe junk to the north* 
eaft ; and at feven the next morning a fmall ifland, 
called Pulo Tote, bearing S. £. by E. diftant 
about twelve leagues. A little to the northward 
of Pulo Taya is a very fmall ifland, called Pula 
Toupoa* 

The next day, at four in the afternoon, there w«iii«r,i> 
being no wind, we came to an anchor in founeen 
fathom with foft ground. Pulo Taya bearing 
N. W« diftant about feven leagues. We tried 
the eurrent, and found it fet E. by S. at the rate 
of two knots two fathoms an hour. We fa\v a

floop at anchor about four miles from us, which 

hoilled Dutch colours. In the night we had vio- 
lent rain, with hard fqualls, during one of which 
we parted the ftream cable, and therefore let go 
the fmall bower. At eight in the morning, the Thartd. 14, 
wind became ' moderate and variable, from 
N. N. W. to W. S. W. We got out our long- 
boat and . weighed the ftream anchor, and at nine

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made fail. We found the current ftill very ftrong 
u-v^ to the cd^ard'i and di two, w« anchored again 

thvid,M4* fourteen fathom, Pulo Taya bearing N. W. 4 
N. diftaot between feven and eight leagues. The 
vefiel which we had ftea the day before undep 
Dutch colours, ftill lying at anchor in the fame 
place, I fent a boat with an officer m fpeak witM 
her: the officer was received on board with ercat 
civilicy^ but was extremely furprifed to find that 
he could not make himfelf underftood, for the 
people on board were Malays, without a fingle 
white man among themt they made tea for our 
men immediately, and behaved with great cheer- 
. lulnefi and bofpitality. The vefiel was cS a^very 
fingular conftruftion her deck was of flit bam- 
boo, and ihe was fteered, not by a ruddei^ but 
by two large pieces of timber, one upon each 
quarter.

We continued to ftcer E. S, £• 
between the Third and Fourth Points of Supflatra^ 
which arc about ten leagues diftaqt from qach 
other : the foundings, neareft to the- Sviipatra^ 
Ihore, were all along from clevejn to thirteen fa- 
thom j and thf high land of Qucda ^anqaj ap- 
peared over the Third Point of Sumatra^ bearing

ed, with a moderate gale at weft and hazey wea- 
ther, and in the night the tide ihifced, and ran as 
ihongly to the N, W. s To that it ebbs and flours | 
here twelve hours. ^ 
T^ditjMf. On the 19th, we fpoke with an Englifti ihow, | 
belonging to the Eaft India Company, which was ^ 
bound from Bencoolen to Malacca and Bengal* ! 
We had now nothing to eat but the Ihip's provi- | 
fions, which were become very bad, for all our • 
beef and pork ftunk intolerably, and our bread 
was rotten and full of worms; but as foon as the 
mailer of this fnow learnt our fituation, he gene- ! 
roufly fent me a flieep, a dozen fowls, and a turtle, { 
which I verily believe was half his ftock, befidcs ' 
two gallons of arrack, and would accept nothing ! 
but our thanks in return. It is with grear piea- 
fure that I pay this tribute to his liberality, and am 
very forry that I cannot recolleft his name, or the 
name of iiis veilel. . In the afternoon, we worked 
round the Firft Point of Sumatra, and our found- 
ings on the north-fide, at the diftance of about a 
mile and a half from the ibore, were fourteen fa* 
thorn. At half an hour after three we anchored, 
and fent a boat to found for the ihoals which lie 
to the northward of the ifland called Lafipan^ 
which bore from us S. E. by S. diftant about fix 
leagues. Little wind, and a ftrong tide of fiood

to the northward; prevented our working between ^^^tli 
thefe fhoals and the coaft of Sumatra till the after- «^«. J 
noon of .the 20th; the foundings were very regu- Wed«d;Mi 
lar, being nine or ten fathom as we flood over 
to the illand, and Hve or fix when we flood over to 
Sumatra* As this Streight has been often navU 
gated, and is well known, it is not neceffary to ia- 
ferc all the particulars of our paflfage through it ; I 
ihall therefore only fay, that at (ix o'clock in the 
evening of Tucfday the 27th, we ftcercd between TueXiay *j. 
the iflands Edam and Horn, and entered the road 
of Batavia. At eight, we anchored without the 
lhtps» Onruft bearing W. N* W, diftant five or fis^ 
miles.

Kov r^Jjr np^^ which by our accdUiit WaSitte 

A 28th, but by the account of the Dutch at 
this place, was the 29th> we havangloft a day by 
having ftee^cd weftward a year, we anehoml 
«carcr to the town, and faluted the water fort with 
eleven guns, which were returned. We foxxoA 

here above a hundred iail great and Imall, ar.J 
among others, a large Englifh fhip belonging to 
£ombay, which faluted us with thirteen guns. 

There is always lying here a Dutch Commodore 
belonging to the Company, who, among his 
countrymen, is a perfon of very great coniequence. 
This gentleman thought fit to fend his boat on board 
of me, with only the cockfwain* in her, who was a 
very dirty ragged fellow: as foon as he was 
brought to me, he aiked whence I came, whither 
I was bound, and many other queftions, which I 
thought equally impertinent, at th& fame time 
pulling out a book, and pea and ink, that he 
might let down the anfwers ; but as I was impa« 
tient to fave him this trouble, he was defired imme- 
diately to walk over the fiiip's fide, and put off 
his boat, with which he was gracioufly pleafed to 
comply, 

Whcfl 
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"When came to this plaoe«^ we had riot Ofte 

man fick in cuhcr of the (hips; but as I knew itu. 
to be more unhealthy than any other part of difc 
Eaft Ifidfes/as the rsiny feafen was at hand, aitd 
arrack was to be procured in great plenty, 1 deter- 
mined to make my ftay here as Ihort as pbflible. 
I went on fliore to wait upon the Dutch Governor, 
but was cold that he was at his cotincry-houfe^ 
about four miles diftant from the town. I met 
however with an officer, caiiod a fliebander, who 
fs a kind of mafler of the ceremonies, and he ac- 
quaintcd n\fy that if I chofc to go to the Gover- 
tior immediately, rather than wait for his coming 
to town, he would attend mc , I accepted his 
o&er, and we fee out together in his chariot. The 
Governor received me with great politenefi, and 
told me, that I might cither take a houfe in any 
part of the city that 1 (hould like, or be provided 
with lodgings at the hotel. This hotel is a licenfed 
lodging-houfe, the only one in the place, and kept 
by a Frenchman, an artful fellow, who Is put in by 
the Governor himfelf. It has indeed more the 
appearance of a palace than a hotife of entertain* 
mcnt, bcmg the moft magnificent building in 
Batavia; nor would a fmall edifice anfwer the 
purpofc, for as there is a penalty of five hundred 
dollars upon any perfon in the city who fhall 
fcffer a ftranger to flcep a fingle night at his 
houie, the ftrangers who make it their refidence 
are never few t all the houfes indeed have a ftately 
appearance on the outfide, and are elegantly fitted 
up within, and we were told that the Chinefe, of 

whom 
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whom there are great numbers at this pUoe, 
were the archittfts. The city is hrge, and the 
ftrcets well laid out» but they have greatly the 
appearance of thofe in the cities of Holland, for a 

canal runs through moft 6f them, with a: row of 
trees planted on each (ide ; this is convenient ior 
the merchants, who have every thing brought up 
to their own doors by water, but it probably con* 
tributes to the unhealthiqefs of the place s the 
canal, indeed, as the city is builr in a fwamp, 
might be neceifary as a drain,, but the trees, 
though they have a pleafant appearance, muft 
certainly prevent the noxious vapours that are 

perpetually arifing, from being difperfedt by ob* 

ftrufting the circulation of the air. 

The number of people here is incredible, and 
they are of almoft every nation in the world, 
Dutch» Fortuguefe, Chinefe, Perfiaas, Moors, 
Malays, Javaneie, and many others: the Clii* 
nefe, however, have a large town to thcmfelves, 
without the walls, and carry on a conijderable 
trade, for they have annually ten or twelve large 
junks from China ; and to the(e the opulence of 
the Dutch at Bauvia is in a great meafure owing. 
The beef here is bad, and the mutton fcarce, but 
the poultry and filh are excellent and in gresjt 

plenty. Here are alio the greateft variety and 
abundance of the &neit fruit in the world, but die 
mufquitos, centipieds, fcorpions, and other noxi- 
ous vermin, which are innumerable, are extrcoicly 
troublefome, efpecially to ftrangers. The roads, 
for many miles about the city, are as good as 
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•ny m England ! they are very broad, and by ^l^^ 
the iide of them runs a canal, ihaded bf taU 



trees^ which is navigable for vefiels of a very 

large fize : on the other fide of the canal are gar- 
densy of a very pkafant appearance, and country 
boufes of the citizens, where they fpend as much 
their time ^ pofilble, th^ Ctu^tion being lc(^ 
unvirholefome than the city ; and .theie are fo few 
of them who do not keep a carriage, that it is al- 
inoft a dilgrace to be (eea on foot. 

At this place I continued from the 28th of No- 
vember to the loth of December, when, having 
procured what refrefliments I could for my 
people, and taken on board a fufHcient quantity 
pf rice and arrack, to ferve for the reft of the 
voyage, I weighed anchor and made fail. T)ie 
fore faluted me with ^leyen guns, and the Dutcl\ 
Commodore with thirteen, which I returned ; we 
were fakued alio by the Englifli fliip. We work- 
ed down to Pifince's iiland, in the Streight of 
Sunda, and came to an anchor there on the 14th. FfUaji^ 
In th^ paflage, the boats came off to us from the 
Java Ihore, and fopplied us with turtle in fucl^ 
plenty, that neither of the fliips* companies eat 
any thing elfe. We lay at Firince's I (land till 
the 19th, and during all that time we fubfiftcd Wtdaeft if^^ 

wholly upon the fame food, which was procured 
from the inhabitants at a very reafonable rate. 
Having now taken on board as much wood and 
water as we could ftow, we weighed, and got 

without Java Head before night: but by this 
fime a dangerous putrid fever iia4 broken out 
You h . M mon^ 
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nj6K. among US; three of my people ha4 died, and 
many others now lay in fo dangerous a qonditioii 
W«diij:fHi9. ^]^^^ were iittJc hopes pf their rccpvery : wc

wne; and our tick gradiially recoyered after 
bad be^ a ^v^eelf or two at iejf. 
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CHAP. XIV. 

'J^hc Pajfage from Batavia to the Cape of Goo^^ 
Hope^ and from thence fo England,. 

WE continued our gour£?, without any eveat 1766. 
worthy of notice, except that one of my J*^^'"^"^^^ 
beft rnen unhappily fell overboard and was 
frowned, till Monday the 10th of February, Monday lo, 
when, at fix o'clock in the morning, we (aw the 
9oaft of Africa, bearing from N.'N. W. to N. E* 
4iftant about feven leagues : it made in feveral 
)iigh hills^ and white fandy cliffs, and its latitude 
was 34*^ 15 S,,-4ongitude 11^ 45 E. ; the varia- 
tion here was 22^ W. and our depth of water 
^fty-thrce fathpiiii ^j^th a bpttoni 0/ coat;fe browns 
^nd. 

I flood iti for the Und, and when I was withip 
^bout; two leagues of it, I faw a great fmoke rifmg 
from a landy beach. I imagined the fmoke to be- 
made by the Hottentots 1^ yet I was aftonUhed ac 
t^ieii; chufing this part of the coaft for their refi- 
dence, fo:; it confilted of nothing but fand banka 
as fa^ as we could fee, without the leaft buih or a 
fingle blade of verdure^, and fo heavy a fea brokq. 
Upon the coaft^ that it was impo^ble to catch, any; 
ftlh. 

On Wedaeiday the i&th, at three o'clock in We4aef.i%. 
the afternoon, we were abreaft of Cape LaguUas, 
from which the coaft lies W. N. W. to the Cape 

Ma qf 
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of Good Hope, which is diftant about thirty 
leagues. The next day we paffcd between Pcn- 
Thwf. 13. guin IQand and Careen Point, and worked into Table 
Bay with our top-fails clofe reefed, there being a 
ftroag gale, with hard fqualls^ at S, S. E. At 
three o'clock in the afternoon, we anchored, and 
falutcd the fort, which wa$ returned.- The Dutch 
tpld me, that none of their flhips could hayp 
yrorked in fuch a gale of wind, and that we 
feemed to come in fatter thap they were generally 
able to do when the wind was fair, 
f rida, 14. The next morning, I waited \3p0n thfi Govcrnoc, 
who had fent his coach and fix to the water-fide 
for me. Hi? is fin 0I4 man, buf is a fayouyitq 
with all ranks of people : he received mc with the 
greateft politenefs, and not only offered me the 
Company's houfe in the garden for my relidencc 
while I fliould continue at the Cape, but his coach 
whenever 1 fliould think fit to ufe it. As I was 
one day at dinner with him, and fome other gentle* 
pien, 1 tqok occafion to mention the fmoke that I 
had feen upon on^ of the fandy beaches on a d€» 
' folate part of the coaft, and the furprife with 
which it had ftruck me : they then told me that 
another Ibip, fome time before, had fallen in widi 
that part gf the coaft, and had feen large fmokes 
as I had done, although the place was uninha- 
.bited, and fnppofed to beanifland: to account 
for the fmokes, however, they told me alfo, that 
two Dutch Eaft Indiamen had, about two years 
• * V>efore, failed from Batavia for the Cape, and had 

never afterwards been heard of 5 and it was fug- 
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pofed that one or both of thetn had been (hip- ^7^6 
wi-eckcd there* and that the fmokes wluch had s — a 
been feen» were naade by fome of the unfortunate ^"^^ 
crew: they added, that they had more than once 
icfit out veiTels to look for them, but that there 
broke fo dreadful a fea upon the coaft, the^ were 
pbliged to return without attempting to gO.on * - 
Ihcire. When I heard this melancholy account, I 

could only regret that I had not knowji it before, for 
i would then certainly have made every efibrt ia 
my poNver to have found thefe unhappy wretches^ 
aod taken them from a place where now, in all 
probability^ they muft mUerably perifli. 

1 he Cape is certainly a moft excellent place for 
ihips to touch at » it is a healthy climate, a &ne 
country, and abounds with refrcihments of every 
kind. The company's garden is a delightful fpott 
and the end of it there is a paddock belonging 
to the Governor, in which are kept a great num- 
ber of rarei and curious animals^ and among others, 
when I was there, there were three fine oftriches^ 
and four zebras of an uncommon fize* I gave all 
the. people leave to go on fliore by turns, and they 
always contrived to get very drunk with Cape ^ 
yr^ne before they came back. Many ihips came 
in while we lay here; fome were Dutch, fome 
French, fome Danes, but all were outward bound*: 

Having continued here three weeks, and during Mticfc. 
that time refrcfhed our men, and completed our J?*"''*!:^ 
water, I took leave of the good old Governor on 
the 6th of March, and on the 7rh, failed out of the 
bay, with a iine breeze at S. £. 
I M 3 . Oa 
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1^766. On Sunday the i6th, at fix iji the morning, we

We puifued our €Ourfe,and a few days afterwards, 
' as we were failing with a fine gale, and at a great 

diftance from land, the Ihip iuddenly received a 

f ude ihock^ as if flie had ftruck the grouhd : tUs 

inftantly brought all who were below upon the 
deck in great coniternatK>n9 and upon looking oat 
. we faw the water to a very large extent, tinged 
with blood; this put an end to our fears, and we 
concluded that we muft have ftruck either a whale 
. or a grampus, from which the (hip was not likely 
to receive much damage, nor in fa& did fine receive 
any. About this time alfo we had the misfbrtuif^ 
to bury our carpenter's mate, a very ingenious and 
diligetit young man, who had tievelr been wett 
. after our leaving Batavia. 
^thyz^. On the 85ch, we croflfed the equator, ki longi- 
tude ly^ 10' W. and the next morning. Captain 
CummJkng came on board, and informed me thai 
the TamaPs three lower rudder braces on the fiem 
were broken o(F, which rendered the rudder unfer- 

Viceabk. I inunediately fent the carpenter oft 

board, who found the condition of the braces even 
woric than had been reported, fo that the rudder 
could not pcfffibly be new hung ; he theiefbre went 
to work upon a machine, like that which had been 
fiited to the Ipfwich, and by which fiie was fleeted 
liome : this machine in about hvc days he com- 
pkted, and with lome little alterations ot his owo»

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it was an excellent piece of work. The Tamar ^76^ 
ileered very well with it, but thinking that it might ^.-v-^ 
not be fufBcifent to fecure her in bad weather, or 'r««^<'*l*S» 
upon a lee fliore, I ordered Captain Cumming to 
run down to Antigua^ that he might there heave 
the fliip down, ai^d get the rudder new hun^, with 
a frefli fet of braces which he had with him for 
that purpofe ; for the braces with which the fliip 
^ent out, being of iron, were not expected to laft 
as long as otir*s, the lower ones, with the (heathing^ 
being of copper. 

Purfuant to thele orders; the Taihar pai-ted Apni. 
fcompanjr with us on the ift of April, and ftecrcd "^"^y** 
for the Caribbec Iflands. When we came into 
latitude 34^ N.9 longitude 35^ W., We had ftrong 
gales from W. S. W. to W. N. W. with a great 
lea, which broke over us continually for fix days 
fucceffively, and run us into latitude 48^ N., Ion- ^^^^ 
gitude 14'' W. On the 7th of May, at feven ih^uU 
o'clock in the mdrning, we made the Iflands of 
Scilly, having been juft nine weeks coming from 
the Cape of Good Hope» and fomewhat more than 
two and twenty months upon the voyage-, the 
^th, the ihip came to anchor in the Downs, and 
on the fame day 1 landed at Deal^ and fet out for 
X^ondon,

HAVING received my commiffion, which 1766* 
was dated the 19th of June 1766, I went 
on board the fame day, hoifted the pendant, and 
began to enter feamen, but, according to my or** 
dcrs, took no boys either for myfelf or any of the 
offioers. 

The ftip was fitted for the fca with all poffiblc 
expedition, during which tiie articles of war, and 
the aA of parliament were read to the (hip's com* 
pany: on the 26th of July we failed down the July, 
hver, and on the fixteenth of Auguft, at eight ^ A^Jgoft!^ 
o'cloc^k in the morning, anchored in Plymouth »^ 
Sound. 

On the tpth I received my failing orders, with if. 

direftions to take the Swallow floop, land the 
Prince Frederick ftore-fliip under my command : 
and this day I took on board, among other things, 
three thnufand weight of portable foup, and a 
bale ot cork jackets. Every pare of the ihip was 
flUed with ftores and necefTaries of various kinds,

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1766. even to ther Aeerage and (lace-room, which weitr 
^ allotted to the flops and portable foup. The far* 
tttcfday i^. ggQj^ offered to purchafc an extraordinary quantity 
of medicines, and medical necelTaries, which, as 
the ihip*s company might become fickly, he laid 
would in that cafe be of great fervice, if room 
could be found to Ilot\^ them in j I therefore gate 
him leave to put them into my cabbin^ the only 
place in the (hip where they could be received, 
they confiftcd of three large boxes. 
Friday Aft. On the 22d, at four o'clock in the mornings i 
weighed and made fail in company with the Swal- 
low and ir'rince Frederick, and had foon the mof« 
tification to find that the Swallow was a very bad 
failer. 

^ep»cmbcr. Wc procccdcd in our voyage, without any 

markablc incident, till Sunday the fevcndi of Sep-» 
tember, when, about eight o'clock in themoraing^ 
v^e faw the ifland of Porto Santo^ bearing well ; 
and about noon faw the eaft end of the iQand of 
Madeira. 

^ About five o'clock we ran between this end of 
the ifland and the Delerters. On the.iide nexc 
the Deferters is a low flat ifland, and near it a 
needle rock ; the fide next to Madeira is tuii of 
broken rocks, and for that reafon it is not fafe tcf 
come within lefs than two miles of it. \ 
At fix in the evening we anchored in Madeira 
Road, about two thirds of a mile from the fliorei 
in 24 fatliom wuh a muddy bottom: about eight 
the Swallow and Prince Frederick alfo came to a4 
anchor and 1 6nt an officer go Ihore to the Go? 
^ ' vernor^ 
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v'ernor. to let him know that I would falute him, »7^6* 
if he would return an equal number of guns^L^i ^ . » 
which he promiffd to dov the next morning there- 
iore, at iix o'clock, I faluted him with tbirceea

Having taken in a proper quantity of water at 
this place, with four pipes and ten puncheons of 
yrine, feme frefli beef, and a large quantity of 
onioni;, we weighed anchor on the 12th, and con- Fnday n. 
tinued our voyage. 

At fix o*clock in the morning, of Tuefday the Toefiiaj i«. 

l6th, we law the ifland of Paima, and found the 
Xhip I5^miles to the fouthward of her reckoning. 
As we were failing along this iiland, at the rate of

<eaft, it died away at once i fo that within lefs than 
two minutes the (hip had no motion, though we

S. E. We ftcercd between the rippling and the 
breakers, but after hauiing the fhip off about half 
a mile, we had no foundings.

but had no foundings ^ yet thefe breakers arc fup 
pofed to be dangerous.

Upon fpeaking 
with Lieutenant' Brine, who commanded her, ho 
informed me that his crew wci c iickly that the 
fatigue of working the pumps, and coniiantiy 
ftanding by the fails, had worn^them down ; that 
their provifions were not good, that they had no- 
diing to drink but water, and that he feared it 
would be impoflible for him to keep company 
with me except I could fpare him fome aiTiItance* 
For the badnefs of their provifion I had no remedy, 
but I pa board a carpenter and fix ieamen to 
affift in' pumping and working the fhip* 
' Oa the eighth of November, being in latitude November. 
•5^ 52" S» longitude 39** 38', we ijbunded with 160 
fathom, but had no ground: on the ninths having 
feen a great number of birds, called albatrol&s^ 
we founded again with 180 fathom, but had no 
ground-. . 

Oa thci ijth, having by fignal brought the ftore-* ti^y tu 
fliip under our ftem,' I fent the carpenter, with 
proper, affiftants, on board to ftop the leak ; but 

they found that very little could be done: we 
then conipkted our provifions, and thofe of tiie 
Swallb^r, from her ftores, and put on board her 
all our ftaves, iron hoops, and empty oil jars.

Wednefday morning the 17th, we fsw great num- 
bers of them in motion, who made flgns for us to 
)aQd, About five o'jclock I made tbe figoal tor 
the boats belonging to the Swallow and the Prince 
Frederick to come on board, and in the mean time 
boifted out our own. Thefe boipti being all man- 
ned and armed, I took a party of marines, and 
rowed towards the having left orders with 
the mailer to bring the fliip*s broad-fide to bear 
upon the landing place, and tQ keep the guns 
loaded with roimd Ihoe. We reached the beacl| 
about fix o'clock, and before we went from the 
boat, I made figns tQ the natives to retiie to finne 
diftance: they immediately complied, and I then

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and the boats were brought to a grtppltng near ^^J^^;^ 
thr1Siore« I then made figns to the natives to 
come near, and dircftcd them to fit down in 
iemlcirclc, whijch they did with great order and 

cheerfulnefs. When this was done, I diftributed 
among them leverai knives, iciiiars, buttons, 
bcads9 combs, and other toys, partieularly fome 
ribailds to the women, which they received with a 
very becoming mixture of pleafure and refpedt. 
Having diftributed my prefents, 1 endeavoured to 
make them underftand that 1 had other things 
which I' would part with, but for which I expefted 
fome what in return. 1 Ihewcd them iomc hatchets 
attd bilUhooks, and pointed to fome giianicoes, 
which happened to be near, and fome oilriches 
which I faw dead among them i making figns at 
the fame time that I wanted to eat *, but they either^ 
could not, or would not uodcrfland m e; fo r' 
though they feemed very de(irQlls...oLtbfiJ)a$chfits t 
and tfiie Sill hooks, they did not ^ give the leafl: in« 
tirnldon that they would pan with any provi* 
fions i "no traffic therefore was carried Qa b^iwecn 
us. 

Each of thefe people, both men and women, 
had a horfc, with a decent faddle, ftirrups, and 
bridle. The men had wooden fpurs, except one, 
v.'ho had a large pair of fuch as are worn in Spain, 
brafs ftirrups, and a Spanifli cimeter, without a 
fcabbard; but notwithftanding thefe diflinctions, 
he did not appear to have any authority over the 
reft : the women had no fpurs. The horfes ap- 
peared to be well made, and nipible, and were 

N 4 about 
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I>«M^cr ^^^^^^ hands high. The people had alfo man/ 
J? dogs With them, which, as w^li as the horiesy ap» 
we<ud.i7. pearcd to be of a Spaniih breeds 

As 1 had two meafuring rods with me, we went 
round and mefifured thofe that appeared to be 
tailed among them. One of thefe was Gx fm 
feven inches high, feveral mqre were fix feet five, 
and fix feet fix inches i but the ftatuxe of the 

greater part of theni was from five feet ten to fix 
feet. 1 heir complexion is 4 ds^rk copper colour, 
like that of the Indians in North America % their 
hair is ftraight,and nearly as harfii as hogs tjrifUes: 
it is tied back with a cotton l|ring, but neither 
fex wears any head drefs. They are well made, 
robuft, and boney; but their bands and feet are 
remarkably fmall. They are plothed with the 
ikins of the guanico, fewe4 together intopiec^ 
about fix feet long, and five wide: thefe are 
wrapped round the body, and faftened with 4 
girdle, with the hairy fide inwards ; fome of them 
had alfo what tiie Spaniards have called a puncbo^ 

a fquare piece of cloth made of the downy hair of 

the guanico, through which a hole being cut for 
^he head, the re{^ hangs round them about as low as 
the knee. T-he guanico is an animal that in fize, 
make, and colour, refembles a deer, but it has a 
hump on its back, and no horns. Thefe people 
wear alfo a kind of drawers, which they pull up 
very tight, and bufkins, which reach from the 
mid-leg to the inftep before, and behind are 
brought under the heel % the reft of the foot is 
|ritl)out an^ covering. We obferved that fome of 
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the men had a circle painted round the left eye, 1766. 
and that others were painted on their amis, and v— v— * 
on diflTerent parts of the face ; the cyc-lids of all 
the yo\ing wom^n were painted black. They^ 
talked much, and fome of them called ou( 
Ca-pi- ta-ne but when they were fpoken to in 
Spanilh, Portuguele, French, and Dutch, they 
made no reply. Of their own language we could 
diftinguifh only one word, which w^^cbevow: we 
fuppofed it to be a falutation, as they always pro* 
nounced it when they Ihook hands with us, and 
when, by iigns, they alked us to give them any 
thing. When they were fpoken to in Englifh, they 
l^epeated .the words after us as plainly as we could 
do ; and they foon got by heart the worv!s Eng- 
lifhmen come on Ihore." Every one had a 
millile weapon of a lingulai: kind, tucked into the 
girdle. It confifted of two round ftoncs, covered 
with leather, each weighing about a pound, which 
were faftenec) to the two ends of ^ firing about eight 
feet long. This is ufed as a fling, oi.e ftone being 
kept in the hand, and the other whirled round the 
head till it is fuppofed to have acquired fufBcient 
force, and then diicharged at the objed. They 
are lb expert in the management of this • double- 
headed fliot, that they will iiit a mark, not bigger 
than a ihilling, with both the ilones, at the diftance 
of fifteen yards ; it is not their cuftom, however, to 
(Irike either the guanico or the oftrich with them in 
the chace, but they difcharge them io that the cord 
comes againft the legs of the oftrich, or two of the 
)egs of the guanico, and is twiikd round them by

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17^. the force and I'wing of the balls, fo that the animal 

K.fm.r^ being unable to run, becomes an eafy prey to the 
^^'7- hunter. 

While we ftayed on ihore, we law them eat 
Ibme of their flefh meat rj|w, particulbrlf tiit 

paunch of an oftrich, without any other prepara- 
tion or cleaning than juft turning it infide out, aqd 
lhaking it. We obfcr/ed among them ieveral 
beads, fuch as I gave them, and two pieces oj red 
baize, which we fuppofed had been left there, or 
in the neighbouring country^ by Commodore 
Byron. 

After I had fpent about four hours with thefe 
people, I made figns to them that I was gping on 
board, and that I would take fome of them with 
me if they were defirous to go. As foon as I had 
made myfelf underftood, above an hundred eagerly 
offered to vifit the fliip ; but I did not chufe to 
indulge more than eight of the number. ' They 
jumped into the boats with the joy and alacrity of 
children going to a fair, and having no intention 
of mifchief againft us, had not the leaft fufpicion 
that we intended any mifchief againft them. They 
fang feveral of their country fongs while they wera 

in the boat, and when they came on board did not 
exprefs either the curiolity or wonder which the 
multiplicity of objefts, to them equally ftrangc and 
itupendous, thatat once prcfcnted themfelves, might 
be fuppofed to excite. I took them down into the , 
cabt^in, where they looked about them with an un« 
accountable indifference, till one of them happened 
to call his eyes ypon a looking-glafi : this how- 
ever 
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ever excited no more aftonifhmcnt than the pro- ^>7|»^^ 
4igies which ofiipr ^emfelyes to our imagination k — ^^.^ 
iQ a dream, whien wc converfe with the dead, fty W6«W. if • 
in the air, and walk upon. the iiba, without reEeifb- 
ing that the laws of natuins are violated ; bat ic 

aflforded them infinite diverfion: they advanced^ 

recreatBd^ and plajred a thoufand tricks beware it, 
laughing violently) ami talking with great em- 
phafis to each othcn I gave jhem fonie beef, 
pork, bifcuit, aod other articles of the Qxip^ pro- 
vifions : they ear, indifcrimiaateiy, whatever wa? 
offered to them, but they would drink nothing 
but water. From the cabbin I carried them all 
ovf^, the Ibipt but they looJ^ed at nothing with 
much attentipn, except the animak wh|ch we ha4 
on board as live ftock: they exanained the hpg^ 
l»nd iheep with fome curiofity, and were exceed- 
ingly delighted with the Guinea hens and turkies j 
^hey did noc feem to deCre any thing that they faw 
except our apparel, and only one of them, an old 
man, aiked for that : we gratified hini with a pair 
of flioes apd buckles, and to each of the others I 
gave acanvafs bag, in whjcii I put fome needles 
ready threadied, a few flips of cloth, a knife, a pair 
of Iciffars, fome twine, a few beads,* a comb, and a 
Rooking- glais, with feme new fixpences and half- 
pence, through which a hole had been drilled, 
that was fitted with a riband to hang round the 
neck. We oflSsred them fome leaves of tobacco, 
roiled up into what are called fegars, and they 
fmoked a little, but did not feem fond of it. I 
fliowcd then? the great guns^ but they did not ap- 

pear 
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pear to have any noLion of their ufc. Afcer I had 
carried them through the (hip, I ordered the ma- ^ 
Weda«f.iy. to bc dfawfi up, and go through part of i 
their cxerciie. When the firft volley was fired, : 
they were ftruck with aftoniflunent and terror ; 
the old man in particular, threw himlelf down up- 
on the deck, pointed to the muikets, and then 
ftriking his breaft with his hand, lay fomc time mo- 
tionlefs, with his eyes fliut : by this we iuppoled 
•be intended to fhew us that he was not unacquaint- 
ed with fire-arms, and their fatal cffed. The reft 
feeing our people merry, and finding themfelves 
uiihurt, foon refumed their cheerfulnefs and good 
humour, and heard the fecond and third voJky 
fired without much emotion; but the old man 
continued proftrate upon the deck fome time, and 
•never recovered his fpirits till the firing was over. 
i\bout noon^ the tide being out, I acquainted them 
by figns that the Ibip was proceeding farther, 
and that they muft go on ihore : *this I ibon 
perceived they were very unwilling to do; all 
however, except the old man and one more, weit 
got into the boat without much diiTicuhy, but 
thefe ftopped at the gang^way, where the old man 
turned about, and went aft to the companion lad- 
der, where he Itood iom^e umc without fpeaking a 
word ; he then uttered what we fuppofed to be a 
prayer i for he many times lifted up his hands and 
his eyes to the heavens, and fpoke in a manner and 
tone very different from what we had obferved ia 
their converiation : his oraifon feemed to be rather 
fung than faid, fo that we found it impoflible to 

diftinguiih 
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diftino;uifh one word from another. When I as;ain ^'7^^,

intimated that it was proper for him to go into the v — f 
boat, he pointed to the fun, and then moving his 
hand round to the weft, he paufed, looked in my 
face, laughed, and pointed to the ihore : by this it 

Vv'as taly to under ft and that he willicd to llay on 

board till fun-fet, and I took no little pains to 
convince him' that we could not ftay fo long upon 
that part of thecoart:, before he could be prevailed 
upon to go into the boat ; at length however he 
went over the Ihip's fide with his companion, and * 
when the boat put off they ail began to fing, and 
continued their merriment till they got on fliore.- 
When they landed, great .numbers of thofe on 
Ibore prefled eagerly to get into the boat ; but the 
officer on board, having pofitive orders to bring 
none of them off, prevented them, though hot 
without great difficuky, and apparently to their 
extreme mortification and difappointment. 

When the boat returned on board, I fent her off 
again with the mafter, to found the (hoai that runs 
off from the poipt : he found it about three miles 
broad from north to iouth, and that to avoid it, it 
was neceffary to keep four miles off . the Cape, in 
twelve or thirteen fathom water. 



CHAP, 
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The P^ijpigc through the Sir eight of Magella^i 
nvith fame further Account of the Patagth 
niaiis, and a Defer ipt ion of the Coafi on each 
Side^ and its ^habitants. 

176^. A BOUT one o'clock, oa Wednefday die 
JLV 17th of December, I made the Ggnal and 
WedaeCi/. weighed, ordering the Swallow to go a-head, and 
the ftore*ihip to bring up the rear. The wind 
was right againft us, and blew frefh, fo that vrc 
were obliged to turn into the Streight of Magel- 
lan with the flood- tide, between Cacpe Virgin Mary 
and the Sandy Point that refembles Dungenefs. 
When we got a-breaft of this Point, we ftood clofe 
into the fhore, where we faw two guanicoes, and 
many of the natives on horfeback, who feemed to 
be in purfuit of them : when the horfemen can^ 
near, they ran up the country at a great rate, and 
were purlued by the hunters, with their flings in 
their hands ready for the cafl:; but neither df 
.them was taken while they were within the reach 
of our fight. 

Whtn we got about two lea^^iics to the weft of 
Dungeneis, and were (landing off Ihorc, we fell in 
with a flioal upon which we had but (even fathom 
water at half flood: this obliged us to make flwrt 
tacks, and keep continually heaving the lead. 
Ac half an hour after eight in the evening, we an- 
chored 
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ch6f€d about three miles from tlie (here, ia to ^'766.

fitthoixiy with a muddy bottom : Cape Virgin Mary — -v--*^ 
then bearing N. £. by & i E. ; Point Poiftffioii 

W. -i S. at the diltance of about five leagues. 

About half an hour alter we had calt anchor, 
the natives made feveral large fires a-breaftof the ' 
fhip, and at break of day we law about four hun* 
died of chefs encamped in a fine green valley, be-* 

tween two hills, with their horles feeding befide 
them* About fix a'clock in the mornmg, the tide ximha. is. 
being done, we got again Under fail : its courfe 
here is from eaft to weft j it rife^ and falls thirty 
fiset, and its ftrength is eqUal to about three knots- 
an hour. About noon there being little wind, and 
the ebb running with great force, the SwaUow, 
who was z-hc9i^ made the fignul and came to aii 
anchor ; upon which I did the lame, and fo did 
tke ftoce^fliip^ diat was a-Aern. 

As we faw great numbers of the natives on 
botkback a-breaft of the ihip, and as Captain 
Cartenft iirfbrmed me tiiAC this was the place 
where Commodore Byron had the conference with 
the tall I feot tbe LiisiiteMnts of the Swat- 
low and theiiore-fl^ip to the fhore, but with orders 
not to kmd,as tfaeihips were at too great a diftance 
to ptoteft tkem. When tliefe gentlemen returned, 
they tokl me, that the boat having lain upon heroars^. 
very near the beach, the natives caiMe down in great 
numbers, whom they knew to be the fame perfons 
they had leen the day before, with many others, 
particularly women and childtttn % that when they 
perceived our people had nci defign to land, they

when they found they could not get the people to 
bnd^ they would fain- have got into the boat^ and 
that it was with great difficulty they were prevent- 
ed. That they prefented them widi fome bread, 
tobacco, and a few toys, pointing at the fame time 
%o fome guanicoes and oitrkches, and making figns 
that they wanted them as provifionsv bilit tl^at they 
■ could not make themfelves imderltood that find- 
ing, they could obtain no rei^elhment, they rowed 
along the fhore in fcareh of frefli water, but that 
feeiijg no appearance of a rivulet^ they returned on 
board.' 

r«aay>9. At fix o'clock the next morning, w c weighed, 
the Swallow being ftill a-head, apd at noon wc 
anchored in Pofleflion Bity, having* twelve fathom, 
with a clean fandy bottom. Point PoUeffion at 
this dme hore eaft, diftant .thceft; leagues ; the 

Aiies Ears weft, and the entrance of the Narrows 
& W. 4: • ^'^^ bottom oi the .bay, which was 
the neareft land to the ihip, was^ diffant about 
three miles. We faw ,a great number of Indians 
upon the Point, and at night; large fires on the 
Terra del Fuego fliore, 
MoB^t^M. From this time, to the a ad, we had ftrong gales 
and heavy feas, (b that we got on but flowly \ and 
we now anchored in i8 fathom, with a muddy

and N. E. by N. at the rate of about tbrce knots 
an Itour ; the water rifes four arid tirehty feec^ atid 
at this time it was high water at £Quk in the morn* 

In the morning of the sgd^ ive made fail, tufn- Tuefdayt^. 
ing to windwai-d, but the (ide was io Itrong, that 
iitm Swallow Ukras itt one Way, the Dcdphk anodhef^ 
and the ftorc-lhijJ a third * there was a fredi 
bfeeec» but not one df the vc&is would aafwer her 
heim. \Yc had varicus foundings, and faw the 
rippling in the middle ground i in tkeffe cilxunv' 
ftances^ femetimes backing, (bmetinRie$ filling, we 
entered the firft Narrows. About fix o'clock in the 
evenings the tide being done, we andiored on tihe 
foUth fliorc, in 40 fathom, with a fandy bottom 5 
, ^ fallow anchored on the north ftiore, and the 

' ftore-fhip not a cable's kngth from a fand bank, 
about two miles to the ^aftward. The Streighc 
hieit is only three miles wMe, and at midnight, the 
1; tide being flack, we weighed and towed the ihip 
thnragh. A inecae Itprung up foon afterwards^ 
which continued till feven in the morning, and Wcdncf:j4, 
' then died away. We fteered from the firft Nar- 
rows to the fecond S. W. and had 19 fathom, with 
||^a muddy bottom. At eight we anchored two 
leagues from the fliore, in 24 fathom. Cape Gre- 
gory beaiing W. i N. and Svveepltakcs Foreland , 
You I .0 S.W. 
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1766. S. W. 4 W. • The tide here ran feven knots an 
v.«iY.iwhour9 and fuch bores fomeiimes came down, witli 
' immenfe quantities of weeds, that we expe&cd 

every moment to be adrift. 
ThmiA. xhe next day, beu:^ Chriftmas day, we failed 
through the fecond Narrows. In turning through 
this pare of the Streight we had 12 fathom within 
half a mile of the fhore on each fide, and in the 
middle 17 fachom, 22 fachom, and no ground. 
At five o'clock in the evening, the ihip fuddenly 
flioalcd from 17 fathom to 5, St. Bartholomew's 
Jiland then bearing S. 4^ W. diitant between three 
and four mile$, and Elizabeth's Ifland S. S« W. 4. 
•W. diftant five or fix milts. About half an hour 
after eight o'clock, the weather being rainy and 
tempeftuous, we anchored under Elizabeth Ifland 
in 24 fathom-, with bard gravelly ground. Upon 
this iflahd we found great quantities of celery^ 
which, by the diredion of the furgeon, was given 
to the people, with boiled wheat and portable 
foup, for brcakfaft every morning. Some of the 
officers who went a*lhore with their guns, faw 
two fmall dogs, and feveral places where fires had 
been recently made, with many fre(h ihcils of 
muiTels and limpets lying ^out them : they faw 
alio feveral wigwams or huts, confifting of young 
trees, which, being lharpened at one end, and 
thruft into the Liuund in a circular form, the 
other ends were brought to meet, and faitened to- 
gether at the top but they faw none of the na- 
tives. 

From 
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From this place wc faw many higrh mountains* ^766. 
bearing irom S. to W, S W. fcveral parts of the ■ ^-. ^ 
fummits were covered with fnow, though it was T**"'^*** 
the niidll of fumnfier in this part of the world : 
they were .(;lothed with wood about three parts oiF 
their height, and above with herbage, except 
.where the fnow was not yet melted. This was the 
firft: place where we had feen wood in all South 
America. 

At two o'clock in the morning of the 26th, ^ we Friday 

weighed, and having a fair wind, were a-brealt of 

the north end of Elizabeth's illand at three : at 

half an hour after five, being about mid* way be-* 

tween Elizabeth's Ifland and St. George's Ifland, 

we fuddenly iboaled our water from 17 fathom to 

fix : we ftruck the ground once, but the next caft ^ 

had no bottom with 20 fathom. When we were

upon this (hoal. Cape Porpoife bore W. S. W. f 

W. the fouth end of Elizabeth's Illand W. N. W. 
t W. diftant three leagues, the fouth end of Saint 
George's Ifland N. £. diftant four leagues. The 
ftcre*fliip, which was about half a league to the 
fouthward of us, had once no more than four fa- 
thom, and for a conhderable time not feven ; the 
Swallow, which was three or four miles to the 
fouthward, had deep water, for (he kept near to 
Su George's ifland. In my opinion it is fafeft to 
run down from the north-end of Elizabeth's Ifland, 
about two or three miles from the fliore, and foon 
all the way to Port Famine* At noon, a low point 
bore E. t N . Frelh-water Bay S. W, i W. At this 
^e we were about three miles diii;ant from the

About four o'clock we rtchered in Port I^a-

ana Prince Frederick. 
Sit«H.s7. The next naorning, the weather being fqiial ly,. 
we warped the-fliip farther kito *hc harbour, and 
moored her with a cable caeh way in nine fathom, 
i then ^ent a party of men to pitch two large tents 
in the bottom of the bay, for the fick, the woodcrs, 
knd the fail-makers, who were foon after fent 00 
iliore, with the furgeon, the gurincr, and iboafc 
midOiipmen. Cape St. Anne now bore N, E. by 
E. diftant three quarters of a toile, and ^dger 
River 5. i W. 

tundayag. On tHc 28th, w€ unbeftt all the fails, and fenc 
* them on fhore to be repaired, creeled tents upotf 
the banks of Sedger River, and fent all the empty 
calks on fhore, with the coopers to trim thcm^ 
and a mate and ten men to wafh and fill them. 
Vft alfo hauled the feine, and caught fifli in great 
plenty : fome of them refemblcd a mullet^ but the 
flefli was -very fofti and among them were a few 
fmelts, fome of which were twenty inches long, 
and weighed four and twenty ounces- 

During OUT whole ftay in this place, we caugfift 
fi[h enough to furnifli one meal a day both for tJiC 
fick and the well : we found alfo great plenty of 
celery, and pe^-tops, which were boiled with the

In the mean time) a cMfiderable ifitfaficity of 
wood j£ijt, and put on board the ftorc-fhip, 
to bo Ibnt to FalldMid*s^ lQ^w^d ; and as* t nvell 

knew there v/as no wood growing there, I cauled 
i&m& thouiands of young trees to be carefully ^ 
fskxm up with their fooas, and a proper quamity « 
4i£ earth ; and packing them in the heft manner

with orders to deliver them to the commanding 
officer at Port Egmont, and to fail for that place 
wttb the Arft fair wind, putting on bo^r4 two of 
inyfcamen, wiig being m an iU fhtt of health 
firhen they firft came on board, wei^ iMv^r iJngfft' 
f^er unfit to proceed in the voy^ge^ 
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i?^;* On Wcdnefday the 14th of January, wc got ail 
bur people and ttnts dn board ; ha:ving taken in 
fcventy-five tons of water from the inorc, ani 
twelve months provifions of all kinds, at whole 
allowance, for ourielvcs, and ten months for the 
Swallow^ from on board thb ftore-ihip, I fenc the 
mafter in the cutter, which was viAualed for a 
week, to look out for anchoring-placcs on the 
north Ihore of the Streight. 
Satori. 17. After feveral attempts ' to fail, the weather 
obliged us to continue in our old ftation till Satur- 
day the 17th, when the Prince Frederick Vic* 
tualer failed for Falkland's ifland, and the mafter 
returned from his cxpcdirion. The . mafter re- 
ported that he had found four places, inwhich 
there was good anchorage, between the place 
. where we lay and Cape Fro ward : that, he had 
been on fkore at feireral places, where he had found 
plenty of wood and water, clofe to the beach, with 
abundaiice of cranberries and wild cekry« He 
reported alfo, that he had feen a great number of 
currant bulbes iuU of fruit, though none of it was 

ripe, and a great variety of beautiful Ihrubs in full 
bloflfom, bearing flowers of diiferent colours, par- 
ticularly red, purple, yellow and -white, befidcs 
great plenty of the winter's bark, a grateful fpicc 
' which' is well known to the botanifts of Europe. 

He (hot feveral wild ducks, geefe, gulls, a hawk, 
and two or three of the birds which the iailors caU 
aRaoe-Horfe. 

Suidajr i8. At five o'clock in the morning of Sunday the 
iSthy we made fail, and at noon, being about two 

miles 
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miles from the ftiore. Cape Froward bore N. by E. J?^;- 
a bluff point N. N. and Cape Holland W. ^S. 
Our latitude at this place, by obfervation, was 
54** 3' S. and we found the Streight to be about 
fix miles wide. , Soon after I fent a boat into Snug 
bay, to lie at the anchor ing-place, but the wind 
coming from the land, I ftood off again all night ; 
and at a mile from the fliore, we had no ground 
^ith 140 fathom. 

In the morning of Monday the 19th, the Swal- <^ 
low having made the fip^nal for anchoring under 
Cape Holland, we ran in, and anchored in 10 fa* 
thorn, -with a clear Tandy bottom. Upon fending 
the boats out to found, we difcovered that we were 
very near a reef of rocks j we therefore tripped the 
anchor, and dropped farther out, where we had . - 
12 fathom, and were about half a mile from the 
(here, jufl: oppofite to a large flream of water 
which falls with great rapidity from the moun- 
tains, for the land here is of a ftupendous heighc* 
Cape Holland bore W. S. W. i W. diftant two 
miles, and Cape Froward E. Our latitude, hy 
obfervation, was 53^ 58' S. 

The next morning we got off fome water, and Xutftiayi©. 
great plenty of wild celery, but could get no fifb, 
except a few muffels. 1 fent off the boats to 
found, and found that there was good anchorage 
at about half a mile from the (bore, quite from 
the Cape to four miles below it > and clofe by the 
Cape a good harbour, where a Ihip might refrefh 
with more fafety than at Port Famine, and avail 
licrfelf of a large river of freih water, with plenty

but lilUEle fifl), we had an iocredible nomber 

wiid dueks, which we fuqad a very good fuccc- 

The mouQtatDS are here very Jofty, and the 
inafter of the Swallow climbed one of the higheii,i 
lK>ping that from the fmnimt he (honld obtain a 
fight of the South Sea- but he found his view in- 
tercepted by niountains ftill higher on thefouthcrn 
fluM: before he defcended, however, he ere&ed a 
pyramid^ within which he depofited a bottle con- 
Uinii^ a fluUing^ and a paper oa which was writ* 
ten the (hip's name, and the date of the year ; ar 
i;BeaK>rial which po^Iibly may remain there as long 
^ the world endure%. 

In the morning of the 24th we took two boats sitttri**4. 
and enmined Cordes bay, which we found very 
Ittuch kifef tor to that in which the fhip lay ^ it had 
indeed ^ larger lagoon, but the entrance of it wa& 
tery narrow, and barred by a ihoaC on which there 
was not fufficient depth of water for a fhip of bar- 
yta to doac : the entrance of the bay alfo was 
rocky, and within it the ground was foul. 

In this place we faw an animal that refcmbled an 
afs, but it had a cloven hoof, as we difcovered 
afterwards by tracking it, and was as fwifc as a 
(ieer, I his was the iirft animal we had feen in the 
§treight^ ^ept at the entrance, where we found 

' * ' the 
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i?^?- the euanicoes that we would fain have trafficked 

< ^ -sr-^ for with the Indians. We (hot at this creature, 
Saturdajr;4. could not hit it; probably it is altogether 

unknown to the naturalifts of £un^. . ^ 

The country about this place has the moft 
dreary and forlorn appearance that can be ima^ 
^ocd; the mountains on each fide the Streight are 
of an immenfe height: about onc-iourth of the 
afcent covered with trees of a cdnfiderable fize j 
in the fpace from thence to the middle of die 
mountain there . is nothing but withered fbrubs $ 
above thtfe are patches of fnow., and fragments of 
broken rock ; and the fnmmit is altogether rude 
and naked, towering above the clouds in vaft craga 
that are piled upon each other, and look like the 
ruins of Nature devoted to cverlafting fteriiity and 
defolation. 

We went over in two boats to the Royal I Hands, 
and founded, but found no bottom : a very rapid 
tide fet through wherever there was an opcnirfg ; 
and they cannot be approached by Ihippbg with- 
out the moft imminent danger. Whoever navi<* 
gates this part of the Streight, fhould keep the 
north ftiore clofe on board all the way, and not 
venture more than a mile from it till the Royal 
Iflands are pafled. The current rets callerly 
through the whole four and twenty hours, and the 
indraught Ihould by all means be avoided. The 
latitude of Cape Gallant road is 53^ 50' S. 

. We continued in this ftation, taking in wood 

and water, and gathering iiuinds and herbs, till 

Tucfdaya7«Uie morning of the 2;ch, when. a boat that had 

been 
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been fcnt to try the current, returned with an ac- jl^^ . 
count, that it fet nearly at the rate, of two miles w-v-^* 

an hour, but that the wind being northerly, wc''''^*^^ 
might probably ^et round to Elizabeth Bay or ^ 
York Road before night-, we therefore weighed^ 
wkh all expedition. At noon on the 28th, the WedneC«s, 
weft point of Cape Gallant bore W. N. diftant 
half a mile, and the white patch on Charles's- 
Ifland S. E. by S. We had frefh gales and heavy 
.flaws off the land; and at two o'clock the weft 
point of Cape Gallant bore E. diftant three leagues, 
and York Point N. W. diftant five leagues. 
At five, we opened York Road, the Point bearing 
N. W. at the diftance of half a mi'le : at this time 
the (hip was taken a^back, and a ftrong current 
with a heavy fquall drove lis ib far to leeward,- 
that it was with great diffijculty we got into Eliza-, 
beth Bay, and anchored in 12 fathom near a riVer* 
The Swallow being at anchor off the point of the 
bay, and very . near the rocks, I fent ail tlie boatS; 
with anchors and haufers to her affiftance, and at 
laft Ihe was happily warped to. windward into good 
anchorage. York Point now bore W. by ISf. a 
fiioal with weeds upon it W. N. W. at the diftance 
of a cable s length. Point Paffage S. E. i E. dif- 
tant half a mile, a rock near Rupert's Ifle S. t 
and a rivulet on the bay N, E. by E. diftant about 
three cables' length. Soon after fun-fct we faw a 
great fmoke on the fouthcrn fliore, arid another on 
Prince Rupert's Ifland. 

Early in the morning I fent the boats on fliorc Thwfd. 19. 
for water, and ibon after our people landed, three

our people they ftopt, called out, and maide figoa

feeoiied plcaicd, and began to Snout ; our f^opim 
mitaied the noife they made, md fhomA in nm 
tttm: the Indians then advanced, ftiU flioutiiig 
and laughing very loud> When tkc p^f^ me% 
they (hook hands, and- our men fvofctmi cIm 
Indians with feveral of the toys whi^h they had 
ftMtma them H a ^ftancs. Xhef w<m oowfved 
wi^leal ikins, which ftunk abominably, and ibme 
q£ them were eating the rotten fieih. and blubber 
sawv wtdi a keen appetite and great feenung im^ 
i^Aion* Their complexion was the lame as that 
pf the people we had feen befoup, hot %hef wero 
Ibw of ftature, the talkll of them not being more 
fhan five foot fix; they appeared |;q be pen&ing 
with cold, and immedtatery kindled^ ftyml^ flre9« 
How they fubfift in winter, it is not perhaps cafy 
to gueis, for the weather was ^ thb f imo fi> fevetr^ 
that we had frequent falls of fnow. They wer^ 
armed with bows, arrqws, and javeli^; the ar^ 
fows and javelins were pointed with flinr, whieH 
was wrought into the fliapp of a ferpent's tongue | 
and they difchat^d both with great force am) 
dexterity, fcarce ever failing ^o hi{ a mark at a 
confiderable diftance. To kindle 4 fire thpy 
ftrike a pebble againft a piece of numdic, holding^ 
under it, to catch the fparl^^ fome mofs or down,

When the boat returned (he brought three of 
mhcm on board the &ip^ bat they fcemcd to re^

our clothes and a looking-glafs 5 the looking-glals 
4i&)rded dieai as -oMch diveriioA at it had doB& 
Hm Patagomans, and it ieemed to fiirprife thcoi 
4nore : when they firA peeped into it they ftaited 
back, firft looking at us^ and then at each others 
thcgr then took another peep, as it were by (lealth, 
ilarting back as before^ and. then eagerly looking 
behind it : when by degiees they becaaiie familiar 
with it, they fmiled, and feeing the image imile 
ill retlu:l^ they were exceedingly delighted, and 
bttfft into fits of the mod violent laughter. They 
left this haweveiv and every thing elle, with .per*> 
£s& indiSerence, the little 4they pofiefled being to 
^ppea^ance equal to their ddires. They eat

thing but water. 

Whoi they -kft the ihip I went on ihore with 

them, arid by this time feveral of their wives and 
chddren were come to the watering-place. I dif* 
tributed (bme trinkets among them, with which 
they ieemed pieafcd for a moment, and they gave 
m fome of their arms in return ; they gave us 
alfo feveral pieces of mundic, fuch as is found in 
the tin ounes of Cornwall; they made us under-

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,'7^7^ ftand that they found it in the mountains, where

u.'^.-^ there are probably mines of tin, and perhaps ck 
Thuria. 29. ^^^^ valuable imtal. As this feems to be tbe 

moft dreary and inholpitable country in the world, 
not excepting the' worft parts of Sweden and^ Nor- 
way^ the people ice 111 to be the loweil and mort 
deplorable of all human beings. Their pcrre<ft 
indifference to every thing they faw, which marked 
the dilparity between our ftate and their ow/?, 
though it may preferve them from the regret and 
anguifli of unfatisfied defires> feems, notwithftand- 
ing, to imply a defeat in their nature j for thofe 
^who ire fatisfied with the gratifications of a brace, 
can have little prerenfion to the prerogatives of 
men. When they left us and embarked in their 
canoes, they hoifted a fcal Ikin for a fail, and 
fteered for the fouthcrn ihore, where we law many 
of their hovels *, and we remarked that not one of 
them looked behind, either at us or at the fhip^ 
fo liule impreffion had the wonders they had teen 
made upon their minds, and lb much did they ap- 
pear to be abforbed m the preicnt, without any 
habitual exerctfe of their power to- refled upon the 
paft. 

peiniary. 1^ ^^is ftation wc conttnucd till Tueiday the 

Tuciday^. 3d of February. At about half an hour paft 
twelve we weighed, and in a fudden fquall were 
taken a-back, lb as that both fhips were in the 
moft imminent danger of being driven aibore on 
a reef of rocks; the wind however fuddcnly 
* Ihitted, and we happily got off without damage. 
At five o'clock in the afternoon, the tide being 

done. 
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done, and the wind coming about to the weft, we '767., 
bore away for York Road, and at length anchored 
in it : the Swallow at the fame time being very 
near Ifland Bay, under C£if>c Qijod, endeavoured 
CO get in there, but was by the tide obliged to 
return to York Road. In this fituation Cape 
Qiiod bore W. t S. diftant 19 miles, York Point 
S* E. diftant one mile. Bachelor's River N* N« 
W. three quarters of a mile, ttje entrance of Jcr 
rom's Sound N* VV« by W. and a ^linaU ifland on 
the fouth Ihore W. by S. We found the tide 
here very rapid and uncertain ^ in the (tream i( 
generally fet to the eaftward, but it ibmetimes, 
though rarely, fet wcilward fix hours togethei;. 
This evening we faw five Indian canoes come out 
of Bachelor's River, and go vp Jtrom's Sound. 

In the morning, the boats which I had ftnt out v^s ^^r 4. 
to found both the ihores of the Straight and all 
parts of the bay, returned with an account that 
there was good anchorage within Jerom's Sound, 

and all the way thither from the (hip's ftation at ^ 
thp diftance of about half a mile from the (hore ; 
allb between Elizabeth and York Point, near York 
Point, at the diltancc of a cable and ahaiPs length 
from the weeds, in 16 fathom with a muddy bot- 
tom. There were alio feveral places under the 
iflands on the fouth ihore where a ihip might an* 
chor ; but the force and uncertainty of the tides,

and the heavy gulls of wind that came oi; the high 
lands, by which chcfe fituadons were furroundcd, 

rendered them uniafe. Soon after the boats re- • 
turned, I put frcih hands into them, and went

faw many w%wams of the nativesi and feveral ^ 
their dogs, who, as feoti we came in fighc^ nm 
away* Wc alfo faw feme oftrichesi but they were 
beyond the reach of our pieces : we gathered muC* 
fcls, limpets, fea-eggs, celery^ and nettles tn gftat 
abundance. About'lthree miks up this rirer, ^ 
the weft iide, between Mount Mifery and anoclier 
mountain of a ftupendous height, there is a cara* 
raA which has a very ftrikiog appearance : it is 
precipitated from an elevation of above four hun- 
dred yards; half the way it rolls over a very deep 
decli V i t y , and the other half is a perpendictrlar f aU* 
The found of this cataract is not leis awful than 
the fight. 

••t«ri«t4* In this place contrary winds detained us till 
lo o'clock in the morning of Saturday .the i4tb| 
when we weighed, and in half an hotir the currem^ 
let the (hip towards Bachelor's River: we then 
iput her in ftays^ and while ihe was coming about^ 
which fhe was long in doing, wc drove over a 
fhoal where we had btde more than i6 feet water 
with rocky ground ; fo that out danger was very 
^ great, for the fhip drew 16 feet 9 inches aft, and 
15 feet one inch forward:, as foon as the fliip 
gathered way, we happily deepened hito three 

fathom i within two cables' length we liad five,

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and in a very fliort time we got into deep water. ^^7^^^- 
We contihxicd plying to windward till four o'clock 
in the afternoont and then Ending that we had loft 
ground, we returned to our ftation^ and again an^

Here we remained till five o'clock in the tnorn?^ '^''^^^^^ ^1* 
ing of the t/tb^ when, we weighed, and towed out 
of the road. At nine, though we had a line breeze 
at weft, the fliip was carried with great violence 
by z current towards the fouth fhorc : the boat) 
were all towing a-head, and the fails aUeep, yet we 
dtove fb clofe to the rock, that the oars of the 
boats were entangled in the weeds. In this man- 
net we were hulried along near three quarters of 
an hour, expedling every moment to be daflied to 
pieces againlt the cliff, from which we were feidom 
farther thAB a fhip's length, and verjr often not 
half fo much. We founded on both fides, and 
found that next the ihore we had from 14 to ao 
fathom, and on the other fide of the fhip no bot- 
tom : as all our eSbrts were ineiiedual, we religned 
ourfelvcs to our fate^ and waited the event in a 
ftatc of fufpenfe very little different from dcfpair. 
At length, hoiwever, we opened Saint David's 

Sound, and a current that rulhed out of it let us 
into the mid-channcL , During all this time the 
Swallow, was on die north Ihore, and confequently 
could know nothing of our danger till it was paft. 
We now fent the boat»out to look for an anchor* 

ing place \ and at noon Cape Qugd bore N. N« £•

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vJiwM^ About one o*clock the boats returned, having 
1— ^— Ii found an aochoriog-pkce in a final} bajr» to whicb 
Tuarday $7. g^^^ nzmc of BuUer*s Bay, it having been 

diicQvered by Mn Butler, one of the mates. It 
lies to the weft of Rider's Bay cm xhc (omh fhort 
of the Streight, which is here about two miles 
wide. We ran in with the tide whkh kt fait to 
the weft ward, and anchored in i6 fathom water. 
The extremes of the bay from W. by N. to N. i 
W. are about a quarter of a mile afunder % a finall 
rivulet, at the diftance of fomewhat Icfe than two 
cabks' lepgth, bore S. t W. and Cape Quod N* 
at the diftance of four milef. At this time the 
Swallow was at anchor in lilaod Bay on the north 
Ihore, at about fix miles diftance. 

I now fent all the boats out to found round the 
ihip and in the neighbouring bays ; aad they re- 
turned with an account that they could find no place 
fit to receive the ihip, neither could any fuch place 
be found between Cape Quod and Cape Notch* 
jTjridaya^ In tl^is placc wc remained till Friday the 2odit 
when about noon the clouds gathered very thicli 
to the wcftward, and before one it blew a ftorm, 
, wkh fuch rain and hail as we had fcarcely ever 
leen. We immediately ftruck the yards and top^ 
inaii;s, and having run out two haulers to a rock, 
we hove the ihip up to it : we then kt go the 
fmall bower, and veered away, and brought boch 
xuUalcs a^head ; at xhc fame time we carried out 
two 4nore haufers, and made them faft to two 
other rocks, making ufe of every expedient in 
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fettr po^. keep thcihtp ftcidy. The gale con-' ^^^^^^ 
tinucd ix> increafe till fix o'clock in the evening, and v— -^-^ 
to Our g^at aftonifhmenc- the fca broke quite over 
the Forc-caftle in upoh the quartef-iiecki which j 
conridcring the narrowiiefs of the Streight, and the' 
fmallnefs of the bay in Hifhich wb n^e ftatioDed,* 
might well have been thought impollible^ Our 
danger heit ivas very gi'ear, for if the cables had 

pafted, as we could not run out with a fail, and as 
We had not rooni to bring the fhip up with any 
other anbhbr, We muft have Been dafhed to pieces 
in a few minutes, and in fuch.a fituation it is 
highly j3robablc that every foul would immediately 

have perifhed ; however, by eight o'clock the gale 
Was becoaie iboiewbat more moderate^ and gra<* 
dually detfealiiig during this night, we had tole* 
rable weather the next morning* Upon heaving SAtard.tii 
thb anchor, ^e had the fatisfadion to find that our 
cable was found, though our haufers were much 
rubbed by the rocks, notwithftandklg*.thby^.f^r& 
parcelled ^ith old hammacoesj^arid^^ef things^^'* 
The firft thing 1 did after performing the neccffary 
bp^erationis about the (hip, waS tO fend a boat to 
the Swallow to inquire how (he had fared during 
the- gate : The boat returned with an account that 
fhe had fek but little of the gale, but that Ihe had 
been very near being loft, in pufliing through the 
Iflands twd days before, by the rapidity of i;he 
'tide: that notwithftanding an alteration which had 
been made in her rudder$ (be fteered and worked 
•fo 111, that every time they get under way they 

were apprebeniive that (he could never faiely b& ^ 

Pa brought .. 
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i767« brought to an anchor again ; I was thcxcfofc FC* 

Li qucfted, in the name of the captain, to confidcr 
that ftie could be of very Ikclc fcrvice to the ex- 
pedition, and to direft what I thought would be 

' bcft for the fervice. I anfwered, that as the Lords 
of the Admiralty had appointed her to accom- 
pany the Dolphin, fhe muft continue to do it aa 
long as it was pofiible ; that as her condition ren- 
dered her a: bad failer, I would wait her time, 
and attend her mocioiis» and that if any difafter 
Ihould happen to either of us, the other fhould 
be ready to afford fuch affiftance as might be in 
her power. 

- We continued here eight days, during which 
/ time we compkted our wood and water, dried our 

fails, and fent great part of the ihip's company on 
fliore, to wafh their clothes and flretch their legs, 
which was the more nece0ary, as the cold, fnowy, 
and tempeftuous weather had confined them too 
much below. We caught muifels and limpets, 
and gathered celery and nettles in great abun- 
dance. The nuiflels were the largeit we had ever 
feen, many of them being from five to fuc inches 
long: we caught alfo great plenty of a fine, firm, 
red fifli, not unlike a gurnet, moft of which were 
from four to five pounds weight. At the faoie 
time we made it part of the employment of every 
day to try the current, which we found conftandy 
ietting to the eaftward. 

The mailer having been ient out to look fiMr 
anchoring^places, returned with an account that he 

could find iiQ flieltcr, except near the fliore, where 
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it fhould not be fought but in cafes of the moft _l767k 
prefling necelBty. He landed upon a large ifland u. - y -i 

on the north fide of Snow Sound, and being al-***^**" 
moft periihed with cold^ che firft thing he did was 
to make a larg^ fire, with feme fmall trees which 
he found upon the fpor. He then climbed one 
of the rocky mountains, with Mr. Pickerfgill, a 
midfliipman, and one of the kamen, to take a 
view of the Streight, and the difmal regions that 
furround it. ^ He found the entrance of the Sound 
to be fuH as broad as fcveral parts of the Streighc, 
and to grow but very little narrower, for feveral 
miles inland on the 1 Vrra del Fuego fide. The 
country on the fouth of it was ftill more dreary 
and horrid than any he had yet feen: it confided 
of craggy mountains, much higher than the 
clouds, that were altogether naked from the bafe 
to the fummit, there not being a fingle fhriib, nor 
even a blade of grals to be feen upon them s nor 
were' the vallies between them lefs delblace,' being 
entirely covered with deep beds of fnow, except 
here and there where k bad been walhed away, or 
converted into ice, by the torrents which were - 
precipitated from the fiifures and crags of the 
mountain above, where the fiiow had been dit 
ioived i and even tbefe vallies, in the patches that 
were free from fnow, were as deftitute o^ verdure 
as the rocks between which they lay. 
' On Sunday the firO: of March, at half an hour

The 
weather continued ib. fead^ tili Sanurday the 
fcvcnth, that we could knd no boat to incjoire 
a£cer her ^ but the gale being then more moderare; 
a boat was difpatched about four o^olocii: in tbk 
morning, which, about the fanjp hour in the aicer^ 
tioon, returned with an account that the (hip was 
. Jafe, but that the fatigue of the people had been 
incredible, the whole crew having b^n upon thi 
deck near three da) s and three nights. Atmidnight 
the gufts returned, though not with equal vio- 
lence, with hail, fleet, and fnow. Theweaftlier be- 
ing now extremely cold, and the people never dry, 
avuiiy s« I got up, the next morning, deren bales ^ thick 

woollen fluff, called Fearnought, which is pro- 
vided by the government, and let all the taylors 
eor work to make them into jackets, of which every 
man in the fliip had one. 

' I ordered thefe jackets to be made v^ry large, 
allowing, one with another, two yards and thirty- 
four inches of the cloth to each jacket. I fent 
alfo feven bales of the fame cloth to the Swallow, 
which made every man on board a jacket of the 
f«ne kind 1 and I cut up three bales of finer ckKln 
and made jackets for the officers of both ihips, 
which I had the pleafurc to find were very.tKcepc*' 
able. 

In this iituation we were obliged to continue 9 
week, dunng which time, I put both my own fliip, 
wdthe Swallow upon two«thirds allowance, ex«>

Qn Sunday the isth, abouc noon, we fa# the saadaytj. 

Swallow under fail, and it being calm, we fent our 
launch to aiiift her. in the evening the launch 
returned, ha^ng towed her into a very good har- 
bour on the fouth ihore« oppofite to where we lay. 
The account that we received of this harbour, da* 
termined us to get into it as foon as poffible ; the 
ttcau morning therelbre, at eight o^clock, we^iaakd 
fnm Goodluck Bay, and thoughtourfelyes happy 
to get Me out of it. When we gof a-breaft of the 
harbour where the Swallow la^^ we fired ieveral 

guns, as fignals for her boats to afiitl us in getting 
in % and in a ihort time the maitei: caoae on board 
Hi, and pUoted us to a iiery commodious &itto|i, 
where we anchored in 28 fathom, with a muddjr 
tottom* This harboun which it iheltfied Aom 

all winds, and excellent in every refped, we called •

ing.eaileriy, we weighed^ and failed from Swallow 
.Haibour. At« noon we took the . Swalbw in low, 
but ac &ve, there being little wind, we call off the 
tow* At eight in the evening, the1>oau wfakh hmi, 
been fcnt out to look for anchorage, returned with 
•aa account that they could hnd none: at nine we 
had fiefh gales, and at midnight Cape Upright

the 'bay. When we dropped the anchor, we were 
in 24 f^tjipm,, §nd after we had veered away a 
wjK>\t; Qabl^y 119^ 4^, wiiH a muddy bottom* In thit 
lituation, a high bluff on the norch ihore bore 
W- i N.^dift^five ieagqcs; .and a fmalL ifland 
within us S. by E. i £• Soou afier we had an4 
gbf^J^d^ (lie Swallow drove ta Jeeward, notwitbt 
(bunding fhe had two anchors n^iead, but was at 
\sJt brought up, in 70 fathom, about a cable''i 
length n^ftem of Ai^ At fburo^clock in the mom« 
ing I ienc the boats, with a confiderable- number of 
into, and ibm^* haufers and anchors, oh- board her^ 
to weigh her anchors, and warp her up to wind* 
WAvd* When her bell: bower anchor was weighed^ 
II was found entang^d with the fmal) one; I 
therefore found it neceflary to fend the ftueam 
cMc on board, and tbp fliip was hung up by it. 
To clear her anchors, and warp her into a proper 
btrcb, qe^ us the whole day, and was not at iaft 
tffefted without the utrnoft difficuky and labour. 

On the J 8th we had freili breezes, and fent the Weioef,i8. 
boaca to found crofs the Streight. Within half . 
^ milp of the fhip, they had 40, 45, 50, 70, 100 
fidioniy and then bad no ground, till withm a 
cable's lengcb the ke*lhora» where they had 90 
fathom* We now moored the fliip la 78 fathom^ 
Ifkh the ftream anc|y>|'. 

The 
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1767. The next morning, while our people were cm* 
x^,^,,^ ployed in getting wood and water, and gathering 
Tbarfl. 19, cekry and muifels, two canoes> fuU* of Indianii 

came along- fide of :hc fhip. They had much the 
fame appearance as the poor wretches whom wc 
had feen before in Elizabeth's Bay. They had on 
board fome feal's fleih blubber, and penguins, aU 
which they eat raw. Some of our people^ who 
were fifhing with a hook and line, gave one of 
them a fi(b, fomewhat bigger than a herrings alivei 
juft as it came out of the water. The Indian took 
it haftily, as a dog would take a bone, and in- 
ftantly killed it, by giving it a bite near the gills : 
he then proceeded to eat it, beginning with the 
head, and going on to the tail, without rgcAiiig 
dther the bones, fins, fcales, or entrails. They 
eat every thing that was given them, indiiferendy, 
whether fait or frefli, drefled or raw, but would 
drink nothing but water. They ihivered with 
/ ; cold, yet had nothing to cover them but a ieai 
fkin, thrown loofely over their flioulders, which 
did not reach to their middle ; and we obferved, 
that when they were rowing, they threw even liiis 
by, and fat ilark naked. They had with them 
fomejavelins, rudely pointed with bone;, with wliidi 
they ufed to ftrike feals, filh, and penguins, and 
we obferved that one of them had a piece of iron, 
about the fize of a common chiiTel, which was 
failened to a piece of wood, and fcemed to be ia^ 
tended rather Ibr a tool than a weapon. They 
had all fore cyc$, which we imputed to their fit- 
ting over the finoke of their fires, and thej tmk 

2 - aiore , 
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"more offenfively than a fox, which perhaps was ia 
part owing to their diet, and in part to their, naftin 
-nefs. Their canoes were about iiiceen feec long,! 
^Ihree broad, and nearly three deep r they were 
made of the bark of trees, fewn together, either 
^ with the finews of fome beaft, or thongs cut out o£ 
^ a hide. Some kind of rufli was laid into the feams, 
^and the outfide was fmearcd with a rcfin, or gum, 
i which prevented the water from foaking into the 
i' bark. Fifteen flender branches, bent into an arch, 
w were fewcd tranfverfely to the bottom and fidcs» 
!: and fome ftraight pieces were- placed acrofi the 
'ii top, from gunwale to gunwale, and fecurely laihed 
i at each end : upon the whole, however, it was 
I poorly made, nor had thefc people any thing 
i among them in which there was the leaft appearance 
^ of ingenuity. I gave them a hatchet or two, with 
' ibme beads, and a few other toys, with which they 
( went away to the fouthward, and we faw no more 

» oi them. , 

While we lay here, we fent out the boats, as 
ufual, in fearch of anchoring-places, and having 
been lo leagues to the weitward, they found but 
, two: one was to the weftward of Cape Upright, 
in the Bay of Iflands, but was very difRcult to 
enter and get out of ; the other was called Dolphin 
Bay, at lo leagues diftance, which was a good 
harbour, with even ground in all parts. They 
faw feveral fmall coves, which were all dangerous, 
as in them it would be neceffary to let go the an- 
chor within half a cable's length of a lee»ihore, 
«nd fteady the Ihip with halfers fattened to the 

rocks» 
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rocks. The people belonging to one of the boatsi 
x^m^mmt. fpeat a night upon an ifland, updh whkh^ while 
they were there, fix canoes landed about thirty In- 
dians* The Indians ran imniediately to the boac^ 
and were carrying away every thing they found in 
her : our people difcovered what they were doings 
Juft time enough to prevent them. As fooh as they 
found thcmfelves oppofed, they Went to their ca- 
tioe^9 and armed themfelves with long poles^ and 

javelin,^ pointed with the bones of hlTi. They did 
not begin an attack, but ftood in a threatening 
manner : our people, who were two and twenty in 
number, afted only on the defenfive, and by part- 
ing with a few trifles to them^ xbtf^ became 
friends, and behaved peaceably the reft of the 
time they ftaid. 

For many days, we had hail, lightning, raini 
and hard gales, with a heavy fea, fo that we 
thought it impoifible for the (hip to hold« thougfi 
Ihe had two anehors a head, and two cables aii 
end. The men, however, wer.e lent frequently on 
Ihore for exercife, which contributed greatly to 
their health, and procured an almoft conftant 
• flip ply of mulTels and greens. Among other da- 
mages that ws had fuftained, our fire-place was 
broken to pieces, we therefore found it nccelTary 
to fct op the forge, and employ the artfiouters to 
make a new back : we alfo made lime of burnt 
(hells, and once more put it into a ufeful cond^ 
tion. ' ' • 

. Moftdajjo. . , On Monday the 30th we had the firft interval 
of moderate weather, and wc improved it in diy- 
I * ' ing 
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ing the fails, which, though much mildewed, we ^67. 
had not bcfone been able to loofe^ for fear of fet^ wi!^^ 
ting the (hip adrift : wc alio aired the Ipare fails, '^^IS^ 
which we found. moch injured by the rats» and 
employed the fail*makers to nvend them. Cap* 
taio Carteret having, reprefented that bis fire- 
place, as wdl as ours, had been broken to pieces^ 
our armourers made him alfo a new back, and fet 
it up with lime that we made upon the fpot» in the * 
fame manner as had been done on board our own ' * 
(hip. This day we faw feveral canoes, full of Im Tw^iu 
dians, put to (bore on the eaft fide of the bay, and 
the next morning feveral of them came on board, 
and proved to be the fame that our people^ who * 
were out in the boat, had met with on fliore. 
They behaved very peaceably, and we difmiiTed' • 
them with a few toys, as ufual. 

The day following, feveral other Indians came ApnU 
off to the (hip, and brought with them fomc of 
the birds called Race-Horfes. Our people pur- 
chaied the birds for a few trifles, and I m^e thenf 
a prefent of feveral hatchets and knives. 

On Thurfday, the fccond of April, the mafter Thura 
of the Swalkyw, who had been lent out to i^ek fof 
anchoring-places, returned, and reported that ho 
had found three on the north ihore, which were 

very good ; one about four miles to the call ward 
of Cape Providence, another under the ealt^lide of 
Cape Tamar, and the third about four miles v» 
Ihecailward of it-, but he faid that he found no 
placets anchor under Cape Providem^the ground 
being rocky, .... 

Thi$ 
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*• This day two canoes Cftiiie od board, with four 
men and three young childr^ in each. The men 
were fotnewhat more decently dreffed than thofe 
that we had fecn before, but -the children were 
ftark naked. They were fomewhat fairer than 
the men, who feemed to pay a very tender atten-* 
tioa to them,trpccially iniiiting them in and o^t of 
tjie canoes. - To thefe young vifirors I gave neck* 
. laces and' bracelets, with which they feenficd 
ipigbtily pleaied. . It happened that while iomc of 
ibde people were on board, and the reft waiting 
in their canoes by the {hip's fide, the boat was lenc 
on Ihore Sot wood and water. STiie Indians who 
• were in ihe canoes, kept their eyes fixed upon tlie 
l?oat whik ihe was manning, and the moment (he 
put off from the fliip, theyv called out with great 
vociferation to tiiofe that w^re on board, who 
leemed to be mUch' alarmed, and haftity handing 
' down the childr/sn, leaped into their canoes, with- 
out uttering a word. Noiie of us coukl guefs at 
the caufc of this ludden emotion, hue we law the 
men in the canqes pull after the boat with all their 
might, hallooing and Ihouting with great appear- 
ance of perturbation and diitre^ The boat out-^ 
rowed them^ and .when ihb came near the Ihoi^ 
the people on board dikovered iome women ga** 
thering mufiels among the *roGks. T]its at once 

explained the myfteryj the poor Indians were 
atraid that the ftrangers, either by force or favou% 
flioqld violate the prerogative of a huiband, of 
wluch they feemed to be more jealous than the 
' natives of feme other countries, who m their wp» 
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j>earance are Icfs favagc and fordid. Our people, ^767. 
To make them eafy, immediately lay .upon their ^.^^I^IILj 
oars, and fufFcrcd the canoes to pafs them. The »♦ 

Indians, however, ftill continued to call out to 
their women, till they took the alarm and ran out 

of fight, and as focn as thty got to land, drew their 
canoes xipon the* beach, and followed them with 
the utmoft expedition. 

We continued daily to gather mullcls till the Sunday 5. 
5th, when feverat of the people being feized with 
fluxes, the liirgeon defired th^C no aiore niuiTcIs 
might be brought into the ihip. - 

The weather being ftill tempeftuous and un- Friday 10, 
fettled, we remained at anchor till 10 o'(,:iock in 
the morning of t riday the lOth, and then, in 

company with the Swallow, we made fail. At ' 
noon. Cape Providence bore N. N. W. diftant 
four or five miles ; at four in the afternoon Cape 
Tamar bore N. W. by W. 4. W/ diftanc three 
leagues,. Cape Upright £• S. £. 4 S, diftant three 
ieagues,andCape Pillar •W. diftant loleagues.. We 
ftecrcd about W-i N. all night, and at fix o'clock 
' in the morning, had run eight and. thirty miles by Sitind, ti, 
the log. At this time Cape Pillar bore S. W. 
diftant half a mile, and tiie Swallow was about * 
three miles a-ftern of us. At this time there being ' 
but little wind, we were obli-ed to make all the 
fail we could, to get without the Streight*s moiith. 
At i I o'clock I would have fliortened fail for the 
Swallow, but it was not in my power, for as ^ 
current let us ftrongly down upon the Iflcs of Di- 
^reftion, and the wind came to the weft, it became 
Vol. I. * abfoluiely . 
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^7'^7* abfolutcly neceffary for me to carry fail, that I 
I— -.y. might clear them. Soon after we loft £ght of tl^ 
Siurd.ti. Swallow, and never ,faw her afterwards. At firft 
1 was inclined to^h^yegqne back into the Screight, 
but a fog coming on, and the fea rifing very faft, 
we were all of opinion that it was indifpenfably 
necefiary to get an offing as foon as pofTibie ; for 
except we prcffed the fhip with fail, before the fea 
rofe too high, it would be impradicable either to 
^weather Terra del Fuejgo on one tack, or Cape 
Viftory on the other. At noon, the Iflands 
pireftion bore N. 21' W, diftant three leagues, 
, Saint Paul's cupola and Cape Vidkory in one, N. 
diftant feven leagues, and Cape Piliar £. diftant 
fix leagues. 

OuF latitude, by obfervation, was 52^ 38', anc^ 
wje computed our longitude to be 76^ W. 

Thus we quitted a dreary and inhofpitable re- 
gion, where we were in almoft perpetual danger of 
fliipwrcck for' near four months, having entered 
the Streight on the 17th of December 1766, and 
quitted it on the iith of April 1767-, a region 
where, in the midft of fummer, the weather was 
cold, gloomy, and tempcftuous, where the pro- 
fpe£ts had more the appearance of a chaos than of 
{Mature, and where, for the moft part, the vaUies 
W^r^ wikhoqt herbage, and the hilU without wood,^ 
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CHAP. III. ' . . . : 

^ partieuJar Account of the Places in which 
ive anchored during our Fajfage thrcmgh 
the Streighty and of the Shoals uiid Rocks 
that lie near them* 

T_j AVING ckar^d the Streight, we .fleered 
JL JL a wdlern courfe. , Buc before J continue the 
narrative of our voyage, I (hall give a more panicu- 
iar account of the Icverai places where we anchor- 
cd» plans of which are depofited in the Admiralty 
Office for the ufe of future navigators, with tlie 
ihoaU and rocks th|t lie near thent, the latitydf , 
longitude, tides, and variation of the coiii|^ais. 

1. CAPE VIRGIJS MARY. The bstf 
Vnde¥ thfik Cj^e is a gocfd hmrbour, when the wind 
is wefterly. There is a flioal lying off ttie C^pc, 
1>iit that may fafily .be .known- b^rttfaijtfck- weed 
that grows upon it : tlie Cape is a ftccp. wh^e clifi^ 
not unlike the Sduth '^orclail|4> ^siatitude^ liy 
-otterv^tlo^, \h $2^ 24' S. Trftd its Tlongitude, by 
account, 22' W. The variation of the needle^ 
"by the mediuti) Of five ft^imuths'and tsne ampli- 
tude, was 24*^ 30" E. In this place we faw no 
appearance eidier of wood or water« We incSibr- 
cd ?h 10 Fathom, with coarfe fandy ground, about 
a mile from the ihore. Cape Virgin Mary bearuig 
N. by 4. W. diitont about two mile$, and 
' ' 0^2 Dunftcnefs 
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Dungenefs Point S. S. W. diftant four miles. 

W-e ancliored here on the 1 7th of December, and 
failed the next day. I here is good landing, on a 
fine fandy beach, all along the (hore. 

H. POSSESSION BAY. In failing into 
this bay, it is neceflfacy to give the point a good 
birth, bccaufe there is a reef that runs right off 
it about a Ihort mile. The foundings are very 
irregular all over the bay, but ihe ground is every 
where a fine foft mud and clay, fo that the cables 
can come to no damage. The Point lies in lati- 
tude 52° 23' S., longitude, .by account, 68*' 57'. 
W.: the variation is two points eafterly. In the 
bay the tide riies and falls between four and five 
fathom, and runs at the rate of about a mile an 
hour; in the mid-channel without the bay, it runs 
nearly three miles an hour. In this place we faw 
no appearance either of wood or water. The 
landing appeared to be good, but we did not go 
on fliorc. We anchored here on the 19th of" De- 
cember, and 'failed again on the zad. 

III. PORT FAMINE. At this place, the 
Spftniards,\in the year 1581, imilt a town, whkk 
they called 'Phillippeville, and left in it a colony, 
confiftmg of 400 pcrfans. W hen, our celebrated 
navigator, Cavendifli, arrived here, in 1587, he 
found one of thcfe unhappy wretches, the only one 
that remained, upon the b^ach: they had all pe* 
riihed for want of fubfiftence, except twenty-four; 
twenty-three of thefe fet out for the river Plata, 
and were never afterwards heard of. This man, 
whole name was Hernando, was brought (o Eng* 
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land by Cavendilh, , who called ihc place where he : 
had caken.hiiin up. Port Fammc. it U a ftry fine 
bay, in which there is room and conycnieocy for 
inany fliips to moor iji great iafety. . We.moored in 
ntiii>tBthom^ having brought Cape St. -Anne N, E. 
by E. and Sedger Hixcr S* i W. which perhaps > 
Ihe bcft ficMation,: though the whole bBsy goo* 
ground. In this place there is very good wood- - 
ing and,\Ya*cringi we caught many /iije fn|^ fife, 
with a hook and line oflFthe fliip's fide, andJiauled 
the feine with great fucccfs, in a fine iap^y bay, a 
little, to xhc foudiward of Sedger jtivpr : we alfq- 
Ihota great number of birds, of various kinds/ 
particvJariy gecic, ducks, teal, fnipcs/ plover, and 
race^horfes, and we found wild celery in great 
plenty. The latitude of this place is 53^ 42' S., 
longitude^ by obfervation, 71 « 28' W.: the varia- 
tion is two points eaftcrly. We anchored here the 
27th of December iy6^, and failed again the 18th 
of January 1767* 

IV. CAPE HOLLAND BAY. Thew is 
iu> danger in fiiiliog into this bay, and there is good 
anchoring ground in every part of it. We lay at 
about tbrcc cables* length from the fliore, in la 
ftdiom, the ground ooaFfe fand and fnells, Cape 
Holland bearing W. S. W. .4. W. diftant ihree 
miles. Cape FroWard a little to the N. of the E. 
Right a-brcaft of the fliip there was a very fine 
rivulet, ^ad dofc under Cape Holland a large 
river, navigable for boats many miles : the ihore 
.alio affords fire wood in great plenty. We found 
abundance .of wild celery and cranberries, muffeh

with hook and line^or the ieine. We killed iboie 
geefe* dadu^ ifieal^ and raoe'licnFfes, bmthey 
not plenty.* This bay lies in latitude 53^ 57' S., 
loogicude^ by aecopnt, jz^ 34 W.^^ the^aviatioa 
is two points^ eafterl J* T4ie water t^slBt about eight 
htt i we iound, however^ no regular tide, buc 
fyr the moft part a ftrong curirnt fetting tofr the 
eaftward. We anciiorcd here on* the loth of Jji- 
mwiyy and failed agaiiLon the 2 3d. 

V. CAPE GALLANT BAY. In this 
btLfg wfaicb may be entered with- great fafety, there 
is a* fine large lagoon, where a fleet of Saps may 
moor in perfeft fecurity* There is a depth of foun 
fathom in every part of it^witbafbft muddy ground. 
In the bayy the bed anchoring is on the eaft fide, 
where thjere is from fix to ten fathom; Here is 
good watering from* two^* rivers^ and! ^pfenty of 
wood. The lagooa abounded with wild fow^ 
and we found wild celery, muffeby iuid linipeti hi 
plenty. We did not haul the feine, having torn 
^e to pttee^, and the other being unpacked^but 

if we had, there is reafon to believe that we ifhould 
have been well fupplied with fillip The landing is 
good. The latitude of the Say and lagoon is 53** 
50' S., longitude, by accqun^, 73^ 9' ^« ? the va- 
riation is two points e^rly. I obferved the 
water to rife and fall about nine feet, but the tide 
was very irregular. We anchored^ here the 235^ 
of January, andi failed again the a^th. *' 

VI. ELIZABETri^s BAY. At the en- 
trance of this bay there are two'fmall roeisV wMcb 

appear 
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appear above water. The tnoft dahgerous lies oflT 
tK^ caft point of the bay, but this may eafily be 
avoid4ed, by keeping ac the diftance of about two 
cables' length from the point. There is good 
landing all round the bay, but it is much cxpokd 
tQ thie w^fterly winds. The beft place for anthol'- 
ing is Paffage Point, at half a mile diftance, bear- 
ing S« E. and the river bearing N. £* by £. diftant

The ladtiide of this place is 53^ 43^ S., the lon- 
gitude, by account, 73^ 24' W. the variation is 
two points eafterly. We anchored here th^ 291!! 
of January, and failed the 4th df February. 

VIL YORK ROAD. The only dangtr of 
failing ihto the bay, that is formed by two pbintis 
In this road, arifes froni a reef that funs off to 
^bout a cable's length from the weft^fh pointy 
whibh once known, may be feafily avdided; ' T6 
iinchor in this bay, it is fafeft to bring York Point 
E. S. £• Bichilbr's River N- by W. 4- W. the 
-well point of the bay or reef N. W. f W. and St. 
Jerom's Sound W. N. Wi at the diftance of half 
a mile from the fliorfc. There is goofd watering 
about a mile up Bachelor's River, and good wood- 
' ing all round the bay, where the landing aifo is» 
in ^11 parts, very good. Wc found plenty of ce- 
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kry, cranberries, muflcls, and lirnpcts, many wild 
. fowl, atid fome fifti, but not enough to fupply the 
ftip's company with a frefh meal. The latitude 
here is 39' longitude, by account, 73* 52' 
W*^ the variation two points eaftcrly. The wa- 
ter rifes and fails about eight feet^ but the tide is 
irregular. The mailer, who croffed the Strcight 
many times to examine the bays, frequently found 
the current fctting in three diflfercnt direAionSw 
We anchured here on the 4th of February, and 
failed again the iitb. 

VIII. BUTLER'S BAY.^ This is a fmall 
bay, entirely furrounded by rocks, fo that no ihip 
Ihould anchor here if Ilie can poflibly avoid ir. 
We founds however^ fufficient wood and water to 
ktcp up our (lock, miiflels and Un>p€t& in plenty, 
ibiw good rock fiih-, and a few wild fowl, but 
celery and cranberries were very leasee. This bay 
lies in latitude 53^ 37' S., longitude, by account, 
74^ 9' W. i the variation is two points eafterly. 
The waiter rifes and falls here about four feet, but 
the current always fets to the eaftward. We an- 
.chored.here the 1 8 th of February, and failed nbe 
fira of fvlarch, 

IX. LION COVE. This u a fmall bay, 
and furronnded by rocks. The -water is deep, 
.but the ground is good. It is not a bad place for 
one fbip, nor a good one for two. Here is gpod

This is a fmall 
bay, and like feveral others in this Streight, en- 
tirely furroun^ied by rocks. The ground is very 
coarfe, and the cable of our beft bower anchor 
was fo much rubbed, that we were obliged to con- 
tttm it, aiid bend a new one. At this place there 
is a little wood, and plenty of good water, but the 
rocks render it very difficult of accels. No mian 
that fees this part of the coaft, can cxpeft to find 
any kind of rcfrcfhmcnt upon it-, and indeed we 
caught' nothing except a few rock*fi(b, with hook 
anU line. There may be circumftances in which it 
may be good luck to get into tins bay, but we 
thought it very good luck to get out of it. It lie* 
in latitude 5^*^ 23' S., longitude, by account, 74* 
33' W. ; the'variation is two points eafterly. The 
water rifes and falls between three and four feet, 
though, whenever we had an opportunity of trying 
the current, we found it run eafterly. We an- 
chored here the third oi March, and failed the 
15th.

Wednef, 3. On the 3d, we faw feveral gannets, which, with 

the uncertaiiuy of die weather, inclined usito hope 
ThoHa.4, that land was not very far diftant. The next day 
Friday 5. a turtle fwam clofe by the fliip ; on the 5th we 
faw many birds, which confirmed our hope that 
ibme place of refrefliment was near, and at 1 1 
aatttrd.6. o'clock in the fprenoon of the 6th, Jonathan Pul- 
ler, a feaman, called out from the maft-head. 
Land in the W. N. W." At noon it was fcen 
plainly from the deck, and found to be a low 
ifland, at about i^ve or fix leagMes diftance. The 
joy which every one on board felt at this dilcovery, 
can be conceived by thole on|y who have eiq>C* 
Henced the danger, ficknefs, and fatigue of fiAch a 
voyage as we had peribrmcd, 

"Wheo 
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When wc were within about five miles of this 
i&ands wc faw anofther^ bearing W. by W* 
About three o'clock in the afterftoon, being vet^y 
near the idand that was firlt dilcovered» we 
brought to^ and i fent Mr. Furneaux^ my fecond 
lieutenant, my firft lieutenant being very ill, with 
the boats manned and armed^ to the (hore. As hci 
approached it« we faw two canoes put oflT^ and 
paddle away with great expedition towards rhe 
ifland that lay to leeward. . . At feven in the even* 
ing the boats returned, and brought with them 
feveral cocoa-nuts, and a confiderable quantity of 
fcurvy-grafsi they brought alfo fome fiCh-hooks^ 
that were made of oyfter^ells, and fome of the 
flxells of which they were made. They reported . 

that they had feen none of the inhabitants, but 
had vifited three hues, or rather Iheds^ cooiifting 
only of a roof, ncady thatched with cocoa-nut and 
palm leaves, fupported upon polls, and open all 
reund« They faw alfo feveral canoes building* 
btit found no fre(h water^ nor any fruit but cocoa- 
nuts. They founded, but found no anchorage^ 
and it wds with gre^t difficulty that they got on 
fliore, as the furf ran very high* Having re- 
ceived this account* 1 ftpod off and on all nighc« 
and early the nett mof niilg, I fent the boats out wbunm^ 
^ agiia to found, with orders, if poffible, to find a 
place where the Ibip might come to an anchor » 

but at 11 o'clock they returned, with no better 
fu€cefstban*before« The people told me that the 
whole ifland fras furfoUnded by a reef, and that 
akhougbon the weather fide of the ifiand there wad 
. a an 
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17^7* an opening through it, into a large bafon, that ex- 
^jitnc>^ tended to the middle of the iQand, yet they found 
^^^^ it fo full of breakers, that they could not venture 
in ; neither indeed had they been able to land on 
any part of the ifland, the furf funning fttU. higher 
than it had done the day before. As it would 
therefore .anfwer no purpofe to continue hcxty I 
hoifted the boats in, and flood away for the other 
ifland, which bore S. 22^ £. diitant about four 
leagues. The idand which I now quitted, having 
whitfun- been difcovered on Whitfun-cve, 1 called it Whit- 

SUN Island. It is about four miles long^ and 
three wide. Its latitude is 19^ 26^$^ and its lon- 
gitude, by obfcrvation, 137^ 56' W. 

When we came under the ke the other ifland^ 

I fent Lieutenant Fumeaux, with the boats man- 
ned and armed, to the ihore, where I faw about 
fifty of the natives armed with long pikes, and 
feveral of them running about with Bre-bratids in 
their hands. I ordered Mr. Furneaux to go to 
that part of the beach where we faw the people, 
and endeavour to trafiic with them for fruit and 
water, or whatever elfe might be ufeful; a^the 
fame time being particularly careful to give them 
no offence. I ordered him al£> to employ the 
boats in founding for anchorage. About (even 
o'clock he. returned, and told me that he could 
find no ground with the line^ till he came within 
hall a cable's length of the Ihore, and that there it 
confifted of (harp rocks, and lay very d&ep. 

As the boat approached the (hore, the Indians 
thronged down towards the beach* and put them*. 
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fclves upon their guard with their long pikes, as if '•^767. 

CO difpute iaading. Our men then lay upon their \ 

oars, and made figns of friendfliip, (hewing at the ^^^^"^^^J 
fame time Icvcral ftrings of heads, ribands, knives, 
and other trinkets* The Indians ftiU made fignsto 

our people that they fliould depart, but at the iame 
time eyed the trinkets with a kind of wiQiful cu- 
riofity. Soon after, fome of them advanced a' few 
ftcps Into the fea, and our people making figns 
that they wanted cocoa nuts and water, fome of 
them brought down a fmall quantity of both, and 
ventured to hand them into the boat: the water 
was in cocoa-nut Ihells, and the fruit was ftripped 
of its outward covering, which is probably ufed 
for various purpoies* Fpr this fupply they werQ 
paid with the trinkets that bad been iliewed them, 
and fome nails, upon which they feemed to fct a 
much greater value. During this traffic, ^ne of 
the Indians found means to ileal a filk handker- 
chief^ in which £bme of our fmall merchandife was 
wrapped up, and carried it clear off, with its contents, 
to dexterouily, that no body obferved him. Our 
people made figns that a handkerchief had been 
ftolen, but they cither could not, or would not 
underftand them. The boat continued about the 
beach, founding for anchorage, till it was dark ; 
and having many times endeavoured to pciiuadq 
the natives to bring down fome fcurvy-grafs^ with* 
out fuccefsj Ihe returned on board. 

I ftood off and on with the Ihip all night, and m^a» j % 
as foon as the day broke, I lent the boats again, 
with orders to make a landing, but witiiout giving 
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oS^nc^ to the natives, that coqld poflihlf hm 

— avoided. When our boats c^nie near tl^ ihore, th^ 
4vpday ^cer was greatly; furpriibdtQ iec^fevca largge canocs« 
with twoftout mafts in each, lying juft in the furf, 
with all the inhaibitants upop U^e beach, ^ 
embark. They n^ad? ligns to our people to g9 
higher up ; they readily corx^plie^J^ as fQ<^ a3 
ihjey went a&ore, a|l the lindiaoa cnbarked^, and 
failed away to the weftward, being joiiied by twm 
other canoes at the >j^ft end of the iUaod. Ai^t 
noon, the boats returned, laden 'with cocoaHmis^ 
pakn-nuts, and fcuxvy-gr^. Mr» Fuineaux, who 
commanded the expedition, told me that cbe 
dians bad left noihiDg behind theq[i but ^ur or fiva 
canoes. Be fpund a well of very good maw\ 
and defcribed the ifland as being fandy anrf level, 
full of trces^ but wkhout underwood^ and abounds 
ing vHth fcurvy gpafs. The canoed, wl¥i€b:flccMd 
about W. S. as long as chey could be fcen from 
the mail-head, appeared! to be about thinty ftet 
long, four feet broad, and three and an half 

deep. Two. o£ theib beiag brought aiiMig^^adfi of 
each other, wet e £aftened together,, at tim diikfK» 
of about three &et aimndec,. by cro&. beaxn^ paf- 
fing from the briioani^ guovalc of 00% tfb nhe

The inhabiianta q£ this iAttnd

In the afternoon, I fent JLieutonant Furheaux 
with the boats again on fliorc. tie had with him 

a mate and twenty men, who were to make a roll* 
ing way for getting the cafk^ down to the beaeh 
from the well. I gave orders that he ftiould take 
poifeiTion of the ifland, in the name of King 
Gcorf^e the Third, and give it the name of Qveen 7 , 
Charlotte's Island, in honour of lier Majefty, iflaad. 
The boats returned freighted with tocoa-nuts and 
fcurvy-grafs, unci the officer told me that he had 
found two more wells of good water, not far from 
the beach. I was at this time very ill, yet I went 
afliore with the furgeon, and feveral of the people, 
who wei;^ enfeebled by the fcurvy, to take a walk. 
I found the wclh fo convenient, that I left the 
mate and twenty men on ihore to fill water, and 
ordered a week's provifiofts to be feht them from 
the fliip, they being already furnilhed with arms 
and ammunition. In the evening I returned on 
board, with the furgeon and the lick, leaving only 
the watcrers on fliore. As we had not been able 
to find any anchorage, I ftood off and on aM night.. 

In the morning, 1 lent all the empty water cafks Tucfdajg. 
on (hore : the furgeon and the fick were alfo fent 
for the benefit of another airing, but I gave them 
ftrifl: orders that they fliould keep near the water- , 
fide, arid in the lhadc i that they (hould not pull 
down or injure any of the houfes, nor, for the fakeof ^ 
the fruit, dcftroy the cocoa trees, which I appointed 
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y^7' proper perfons to climb. At noon, the rolling'* 

« — I way being made, the cutter returned laden with 

A i^'^i^'^y 9- water, but it was with great difficulty got off the 
beach, as it is all rock, and the furf that breaks 
upon it, is often very great. At four, i received 
another boat-load of water, and a frefh fupply of 
cocoa-nuts, palm-nuts, and fcurvy-grafsj the fur- 
geon alfo return^ with the (ick men, who rpceived 
much benefit from their walk* The n^xt morn* 
Wedjief.io ing, as fooji as it was light;, i ^ifpatchcd orders to 
the mate, to fend all the wat^r that was filled on 
board, and to be ready to conic off with hi = people 
when the boat$ ibould return again, bringing with 
them as many cocoa>nu($, and ^ much fcurvy- 
grafs, as they cquld procure, Ajpoyt eight o'clock, 
all the boats and people came 0{i board, with tl^ 
■ water and refreihments, but the cutter, iq coming 
q6\ ihipped a fea, which ^Imoit filled 4;ier with water: 
the barge was happily near enough to aflift her, by 
taking great part of h^r crew on boarcl, while the 
reft freed her, withoqt any other damage than the 
lofs of the cocoa nuts, and greens that were on board. 
.A^noon, I hoiCled the boats in, and there being 
^ great fc^ with a dreadful furf rolling in upon 
the ihore, and no anchorage, I thought it prudent 
to leave this place, with fuch refreihments as we 
had got. The people who had rcfided on fliorc, 
faw no appearance of metal. o| any kiod, but fede- 
ral tools, which were made of (hells and ftones, 
fh^rpened and fitted into handles, like adzes, 
^hi^ls, and awls. They faw feveral canoes build- 
' ipgi which i^re formed of jplanks, fewed t9gedier, 
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and fattened to feveral fmall timbers, that pafs 
tranfverfely along the bottom and up the fides. 

They law feveral repertories of the dead, in 
which the body was left to putr^ under a canopy, 
^ and not put into the ground. 

When we failed, we left a union jack flying up- 
on the ifland, with the Ihip's name, the time of our 
being here, and an account of our taking pofleflion 
of this place, and W hitfun Ifland, in the name of 
his Britannic Majefty, cut on a piece of wood, and 
in the bark of feveral trees. We alfo left fome 
hatchets, nails, glafs bottles, beads, fliilUngs, fix* 
pences, and halfpence, as pre fen ts to the natives, 
and an atonement for the difturbance we had 
given them. Queen Charlotte's Ifland is about 
iix miles long, and one mile wide, lies in latitude 
19^ 18' S#, longitude, by obfenration, 138^4' W.; 
and we foui^d the variation here to be 4^ 46' E. 

We made fail with a fine breeze, and about one 
oVlock, faw an ifland W. by S., Queen Charlotte's 
IQand, at this time bearing by N. diftant 15 
miles. At half an hour after three, we were with- 
in about three quarters of a mile of the eaft end of 
the ifland, and ran clofe along the fliore, but had 
no foundings. The eaft and weft ends are joined 
to each other by 4 reef of rucks, over which the fea 
breaks into a lagoon, in the middle of the ifland, 
which, therefore, had the appearance of two iflands, 
and leemed to be about fix miles long, and four 
broad. The whole of it is low land, full of trees, 
but we faw not a Angle cocoa-nut, nor any huts : 
Yf^ founds however, at the weftermoft end, all the 
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1767. noes and people who had fl<d, at oiir dpproacn, 
■l/ ^- » from Queen Charlotte's Ifland, and fome more* 
w«4iicf.io. counted eight double canoes^ and about fote- 
fcore people, mfen, womcny and children. The 
canoes were drawn upon the beach^ the wotri^n 
and children wctt placed liear them, ilfid tfie men 
advanced wick their pikes and hrebranda, ixiakiitg 
a great noifir, and dancing iff a ftrange mMDCfr. 
We oofervcd that this ifland was fandy, and that 
under the trees there was no verdure. As the 
ihore wa» every where rocky, ^ th<^re wa^ ho ih* 
chorage, and as we had no profpeifl of obtaining 
My refre&mcnt faere^ I iet fail at fix o'clock in (be 
evening, fforft thb ifiiind, to which I gave the 
grnont name of £cmont Island, in honour of the Earl 
of Egmont, who wa» then iirft Lord of tht Ad- 
miralty. It lies in latitude 19? 20 S., longitude, 
by obfervatioii^ ^ W« 
Thurfd. 11, At one o'clock, on the i ah, we faw an ifland 
in the W. S. W« and flood for i(« At fotfr m the 
afternoon, we were within a quah'Cer of a wtSle of 
the ihorc^ and ran along it, founding continual- 
ly, but could get no ground. It id furlMyufid^ 

on every fide l)y rocks, on which the fea breaks 
very high* It is full of tiees^ but not one cocoa- 
nut, and has nnuch the lame apfieavaHee v^ith Eg- 
mont IQand, but is much narrower. Among tile 
rocks, at the weft oid, we faw about fiMam tf 
the natives, but no canoes : they carried long fikstB 
or poles in their hands, and ieemed to be, in eve^y 
l^fped, the iame kind of peoplis thatwe hadften^U^ 
fore. As nothing was to be had here, and it bltfiir

At 10 o'clock, 
tl^ weachor being tenpeftuousy with muck raio^ 
we faw a long reef, with breakers on each fide of 
th^ ifland, aod therefocc brought the ihif> to» wick 
her head off the 0iofe. To this ifland, which lies 
ia latitude 19^ i& loogitudfi, hy obiervatio^.

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1767. Soon after day- light, on the 17th, we faw land 
^.Ja^L^ bearing W. by N. and making in a fmall round 
hummock. At noon, when it bore N. 64. 
diftanc about five leagues, its appearance greatly 
refemblcdthe Mewftone in Plymouth Sounds but 
it fetmed to be much larger. We found the fhip 
this day, 20 miles to the northward of her reckofi- 
ing, which I imputed to a great S. W. fwell. 

At five in the evening, this ifland bore W. 
diftant about eight miles. I then hauled the wiiid» 
and flood on and off all night. At ten, we faw a 
light upon the £hore, which, though the illand was 
fmall, proved that it was inhabited, and gave « 
hopes thai we (hould find anchorage near it. We 
obferved with great pleafure, that the land wat 
very high, and covered widi cocoa trees i a iure 
fign that there was water. - 
Airfl. i9« The next morning, I fent Lieutenant Forneaux 
to the (hore, with the boats manned and armed, 
and all kinds of trinkets, to eftablifli a traffic witd 
the natives, for fuch refrefhment as the place would 
afford. I gave him orders alfo to find, if pofiible, 
an anchoring-placc for the fliip. While we wert 
getting out the boats, feveral canoes puk off from 
the ifland, but as foon as the peqple on board liiw 
them make towards the Ihore, they put back. At 
noon, the boats returned, and brought with them 
« pig and a cock, with a few plantains and cocoa* 
nuts. Mr. Furneaux reported, that he had feen at 
leaft an hundred of the inhabitants, and believed 
there were many more upon the iQand ; but that 

kaving been all roiiod ic^ he could ^od no anchor- 
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ge, nor fcarcely a landing place for the boat, '^y^y* 
IVhen he reached the fliore, he came to a grap- i^^-v-.^ 
>ling, and threw a warp to the Indians upoa the^^*"^'** 
3each» .who caught it and held it faft. He then 
>egan to converfe with them by figns, and obferved 
chat they had no weapon among them, but that 
(bme of them had white fticks, which feemed to 
be enfigns of authority, as the people who bore 
them kept the reft of the nauves back. In return 
for the pig and the cock, he ^ve them fome beads» . 
a looking-glafs, a few combs, with feveral other 
trinkecS) lauxi a hatchet. The women^ who had 
been kept at a diftance, as foon as they faw the 
trinkets, ran down in a crowd to the beach, with 
great eagernefs, but were foon driven ^way by the « 
men, at which they exprefled much difappuint- 
menc and vexation. While thi« traffic was car- 
rying on, a man came fecretly round a rock, and 
diving down, took up the boat's grappling, and . 
at the fame time the people on (hore who held 
the warp, made an effort to draw her into the 
furf. As foon. as this was perceived by the people 
on board, they fired a mu{l<et over the man's head 
who bad taken, up the grappling, upon which he 
inftantly kt it go, with marks of great terror and 
aftonifliment ; the people on ihore alfo let go the 
rope. The boats after this, lay fome time upon 
their oars, but the officer finding that he could £ict 
nothing more, returned on board. Mr. Furneaux 
told me, that both the (nen and women were cloth- 
ed, and he brought a piece of their cloth away 
with him. The inhabitants appeared to him to

— * and for this rea(oo» elpecially as he law feme largp 

tk9tSA.i%, doubk canoes vpon the beach, be imagined thete 
were iikndsjof larger extent, not far diftaat, where 
rrfreOimeatt in greater plenty might be procuredy 
and hoped that they might be lefs difficult of 
acce(s« Asi thought this a reaibnable conje£turc^ 
I hoifted in the boattt and determined to run fir- 
ther to the weftward. To this place, which is 
nearly circular, and about two miles over, I gate

C H A P . V. 

Jm jiccouni of the 'Difcovery of King George 
the Third^s Ijlandy or Otaheite^ and ofjcve^ 
ral Incidents which happened bath on board 
the Sbifi and on Shore. ^ 

AT two o'clock, the fame dayi we bore away» i;57. 
and in about half an hour, difcovcred very . J*^ ^ 

high land in the W. S. W, At feven in the even- Thurfd. lU 
ing, Ofnaburgh liland bore E. N. £. and the new 
difcoveicd land, from W. N. W. to W. by S. As 
the weather was thick and iqualiy, we brought to 
for the night, or at Icaft till the fog (hould break 
away. At two in the morning, it being very clear, Friday 19* 
we made fail again s at day-break we faw the land* 
at about five leagues diftance, and fleered diredly 
for it; but at eight o'clock, when we were cloie 
under it, the fog obliged us again to tie to, and 
when it cleared away, we were much furprifed to 
find ourielves furrounded by fome hundreds of 
canoes. They were of different fizes, and had oji 
boatd different numbers, from one to ten, fo that 
in all of them together, there could not be lefs 
than eight hundred people. When they came 
within piftol (hot of the ihip, they lay by, gazing 
at us with great affonilhment, and by turns con- 
ftrriog with each other* In the mean time we 
ikewed them trinkets of various kinds, and invited 
them Qn board. Spon after, they drew together, 

and 
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1 7^7- and held a kind of council to determine what 

^.-1^ ihould be done: then they all padclcd round the 
'^^j '9- fiiip^ making fugns or friendihip^ apd^one of them 
holding up a branch of the plantain tree, made a 
fpeech that iaited near a quarter of an hour, ami 
then threw it into the fea* Soon after, as we con* 
tinued to make Ggns of invitation, a fine, ftouc, 
lively young man ventured on board : he came up 
by the mizen chains, and jumped out of the 
flirouds upon the top of the awning. We made 
ligns to him to come down upon the quarter-deck, 
and handed up fomc trinkets to him : he looked 
pleafed, but; would accept of nothing till iome of 
the Indians came along-fide, and after much talk, 
threw a few branches of plantain tree on board the 
&ip, he then accepted our prelents, and leveral 
others very foon came on board, at different parts 
of the &ip, not knowing the proper entrance. As 
one of thefe Indiaiis was {landing near the gang* 
way, on the larboard Ude of the quarter-^deck^ one 
of our goats butted him upon the haunches : be- 
ing furprifed at the blow, he turned haftily about, 
andfaw the goat raifed upon his hind-legs, ready to 
repeat tiic blow. The appearance of this animal, 
fo different from any he bad ever feen, ftruck him 
with fuch terror, that he inftantly leaped over- board; 
and ail the reft, upon feeing what had happened, 
followed his example with the utmoft precipita- 
tion : they recovered, however, in a ihort time^ 
from their fright, and returned on board* After 
having a little reconciled them to our goats and 
Iheep, I ihewed them our hogs and poultry, aad 

they 
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'Atey slnafieAfttely made figiis that they had fuch t7^* 
fioimals as theib. I then diftributed trinkets and 
nails among them* and noade figns that they ihoold ^"^^^ ^ 
gaon fliore and bring us fome of their hogs, 
fowls and fruit, but they did £bem to und«r^ 
ftand my meaning-t they were, in- the mean time, 
wacchiog an opportunity to ft^al fome of the things 
that happened to lie in their way, bus we general^ 

detecfled them in the attempt. Ac iaft, however, 
tpne of the midihipmen happened to cpme where 
they were ftanding, with a new laced hat upon his 
head, and began. to talk to one of them by figns : 
•While he was thus engaged^ another of them came 
behind him, and fuddenly fnatching off the hat, 
leaped over , the taffiird into tiie fev and fwatn 

away with it. " 

As we had na anchorage here, we ftood along 
Ihe flidre, fending the boats at the lame time to 
found at a lefs diHance. As none of thefe canoes 
bad fails, they could not keep tip with us, and 
"therefore fbon paddled back towards the fhore. 
'The country has the moft delightful and romantic 
uppearance that can be imagined: towards the fea 
it is level, and is covered with fruit trees of various > 
kinds, particularly the cocoa-nut. Among thefe are 
the houfes of the inhabitants, confiding only of a 
nK)f,andata dift^nce having greiatly the appearance 
of a long barn. The country within, at about the 
diAance of three miles, rifes into lofty hills, that 
are crowned with wood, and terminate in peaks, 
from which large rivers are precipitated irito the 
lea. We faw no ihoals, but £dund the idand 
^^yoL.Ij S Ikirted 
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Ikirted by a reef of rocks, through which there aki? 

t- feverai openings into deep water. About three 
i'oA^y 19* o'clock in the afternoon, we brought t0, ai^breafl: 
of a large bay, where there was an appearance of 
anchc»rage.' The boats wefe immediately fent to 
found it, and while they were thur employed^ I 
obfcrved a great number of canoes gather round 
them. I fufpeded that the Indians had » deign 
to attack them, and as I was very defirous to pre- 
vent mifchief, I made the fignal for the boats t» 
come on board, and at the fame time, to tntimi- 
date the Indians, I fired a nine pounder over their 
heads; As foon as the cutter began ta ftand to- 
wards tlie fhip, the Indians in their canoes, though 
they had been ftartkd by the thunder of our niae 
pounder, endeavoured to cut her off. The boa^ 
however, lailing fafter than the canoes could 
paddle, foon got clear of thofe that were aboot 
her; but fome others, that were full of men, way- 
Jaid her in her courfe, and threw leveral ftooea 
into her,^ which wounded fome of the foofh^ 
Upon this, the officer on board fired a mufquct^ 
loaded with buck-Ihot, at the man who threw the 
firft ftone, and wounded him in the fiiouldev. The 
reft of the people in the canoe, as loon as they 
perceived their companion wounded, leapt into 
the fea, and the other eanoes paddled away in 
£reat terror and confufion. As foon as the boats ; 
reached the (hip, they were hoiftcd an board, and . 
juft as Ihe was about to ftand on, we obferved a 
large canoe, under fail, making after us. As! 
thought ihe might have fome Chief on board, or 

. migb .[ 
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hnight have been dlfpatched to bring me a meflage i7^7« 
from fome Chicii I determined to wait for her. » ^^^^^ 
She iatkd very faft^ and was foon along^fide of the 
fliip, but we did not obfcrvc among thofe on 
board, any one tiiat feeiQed to . have an authority, 
over the, reft. One of them, however, ftood up^ 
and liaviog made a fpeech, which continued about 
fiye Boinules,. threw. on board a brai|i:h of the plan-» 
tain tree. Wc underfiood this to be a tokt:n of 
peace, and we returned it, by handing over one of 
tiie branches of plantain that had been left on 

board by our fir it vifitors: with this and Ibme 
toys, that were afterwards preiented to hioi, he.ap«. . 
peared to be much gratified, and after a fhof t time, 

wcntawayi 

The officen who had been fent out with xha 

Iboats, informed me that they had founded clofe to 
the reej^ and found as great a depth of water as at 
the other iflands: however, as I was now on the 
weather fide of the ifland, I had reafon to exped 
^chorage in running to lepward* I therefore 
took this courfe, but finding breakers that ran off 
to a great diftance from the ibuth-end of the ifland, 
i hauled the wind, and continued turning to wind« 
ward all night, in order to run down on the ealt 
fide of the ifland. 

At five o'clock in the morning, ^ve made rail, satwd.at* 
the land, bearing N. W. by W. diftant lo leagues % 
and there feemed to be land five leagues beyond 
It, to the N. E. J a remarkable peak, like a fiigar 
loaf, boie.N. N. £• when we were about two 
leagues from ihe fliore, whioh afforded a mofl:

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1767. delightful profpcd, and was full of houfes and irN 
■ i,,"^^ kabitaacs.^ We faw ievcral larg^ canoei near eke 
fhore, under fail^ bat thsf did not fteertoMnfethe 
ftip. At noon, we were within two or three nnlea 
<if the iflaiifd) and it tken bore frocn S« 4. W. toU* 

W. by N. We continued our courlt; along the 

fliort, fomettmes at the diftance of hatf a miky aad 
femetim^s at th^ dfflMCie of f&of «r ftmc mikA, 

but hither to had got no feundinga. At fix o'elodri 
in the ereniiig, we yffitt a-bmft of a fiae-nveft 
and the coaft having a better appearance here than 
in atiy other part that we bad feen, I detennined to 
ftand off and on all night, and try fot anchorage irt 
tiie morning. As foon as it was dark, we faw a 
great number of lights all along the fhdfe. At 
fMdajai. diJy-break, we fent out the boats to found, ^nd 
foon after, they made the iignal for 2a facfaonl. 
This produced an unlverfal joy, which it is not 
eafy to dcfcrib^, and we immediately ran in, and 
came to ah anchor in 17 fathom, with a dear 
fandy bottom. We lay about a mile diftant from 
the ni6rie, oppofite to a fine run of water ; ilie eit^ 

tremes of the kind bearing from E. S. E. <6'N. W. 
by W. As foon as we had fecured the ihip, i 
jent the bdatstd found along the coaft, and look at 
the place where we faw the water. At this time, a 
go iifidcfable n«mber of canoes came 6ff t^ the 
ihip, and brought with t^m hogs, fowts^ aUd fimil 
in great plenty, which we purchafed for trinkets 
and nails. But wten the boat» made t^wafds tbr 
fhoic, the canoes, moft of which were double, fflid 
very large, failed aftcf tbem. At firft they kq»t 

at 
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U i( d^aiH^t but «s cbe bKMs appijogciitfll the i^7^* 
. flioxip, they gi^w bolder^ and at faft thpce <rf Che v 
Igicg^ran at the cuKcr^ iUvcd in her quarter, 
Md dttnisd nray her o^tirigger, the iiidians pfc^ 
paring at the fame time to board her, with their 
Hvtoa and paddles in fkdr haiids. Our people be- 
ing thus pt«Ad, "wert obliged to (ire, by v^fch one 
of the a0ailants was kilkd, and another mucii 
wounded. Upon -reecmng the Ihot, they both 

fell overboard, and all tiic people who were in the 
iam« canoe, inftaatly leaped into (he fea after 
iSiem: the -other two canoes dropped a<^ftern, and 
our boats went on without any farther interruption. 
As foon as the Indians, who were in the water, fair 
that the boats flood on without attempting to do 
tliem any farther hurt, they recovered theis canoe. 
Hid hauled in their mmded CMipatiiotis. Tbef 
fet them both upon tAieir feet lo fee if they coul^ 
Ikandi and fini&ig thejr oonU, they tri^ whe- 

thcr they could fit Upright : one of them couk!^ 
and him they fupf»orted in that pofture, but per-<i 
oeiYingthat l;he otfaer was quicie dead^ *tbey Isid tha 
body along at the bottom of the canoe. After 
this fosn^ of the canfi^ went aibofe, and others 
feeutnod igab to die flrip to cralBc, whieh is a 
proof that our coEdti^ had convinced them tiiot 
while they behaved pei<;eiibl9r they h.ad nothing tt 
fear, and that they weae oonfcious they had brought 
the ouichki^ which had jyl); h^j^enoi, upon thenfi^ 
pelves. 

The boats continued founding till noon, when 
1^ fetVMWd with an acoouat that the ground wat^ 

5i ^<?TE • 
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•i^ within a quarter of a mile of the ihore, buc thaC 
there was -a very great furf where we had feen the 
water. The officers told me, that the inliabitants 
f warmed upon' the beach, and. that maay of them 
fwam off to the boat with fruit, and bamboos fiUed 
with . water. They faid that they were vciy ^n- 
portunate with them to come on fliore^ paftico^ 
larly the women, who came down to the beach, 
ajid Gripping themfelves naked, endeavoured tnk 
allure diem by many wanton geftures, the mgsohi 

ing of whicli coi]ld not poilibly be miftakem A% 
this time, iiowever, our people reUiied th^ teo^pi-^ 
ation. . ■ ^ 

In the afternoon, I fent the boats again to tha 
ihore, with fome barecas, or fmall ca&s, ^ich 
are filled at the head, and have a handle by which 
they are carried, to endeavour to - procure fom^ 

water, of which we began to be in great want. 
In the mean time many of the canoes continued 
about the ihip, but the Indians ^d been guilty of 
fo many thefts, that I would not fuffer any more, 
of th^m to come on .board. 

At five the evening, the boats returned with 
only two barecas of water, which the natives had 
mied for them ; and as a .compenfacion for theic 
trouble, they thought fit to detain all the reft 
Our people* who did not leave their boat, tried 
every escpedieat they could think of to induce the 
Indians to return their water vefTels, but without 
fuccefs; and the Indians, in their turn, were very 
preflSng for our people to -come on ihore, which 



. they 
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. jthey thought it prudent to decline. There were ^7^^ 
naay thouiaiids of the inhabitants of both fexes, - 

and a great number of children on the beach, when 
f»ur boats can^e gway* 

The next morning, I fent the boats on fliore Mondjyi^, 
Ugain for water, with nails, hatchets, and fuch 
other things as I thought moft likely to gain the ^ 
friendfhip pf the inhabitants. In the mean time^ 
9, great number of canoes c^e oft' to the fliip, 
with bread*fruit% plantains, a fruit refembiing an 
^pple, only b^etter, fowls, and hogs, which we pnr^ 
<:hfi^d with beads, nails^ knives, and othe^p articles 
pf the like kind, fo that we procured pork enough 
to fcrve the ihip's company t\^o d4ys, at 4 pAupd 4 
|nan« ' 

When tlie boat^ returned, they brought us only 
a few calibaflxes of water, for the number of 
people on the beach' was fo great, that they would 
not venture to land, tl\ough the young women re- 
peated tl\i^ allurements whicK thcf. had praAifed 
the day before, with ftill mora wanton^ and, if 
poffibie, lefs equivocal geftures, Fiuit a«4.pror 
vilioas of various kinds were brought down and . 
ranged upoa the beach, of which oqr people were 
idia invited to partake, as aa additional, induce^- 
ment for them to leave the boat. They conti- 
nued, however, inexcirabl^, and ihewing the In^ 
dians the barecas. on board, made figns that they 
fliould bring down thofe which had been detained 
the day before i ta thk the Indians were inexor^.

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1767. able in their turn, and our people therefore weighed 
* their grapplings, and ibundod ail round Che piacCf 

Monday %%. |q whether the Ihip could come ia near enough 
to cover the waterers, in which cafe they might 
venture on ibbre, in defiance of the whole ifland. 
When they put off, the women pelted them v^ith 
apples and bananas^ (houting, and Shewing cverjp 
inark of derifioB and CMcempt that they could 
devife. Thty reported, that the ihip might ride 
m four fathom water, with faady ground^ at two 
cables' iengui from the fliore, and in live fathom 
water at three cables' length. The wind here 
blew Tight along the fliore, raifing a great fuif on 
the fide, of the veffel, andoa the beach. 

TBerday»3« At day-break» the next morning, we weighedi 

with a delign to anchor off the watering-place. 
As we were ftanding off, ta get farther to wind- 
ward, we difcoveied a bay about fix or eight knile^ 
to leeward, over the land, from the maft-head, 
and immiedaaiiely bore away for it, (ending the boats 
k^head to found* At nfaie c^clock, the boat$ 
making the fignal for 12 fathom, we hauled round 
a reef, and ftood in, with a delign to come to aQ 

anchor ^ but when we came near the boats, one of 
which '.was on each bow, the ihip ftruck. Her 
head continued immorrable, but her ftern wan 

free ; and, upon calling the lead, we found the 
depth of water, upon the reef or ihoal, to be from 
17 fathom to two and a half: we dewed alL up 
as faft as poffible, and cleared the fhip of what 
lumber there happened to be upon the declc^ a( 
the fame time getting out the long-boat;, with the 
: . ' ftreaoi 
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ftmun and hedge anchors, the flram cable • tnd xj^r* 
hau&r, ia or^r to carry thcqi without the recfyvjLy*^ 
tbat when they had ukcn grovMd, die aup mii^'^'^sn^' 
be drawn off towards them, by ^plying a great 
Ibrce to the capftern, but unhappily without the 
rerf we had no bottom. Our eondition was now; 

very alarming, the Ihip continued beating againft . 

(he. rpcli with great £oyrce». and we wm iurrouoded 

by many hundred caooes, AiU of men: they did 

{>ot, however, attempt to come on board U5, but \ 

(ecmed . to wait in expedation of our. ihipwreck« 

In the anxiety and terror of fuch a fituation we 

continued near ^ hour, without being able to do 

my thing for our deliverance, except ftavtng fome 

water caflcs in the fare-hold, when a breeze hap-- 
pily fpriogi|ig up from the (bore, the ihip's hca4 
fwung off. We immediately prcffled her with all* 
(be iail we could make^ upon whicli ibe begaa 
10 move, and was very fixui once mart ia.doep. 
water. 

We now &0Qd off, and the boats being &at to 
leeward, finind that the reef ran down tp the weft* 
about, a mile an^l ^ half, ajnd that beyond it 
tbm was a very good harbour. The 0iafteRy 
irftcr having placed a boat at the end of the rcc4 
imd f^rnifhed the jong-boat with anchor and 
haufers, and a guard to defend her from an attack 
of the Indiaas, ^me on board, and piloted thei 
ihip romd the reef into the Jiarbour, where, 

about twelve oxlcck, fl^e came to an anchor in

^^"^^ farther examination, to be a reef of rtiarp coral 
Tttda^fj. rock» with very unequal £>undiagSy from iix 
thorn to two; and it happened unfortuiiateljr 
lie between the two boats that were placed as 9 
direfiiion to the fliip^ the weathermoft boat hav^ 
ing It fathom, and the lecwardnrK)ft nine. The 
wind frefhened almoQ: as fpon as we got offy and 
though it foon became cairn again, die fiirf ran (b 

high, and broke with fuch violence upon the rock, 
that it the Ihip had continued faft half an houi? 
longer, flie muft inevitably have been beaten 
pieces. Upon examining her bottom, we could 
not difcover that ihe had received any damage^ 
except that a fmall piece was beaten off the bottom 
of her rudder. She did aot appear to admit any 
water, but the trufsle-trees, at the head of aU cho 
mafts, were broken fhort, which we fuppokd ta 
hfive happened while ihe yras beating ag^ft the 
rock. Our boats loft their gfapplings upon the 
fcef, but as we had i^eaibn to hope that the ihipi 
was found, they gave us very little concern. Aa 
foon as the fliip was fecured, I fcnt the mafter^ 
with all the boats manned and armeds to found 
the upper part of the bay, that if he found good 
anchorage we might warp the ihip up within the 
reef, and anchor her in fafety. The weather waa 
now very pleafant, a great number oi canoes were 
upon the re^ apd the ihoie V4S crouded with 
people. 

About four in the afternoon the mailer return- 
pdf and re|)orted, that ^he^e was every where good 

anchorage^ 
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llnfiehorage; I therefore determined to warp the '767. 

Ihip up the bay early in the morning, and in the k 
roean time, I put the people at four watches, one^"^^"^*^' 
inrateh to be always under armsi loaded and 
primed all the*gDns, fixed mufquetoohs in all the 
boats, and ordered all the people who were not 
Upon the watch, to repair to the quarters afligned 
them, at a moment's warning, there being a great 
nurober of canoesi fome of them very large, and 
full of men, hovering upon the Ihore, and many 
jinaller venturing, to the fhip, with hogs, fowls, 
and fruit, which we purchafed of them, much ta 
the fatisfaftion of both parfits ; ^nd at fua-kt, al| 
(be capoes sowed in (o the |h9r^* 

. At fix o'clock the next morning, we began to wedneCzi; 
Y^arp the (hip up the harbour, and foon after, 
a great number of canoes came under 'her fterm 
As I perceived that they had hogs, fowls, and n uiC 
on board, I ordered the gunner, and two midlhipn 
men, to purchaic them for knives, nails, beads, 
and other trinkets, at the fame time prohibiting 
ibc tr^e to all other perlbns on board. By eight 
o'clock, the number of canoes was greatly in- 
cceafed, and thoie that came lait up were double^ 
of a very large fize, with twelve or fifteen ftout 
men in each. I obferved, with fome concern, that 
they appeared to be furniibed rather for war thaa 
trade, having very little on board except round 
pebble ftoncs; 'I therefore fent for Mr. Furneaux, 
ixiy firft lieutenant being ftill very ill, and ordered 
him to keep the fourth watch confUncIy at iheic 
prfq^l wWc jhe reft of the|)coj)lc were warping the 

fhip,

While thefe kdies were praftifms 
their allurements, the large canoes, which wero 
ftrigbced with ftmes, drew together verjr dele 

round the Ihip, lb me of the men on board finging 
in a hoarle voise, iome blowing concha, and Ibm^ 
playing on a flute. After Ibtne tiaae, a man whoi 
&t upon a canopy tliat was fixed on one of the 
large double canoes, made (igns that he wiflied to^ 
come up to 'the fhip's iide ; I immediately inti-t 
mated my confent, and when he came along-j[ide»^ 
be gave one of the men a bunch of red and yeiiowi 
feathers, making figns that be fliould carry it ta 
Hie. 1 received it with exprefSqiis of acntcy, an4 
immediately got ibme trinkets to piefene faini in 
return, but to my great furprife be had put off ta 
a little diftance from the (hip, and upon fait ditowj 

ing up the branch of a cocoa-nut tree, there was 
an univerfal ihout from ail the canqes, which ac 
once moved towatds the (hip, and a flunrcr eC 
ftone^ was poured into her on every fide. As ai\ 
attack was now be^in, in which our arma only 
could render us fuperior to the mulmude ^| 
aUTailed us, elpecially as great part of the fliip's 
company was in a fick and feeble conditkm, I 
» ordered the guard to fire; two of the quarter-deck.

and. all our people that were able to come upon 
deck^ having by this time got to their quartefs^ 
I ordejvd theiti to fite the great ^uns^ and to'pfaif 
ibtxie them conftantly .at a place oti ihore, where 
p great nutidser of canoes vme iiiU taking ki meii-^ 

a.nd pulhing off towards the fhip with the ntmoft 
«xpediuoa« Whw the great guxis begaa to fire^ 
there were not k& thafu thtee litindi^ canoed 
about the ihip^ having on board at lead two thou** 
fiand tiien^ ntonf tbociiaDdfi item alfi> tipoii tha 
ihore, and more canoes coming from every quar- 
tet v tbe firings howem, feon drove away the 
canoes that mti aboat the fiiip^ «td put a ftop to 

the coming off of otliers. As foon as I faw fome 
«f.thciii retreiMgi and the reft qtmt^ I ordered 

the fiHng to ceafe, hoping that they were fufli- 
cicndy convinced of our Aiperiority, not to renew 
the conteft. In this, however, I was unhappily 
miftaken : a great number of the canoes that had 
been difperfed, foon drew^ together again, and ky 

funic time Ofl their paddles, looking at the fhip 
from the dirtance of about a quarter , of a mile, 
attd then iiiddienly hoifting white ftreamerd) puUed 
towards the Ihip's ilern, and began again to throw 
Aonesy wkb great force and dexterity, by the he)|^ 
cf nings^ from a confiderable diOrance : ea^h of 
theie itones weighed about two pounds, and ma^ 
$tf ef them wQionded the people on board, who 
would have fuffcred much more, if an awning had 
I not 
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i?^?* not been ip read ov€r the whole deck to keep oti 
tx^'°-_/ the fun^ and the hammocks placed in the neccingal 

Vr9Am(*%i, the fame time ieveral canoes well mantled, \ver< 
snaking towards the ibip's bow, having probabl} 
taken notice that no (hot had been fired from tfai^ 
part : I therefore ordered feme guns forward, to be 
well pointed and fired at thefe canoes ; at the fame 
time running out two guns abaft, and pointing 
them well at the canoes that were making the at- 
tack« Among the canoes that were comio^ to* 
ward the bow, there was one which, appeared to 
havelbnie Chief > on board, as it 1 was by.iagnals 
made from her that the others had been called to- 
gether: it happened that a fhot, fired from the 
guns forward, hit.this canoe (o fuU is to cm it 
aiunder. As foon as this was oblcrved by the 
' icO^. t,hey difperijed with fuch ,haik that in half an 
hour there was not a Hngle canoe to be. feen ; the 
people alfo who had crouded the fiiore, imme- 
diately fled over the hills with the utmoft precipe 
tatioii. 

Having now no reafon to fear any further in* 
terruption, we warped the (hip up the harboqr^ 
, and by noon, we were not more than half a mile 
from the upper part of the bay, within lefs than 
two cables' length of a fine river, and about two 
and a half of the reef. We had here nine fathom 
water, and clofe to the fliore there were five, Wt 
moored the Ibip, and carried out the ftream an^^ 
' cbor, with the two fliroiad haofers, for a fpring, 
keep the Ihip'i, broad fide a-breaft of the river j 
we alio got up and mounted, the eight guns which 

had 
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lad been put into the hold; As foon as tbis; >767« 
iras done, the boats were employed in found- w^[X«f 
ing aU around the bay, and in examining the flxore 
inhere any of the inhabitants appeared, in order to 
difcover, whether it was probable that they would 
g>ve us any further .difturbance* AU the aft^r- ^> 
sioon, and part of the next morning, was fpent in 
this fervice ; and about noon« the mailer returnedt 
with a tolerable furvey of the place, and reported, 
that there were no canoes in fight ; that there was 
good landing on every part of the beach i that 
there was nothing in the bay from which danger 
Cfould be apprehended, except the reef, and ^me 
rocks at the upper end, whkh appeared above 
water; and that the river, though it emptied 
itfelf on the qcher ilde of the point, was* freHa. 
water. 

Soon after the mafter had brought me this ac^ 
count, I lent Mr. Furneaux again, wkh all the 
boats manned and armed, the marines being alfo " 
put on board, with orders to land oppofite to our 
ftation, andfecure himielf, under cover of the boats 
and the Ihip, in the cleared ground he could find. 
About two o'cloclc the boats landed without any 
oppofition, and Mr. Furneaux ftuck up a ftafF, upon 
which he hoiiled a pendant, turned a turf, and 
took pofleffion of the ifland in his Majefty^s name, 
in* honour of whom he called it King Geohgr 
TBS Third's Island : he then went to the river, 
and tafted the water, which he found excellent, 
and mixing fome of it with rum, every man dranjc 
his Majefty's healthy ^Whiie he was at the rivers 

. which 
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1 7^7- which was about tweke yards wid^» and fordsM^ 

he faw two old men on the oppofite fide of it, who 
■TfcM«. 25. pcfceiving that they were diicovcred^ put €hea> 
idfes in a fuppUcaaory pofhire^ and ieemed to be 
ki great terror and confufion. Mr. Furneaujc 
made figns chat* chcf ifaould come om the AirOf 
and one of thertt complied, ' When he landed, he 
canoe forward^ creeping upon hk hands and knees, 
:\m Mr. Furneaut raifed him up, and wMlr he 
itood trembling, ihewed him Ibme of the Hones 
th^ were thrown at the. fhip, and eftdeswured to 
make him apprehend that if the natives attempted 
no m^hief againft us, we ihould do no harm so 
them. ' He ordeitd two of the water caflts to be 
- fitted, to ihcvv the Indian that we wanted water, 
mnd produced fome hacchecsf and other ti^gfi to 
intimate that he wiflied to trade for provifioni* 
The old hian^ during this paatomimical coverik* 
tion, in fbme degree tecorered his fp 
Mr. Furneatrx, to confirm his profeflions of friend- 
. ihifp, gave hitn a hatchet, ibme naib, beads, and 
other trifles ; after which he rcimbarkcd on board 
the boats, and left the pendant Byiag. As fooa 
as the boats were put off, the <rfd man went vip 
to the pendant, and danced round ic a coniidcrabie 
time: he then retired,, bot foon ^ter returned 
with (bme green boughs, which he d^w doM, 
and retired a iccond time : it was not long, how- 
before he appeared again, with about a do* 

zcn of the inhabitants, and putting themfelves in 
a fupplicating polture, they all approached the 
pendsuH in^ a flow pace, but the wind happening 

to 
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to move it, when they* were got clofe to it, they 1767. 
fuddenly retreated with the greateil precipitation. <-J^!1!Li 
After ftanding fome time at a diftance, and gaz- 
ing at it, they went away, but in a fliort time came 
back, with two large hogs alive, which they laid 
down at the foot of the ftafF, and at length, taking 
courage, they began to dance. When they had 
performed this cei3eniany,^(hey brought the hogs 
down to the water-fide, launched a canoe, and put 
them on board. The old man, who had a largp 
white beard, then embarked with them alone, and 
brought them to thefliip: when he came along- 
fide, he made a fet fpeech,and afterwards handed in 
feveral green plantain leaves, one by one, uttering 
a leotence, in a folemn ilow tone, with each of 
them as he delivered it; after this he fent on 
board the two hogs, and then turning round, 
pointed to the land. I ordered fome prefents to 
be given him, but he would accept of nothing; 
and loon after put off his canoe, and went on 
jbore. 

At night, fbon after it was dark, we heard the 
ooife of many drums, mth conchs, and other wind 
inftruments, and faw a multitude of lights all 
along the coaft. At fix in the morning, feeing rdd^ 
none of the natives on Ihore, and oblerving that 
the pendant was taken away, which probably they 
had learnt to defpife, as the frogs in the fable did 
King Log, I ordered the lieutenant to take a giiard 
on fliore, and if all was well, to lead off, that we 
might begin wittering : in a Ihort time, I had 
the fatisfadtion to find that he had fent off for

At this time, having 
been very iU for sear a £>|tmgbt, I was fa weak 
that I could fcarccly craw! about-, however, I em- 
ployed my glafles to lee wJnat was doing on ihare. 
At near balf aA Jiotir after dght o^dock, i peiw 
cei^d a Qiulaxude of the natives comiag over a 
biii at abpot t^ daftaace of a aoilc; and at die 
iMut: time a great number of canoes making roimd 
the wefteni point, and keeping cloie alon^ tte 
fliove. I then looked at ^he* watering-place, and 
&w at the back of it, where it was ckar, a very 
aiunepMs party of the natives creeping akmg be* 
hind the bufties-, I faw alfo many thoufands in the 
woods, puihmg along towards the watering-place,^ 
aiid canoes ooiQiiog very fait comd the «^clKf point 
the bay to the eaftward. Being alarmed aC 
f faefe apgaearances, I difpatched a boat, <tt> acqaaioc 
the officer on ftwre with what I had fccn, and orda? 
bim imiDediately to come on board with his men, 
and leaw vir ca<ks behind 4»m : he bad, how^ 
ever, difcovered kis danger, and embarked before 
the boat reached bim. tiavvng perceived tbc ift- 
dians that weie creeping towards him under fhelter 
af the wood, he immediately diijpatdhed the M 
man to Ihem^ making Hgnsthat ^leyStaidd keep 

at 
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at s dUftanti, dttd iizt kc wanted nothing biitf 
#atfc^.' i&oii a ihty perceived that they were 
difcovered, they begaii to flioutl,and advanced with ^ 
gresitiir fpeed; The officer fannnediately rep^red 
to the boats with his people, atid the Indians, in 
the mean time having crolfed^ the river. Cook poU 
fttRbh 6f die vs^ater Cifts; with great appearance 
of exultation anci joy. the canoes now pulled 
alofSg the Ibore^ towards the place, with the 
utmoff expedition, all the people on land keeping 
pace with them, except a multitude of women 
dfiid children, who leaced tliemfeTves upon a hill 
which overlooked the bay and the beach. The 
canoes fi^m tsLcHt point of the''bay,> as they drew 
nearer to that part of it where the fhip was at an- 
dibr^ put on ihore, and tobic in more nien, who 

had great bags in tHeir hands, which afterwards 
appeared to be diitd with il:ones. . All thc^ canoes 
l3iat had come round the points, and many others 
that had put off from the Ihorc within the bay, 
flbw made towards the ibip, fo that I hadno doubt 
But that tttcy intended to tiy their fortune' in a fc- 
cond attack. As to fliorteh the conteft would^ 
ddrtainly lefien the mifchief, 1 determined to make, 
this aftion decifive, and put an end to hoftilities 
at once I therefore ordered the people, who were 
all at their quarters, to fire firft upon the canoes'* 
which were drawn together in groups: this was 
immediately done fo effedlually, that thofe which 
were to the wellward made towards the (Iiorc as 
faft as poflible,. and thofe to the eaftward, getting 
pound the reef, werefoon beyond the reach of our 

T 2 guns. 
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, 1767. guns. I then diredled the fire into the wood ia\

«---v~^ different pam» which foon drove the Indians our 
rriday t6. ^j^^ ^j^^ ^|^^ ^jj^ women and 

children had feated themfeives to fee the battle. 
Upon this hill there were now leveral thou£uids 
who thought themfelvcs in perfed fecurityj but 
to convince tbecn of the contrary, and hoping that 
when they faw the fliot fall much farther than 
they could think poffible, they would fuppofe it 
could reach them at any diftance, I ordered Ibqie 
of the guns to be let dowii as low as they would 
admit, and fired four Ihot towards them. Two of 
the balls fell clofe by a tree where a great number 
of thele people were fitting, and ftruck them with 
fuch terror and condernation, that in ieis than two 
minutes not one of tliem was to be fecn. Having 
thus cleared the coafl, I manned and armed the 
boats, and putting a ftrong guard on board, I 
fent all the carpenters with their axes, and ordered 
them to deftroy every canoe that had been run 
afhore. Before noon, this fervice was efiedually 
performed, and more than fifty canoes, many of 
which were fixty .feet long, and three broad, and 
lafiied together, were cut to pieces* Nothing was 
found in them but (tones and flings, except a little 
fruit, and a few fowls and hogs, which were on 
board two or three canoes of a much fmallcr fize. 

At two b'clocl^ in the afternoon, about ten of 
the natives came out of the wood with green 
boughs in ihcir hands, which they fl:uck up near 
' the water fide, and retired. After a fliort time, 
they appeared again, and brought with rbcm fe- 

vera* 
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vcral hogs, with their legs tied, which they placed '767. 
near the green boughs, and retired a iecond time. 
Afcer this they brought down fcveral more hogs,/"*^'^ 
and fome dogs, with their fore legs tied over their 
tkcads, and going again into the woods, brought 
back feveral bundles of the cloth which they uk 
for apparel, and which has fume reiemblance to 
Indian paper. Thefe they placed upon the beach, 
and called to us on board to fetch them away. 
As we were at the diftance of about three cables' 
length, wc could not then perfedlly difcover of 
"what this peace-offering confifted : we gueffcd at 
the hogs and the cloth, but feeing the dogs, with 
their fore-legs appearing over the hinder part of 
the neck, rife up feveral times, and run a little 
way in an erect pofture, we took them for fome 
ftrange unknown animal, and were very impatient * 
to have a nearer view of them. The boat was 
therefore fent on (hore with all expedition, and' 
our wonder was foun ac an cad. Our people 
found nine good hogs, befides the dogs and the 
cloth : the hogs were brought off, but the dogs - 
were turned ioofe, and with the cloth left behind* 
In return for the hogs, our people left upon the \ 
Ihorefome hatchets, nails, and other things, making . 
iigns to fome of the Indians who were in fight, to 
take them away with their cloth. Soon after the ' 
boat had come on board, the Indians brought downr 
two more hogs, and called to us to fetch them ; 
the boat therefore returned, and tctclicd off the 
two hogs, but ftill left the cloth, though the In- 
diaos mude fi^s that we fliould take it. Our 

T 3 people 
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people repprted, that tliey had npt fpuched of 
the things which they had left upon the beaph for 
riiiajrae* ^jjj fomcbody iijggefting fhat they would 

not take our offering becaqfe bad no^ accepted 
their cloth, I gave ordersr that it ihbiild be fetched 
away. The event proved that the conjedure was 
true^ for the moment the bqat had taken the^clotii 
on board, the Indians caniQ dpwn, and with every 
poffibie demonftration of joy^ carried vw^j a^ 1 
!>ad fcnt them into the wood. Our boats then 
went to the watering-place, and filled and brought 
off all the cafks» to the amount of about fix tons. 
We found that they had fulFered no injury while 
they had been in the pofi'effion of the Indians^ but 

fome leathern buckets and funnels which had beea 
t^ken ^way with the caiks, were not returned. 
SiCDfi. s7« The next niorning I ieot the boats on fhor^, 
\yith a guard, to fill fqme more cafks with wa(e^ 
and fopn after the people were on flipre, the iame 
qld man who had come over the river to them the 
firft day, came again to the farther fide of it, 
where he made a long fpeech, and then eroded the 
water. When he came up to th^ waterers, the 
officer (hewed him the ftones tt^at were piled up 

like cannon balls upon the fhore, and had been 
brought thither fince our firil landing, aud fome 
of the bags that had been taken out of the canoes, 
w,hich I had ordered to be deftroyed, filled with 
ftonesj and endeavoured to make him undei^d 
that the Indians had been the aggrefibrs, and that 
the mifchief we had done them was in our own de- 
itnc<« Jhe o}d man feemed to apprehend his; 

' meaning, 
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meaning, but not to admit it: he immediately '^^7» 
made a fpeech to the people, pointing to thc « v *j 
ftones, flings, and bags, with great emotion, and^"***^' 
ibmetioies his looks, gefturcs, and voice were fo 
f umTi& sMi be frigMvil. His pafSon% hbwevcr, 
fubUded by degrees,, aad the officer, who tp his 
g,rcat i^gfet could not undcfftand one wovd of all 
that he had I'^iid, endeavoured iq convince him, by 
all the Bgns be could devife, that we wiihed to live 
u) fKendffifp with tficm, amf were difpofed t6 fticw 
them every mark of kind nefs in our power. He 
then ihook bands with him» and embcaced faim, 
giving him at the fame time leverai iuch. trinkets 
as he chouglbt would be moSt acceptable. He 
tontrfved'allb t6 make the old^maii underftand tEac 
wc wifhed to traffic for proviiions, tliat the Indians 
fteulcf libt camcdowii in great liumBexs, and that 
they fhotild keep on one ficf'e of the river and we 
en the other. After this the old man wencawajf 
mSMfi gttit afpearaitce of fatiifaAion, acrd bcfdre 
noon a trade was eftablifhed, whicK furniflied us 
with' bog9k„ fowb, and fruit in great abundance, Ci 
tfat all the Qiip's company, whether lick or vvcll^ 

bad as much as they could ufc* 
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The Sick fent on Shore^ and a regular Trade 

ejlablijljed uuith the Natives; Jome Account 
of their CharaHer and Manner Sj of their 
Vifits on board the Sbip^ and a Variety of /»- 
. cidents that happened during this Inter^ 
cqurfe, .

ATTERS being thus happily fettled, I 
fent the furg^on, with the fecond lieuce- 
nant, to examine the country, and fix upon iome 
place where the fick might take up their refidence 
on Ihore. When they returned, they faid, that 
with refpedl to health and convenience, all the 
places they had &en upon the ifland ieemed to be 
equally proper \ but that with rcfpeft to fafety, 
they could . re9ommend none but the watering* 
place, as they would be there under the protcftion 
of the fliip and the guard, and would cafily be 
prevented from ftraggling into (he country, and 
brought ofiF to their meals. To the watering- 
place therefore I fent them, with thofe that were 
employed in filling the calks, and appointed the 
gunner to command the party that was to be their 
guard. A tent was ereded for them as a Ihelter 
both from the fun and the rain, and the furgeon 
was fent to fuperintcnd their conduit, and give his 

advice if it ihould be wanted. It happened that 

walking 
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talking out mtK his gun, after he had feen tfit ' 1767* 

£ck properly difpofed of in the tent, a wild duck ^-^-^ 
flew over his head, which he fliot, and it fell dead »*^«^*y»7- 
among fome of the;iatives who were on the other 
fide of the ri^r. This threw them into a panic» 
and they all ran away : when they got to fome 
diftance they flopped, and he made figns to them 
to bring the duck over : this one of them at laft 
ventured to do, and, pale and trembling, laid it 
down at his feet. Several other ducks happening 
at tlie inftant to fly over the fpot where they were 
itanding, he fired again, and fortunately brought 
down three more. This incident gave the natives 
fuch a dread of a gun, that if a mufquet was 
pointed at a thoufand of them, they would all run 
away like a flock of iheep and probably the eafe 
with which they were afterwards kept at a diftance, 
and their orderly behaviour in their traffic, wa^ in 
a great meafure owing to their having upon this 
.occaiion feen the ii)ftrument of which before they 
had only felt the cflfWte. 

As I forefaw that a private traffic would probably 
commence between fuch of our people as were on 

ftore, and the natives, and that if it was left to 
their own caprice, perpetual quarrels and milchief 
would eiifue, I ordered that all matters of traffic 
fhould be tranfaded by the gunner, on behalf of 
both parties, and I direded him to fee that no in- 
jury was done to the natives, either by violence or 
fraud, ard by all polfible means to attach the old 
man to his intereft. This fervice he performed 
with great diligence and fidelity, nor did he neg- 
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1^7* led to compl^ia of ehoic who tranigtefied waj 
Offderty which was of nfioiie advancage w alt 
parties; for as I puniflicd the firft ofFendcFS wfth 
a neccfiavjr feverity, many mcgiilarkic% cfcai woiald 
otbcKwife hai^ 'prodiieerf fihe mofk cUfegMable 
conkquences, were prcveotcd: we werer aMo in- 
debted for maay ad^mages to tfceoUmanv v&afe 
caAatbn kept our people perpetually upon their 
guard, atut iiiMMk brought back tho^e whoiliFaggled 
from the paoty. The iativas- wonkll iadeed fim- 
times (riJfcr, but by the terror of a gun,. wUlhoiit

day the d«;^cerity and addreis tacoeTs the fiver tin- 
perceived^ and fteai a hatchetY die guiinmv <b 
foon as he miiicd ic, nude the old man umkrAand 
wbat bad happened^ aftd got Ua party ceadf » as if 
tie would hawe gone into tht woods after tbr thli^: 
the old man,, however, made figns that he woe Id

returned in a very (horc time with the hatchei; 
7il&gaoiier then iiififted tfaac tiMP ofttider fluwld 
be dalivered up, and with this* alio- the oUnnai^ 
though not without great relu&aace, €Oiiiptied 
When the fellow was brotighc down, thegunmt 
knew hmr to be an old offender, and therefore 
Sokt htna prifboer M board* I> had/oa imencioa to 
puntih him otherwife, tkan by tUe fear of puiUk* 
mcnt, and therefore after great enaeaty and intcr- 
oeffioot £ gavie Uai bbmyv did feat hiaiLeii 
{hore. When the natives few him return in fefety, 
it is hard to, whether theia a&ondbment oc joy

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was greatcft j tjxt.y received him with univerfal 
acclamations, and imme^Utely ^^ntid him ofif into 
the woods: the next day, lic.wever, he returned^ 
and as a propitiaiiQn to the gunner, he l^rougb^ 
him a confiderable quanti^ of bread*fruic> and a 
large hog, reqdy roafted. 

At this time, the people qn board were employ* 
ed in caulking and painting the weather-work, 
over-hauhn^ the rigging, ilowing the hold, and 
doing other (leceflkry biifinefs ; but my diforder, 
which was a bihous cholig, increafed fo n^ucli, that 
this day I was obli^d to take to my bed ^ my firft 
lieutenant alfo ftill continued very iU, and the 
purfer was incapable of. his duty. The whole 
command devolved upon Mr. Furneaux, the fe- 
cond lieutenant, to v/hom I gave general direc- 
tions, and recommended a particular attention to 
the people on (bore. I alfo ordered that fruit and 
ireih provifions ihould be ferved to the Ihip's 
company as lopg as they could be procured, and 
that the boats Ihould never be aUfcnt from the 
fliip after funfet. Thefe diredipns were fulfilled 
with fuch prudence and punfluality, that during 
aU my ficknefs 1 ^as not troubled with any buli* 
nefs^ nor h^d, the mortification to hear a finglc 
complaifit or appeal. The men were conftantl^j 
ferveij ::with freflii pork, fowls, and frui^, in fuch 
plenty, that when I left my bed, after having been 
confined to it near a fortnight, my Ihip's comjjanjj 
loob^ fo freih and beakhy, that I cQjold.Cc^iX'dy 
belteve them to 1^ th^ fariK jgepf>le. 
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17^7* Sunday the Hth was marked by no incident; 

i-J^!!!l— r but on Monday the 29th, one of the gunner's 
MftB ^ y!j. party found a piece of faitpetre near as big as an 
egg. As this was an objed of equal curiofity and 
importance, diligent inquiry was immediately 
made from whence it can)e« The furgeon aiked 
every one of the people on Ihore, feparately, whc-. 
ther he had brought it from the Ihip; every 
one on board alfo was aflced whether he had car* 
ried it on (hore, but .ali declared that they had 
never had fuch a thing in their poiTeilion. Ap« 
plication was then made to the natives, but the 
meaning of both parties was ib imperfediy.con-. 
veyed by figns,' that nothing could be learnt of 
them about it : during our whole ftay here, how* . 
ever, we faw no more than this one piece* 

While the gunner was trafEcking for provifions 
on ihore, we fometimes hauled the feine, but we 
caught no fifli ; we alfo frequently trawled, but 
with no better fuccefs : the difappointment, how- 
ever, was not felt, for the produce of the ifland 
enabled our people to fare fumptuoully every 
day." 

Yuty. All matters continued in the fame (ituatbn till 

the 2d of July, when our old man being abfent, 
the fupply of frelh proviiions and fruit teli ihort; 
we had, however, enough to ferve moft of the 
mefles, referving plenty fur the fick and conva* 
lefcent. 

frida^3. On the 3d, we heeled the (hip, and looked at 
her bottom, which we found as clean as when Ike 
came out ol dock, and, to our great fatisfaAion, as 

ibuad. 
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Ibund. During all this time, none of the natives > 7^7* 
came near our boats, or the ihip, in their canoe$. 
This day, about noon, we caught a very large ^''^^^ ^ 
fhark, and when the boats went to fetch the people 
on board to dinner, we fent it on Ibore. When 
the boats were putting off again, the gunner feeing 
fome of the natives on the other fide of the river, 
beckoned them to come oyer^ they immediately 
complied, and he g^ve them the (hark, which they 
foon cut CO pieces, and carried away with great ap- 
pearance of fatisfadion. 

On Sunday the 5th, the old man returned to the Sniidirii 
market- tent, and made the gunner underiland that 
he had been up the country, to prevail upon the 
people to bring down their hogs, poultry, and 
fruit, of which the parts near the watering-place 
were now nearly exhaufted. The good effefb of 
his expedition loon appeared, for feveral Indians, 
wliom pur people had never feen before, came in 
with fome hogs that were larger than any that had 
been yet brought to market. In the mean time» 
the old man ventured oflPin his canoe, to the fliip, 
and brought with him as a prefent to me, a hog 
ready roafted* I wa9 much pleaf^d with his at- 
tention and liberality, and gave him, in return for 
his hog, an iron pot, a looking-glafs, a drinking* 
glafs, and feveral other things, which no m%n in 
the iiland was in poiieinon of but hmiiclf. 

While our people were on ihore, feveral young 
women were permitted to crofs the river, who* 
though they were not averfe to the granting 
of perfonal favours^ knew the value of theii^ too

On Tuefday the 7th, I fent one of the mates, Tuefday 7. 
with thirty men, to a village at a little diftahce 
fitiin the market, hoping that refreihments might 
there be bought at the original price i but here 
tliey weft obliged to give ftili more than at the ^ 
water-fide. In the mean time, being this day 
able to gee up for the firfl: time, and the weather 
bemg fine, I went into a boat, and rowed about 
four miles down the coaft. I found the country 
popDious, and pleaiant in the higheft degree, and 
law many canoet on the fliore ; but not one eame< 
off to us, nor did the people fecm to take the leaft 
notice of w as we paffed along. About noon I 

returned to the (hip. 

The commerce which our men ha,d found means 
to eftablifli with the women of the itland, rendered 
them much lefs obedient to the orders that had 
been given f:>r the regulation of their copdudt on 
fhore, than they were at firft. I found.it neceflary 
therefore, to read the articles of war, and I pu- 
mflied Jannes Prodkor, the corporal of marines, 
who had not only quitted his ftation, and infultcd 
the officer, but Aruck the Mafter at Arms fttcfa $ 
blow as brought him to the ground. 

The next day, I fent a party up the country to ^f^^ 
cut wood, and they met with fome'of the nacivesi 
who treated them with great kindnefa and hofpi* 
^;aUty. Several of thcfc friendly Indians came on 
board in our boat, and ieemed, both by liieir drds 

and 
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and behaviour, to be of a fuperior r^ok. To 
thefe people I paid a particular attention, and to 
'#ednef.8. dif^^Qyei;. what prefent would moil: gratify them, I 

laid down before them a Johannes, a guinea, a 
crown piece, a Spantfh dollar, a few {hillings, fome 
new halfpence, and two large nails, making figns 
that they ihouid uke what they liked beft. The 
nails were firft fcizcd, with great eagernefs, and 
then a few of the halfpence, but the filvcr and goia 
lay negleAed. Having prefented them, therefore, 
with fomc nails and halfpence, I fent dicai on fiiore 
fuperiatively happy. 

From this time, our market was very ill fup- 
> plied, the Indians refufing to fell provi&ons at the 
ufual price, and making figns ibr large nails. It 
was now thought neceflary to look more diligently 
about the ihip, to difcover what nails had been 
drawn ; and it was foon found that all the belay* 
ing cleats had been ripped oil, And that there was 
fcarcely one of the hammock nails left. AU hands 
were now ordered up, and I pradlifed every artifice 
1 could think of to difcover the thieves, but with- 
out fuccefs. I then told them, that till the 
thieves were difcovered, not a fingle man ihouid 
go on fhore : this however produced no effed, 

except that Prodoi, the corporal, behaved in a 
mutinous manner, for which he was inftantly pu- 
nifhed* 

8ttntd«ii« SaLLirday the nth, in the afternoon, the 

gunner came on board with a tall woman, who 
Ibemed to.be about five and forty years of aget of 
a pleafing; countenance and majeltic deportment. 

He 
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tic toM me thatihe but iuft cohie into that ^y^j' 
p^rk bf thtf cdtiAtryi -aM^hit feting great rtffpcft w^-li 
paid her by the reil of the natives, he had made 
her tbtiit prcferits ^ iii ' yejtoi'ii fbr whicii ^fhc Md irt- 
vitecl him to her houfe, which was about two miles 
Up the valley,' and gave faim feme large hogs^ 
afix^f '#Hich fhi riturAcd with him to the watef- 
ing-placc, and exprefled a defife to go on board 
thd fhipf m which he had thought it pix}per, on 

all accounts, that llie fliould be grarihed. She 
Teemed to be under fip .reftraint, either from diih* 
d6h(i€ 6t fear, when '^^e ^fifil cW info tKc Hiip 5 
arid ihc behaved, aU'the while ibe was on board, 
with ^n eafy freedohiV th^t atwajfs' .diftingqilhes 
cohfcious fuperioricy and habitual command. I 
gave her a large blue, mantle, that reached, from 
hei^ Ili6ti1ders to hcr'feet> which T threw over her, 
arid tifed, on with ribands; I gave her alfo a looking- 
glafs, beads of feveral fofts/^and many, other things, 
which flie accepted with a very good grace, and 
much plealure. She took notice that 1 had been 
iU, ai^I pointed to the ibore. I underftood that 
Ihe meant I iliuuld go thiiiier to perfeft my re- 
covery, and I oiadc Hgns that 1 would go thither 
tfec next ihorning. Wtien (he jririmated ah indi- 
nation to return, 1 ordered th(* gunner to go with 
Jicr, who, having fct her on fliore, attended her to 
her habitation, whlcIi he defcribed as being very 
large and well built. He faid, that in this houfe 
fhe had many guards and domeitic^, and chat fhe 
had another at a little diftance, which was enclofed 
in lattice-work.

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The next morning I went on fliore for the firft 
time ; and my princefs, or rather queen, for fuch 
by her authority (he appeared to be, foon after 
came to mc, followed by many of her attendants. 
As (lie perceived that my diforder had left me 
very weak, Ihe ordered her people to take me in 
their arms, and carry me not only over the river, i 
but all the way to her houfe; and obferving that' 
.fomc of the people who were with me, particularly 
the firft lieutenant and purfer, had alfo been fick, 
fhe caufed .them alfo to be carried in the fame 
manner, and a guard, wfiich 1 had ordered out. 
upon the occafion, followed. In our way, a vaft " 
multitude crowded about us, but upon her waving 
her hand, without fpeaking a word, they withdrew, 
and left us a free paffage. When wc approached 
near her houfe^ a great number of both fexcs came 
out to meet her : thefe (he prefented to me, after 
having intimated by figns that they were her rela- 
lions, and taking hold of my hand, Ihe made them ; 
kifs it. We then entered the houfe, which covered 
a piece of ground 327 feet long, and 42 feet broad. 
It confided of a roof, thatched with palm leaves, 
iindraifed upon 39 pillars on each fide, and 14 in 
the middle. The ridge of the thatch, on the in- 
fide, was 30 feet high, and the fides of the houfe, 
to the edge of the roof, were 12 feet high ; all be- 
low the roof being open. As foon as we entered 
the houfe, Ihe made us fit down, and then calling 
four young girls, flie aflifted them to take off my 
Ihoes, draw down my (lockings, and pull off my 
coat, and then direcled them to fmooth down the 

(kin, 
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ikin, an^ gently chafe it with their hands : the fame 
operation wj» alio performed upon the fird lieute- 
nant and pnrfer, but upon none of thofe who ap- 
peared to be in health. While this was doing, our 
furgeon, who had walked till he was very warm, 
took off his ,wig to cool and refrefli himfelf; a 
fudden exclanaation of one of the Indians who 
faw it, drew the attention of the reft, and in a mo- 
ment every eye was fixed upon the prodigy, and 
every operation was fufpended : the whole aiiembiy 
flood feme time motionlefs, in filent aftonifhment^ 
which could not have been more ftron^iy ex- 
prefled if they had difcbrertd that our friend's 

■ ... 

limbs had been fcrewed on to the trunk; in a Ihort 
time, however, the young women who were chafing 
us, refumcfd their employment, and having conti- 
nued it for about half an hour, they drefied us 
again, but in this they were, as may eafily be ima** 
gined, very aukward j I found great benefit, how- 
ever, from the chafing, and 'fo did th^ lieutenant 

and purfer. After a little llniC, our ^^cncrous be- 
nefaftrefs ordered fome bales of Indian eicith to be 
brought out, with which ihe clothed me, and ail 
that were with me, according to the fafliion of the 
country. At firft I declined the acceptance of 

this favour, but being unvvi'ling not ro feem 
pleafed with what was intended to pieafc: me, I 
acquiefced. When we went avtfay, flic ordered ^ 
very large fow, big with young, to be taken down 
xo the boat, and accompanied us thither herfelf. 
She had given di reft ions to her people to carry me, 
as. they had flone when I c^iQc, but I^^^Wff

Monday 13. .The next morning I fent her by the gunner, Cx 
Ibatchets, .fix bill-hook$, and feveral other things ; 
and when he returned, he told mc, that he found 
her giving an ent<;rtainmenc to a great number of 
people^ which/he fuj^ofed, could not be l^s tfian 
a thoufand. The m^ffes were all brought to her 
by the fenrants tJiat prepared them, th^. meat being 

put. into the ihclls of cocoa-nurs, and the fhells in- 
Cp wooden tjcd^Sf fpmewhat like thofe ufed by our 
butcherS) and (he diftributed 'them with ker own . 
hands to the guefts, who were fcated in rows I 
. round the great houfe. ^ When this was done^ me | 
fat down herfelf, upon a place fomcwhat elevated 
above the reft, and two women, placing tbemfelves 
one on each fide of her, fed her, (he opening her 
mouth as they brought their hands up with the 
food. When &e faw the gunner, (he ordered a 
mefs for him he could not certainly tell what it 
was, but he believed it to be fowl picked fmalU 
with apples cut among it, and feafoAed with fak 
water-, it was, however, very well tafted. She 
accepted the tilings that I lent her^ and feemed td 
be much pleafed with them. After diis corre* 
fpondence was eftabliflied with the queen, provi- 
fions of every kind became much more plenty at 
market 5 but' though fowls and hogs were every 
day brought in^ we were ftill obliged to pa}r more 

for 
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ipoUed by the nails which our oien had (tokn and -y-y ^ 
given to the* womeo; I thenefor/c gave orders • that ^^"-^^^ 
every man fhould be fearchcd before he went on 
ibore, and that no womaa. (hould be buffered to 
crofs the river. , ' ♦ 

On the 14th, the gunner bciiig on iiiore to trade, Tuefdaj 14. 
perceived an old woman on the o^her fide, of the > > 
river, weeping bitterly : when (he faw that flie 
had drawn his attention ufx>n her, ibe fenc a 
young man, who ftood by her, oVer the river to 
biniy with a branch of the plantain tree in his 
. h^d* When he came up, he made a long fpeecb, 

and then laid down his bough at the gunner*s 
feet: after this he went back, and brought over 
the old woman, another man at the fame time 
bringing over two large fat hogs, 1 he woaMk 
looked round upon our people with great acteo* 
tion, fixing her eyes fometimes upon one, and 
ibmetimes upon another, and at laft burft into 
tears. The young man who brought her over the 
river, perceiving the gunner's concern and afto- 
niihmenr, made another fpeech, longer than the 
firft: ftillf however,- the woman's diftrefs was a 
myfterf ; but at length flie made him underftand 
that her huiband, and three of her ibns, had been 
Itilled in the attack of the (hip. During this ex- 
planation, (he was ib-a#e&ed, that atlaft (he funk 
down unable to ipeak, and the two young men, 
who endeavoured to fupport her, appeared to be 
nearly in the fame condition: they were probably 
(WQ more of her fons^ or lome very near relations. 
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1767. The gunner did all in his power to Tooth and com- 
fort her, and when fiie bad in fome meafure reco- 
^T«^yH'vcrcd her recoUeftion, flie ordered the two hogs 
to be delivered to him, and gave him her hand in 
token of friendihipt but would accept nothing in 
return, though he offered her ten times as much ^ 
would have purchaled the hogs at market. 
WedMCts. The next morning, I fent the fecond- lieutenant, 
with all the boats, and fixty men, to the weftward, 

• to look at the country, and try what was to be got. 
About noon he returned, having marched along 
the fhore near fix miles. He found the country 

' very pleafant and populous, and abounding as well 
with hogs and fowls, as fruit, and other vegetables 
of various kinds. The inhabitants oBered him no 
moleftation, but did not feem willing to part with 

•any of the provifions which our people were moft 
deftrous to purchafe: they gave thetn, however, 
a few cocoa-nuts and plantains, and at length fold 
them nine hogs and a few fowls. The lieutenant 
was of opinion^ that they might be brought to 
trade freely by degrees, but the diftance from the 

t (hip was ib great, that too many men would be 
neccffary for a guard. He faw a great number of 
very large canoes upon the beach, and fame that 
were building. He obferved that all their tools 
were made of ftone, (hells, and bone, and very 
juftly inferred, that they bad no metal of any kind. 

. He found no quadrupeds among them, befides 
hogs and dogs, nor any earthen veffel, fo that all 
their food is either baked or roafted. Having no 
vcilcl in which water could be fubjccLed to the

be made hoc, than that it could be made folid. w-vr-^ 

As the queen was one morning at breakfaft with 
m on board the Ihip, one of her attendants, a man 
of feme note; and one of thole that we thought 
were pricfts^ faw the furgeon fill the tea-pot by 
turning the cock of an; um that ftood upon the 
table : having remarked this with great curiofity 
and attention, he presently turned the cock, and 
received the water upon his hand : as foon as he 
felt himfelf fcalded, h^ roared out, and began to 
dance about the cabbin with the mofl; extravagant 
and ridiculous expreffions ol pain and aftonilh- 
ment: the other Indians, not being able to con- 
ceive what was the matter with him, ftood ftaring 
at him in amaze, and not without fome mixture 
of terror. The furgeon, however, who had in- 
nocently been the caufe of the mifchief, applied a 
remedy, though it was foLuc time before tJic poor * ' • * 
fellow was eaiy. 

On Thurfday the i£th, Mr. Furneaiix, my fe- Thurfi. 16. 
cond lieutenant, was taken very ill, which diftreff- 
ed me greatly, as the firft lieutenant was not yet 
recovered, and 1 was ilill in a very weak ftate my- 

ielf : I was this day alfo obliged once more to punilh 
ProAor, the corporal of 'marines, for mutinous be- 
haviour. The queen had now been abfent feveral 
.days, but the natives made us underftand, by figns, 
that the next day ihe would be with us again. 

Accordingly the next morning fhe came down Piid.yi?. 
to the beach, and foon after a great number of 
people, whom we had never fecn before, brought

StadAy If* The next morning he fent off -a greater quantity 
of ftoek than we had ever pmured in one d^y he-t 
forei it coniilted of forty^eight hogs and pigs, 
four dozea of fowls, with brsac^fruit, bananas, 
apples, an4 cocoa-nuts, aioioft without nunnbcr. 

Moa^yxo. On- the aoth, we cpntinped to trade with gpo4 

fuccefs, but in the afternoon it was difcovered 
that irraiiGis i^inckney) one of the feamcn, ha4 
drawn the ckats to which the main (he^ was be* 
layed, and, after ftealing the fpikes, thrown them 
overboard. Having fecUred ^ offender, I called 
all the people together upon die deck, and -after 
taking foroe paina to explain his crime, with all its 
aggravations, i ordered t^aft he (hould be whipt with 
nettles, while he ran the gauntlet thrice round the 
deck : my rhetoric, however, b^d very little cffcft, 
for moft of the creW being equally criminal with 
hiqpicif, he was handledfo tenderly, that others were 
rafher encouraged tq repeat the oS^ncc by the hopp 
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0fJi9fq>uiiky» thap defefred by 0ie fear of punifli* '767*^ 
VMmu To pre(«rve the fcip, therefore, fyom be- 

ing pwlkd to . pieces, and the price of refre(h- 
fnents^oip bckig.iiatfisd ib high as fooa-to«xbauft' 
our articles of trade, I ordered diat no man except 
the wpoders and caterers, with iheir guard, ^ovil4

On the 2ift, the qneen came again on board, Tucfdayff, 
^od turoughj; i^vprai iarge kogs as a prefent, f<^ 
iriiich, ^ ufual^ {he would aeceptf of no rtturm 
When fhe was about to leave, the Ihipi (he C|p- 
prcfied 21 dc&re that I^ibouUI g9 on-fliore mth hSif . 
to which Iconfented, taking fcvcral of the officers 
with me. When arrived a( her houfe,'ihd 
made ga all £t down, and taking off my hat, fiif . 
fifid to it a bun^h or tiift of feathers of various 
colours, fu$:h as I hfid ieen no perfpn on (hore wear 
\}'dt herfelf, which prgduccd by no means a difar 
preeable efiedt. She a|fo tied round my hat, an4 
the bat$ of tho& who were with me, wrearha of - 
braided or plaited hair, and gave m to underiland 
that. both. the hair and workjnanlhjp weae her 
pwn : (he alio prefented us with fopie matts, that 
(were very curiouQy wrought - la .the evening Ihe . 
^Goompankd %is back to f he beach, and wiian we 
were getting into the boat, ilie putpn board a line 
large ^w, big ^oung, and a great quantity 
fruit. As we were parting, I made figns that f 
ihouid quit the iAand in ievea day^; ihe inline- 
^iately comprehended my meaning, and made 
iign^ thai: I iboul4 fiay ;;wenty days ^ that I (hould 
^ two days jouraey iRto th^ ^xnuitr^, flay tiieie k 

( 
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n^T* few days, bring down plenty of hogs and poultry, 
; and after that k^ve tlie liland. I again made figos 
that I muft go in fcvcn days; upoa whSch flic 
buril into tears, and it was not without great di£* 
equity chat ihe was pacified, 

Wedaef.aa. The next morning, the gunner fent ofi' no le(s 
than twenty hogs, with great plenty of fruit. 0|\r 
4ecks'were mow qiute full of hogs and poultry^ of 
which we killed only the fmall ones, and kept die 
Others for fea ftores \ we found, however, to our 
great mortification, that neither the fowls nor the 
bpgs could, without great difficulty, be brought 
to eat any thing but fruit, which made it neceflary 
to kill them fafter than we Ihould otherwifc have 
done: two, however, a boar and a fow, were 
brought alive to England, of which I made a pre- 
fent to Mr. Stephens, Secretary to the Admiraiiy ; 
the fow afterwards died in pigging, but the boar is 
lliU ^Uve. 

^g^nsg^,%i. Oo the 23d, we had very heavy rain, with a 

jftorm of wind that blew down feveral trees on 
fhore, though very little of it was felt where the 
fliip lay. 

Fi|aaj34. - next day, I fent the old man, who had been 
of fgnsx fervice to the gunner at the market*tent, 

another iron pot, fome hatchets and bills, and a 
piece of cloth. 1 alfo fent the queen two turkies, 
two geefe, three Guinea hens, a cat big with kit- 
ten, fome china, looking- glafTes, glafs bottles, 
Ihirts, needles, thread, cloth, ribands, peas, fome 
fmall white kidney beans, called callivanccs, and 
about fixteen different ioru of garden iecds, and a 

ihovcl. 
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Iboveli bcfides a confiderable quantity of cutlery »7^7« 
wares, confiding of knives, fciflfars, bilt-hooks,'and ^^■■■ ^ .■.^ 
other things. We had already planted ievcral iorts 
.of the garden feeds, and fome peas in feveral 
places, and had the pieafure to fee. them come up 
in a very iiourilhing ftate, yet there were no re- 
mains of them when Captain Cook left thie iiland* 
I fent her alfo two iron pots, and a few fpoons. 
In return for thefe things, tlie gunner brought off 
eighteen hogs, and ibme fruit. 

In the morning of the 25th, I ordered Mr. Saturd, 15, 
Gore, one of the mates, with ail the marines, fortf 
feamen, and four midlhipmen, to go up the valley 
by the river as high as they could, and examine 
the foil and produce, of the country, noting the 
trees and plants which they fhould find, and when 
they faw any ftream from the mountains, to .trace 
it to its fource, and obferve whether it was tinc^ 
tured with any mineral or ore. I cautioned them 
,alf6 to kieep continually upon their guard againft 

the natives, and direfted them to make a fire, as a 
iignal, if they ihould be attacked. At the lame 
time I took a guard on ihore, and ereded a tent on 
a point of land, to oblerve an cclipfe of the fun, 
which, the morning being very clear^ was done 
with great accuracy.

After the obicrvation was taken, I went to the 
queen's houfe, ^nd Ihewed her the teleicoj^e, wfaick 
ifa$ a refledor. : After flie had admired ksr ftru0- 
ture^ I endeavoured to cmake jier comprehend ica 
life, and fixing it ib as to command fev^ai dtftanc 
objefts, with which flic was wd! acquainted, 
but which could not be didinguifhed with the 
/ naked eye, I made her look through it. As iboR 
as flie law them, Ihe ftarted back with aftonifh- 
menCv and directing her eye as the glafs was point- 
ed, ftood fome time motionlefs and filent; fkc 
then looked through die glafs ag^in, and again 
fought in>v9in, with the naked eye, for the objeds 
which ic difcovered. As they by turns vanifhcd 
^nd re-appeared, her countenance and geilures ex* 
prefied a mixture of wonder and delight which no 
language can defcribe. When the giafs was re- 
moved, i invited her» and leveral of the Chiefs 
f hat were with her, to go with me on board the 
|hip, in which I had a view to the Security of the 
party that 1 had fenc put 1 for I thought that wfaife 
the queen, aiid the principal people were known 
to be.in n>y powi^r, n(^hing would be attempted 
^igainft any perfon belonging tp the (hip on ftiore. 
When, we got on bogrd, I ordered a good dinner 
for their entertainment, but the queen would nei- 
ther eat nor drink ^ the people that were with her 
eat very heartily of whatever: was fee before theoii 
l>ut woyld drinl; only plain water. 
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In the evening our people returned from their ^7^7* 
excur&ont and came down to the beach, upon u^-vW 
which I put the queen and her attendants into thc^"***** 
boats, and fent them on -(hore* * As (he was going 
over the fhip's fide, (he afked, by figns, whether I 
ftin perfifted in my refolution of leaving the ifland 
at the time I had'fixed; and Wlkn l made her un- 
derftand that it was impoffible I Ihould ftay^ longer, 
ihe exprel&d her regret by a flood of tears, which 
for awhile took away her fpeech. * As foon as her 
paffion fubiided, (he told me that Ihe would come. . • 
* on board ag^n the next day ; and thus We j}aited;' 
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jtn Account of an Expedition to, difcover the

»767. \ F TER the mate came oii $oar4 he gave 
%^Jl^^l^ MX, me a written account of his. expedition, to 
s*toid. 25. following effccl: : • ' * ' " 

*^ At four o'clock in the morning q£ Saturday 
the 25th of June, I landed, with four midlhipmen, 
a feijeant and twelve marines, and twenty*four 
fcainen, all armed, befides four, who carried 
hatchets and other articles of traffic, and tour 
who were loaded with ammunition and provifions, 
the reft being left with the boat : every man had 
his day's allowance of brandy, and the hatchet 
men two fmall kegs, to give out when I fliould 
think proper. 

As foon as I got on (hore, I called upon our 
old man, and took him with us : we then followed 
the courfe of the river in two parties, one march* 
ing on each fide. For the firft two miles it flowed 
through a valley of confiderable width, in which 
were many habitations, with gardens walled in, 
and abundance of hogs, poultry, and fruit \ the 
foil here feemed to be a rich fat earth, and was of 
a blacktih colour. After this the valley became 

yeiy 
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very narrofw, and the ground rifing abruptly on 'Jj^?. 
one fide of*the river, we were, aU obiiged to mrch < — 
on the ocher. • W^berc the ftream wis precipitated 
from the hills, channel had been cut to lead the 
water into gardens- and plantations of fruit trees: 
in chefe gardens we found an herb which had never 
been brought down to the watcr-fide, and which 
we perceived the inhabitants eat raw. I tafted 
it> and found it pleafant, its flavour Ibmewhat rtr 
fembling that of the Weft Indian fpinnage, called 
Cailehorf chough its leaf was. very different. The 
ground was fenced off fo as to make a vqry pretty 
appearance; the bread-fruit and apple-trees wer^ 
planted in rows on the declivity of the hills, and 
'the cocoa-nut and plantain, which require more 
moifture, on the level ground: under the trees, 
both on the fides and at the foot of the hills, there 
was very good grafs, but no underwood, . As we 
advanced, the windings of the ftream became in- 
numerable, the hills on each fide fwelled into 
mountains, and vaft crags every where projeded 
over our heads. Travelling now became difficult, 
and when we had proceeded about four miles, the 
road for the lad mile having been very bad, we 
fat down to reft ourfelves, and take the refrelh* 
ment of our breakfaft we ranged ourfelves upon 
the ground under a large apple tree, in a very 
pleafant fpot ^ but juft as we were about to begin 
. our repaft, we were fuddenly alarmed by a con- 
f ufed found of many voices, and a great ibouting, 
and prefcntly afterwards faw a multitude of men, 
women and children upon the hill above us > our 

old 
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oid man feeing us rife halllly, and look to our 
fanxKT^ beckoned lb us to fit ftill, and irmnediatdf 
^^*^''vftm up to the people that had furpriled U5. As 
ibOA as he joined thbm they were iilent, and loon 
i^ewdifappeafftf ih a Ihor^ time;' however, thcy 
Returned,' and brought with them i large hog 
hidf roaOed; with plenty of bread- frait, yabi, 
and other rcfrefhments, whicii they gave to the 

i)Id man, who diftributed them dhibng our people* 
ift i«ur1fti for tftiS ireat,^ I gave thtm ibme tfiitii 
buttons, and other things, with which they were 
gfcattly delighted. After this we jirdcdcded ujf 

ihe Valley as far as we could, iearching all the runs 
of water, and all the places where water had run, 
for appearaAcfcs of metal or ore, but coulid find 
horte, except what I have brodght back with me. 
I ftfewed* alf the |>ebple that we met with, the piece 
Vt falcpetre wRTt5fr' fiii htcn pkked up in the 
iflarid, and. which I had taken t^itfr me for that 
pin*p6fe, bat iio«b of thert took aii^ liotice of it, 
nor could I learn from them apy thing about it. 
The old Hiaii began now to be weary, and there 
being a mountain before us, he made figns that he 
would go home : before he left us, however, he 
made the people who had fo. liberally fupplied us 
with provifions, take the baggage, with the fruit 
that had not been eaten, and ibme cocoa-nut fiieils 
futt of frefh water, and made ligns that . they 
Abuld follow us up the fide of the mountain. 
As fooh as he was gone, they gathered green 
branches from the ntiglibouring trees, and v/ith 

tnany ceremonies of which we did not know the 

meaning, 
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tlieaning, laid them down before us : after thU they y^^^^* 
took ibme fmall berries with which they painted v- y l^J 
themidvcs red, and the bark of a tree that con- 
tained a yellow juice^ with which they ftained their 
garments in difFerent parts. We began to climb 
the mountain while our old man was ftill in fights 
and he, perceiving that we made our way with 
difficulty through the weeds and brufli wood, 
-which grew very thick» turned back, and faid 
fomething to the natives in a firm loud tone; up* 
on which twenty or thirty of the men went be^ 
fore us, and cleared us a yery good path ; they 
alfo refrcftied us with water and fruit as wc went 
along, and aflifted us to climb the moft diiSculc 
places, which we fliould otherwife have found al- 
together imprafticable. We began to afcend this 
hill at the diftance of about fix miles from the 

place where we landed, and I reckoned the top of 
ic to be near a mile above the river that runs 
through the valley below. When we arrived at 
the fummit, we again fat down to reft and refrefli 
ourfelves* While we were climbing we flattered 
ourfelvcs that from the top we (hould command 
the wliole iiland, but we now faw mountains be* 
fore us fo much higher than our tituation, that 
wiih refpedl to them we appeared to be in a val- 
ley; towards the ihip indeed the view was enchant* 
ing : the fides of the hills were beautifully clothed 
with wood, villages were every where interfperfcd, 
and the valUes between them afforded a ftill richer 
profpefti the houfes ilood thicker, and rhc ver- 
dure was more luxuriant. We faw very few h.a<* 
Vol. I. X bitado'ns 
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bitations above us, but difcdF^ri^ fmokte in nuoiy 

places afcending from between the higheft hills 
thac were in light, and therctore I conjectured 
that iht trjoft ckv«tcd parts of the OTufttry by 
ho means without inhabitants. As we afcended 
the mountain^ we faw Wiany fprings guih from 
fiffures on the fide of ir, and when we had reached 
the fmnmit, we f^und many houfes that we did ooc 
diftover as wte pafl^d tbem. 946 pare of liidb 
mountains is naked; the fummits of the higheft 
chat we couid fee were crowded with wood« but of 
>97hat kind I know not: vkaife that 'were of tht 
fame height with that which we had climbed, were 
woody on the fides, but oh the fummit were rocky 
and covered with fern. Upon the fiats that ap- 
peared below thefe, there grew ^ fedgy kind of 
grafs and ivcedss in general the foil %ere, ^ well 
as in the valley, fcemed to be rich. We faw 
feveral buflies of fugar-cane, which was very large 
and very good, growing wild, without the Icafl: 
culture; I likewife found ^ger and turmerick, 

and have brought famples of both, but could not 

procure feeds of any tree, moft of them being in 
bloflbm. After traverfing the top of this moun* 
tain to a good diftanccs^ I found a tree exactly 
like a fern, except that it was i^br 15 feet high. 
This tree I cut dov.n, and found the infide of it 
alfo like a fern ; I would have brought apiece of it 
with me, but found it too cumberfome, and I 
knew not what difficulties we might meet with 
before we got back to the fhip, which we judged 
to be now at a great diftance. After having again

began to defcend the mountain, being ftiH at- < — 
tended by the pcaple to wIk Ic care wc had been ' 
xecoi»rqended by our ^d man. i&q)C our 

general ilirodien 'towards Ibe fliip, but fometimes 
'i3eviated a little jto the right and left in t-he ^laina 
l^nd valliesy wben "we faw ajuy boufe$ t-hat were 
pleafantly fituatcd, the inhabitants being every 
.where ready to accommodate us with . v/rhatever 
;chey had^ Wie. faw jpo bead: except a few hogs, 
nor any birds, except parrots, parroquets, and , 

^reen dpves-, by the .river, howpvcr, there was ^ 
plenty of ducks, and ©very place that was planted 
.and cultivated, appcarjed to .flourifli with gre^t 
Juxuriaoce, though ia'the jmidft of what had the 
appearance of barren ground. I planted the ftones 
of peaches^ cherries, and plums, with a great va- 
riety of garden feeds, where I thought.it was moft 
prQb4*bk they would thrive, and limes, lemons, 
and oranges, in fituations which reicmbled thole in 
which they are found in the Weft Indies. In the 
afternoon, we arrived at a very plealant fpor, 
iimhin about three miles of* the Ihip, where we 
'procured two hogs and fome fowls, which the na- 
tives dreffcd for us very well, and with great ex- 
pedition! Here we continued till the cool of ther 
evening, and then made the beft of our way for 

the ihip, having liberally rewarded our guides, and 
the people wKo had provided us fo good a dinner. 
Our men behaved through the whole day with the 
.^reateft decency and order, and we parted with pur

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Indian friends in perfed good humour eadk 
other/' 

About ID o'clock the next nK)rning, the queea 
came on board sccording to her promife^ with a 
prefent of hogs and fowls, but went on fhore again 
foon afterwards. This day, the gunner ientcf 
near thirty hogs, wkh great plenty of fowls and 
fruit. We completed our wood and water, and 
got att ready for fea. More inhabitants came 
down to the beach, from the inland country, thaft 
we had feen before, and many of them appeared, 
by the refpeft that v/as paid th^m, to be of a fupe- 
rior rank. About three o^clock in the afternoon, 
the queeil cante again down to the beach, very 
Ivcll dreflcd, and followed by a great number of 
j!>eople. Having crofled the river with her attend- 
ants and our old man, fhe came once more on 
board the ihip. She brought with her feme very 
fine fruit, and renewed her folicrtation, that I 
would ftay ten days longer, with great eameftnefs, 
intimating that ihe would go into the country and 
^bring me plenty of hogs, fowls, and fruit. I en- 
deavoured CO exprefs a proper fenfe of her kind* 
Bcfs and bounty, but aflurcd her that I ftiould cer- 
tainly fail the next morning. This, as ufual, 
threw her into tears; and after ihe vei:overed, (he 
enquired by figns- whea I fhould return : I endea- 
voured to exprefs fifty days, and (h^ made figns 
§or thirty : but the fign for fifty being ct>ni{antTy 
repeated, flie feemed fatisfied. She flayed on 
board till night, and it was then with the greateit 

difficulty 
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idjfficultjr that ihe could be prevailed upon to go ^J^7* 

JOn fliore. When fhe was told thac the boat was 
ready, flie threw hedeif down upon ifae arm- *^ 
xrfaeft, and wept a long rime with an excefs of 
.paiTion tbatxould not be pacified; at laft, how. 
*^er, though with the greateft reludaoce^ fhe 
"went into the boat, and was followed by her at- 
-tendants and the old man. The old man had 
often intimated that his fon, a lad about fourteen 
-years of age, foouid go with us, and the boy 
*ibemed to be willing : he had, however, now dtf- 
•appearcd for two days ; I inquired after him when 
tl hvA inifTed him, and the old man gave me to 
:i3nderfiand that he was gone into the country to 
fee his friends, and would return time enough to 
^o with usi but i have reafon to think that, when 
>the rime drew near, the father's courage failed, 
and that to keep his child he fecreted him till 
the fliip was gone, for we n/ever faw him after* 

wards. 

At break of day, on Monday the 2;th, we tin- Moodajtf. 
moored, and at the fame time I fent the barge and 

/cutter to fill the few water-caiks that were now 
empty. When they came near the fhore, they 
faw, to their grcrat furprife, the whole beach co- * 
vered with inhabitants, and having fonic doubt 
whether it would be prudent to venture themfelves ' 
among fuch a multitude, tliey were about to pull 
back again for the (hip. As foon as this was 
perceived from the fliore, the queen came forward, 
and beckoned them; at the fame time gueiling 
);he reafon of wha^ had happened, (he made the

canoe was unaicdiatcly followed by fifteen or itx.- 
toea more» and. all of them cadie tip to tfte fiiiff. 
The queen came on board, but not- betn^ able to 
fpeaH» ihe iat down and gave vent to her palSoa 
by weeping. After Snt had been oq. boacd aimac 
ail hour, a breeze fpi ingiiig up, wc weighed anchor 
apd made fail. Findif^ /ti now nccefiarjr to rev 
turn into her canoe, flie embraced us all the 
mod a8e£lionatc manner, and with maay teajrs^ 
aU. her attendants alfo expreiTed great forrow at 
our depareurc. Soon alter it fell calm, nr.d I 
fent the boats a-head to tow, upon which aU ^be 
canoes returned to the fhip, and that which had 
the queen on board came up to the gun-room 
port, where her people made it fafk* In a few^ 
minutes Ihe came into the bow of her canoe, v^ere 
« jihe fax weeping with inconfolable forrow. I gav^ 
her many things which I thought would be of 
great ufe to her, and feme for ornaraientj ihe 
filently accepted of all, but took little notice of 
any thing. About lo o'clock we were got with« 
out the reef, and a frefli breeze Ipringmg up, our 
Indian friends, and particularly the queen, once 

more 
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more bade us farewel, with fuch tendernefs of '"'^T* 

affe&ion and grief, as filled both my heart and — 
my eyes. Ma«4aj»r. 

At noon, the harbour from which we failed 
bore £• i £, diftant about twelve miles* It lies 
in latitude 17*. 30' S., longitude 1^0^ W, and I 
gave it the name of Port Royal Harbour. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

A more part icular Account of the Inhabitant f 

of Otabeitey and (f their dpt^flif J^j/^t 
Manners t and Arts. 

17^7- T 1 ^'^ VING lain off this ifland from the 24tli 
^ -^"Jy^ LX of June to the 27th of July, I lhall now 

Jaonda^»7. givc the bed account of its inhabitants, with their 
manners and arts^that I can^ but hairing been u\ 
0, very bad ftate of health the whole time, and for 
great part of it confined to my bed, it wiii of ne- 
ceffity be much lefs accurate and particular than f 
might otherwife have made it. 

The inhabitants of this iiland are a ftout welU 
made, a&ive, and comely people. The ftature of 
the men, in general, is from iive feet feven to fiv^ 

feet ten Inches, though a few individuals are taller^ 
and a few fhorter ; that of the women from five ' 
feet to five feet fix. The complexion of the men 
is tawney, but thofe that go upon the water are 

much redder than thofe who live on Ihore. Their 
hair in general is black, but in fome it is brown, 
in fome red, and in others flaxen, which is |ie- 
markabic, bccauie the hair of all other natives of 
Afia, Africa, and America* is black, without i| 
fingle exception. It is generally tied up, either in 
one bunch, in the middle of the head, or in two^- 
one on each fide, but fome wear \i loofe, and it 
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tiien curls very Ilrongly : in the children of both 
iibxes it is generally flaxen. They have no combs, 
yet their hair is very neatly drefifed, and thofe who 
had combs trom us, made good ufe of them. It 
k a univerfal cuftom t9 anoint the he^d with coco^ 
nut oil, in which a root has been fcraped tha( 
ijmells fomeching like n>fes. The women are all 

handfome, and fome of them extremely beautiful. 
Chaility doe$ not ieem to be con|idered as a virtu(s 
^mong them, for they not only readily and openly 
trafficked with our people for perfonal favours, 
but were brought down by their fathers and bro- 
thers for that purpofe: they were, however, con-, 
icious of the value of beauty, and the iize of the 
nail that was demanded for the enjoyment of the 
lady, was always in proportion to her charms. 
The men who came down to the fide of the river, 
at the fanie time that they prefented the girl, 
ihewed ^itick of the iize of the nail that was to be 
l^er price, and if our people agreed, fhe was fenc 
ever to them, for the men were not permitted to 
^rois the river. This commerce was carried on a 
confiderable time before the officers difcovered it, 
for while iome ftraggled a liitle way to receive th^ 
lady, the others kept a look-out. When I was 
acquainted with it, I no longer wondered that the 
Ihip was in danger of being pulled to pieces for 
the nails and iron that held her together, which I 
had before puzzled myfelf to account for in vain, 
(he whole ibip's company having daily as much 
frefii pfovifion and fruit as they could eat. Both 
piien pd women are not only decently but gracefully 

ciothed, 
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clothed, in a kind of ^hice doth, that is made of 
the bark of a flirub, and very much refemfales 

coarfe China paper. Their drefs confifts of two 
pieces of this cloth: one of them, a hole hav* 
ing btcn made in the middle to put the head 
through, hangs down from the ihoulders to the 
mid-leg before and behind ; another piece, which 
is between four and five yards long, and about 
one yard broad, they wrap round the body in a 
very eafy manner. This cloth is not woven, but 
is made, like paper, of the macerated fibres of an 
inner bark, fpread out and beaten together. Their 
ornaments are feathers, flowers, pieces of fliells, 
and pearls: the pearis are worn chiefly by the 
women, from whom I purchafird about two dozen 
of a fmall fize ; they were of a good colour, but 
were all fpoiled by borins;. Mr. Furneaux faw 
feveral in liu CACUiTion to the wefl, but he could 
purchalc none with any thing he had to oiier. I 
obferved, that it was here a univerfal cuftom both 
for men and women to have the hinder part of their 
thighs and loins marked very thick with black 
lines in various forms. Thefe marks were made 
by ftriking the teeth of an inftrument, fomewhat 
like a comb,> juft through the fkin, and rubbing 
into the pundures a kii,d of paile made of loon 
and oil, which leaves an indelible fiain. .The 
boys and girls under twelve years of age are not 
marked ^ but we obferved a few of the men whofe 
legs were marked in chequers by the fame method^ 
and they appeared to be peHbns of fuperior rank 
and authority. One of the principal attendants 

upon 
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tiponrthe queen^ appeared much more difpofed to 
imitate our manners rhan the reft-, and our people, 
wiek whom he foon became x favourite, diftin* 

guifhed him by the name of Jonatlian. This man, 
Mr. Fumeaux clothed completely ia aiti Engiifii 
djeefs, and it fat very eafy upon him. Our officei^ 
were always carried on Ihore, it being ftioal wat«r 
uibece we landed, and Jonathan, aiTumifig new 
ftaic with his hew finery, made fome of his people 
carry him on ftiore in the fame manner. He vefy 
fooR attempted' to life a knife and fork at his 
meals, but at firft, when he had (luck a morfel up- 
on hd&foffk, and tskd to feed himfelf wkh that in* 
ftniment, he could not guide it, but by the mert 
force of habic his hand came to his mouth, and 
the vitals at the end of the fork went away to 
bis ear. 

Their food confiils of pcurk, poultry, dog*s flefl^ 
and 6fh, bread-fruit, bananas, plantains, yams, 
apples, and a lour fruit, which, tliougii not 
pfeafant by ttfcjf, gives an agreeable reUfb to 
roafted bread-fruit, with which it is frequently 
beaten up.' They have abundance of rats, but, as 
far as I could difcovcr, thcfc make no pait of their 
food. The river affords them good mullet, but 
' they are neither large nor in plenty. They find 
conchs, mulTels, and other fl^eii-5(h on the iccf, 
which they gather at low*water, and eat raw with 
bread-fruit before they come on Ihore. They 
have alfo very fine cray-fifti, and -they catch with 
lines, and hooks of mother of pearl, at a little 
diiiaace from the ftiorc, parrot-filh, groopers, and 

many 
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•7^>. many other lorts, of which they are fo fond that 
-^yiiil^ we could ieldom prevail upon them to iell us 
a few at any price. They have alio nets of aa 
enormous iize, with very fmall melbes, and with 
jthefe fjiey catch abundance of CmaU 6Qx about the 
fize of fardines; but while they were ufing both 
nets and lines with great fuccefs, could not 
catch a fingle fi(b with either. We procured foni» 
of their houks and lines, but for want of their art 

jmip Wicre iiill difappointed* 

The manner in which they drefs their food is 
this : they kindle a hre by rubbing the end of one 
piece .of dry wood upon the fide of another, in the 

iame manner as our carpcncers whet a chiflcl; 

fh^n they dig a pit about half a £ooc deep, and 
two or three yards in circumference: they pave 

the bottom with large. pebble ftones, which th^ 
lay down very fmooth and even, and then kindle a 
'fire ii) it with dry wood, leaves, and the hulks of 
the cocoa*nuc. When ci;e ftones are fuiEcientiy 
heated, they take out the embers, and rake up th/e 
xJlics on cvciy fid^i tl^n they cover the ftoncs 
with a layer of green cocoa-nut tree leaves, and 
wrap up the animal that is to be dreffird in the 
leaves of i:liie plantain; if it is a fiiiail hog they 
wrap it up whol^, if a Urge one they fplit it. 
When it is placed in the pit, they cover it with 
the iiot embers, and lay upon them bread-fru|t and 
yams, which are alfo v/rapped up in the leaves of 
the plantain; over thcfc they fpread the reijiainder 
' of the embers, mixing among them forpe of the 
|ioc ftones, with mpre cocoa-nut tree leaves upo^ 

tbemi 
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Chem, and then clofe all up with earthy fo that the 
heat is kept in. After a time proportioned to the 
fize of what is dreOTing, the oven is opened, and 
the meat taken otit, which is tender, full of gf^y^ 
and, in my opinion, better in every refpeft thaii 
when it is drefled any other Way. Excepting the 
fruit, they have no fauce but fait water, nor any 
knives but Ihells, with which they carve very dex« 
terouQy, always cutting from them. It is impof* 

fible to defcribe the aftonifhment they cxprcilcd 
nnhtn they faw the gunner, who, while he kept the 
market, ufed to dine on (hore, drefs his pork and 
poultry by boiling them in a pot, having, as I have 
before obferved, no veifel that would bear the fire^ 
they had no idea of hot water or its efFedls : but 
from the time that the old man was in poffcliioa 
of an iron pot, he and his friends eat boiled meat 
every day. The iron pots which ! afterwards gave 
to the queen and feveral of the Chiefs, were alfo 
in conftant ufe, and brought as many people to^ 
gether, as a moniker or a puppct-fliow in a country 
fain They appeared to have no liquor for drink* 
ing but water, and to be happijy ignorant of the 
art of fermenting the juice of any vegetable, fo as 
to give it an intoxicating quality : they have, as 
has been already obferved, the fugar-cane, but 
they feemed to make no other ufe of tt than to 

chew, which they clo not do habitually, but only 
break a piece off when they happen to pafs by a 
^ace where it is* growing. 

Of their dcmeftic life and amufements, we had 
HOC fufficient opportunity to obtain much know« 

7 kcige. 
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ledgC} but they appear ibmetimes to have wars 

wi(h each other, not only from -their weapons, hut 
the. fears with which maity of them were marked, ' 
and fon^e of which appeared to be the remains of 
very conlklerable wounds, made with fiones. blud- 
geons, dt fome other obtule weapon: by thefe 
fears aUo they appear to be no inconfiderable pro- 
ficients in furgery, of which indeed we happened 
t-o have more direct evidence. One of our fea- 
tncn, when he was on Ihore, run a iai;ge ipluiter 
into his foot, and the furgeon being on board, one 

of his comrades endeavoured to take it out with a ' 
« • 

penknife ; but after putting ihe poor fellow to a 
good deal of pain, was obliged to give it over. ; 
Our good old Indian, who happened to be prelenc, 
then called over one of his countrymen that was . 
{landing on the oppofite fide of the river, whp 
having looked at the feaman's foo^ went immer 
diately down to the beach, and taking up a fhell, 
broke it to a point with his teeth ^ with this { 
4nftrument, in litde more than a minute, he laid 
open the place^ and extraded the fplinter ^ in the 
4nean time the old man, who, a$ foon as he had 
called the other over, went a little way into the 
%vood, returned with iomc gum, which he applicdto 
-the wound upon a piece of the cloth that was wrap* 
pcd round him, and in two days time it was per- 
ic£kly healed. We afterwards learned that this 
gum was produced by the apple-tree, and our 
furgeon procured fome of it, $fid ufed it as a vii)-' 
tiefary balfiun with gi%ac fucqeis.

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The habitations of thefc happy peqpk I have 
cfefcribed already^ and izRrfides thefe, we ikw feve- 
ttA Ihedfi indoffd withrn a waH, on the outfidc of 
vHbich there were feveral uocomh figures of n9e% 
^KTOfMii) liogs, md dogs, ckWtd 0n pofts, didt 
Vteffe <Jriven mio the ground. Several of the na- 
tiws were £nmi] time to licl»e feifn to tnttt thele 
^ces, ^itk H ikm paoe and dejeded countenance, 
^iitn which *^e conjeftured that they were repefi- 
torics t)f the dfcafd. The atfeft within the waMs of 
tluk places, "Was generally well paved with large 
€0\xxd ftofies, but it ^ppciSfeA ^n&c to be much 
^wASeA, fof tlic- grrfs every where grew up be- 
tween them^ I endeavoured) with particular at- 
tention, to ^ifbdver whet?her 'they had a i^ligioos 
worthip among them, but iicvcr could find the 
icaft traces of any« 

The bosftft ^of ^aMM df tbefe people are of three 

different fores. Sonic are made out of a fingle 
tree, and carry from two to file men: thefe are 
lafed chiefly for fifhkig, aAd we conftantly faw 
many of them bufy upon the reef: fome were 
cohftruAed of planks, 7ery dexteroufly iewed 
together : thefe were of different fizes, snd would 
carry from ten to forty men* I'wo of them were 
generally laftied together, and two malls ict up 
between them j if they were finglc, they had an 
Ofut-rigger on one fide, and only one maft in the 
middle. With theic veflels they fail far beyond 
the light of land, probably to other iflands, and 
bring home plantains, bananas, and yams, whieh 
feem alfo to be more plenty upon other parts of 

this 
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this iflandy than that off which the Ihip lay. A 
third fort fccm to be intsendcd principally for pleat* 
fure and ihow : they are very large, but have no 
fail, and in Ibape rcfembie the gondolas of Venice: 

the middle is covered with a large awning, and 
feme of the people fit upon ic, foaie under iu 
None of thefe veflek came near the fliip, except 
on the firit and fecond day after our arrival; but 
we faw three or four times a week, a procefilon of 
eight or ten of them pafling at a diftance, with 
Hreamers flying, and a great number of fmall ca- 
noes attendii g them, while many hundreds of { 
people ran a-breaft of them along the fhore. 
They generally rowed to the outward point of a 
reef which lay about four miles to the weftward of 
us, where they ftaycd about an hour, and then re- 
turned. Thefe proceffions, however, are never 
made but in fine weather, and all the people on 
board are dreiledi though in the other caoo^ 
they have only a piece of cloth wrapped round 
their middle. Thole who rowed and ileered were 
dreiTcd in white ^ thofe who fat upon the awning 
and under it in white and red, and two men who 
were mounted on the prow of each velTel, were 
dreffed in red only. We fometimes went out to 
obferve them in our boats, and though we were 
never nearer than a mile, we law them with our 
giafies as diftin^ly as if we had been ttpon the j 

Ipot* 

The plank of which thefe veflels areconftrudied, 

is made by fplitting a tree, with the grain, into as j 
n^any thin pieces as they can. They drfi: fell the 

tiee 
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^te wU^ a kipd of hatcl^r, or adze, made of a 1767.. 
tougJi greenilh kipd of ftone, very dcxteroufly 
•fictod into a.liafidle ; k is thea cut into fuch lengths 

as arc required for the plank, one t ndof which is 
heated till'lt begins to crack, and then with wedges 
4>f hard wood they fpiit it down : fome of, thefe 
planks arc two icct broad^ and from 13 to 20 feet 
long. The fides are fmoothed with adzea of the 
£une materials and conftruftion, but of a fmaller ^ 
fizei Six or eight men are fometioies at work 
upOa the*-£ime plank tQgiether, and, as their tools 
prefently lofe their edge, every man has by him a 
cocoa-nut-fheii hiied with water, and a flat ftone,, 
with whicbheibarpens his adze almofl: every minute. 

Xhefe planks are generally brought to the tiiicknrfs 
of about an lach^ and are afterwards fitted to the 
boat with the fame exadnefs that would be ex- 
pected from an expert joiner. To faften thcfe 
plaaks tpgether, holes arc bored with a piece of 
bone that is fixed into a ftick for that pur- 
pofe, a ufe to which our nails were afterwards ap- 
plied with great advantage, and through tbefe 
holes a kind of plaited cordage is pafled, fo as to 
hold the planks ftrongly together : the feams are 
caulked with dcied rulhes, and the whole outfide 
of the veflel is paid wuh a gummy juice, which 
foine. of , their, trees, producei in great plenty, and 
jirhich is.a very good fuccedaneum for pitch. 
. The wood which they ufe for their large canoes, 
is that J of the. apple-tree, which grows very tall 
and ftrait. Several of them that were meafured, 
were ne^ eight feet in the girth, and from 20 to 
Vol. W ' y 40 
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40 to the branches, with verf VMt dtfr)4n%itkia in 
the fize. Our cafpomer faid^ that m otfier v> 
fpe£b it w«8 not a good mcmd f(Mr di« purpo^ 
being very light. The Imall canoes are nothing 
more thdn tile h^ttdw mmk of ibe bnsad-irak 
tree, wbicti » ftill more light and fpodgy» The 
trunk of the bread-fr^iit tree is fuc feet in girti^ aM 
^ut 26 fiM to the bMichet. 

Tlictr principal weapons are ftones, thrown ektief 
with the hftndor Omg^ Aad btudgcons^^ for thovgb 
rftey hav^ bii^ Md Mow^ tbe tmmtan onlfii 
to knock down a bird^ none of tii«m beiog poii]ted» 
but head^' ofdy with mind ftoae. 

1 did not fee one turtle all the while I lay ©flf" 
this ifland, but upon (bfrn-ing lome fmail oim 
which I brought ih>m Qnecn C^wtkme?^ 8ku)d» 
to the inhabitants, they made figns that they had 
them of a ninth larger fiaie. I very much ftgrtt^ 

ted my having loft our he-goat, which died Iboft 
after we left St. la^, ^hat neither of our fbc. 
goats, of whkh we had two, were with kkh If 
the he-^oat had lived, I wouki have put them all 
on fhore iit this place, laAd I woukl have kft a fto^ 
goat here if either of them had been with kid j and 
I doubt not, but that in a few years they wouid 
have ftocked the tfland. 

The climate here appears to be very good, and 
she illand to be one ot the moft beakhy as well as 
ctelightfii) fpofs in the iir^Ad. We faw no appear- 
ance of dlfcafe among the inhabitants% The hilb 
are covered with wood, imd tter v41^s'tiMi farfb- 
agci aad the air in general is fo pure, that, not- 
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tvfchRmfing the ketn^ mr Mb mm kept rttj it^a 
wdl mo days, and our fUh otie. W t ikict With M ^m^I^I 
ftoH^'foid, fcorpbiH cemiffisd, or hrptuc of aif 

kind : and the only troublelome infects that we £iir 
were ants, of whtck tbore were but £m«

The tide riles and falls very little, and being 
govoriie^ by the winds, k vtry unceFtaia i though 
they generally blow ftom ihe £• to the 6* and 
for th^ moil part a plCfifaDt breeze.

i767» T T AVING made fail from King George tbe 
T_ j^*?^ P iTX Third's Ifland, we proceeded along lEe 
Mandaj %7* ftofc of thc Dukc of York's Ifland, at the diftancc 
of aboil c two miles. There appeared to be good 
bays in every part of it, and in the middle a £ae 
harbour ; buc i did not think it worth while to go 
on Ihore^ Thc middle and weft end is very moun- 
tainous, the eaft end is lower, and the coaft juft 
within the beach is covered with cocoa-nut, bread- 
fruit, apple, and plantain trees* 
Tiip((U7 St. At day-light, the next morning, we faw land, 
for which we made fail, and ran along the Ice-fide 
of it* On the weatber-&de there were very great 
breakers, and .the Iee*fide was rocky, but in many 
places there appeared to be good anchorage. Wc 
faw but lew inhabitants, and they appeared to live 
in a manner very different from thofe of King 
George's Ifland, their habitations being only fmaU 
huts. We faw many cocoa-nut and other trees 
upon the fhore; but all of them had their heads 
. blown away, probably in a hurricane* This iUand 
is about fix miles long, and has a mountain of 
confiderable height in the middle, which feems lo 
IfC fertile.

We continued to ftetr 6ur covrie ^eftwafd^ till av^u^, 
day-break on the 1 3th of Auguft, when we faW 
land bearing W* by S. and hauled towards it.

habitants} but Keppel-8 Ifle being to wiodiFaRlY 
and appearing more likely to afford iis anchorage, 
ive hauled up foe it* At fix, it wa$ not aiore thaa 
a mile and a half diftantt and, with ourglafles, we 
Uv/ many of the inhabitants upon the beach; but 
there being breakers at a confidecable diftaac^ 
from the fliore, we ftood off and on all nijiht. 
jrria«7i4« At four o'clock the next morning, we lent off 
the boats to found, and.vififi the idandi .and as 
foon as it was light, we ran dpwn ^nd lay Qver- 
againft che middle of it. At iiooii» the boats re* 

turned, and reported that they had run within a 
cable's length of the ifland, but could iind no 
ground : that feeing a reef of rocks lie oflF ir, 
they had hauled round it, and got into a large 
deep bay which was full of rocks: that they then 
founded without the bay, and found ^chorage 
from 14 to 20 fathom, with a bottom of fand and 
coral : that afterwards they went agaia into the 
bay, and found a rivulet of good \yat?r, but %hp

ing-placc, whic{i» they found .aboutlialf a mile far- < — - f 
tbcr^ a|id w?nt aihore. Thcsy reported allp, that , 
ffom the water to this landing place, a good rollr 
jng-way migiit be made for fupplying the Jhip, 
but that a ftrong guard would he neceflkry, to pre* 
vent mokftation from the inhabitants. They faw 
no hoga^ but brought off two fowls and ibme 
Gocoa-niits, plantains, and bananas. While the 
boats were on ihore, two canoes c^me up to them 
with fix mtVLX they feemed to be peaceably iaclin« 
ed, and were much the ianie kind of people as the 
inhabitants of King George's I Hand, but they were 
clothed in a kind of matting, and the firft joint of 
their little fingers had been taken off^ at the fame 
time about fifty more came down *fronx the country; 
to within about an hundred yards of them, but 
would advance no farther. When our people had 
made what obfinrvations they couldy^^'they put olSI^ 
and three of the natives from the canoes came into 
one of the boats, but when fhe got about half a 
mile from the (hore, they all fuddenly jumped ovcir- 
board, and fwam back again. 

Having received this account, I confidered that . 
the i7atering here would be tedious, and attended 
>vith great fatigue : that it was now the depth of 
winter in the ibuthern hemifphere, that the ihip 
was leaky, that the rudder fliook the ftcrn very 
much, and thac what othei' damage ihe might 
have received in her bottom could not be known. 

That for rhcfij rc;i1br.s, fhe was very unfit tor the 
bad weather which ihe woulcj certainly. meei; \vith

I therefore dftcf mined to make the beflr of my 
Way to Tinian^ Batavia, and fo to iuuTopo by dit 
Ca^ of Good Hopa By this ro«t» al fmr si 
could judge, we Ihould fooner be at tiome; and if 
the ihip ihould prove not to be in a conditiofi ttt 
make the whole voyage^ we OmM Ml favv our 
live*, as from this place to Batavia wc fliould pro- 
bably bave a calm iea^ and be not far from a

in conicquence of this refolution, at noon I bore 
away* and pafled Bc^cawen's Ifland without vifit- 
ing it. It is a high round ifland, abounding la 
wood, and full of people j but Keppel's Ifle ia by 
far the largeft and the beft of the twa .

Tho boit» rolled clofe along the fliorr, mi 
fomnd it rocky, with trees growmg: clofe down to 
ihe water-fide. Thcfc tioes were ot different forts, 
mmf of them veiy iargev hoc had no fruit: on 
the kc*fide, however, there were a few cocoa-notj, 
but not a fingk babkatKMi waa to be feen. Tbef 
iUkfwemA ^era) fmaH ritta of waief, which, by 
clearing, might have been made to run in a larger 
Hitom. SpoD after had got clofe to the 
fliore, feveral oanoce eame up to them, each hav- 
ing &t or eight men on board.

Our people endea- 
wuicd^ m vani) to make them defift, till tbey firad^ 
ja mufkec cfols the noie of the anan that was nooft 
, jsAive in the miSicbk£* No hurt was done-, but

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Ao^* niade off with great precipitation. Both our boats 
i-^-v-w then put oif, but the water had fallen lb luddcnly 
1^ lliat they found it very difficult to get back to the 
fliip; for when they came into deep water thcjr 
.found the points of rocj^s ftan4iog up, and the 
fvhole reef, except in pne p^rt, was now dry, and 
a great fea brol^e over it. The. In^iians probably 
peroeived their diftrefs, for they turned back, and 
followed them in their canoes all alono; the reef 
till ^hey got to the breach, and then fmng them 
p)ear» and nial^Uig way toward^ the ibipi they 
returned. 

About .fix in the evening, ic being then dark» 
the boats returned, and the mafter told m^^ that 
^ within the re^ yfas rocky, but that in two qf 
thiiee places, at about two cables' length- wicli-> 

put it, there was anchorage in 18, 14, and 12 
fathpm, upon land and coral* The breach in thfi 
reef he found to be about 60 fathom bfoad, and 
here, if preiTed by neceiTity, he faid a (hip might 
.anchor or nxx>r in 8 fathom; but ,that it .woolil 
not be fafe to moor with a greater kngth than half

When I had boifted the boats in, I ran down 
' four miles to leeward, where we lay till the morn* 
ing V and then, Ending that the current had fet us 
out .of fight of . the ifland, I made fail.

1 In thi§ place we gat beef^ pork, poultry^ papaw 
dpples, bread- frttitj liiBCS, or^og^^j .and every re- 
frcihmenx that . is mended in the ;accoun€ of 

Lord Anfon's voyage. Thc lick began to reco» 
ver from the day they frrft w^nt.on.ihore; the air, 
jbowever^ was fo different here- from what we found 
it in King Georg^'^ iiUnd, tJuat Refh meat, which 
there Jcept fweet ttro .d^ys, couki here be fcaroely 
tcpt fweet one. There had been many cocoa- 
nut trees near the iaading-place, but they, had' 
been all waftefuUy cut down feir ihf^. fruit,. an4 
r none being grovsm up in their ftjea^l, we were 
Ibrced to go three inUos inco ^ihe: coutitry before a 
lingle nut could ibe procured. The hunters alfe 
fuffered incredible fatigue, for they were frequently 
obliged to go ten ^or twelve- miles throu^ one 
continued thicket, and the cattle were fo wild that 
it was very diiBcult to come near tliemi id that I 
was obliged to - relieve- one party iff anmher-; **and 
it being reported that cattle were more plenty at 
the fiorth end of the-ifland, but that the huniets 

beinji 
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being quice exhaufted with fatigue when they got '7^7. 
thither, were not able to kill them, much lefs to J^^J^^]^* 
bring them dov(rn, I fcnt Mr. Gore, with fourteen 
men, to eftablifh themfelves in that part of the 
iiland, and ordered that a boat fhould go eveqr 
'morning, at day-break, to bring in ^hat they 
fhould kill. In the mean time, the Ihip was 
laid by the fterii to get at fome of the copper 
fheathirig which had beeft much torn 5 and in re- 
pairing the copper, the carpenter difcovered and 
flopped a large leak, under the lining of the knee 
of the head, by which we had reafon to hope moft 
c£ the Water that the veiTel had lately admitted in 
bad tveather, came in. During our ftay here, I 
ordered all the people on ihore by turns, and by q^^^^^ 
the 15th of OAober, all the fick being re^overed^ '^^'^^^ 
our wood arid water corhpleted, and the fhip made 
fit for the fea, we got every thing off the Ihore, 
and embarked all oixt tticn ftom the watering- 
place, each having, at leaft, five hundred limes, 
and thete being feveral tubs full on the quarter^ 
deck, for every one to fqueeze into his water as he 
ihould think fit. 

At break of day, oh Friday the i6th, weigh- 
cd, and failed out of the bay, fending the boats at 
the fame time to the North end of the ifland, to 
bring ofTMr. Gore and his hunters. At noon, we 
received them and their tents on board, with a hne 
large bull which they had juft killed*

The day before we had 
leen Icveral gannets; but upon founding many 

times during the day and the next night, we had

no ground with 160 fathom. This morniog^ at 
fevcn o'clock, we faw a ledge of breakers bearing 
S. W. at the diftance of about three miles: wc 
hauled off* from them, and at eleven faw more 
breakers bearing S. W, by S. difbnt about five 
miles. At noon, we hauled off the caft end of 
them, from which we were not dtftant more than 

a quarter of a mile.

ixre faw another ifland, which I called Nbw Island, New UAmi. 
bearing S. F. by E., and a large reef of rocks 
bearing S. t W. diftant fix miles. At ten, we 
law breakers from W. S. W. to W- by N. At 
noon, the I^onh end of the great reef bore S. E. 
by E. diftant two leagues, and another reef bore

and had dccreafcd our foundings to twenty-eighc 
fathom, with the fame ground* Our latitude was 
8" 36' N., lon^tude 253^ W. At two o'clock, 
we faw the ifland of Condorc, from the maft-head, 
bearing W. 4- N. At four, we had ground with 
twenty fathom; the ifland bearing from W. to 
W. by W. diltant about thirteen leagues, and 
having the appearance of high hummocks. The 
latitude of this ifland is 8^ 40' N.j longitude, by 
our reckoning, 254^ 15^ 
Sunday 8. We now altered bur courfe; and the next 
morning, I took from the petty o&ccrs and iea- 
men, all the log and journal books relative to tbe 
voyage.

Monday ]6. On the i6th, at ten in the morning, we croffed

Tuefdaji;. The ncxt morniiig, tlic weather became very 
dark and tempeituous, with heavy rain i we tl^re-* 
ibre clewed all up, and lay by till we could fee

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^hout us. The two ifiands proved to be Pulo 17^7* 
Tote, tfid Fulo Wcfte ; and having made fait till i^n^^ 

one o'clock, we faw the Seven inahds. We con- 
tiinied our courfe till two the next morning, tiie wedacf.ii. 
'ureather being very dtrk^ mkh heavy fqualb of 
wind, and much lightning and rain. While one 
<^ thefe blafts waa bkmiog with ^ ica yiolence» 
and the darknefs Wa^ fof thick that we coufd not 
fee from one part of diie fliip to the other, we 
ibdderily difcovered, hj a ffafli of jlighcning, a 
large veffel ctofe arboard of us. The ftecrfman 
anftatitfy put the helm a-lee, and the ibip anfwef- 
ing her rudder, we j«ft cleared each other. This 
was the firft ibip we had icen fmce we parted with 
the Swallow ; and it blew fo hard, that not being 
able to underftand any thing that was faid, we ^ 
<:ouId not learn to what nation Ihe belonged. 

At fix, the weather having cleared up, we faw a 
fait at anchor in the E. S. E.; and at noon, we 
law land in the W, N. W. which proved to be 
Pulo Taya, Pulo Tote bearing S. 35*^ E. Pulo 
Wcfte S. At fix in the evening, we an- 

chored in fifteen fathom, with iandy ground; and 
obferved a current running E. N. E. at the rate of 
five fathom an hour. 

Ac fix in the morning, we weighed and made Thuiia, 
fail, and foon after faw two veflcls a- head ; bun at 
fix in the evening, finding that we loft much 
ground, we came again to an anchor in fifteen fa- 
thom, with a fine fandy bottom.

WE found here fourteen fail of Dutch Eaft- ,^5^^ 
India Ihips, a great number of foiall vef- ^ 
fels, and his Majedy's (hip the Falmouth, lying 
ypon the mud in a rotten condition* . 
• I fent an officer on fhorcy tp acquabt the Go- 

^vernor of our arrival, to obtain his permilTion to 
purchafe refreihments, and to tell him that 1. would 
falute bins, if he would engage to return an equal 
puQibcr of guns. The Governor readily agreed 1 
and at fpn-rife,' on Tuefday the ift pf December* t«Ajs. 
1 faluted him with thirteen guns, which he return- 
^ witb fQurtiien from the fort. Spon after, the 
purler fent off* ibme frefli beef^ and fdenty of vc« 
getables, which I ordered to be ferved immediately | 
ftC the Ipm^ ti<ne. I called the fliip's company toge- 
ther, and told them that I would not fuflfer any 
liquor to come on board, and ^ould feverely 
punifli thofe who £hould attempt to bring aoy : 
and I took fome pains to reconcile them to this 
regulation, by affuring them that in this country 
intemperance would inevitably deftroy them. As 
a further prefervatlve, I fufFered not a aiaii to go 

on ihorcy except thoie who were upon duty % aod^

On the zdp I feat the boatfwain and the carpen* 

tcr, with the carpenter of the Falmouth, to look 
at fuch of her ftores as had been landed at Onru(l« 
mAxU orderly that if any Irene fit ibr W uCc thej 
(bould be bought. At their ret«rn, they informed 
me that all the ftores they had feen were rotten, 
and unfit for ufe, except one pair of tacks, which 
they brought with them: the maftSy yards» alid 
cMts were all dropping td pieces, and even the 
iron work was fo rofty that it was worth nothing. 

They alfo went on board the falmouth to examine 

her hulk, and found her in fo fhattercd a conditio 
that in their opinion ihe could not be kept toge- 
ther during the next n io n feo n . Many of her porta 
were waftied into one, the ftcrn-poft was quite dc- 
cayed, and there was no ptaee in her ^here a nuHi 
could be ftveltered from the weather. The few ^ 
people who belonged to her were in as bad a ftate 
as their vefiet, being quite broiMn andfwdrAfdd^ 
and expecting to be drowned as foon as the mon* 
foon Skaald ict in^ 

AfflOfug oihef necefftrie^r wie ^^i^ 1m ihmt ^ 
m anchor, having loft two, and of three inch rope 
for rounding tbt eabks; but the oflltera whom I 

had fcnc to procure thefe articles, reported, that 
the price which had been demanded for them was 
k> exorbitant, that they had not agreed' to pre it. 
Satur^.5. On Saturday the 5th, therefore, I went on Ihore 
myfeU; for the firft time, and vifited tlm dififerent 
ftorehoufes and arlenah, but fboitd it impoffibie' 

to 
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to make a better bargain ^haa my o&cers. I tuT^ i7<^7* 
peded chat the dcalera took advantage of otir tp« .„ -J!! !jf 
parent necclfity, and fuppofing that we could not***"'^'fr 
fail without what we h^d o^red to piurchaTe^ dc^ 
termined to cxcoit from more tJian four times 
its value. I was, however, rcfolved to make any * 
ihifc rather cban fubtpitto mhsif^ I thought a flianie* 
ful impofition, and therefore told them that I 
fliould certainly fail on the next Tuefday ^ that if 
they would i^ree to my terms in the mean time, I 
would take the things I had treated for; if not, 
that I would iaU without them* 

Soon after I returned on board, I received a pe* 
tition from the Warrant-Officers of the Falmouth^ 
leprefenting, that there was nothing for them to 
look after : that the gunner had been long dead, 
and his ftores fpoiled, p:irticularly the powder^ 
which, by order of the Dutch, had been thrown 
into the iea : that the boat! wain, by vexation and 

diftreis, had loft his fenies, and was then a deplo* 
rable objeA in a Dutch hofpital : that all his ftores 
had been long fpoiled and rotten, the roof of th^ 
ftorehoufe having fallen in during a wet monfoon, 
and left them cxpofed many months, all cndea* 
vours to procure another place to put them in 
being ineffe&ual : that the carpenter was in a dy« 
ing condition, and the cook a wounded cripple, 
ir or the& realbns, they requelted that I would take 
them home, or at leaft difmifs them from their 
charge. It was with the greateft regret and com- 
panion that I told thefe unhappy people it was 
not in my power to rcFieve them, and that as they 

had 
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^'7^7. had received charge of ftoi:es, they muft wait 
-J orders from home. They replied, that they had 
^* never received a fingie order from England fince 
they had been left here, and earneftly intreaticd 
that I would make their diftrefs known, that it 
might be relieved. They had, they faid, ten years 
pay due, in the expeftation of which they were 
grown old, and which now they would be content 
to forfeit, and go home fweepers, rather than con* 
tinuc CO fuffer the miferies of their prefect fit nation, 
which were indeed very great. They were not 
fufFered to fpend a fingie night on Ihore, whatever 
was their condition, and when they were fick, no 
one vifited them on board; they were, bcfidesy 

robbed by the Makiys, and in perpetual dread of 
being deftroyed by them, as they had a ihort time 
before burnt the Siam prize. I affured them that 
I would do my utmoft to procure them relief, and 
they left me with tears in their eyes. 

As I heard nothing more of the anchor and rope 
for which I had been in treaty, 1 made all ready 
for fea. The ihip*s company had continued 
healthy and fober, and been ferved with frcfh beef 
every day, from the time of our firft coming to an 
anchor in the Road ; we. had alfo fome beef, and a 
live ox, to carry out with us. We had now only 
one man upon the fick lift, except a feaman, who 
had been afflifted vvidi the rheumatic pains ever 
fince our leaving the Streight of Magellan : and 
Tucflaj 9. at fix o'clock in the morning, of Tuefday the 8th 
of December, after a ftay of juft one week, fct 
fail.

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■ On the iith, at noon, we were off a fmall ifland ^'7^

called -the Cap, between the coafts of Sumatra and . — ^^-^ 
j^ava, and feveral of our people fcil.down with ^'-^'^ 
colds and fluxes. The next day, a Dutch boat Satwd. la. 
came on board, and fold us fomc turtle, which 
was ferved to the fhip^s company. At night, be- 
ing at the diftance of about two miles from the 
Jav^ (bore, we faw an incredible number of lights 
upon the beach, which we fuppofed were intended . 
to draw the hih near it» as we. had feen the fame 
appearance at other places. 

On Monday the 14th, we anchored off Prince's Moadiy 14. 
Idand) and began to tsdce in wood and. water* 
The next morning, the natives came in with turtle, XMfda; 15, 
poultry, and hog-deer, which we bought at a rea- 
fonable price. We continued here, fitting the (hip 
for the fea, till the 19th, during which time many saturd. if. 
of the people began to. complain of .intermitting 
diibrders, ibmething like an ague. At fix o'clock 
the next morning, having completed our wood, 
.and talcen on board feventy-fix tons of water^ we 
made fail. . , ' 

While we lay .here, one of the feamen fell from 
i;he mam^-yard into the barge,. which lay along^fide 
the (hip. His body was dreadfully bruifed, and 
anany of his bones were broken : it happened alfo*. 
. that in his fall he ftruck twp^ other men, one of 
whom was fo much hurt that he continued fpeech- 
lefs till the 24th, and then died, though the other "^^w^* «4* 
:had only dne of his toes broken. We had now 
no lels than iixteen upon the fick lilt, and by the

To remedy chis evil, as much, aa it was in 
my power, I made a vay large bhtb for the bck^ 
by relnoving a great. BWiber of people from below 
. to the half deck, which 1 hwng wuh paiiued can* 
vofs, keeping it conttandy clean, and dtrefiing it 
to be wailu d wuh vint-gar, and fumigated once or 
twice a day. Our water was well tailed, and was 
kept conftantly ^emiteted) a large piece of iroo 
alfo, ufed for the making of tar^ aiKi called a log- 
gerhesu}, was hestted red hot, and quenched in it 

before it was priven uul :o be . rank. The fick had 
alio wine initead of grog, and ialcp or fago every 
limrning for breakfeft: two days ia a week they 
had mutton broth, and had a iovvl or two givca 
them ch the interariediace daysi they, had, befides, 
plenty of rice and fwgar, and" frcqiaeiitly mak 
me&ed ^ io that perhaps peopk m a lickly ihip 
Itad never 16 many refrefhm«Ats bffoiv: theitip- 
gcon alfo was indefatigable; yet, wuh all thcfc 
advantages, the ficknefs on board gained ground.

As foonas the fliip was at anchor, I fcnt an 
officer on ihore^ with the ufual compU- ^^^^^^ 
.jnqnts.to the Governor, who received him with 
great civility, telling him that we were welcome lo 
all the refrefliinents and afliftance that the Cape 
.afforded, and that he would return our falute wiih 
the fame number of guns. 

We found riding here a Dutch Commodore, 
with fixteen fail of Dutch Eaft Indiamcn, a French 
Eaft India ibip, and the Admind Watfon, Qaptain 
Griffin, an Eaft India packet-boat, for BcngaL 
We faluted the Governor with thirteen guns, and 
he reairned the fame number; the Admiral Wat- 
ion laluted us with eleven guns, and we returned 
^inoV the French ihip afterwards faluted us with 
,|Dine guns, and we returned ieven* 

Having got off fome mutton for the ihip's 
company, with plenty of greens, I ler.: the furgeon 
on ihore to hire quarters for the hck, but he could 
procure none for lefs than two (hillings a day, and 
a ftipuiation to pay more, if any of them fliould 
take the Imall-pox^ which was then in almoft 
every houfc, m proportion to the maligaky of the • 
y^u 1/ A a difeafe. 
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rlb^ry. T^^^ ^'^^ expence being great, and it 

appearing, upon inquiry, that many of our people 
had never had the fmall>po;», lb that the increafe 
Was likely to be confiderablc, befides the danger, I 
' requefted the Governor's penniflion to ereA a tent 
upon a fpacious plain, at about two miles diftancc 
from the town, called Green Point, and ta fend 
my people on (hore thither during the day, under 
the care of an officer, to prevent their ffaraggliog. 
This permiffion th^ Governor immediatelf granted} 
and gave ordeis that they fhould fu^cr no BKW 
kftation. 

In this place, therefore, I ordered tents to be 
eredted, and the furgpon and his mate, with proper 
officers, to attend; at the (kine tiihe ibriAlf charg- 
ing that no man ihould be fuffered to go into the 
town, and that no liquor fliould be brbught tO'tBe 
tents. All the fick, except two, left the^fliip early 
in the morning, with their provifions and firirtg j 
and for thofe due were reduced to great Weakjie6, 

I ordered the furgeon to procure fuch C^trsLordi- 

nary provifions as he ihould think proper, p^rc}; 
cularly milk, though it wa;$ ibid at an extUffive 
price. About fix in the evening they returned on 
board. And feenicd to be greatly refreAM. ^ At 
the fame time, being extremely ill myfelf, I was 
obliged to be put on ihore, and carried abotll; 
eight miles up the country, where I coiltilAied ilt 
the time the ihip lay here ; and when ihe wa^ 
ready to fail, returned on bCMd withoiit baMiig 
received tlie kafl: benefit.

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No time; however, was loft in refitting the '7 '^* 
veflel: the fails were all unbept» the yards and %Jm^!!l!!^0 
top niafts ftruck, the forge was fct up, the carpen* 
ters were employed in caulking, the fail- makers in 
mending the fails^ the cooper in repairing the 
cail<s, the people in overhauling the rigging, and 
the boats in 61Ung water. 

By the iGth of Febrttaipyi the heavy work being WiiMr. so. 
. nearly difpatchcd, twenty of the men who had had 
the finalUpoXf Were peraittted to go afliore at 

the tov, :i, and oihers, who were ilili liable to the 
diftcmper, were landed at fome diftance^ with or- 
ders to go into the country, and return in the 
eveningj which they, punctually obeyed: this 
liberty, therefore, wa^ continued to them all the 
While the vefTei lay at this port, which produced io 
good an efie<^, that the ihip's company, except 
the lick, who recovered very faft, had a more 
healthy and vigorous appearance than when they 
left £nglaiid. We purchafed here the necelTaries 

that we endeavoured to jorocure at Batavia, at a 
reafonable price, befides canvas and other ftores ; 
we alfo procured freih water by diftillation, prin* 
cipaiiy to ihew the captains of the Indiamen, and ■ 
their officers, that, upon an emergency, wholefome 
water niight be procured at fea. At five o'clock 
in the morning, we put fifty-fix gallons of falc 
water into the ftill, at feven it began to run, and in 
about five hours and a quarter afforded us two and 
forty gallons of frelh water, at an expence of nine 
pounds of wood, and fixty*nine pounds of coals, 
i hineen gallga;s and two quarts remained in the

176S. ftiU^ and that which came off had no ill tafte, nor, 
.y<bruaty^ ^^^^^ experienced, any hurtful qualit]^. 

Wc<iAd;io. J thought the Ihcwing this experiment t)f the more 
coniequence, as the being able to allow pknty of 
water not only for drink, but for boiling any kind 
of proviiion, and even for making tea and cotrce, 
efpecially during long voyages, and in hoc ciin:iates, 
conduces greatly to health, and is the means of 
faving many lives, I never once put my people 
to an allowance of water during this whole voyage, 
iklvvays nfing the flill when we were reduced to 
five and forty tons, and preferving the rain water 
with the utmoft diligence, I did not, however, 
ali^w water to be fetched away at pleafure, bilt 
the officer of the watch had orders to give fuch as 
brouglu proviiioiis of any kind, water fufficient to 
drefs it, and a proper quantity alfo to fuch as 
brouglit tea and. coffee. 
Thurfd. aj. On the 2 5th, the wood and water being nearly 
completed, and the (hip almoll ready for the fea, 1 or- 
dered every body to go on board, and the fick tents 
to be brought oflf ; the people being fo wcil recch 
vered, that in the whole ihip's company there wefe 
but tlirce men unable to do duty, and happily, 
fince our leaving Batavia, we had loft but three* 

si***?*** '^^^ ^^^^ ^*^^' following, the car- 

pcnters finilhcd caulking all the out-works, the 
fore-caftle, and the main-deck; we got all our 
bread on board from the fhore, with a confidcr- 
able quanwty of ftraw, and thirty-four fticep for 
fea-ftores. In the mean time I came on board, 
and having unmoored, lay waiting for a wind till

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th# evcsing of Thurfday the of March) when a 1763. 
breeze fpnngingup, we got under fail. While we t-^y j 
were on iliore at Green ii^oint, we had an oppor*- **' 
tunity^f making many celeftial obfervations, by 
which, we determined Table Bay to lie in latitude 
34^ 2' S., longitude, from Greenwich, 
The variation of the needle^ at this place, was 
19^ 30' W. 

On the 7th, being in latitude 29^ 33' S., longi* Mandiy 
tude, by account, 347^ 38', the fliip was eight 
niiles to the Northward of her dead reckoning. 

On the 13th, having failed weftward 360 de» *3* 
oixcs from the meridian of London, we had loll a 
day } I therefore called the latter part of this day 
Monday, March 14. 

At fix o'clock in the evening, of Wednefday w«aner.i6. 
the 1 6 th, we faw the IQand of St« Helena, at die 
diftance of about fourteen leagues*, and at one the 
next morning, brought to. At break of day, we Tfaurfd. if. 
made fail for the iiland, and at nine, anchored in 
the bay. The fort faluted us with thirteen guns^ 
and we returned the fame number. We found 
riding here the Northumberland Indiaman, Cap- 
,tain Milford, who faluted us with eleven guns, 
and we returned nine. We got out all the boats 
as ibon as poflible, and fent the empty caflcs to be 
.filled with water ; at the fame nme feveral of the 
people were employed to gatiicr purflain, which 
grows here in great plenty. About two o'clock, 
I went on fliore myfelf, and was faluted by the 
fort with thirteen guns, which I returned. The

Upon my leaving the fhorc, I was falutcd 
with thirteen guns, and foon after, upon getting 
vnder way, I was falutfd with thirteen more, both 
which I returned i the Northumberland Indiamaa 
then faluted me with thirteen guns, fo did the 
Ofterley, which arrived here the evening before I 
made fail, and I retiirned the compliment with the 
fame number, 

Monday 21. On the 2ift, in the evening, we few feveral men 
TotOarM. of war birds I ^nd at midnight, heard many birds 
wedoec at. about the fhip. At five o'clock in the morning of 

the 23d, we faw the Ifland of Aicenfion; and at 
eight, difcoveced a fliip to the £aftward, who 

brought to, and hoifted a ydck at her main -lap- 

ina{t-hea49 upoa which we ihewed our colours, 
and (he then ftood in for the land again. We ran 

down clofe along the north-eaft fide of the ifiand^ 
' and looked into the b^y, but feeing no fhip there, 
and it blowing ^ ftiff gale, I made the bed of my 
way*

Jaw two flocks of birds, and oblervmg the water to - — 
lye difcoloured, we thought the ground might 4>e 
leached, but, upon founding, could, iind no 
bottom. 

At five o'clock in the morning of Sunday .the Sunday 24. 
24th, we iaw the peak of the Ifland of Pico bear- 
ing N. N. E. at the diftance of about eighteen . 
leagues. We found, by obfcrvation^ that Fyal 
lies in latitude 38^ 2Q' N., longitude 28° 30' W, 
from London, 

No incident worth recording; happened till about ^^^y* 
noon on the nth of May, when, being in- latitude 
48 44' N., longitude 7^ 16' W. faw a Afp ih 
chace of a floop, at Which flie fired fevcral guns. 
We bore away, and at three, fired a gun at the 
chace, and brought her to ;^ the (hip to windward^ . 
being near the chace, immediately feat a boat on 
board her, and foon after. Captain Hammond, of 
his Majelty*s fioop the Savage, came on board 
pf me, and told me, that the veffel he had chaced, 
when he firft faw her» was in company with an Irifli 
)vherr) , and that as foon as they difcovered him 
to be a man of war, they took diifcrent ways ; the 
wherry hauled the wind, and the other veffcl bore 
away. That lie at firft hauled the wind, and flood 
after die wherry, but finding that he gained no 
ground, he bore away after the other veflel, which 
probably woukl alfo have efcaped, if 1 had not 
ftopped her, for that he gained very little ground 
in the chace.

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iTtt. and though ftie was (leering a fouth weft coHrfe, 
pretended to be bound to Bergen in Norway. She 




•'^•belonged to J^iverpool, was called the Jenny, and 
commanded by one Robert Chriltian. Her brandy 
and tea were in fmaU kegs and bags ; and all ap* 
pearances being ftrongly againft her, I detained 
ber> in order to.be &nt to England, 
fndaf At half an hour^ter five, on the 13th, we faw 
Thttrfd, 19. the iflands of Scilly ; on the 19th, I landed at 
Ffidaytow Uaftings in Suliex; and at four the next morning, 
thefliip anchored fafely in the Downs, it being juft 
637 days fince her weighing anchor in Plymouth 
Sound.. To this narrative, I have only to add, 
that the objc£t of the voyage being difcovery, it 
was toy conftant practice, during the whole time 
of my navigating thofe parts of the fea which arc 
not perfcftly known, to ixe to evsry night, and 
make fail only in the day, that nothing might 
efcape mj:*
